and he is there to help make 
guidelines and enforce them. 

McClintock came here on July 
1 from Drake University where he 
received his degree in physical 
education in 1972. After a brief 
fling with the Detroit Lions and 
Canadian football, he returned to 
Drake to run its IM program. 

McClintock is a strong believer 
in intramural sports. “The basis of 
intramurals is fun,” he said. 
“When a person wins, it shows a 
little of his character; when he 
loses, it shows a lot of his 
character.” 

He comes here with new ideas 
for a new program. His ideas 
include videotaping a “Game of 
the Week” and playing it back in 
dorms and houses. He also plans a 
Rec-check-a recorded phone 
message of what’s happening in 
intramurals. 

Some of his changes in the 
touch football program met with 
stiff opposition at an introductory 
intramural managers’ meeting.

He has what he hopes will be 
the solution to the number one 
problem in intramurals-forfeits. 
There is a five dollar entrance fee 
for team sports and one dollar for 


individual sports. This fee goes to 
trophies and McClintock hopes it 
will provide an incentive for 
people to show up. 


According to McClintock, 
Bradley is unique in one area: 
when Haussler Hall is completed, 
classes will be follosed by 
intramurals in priority. At many 


schools, he said, varsity sports 
have priority over intramural 
programs. 

The intramural program is for 
the students, McClintock said, and 
it is up to them to have it run 
efficiently and effectively.

Tilton proposes arbitration 
board to replace Student Court

No justices will be appointed 
to fill vacant seats on the Student 
Supreme Court, according to 
All-school President Kevin 
Tilton. Tilton made the 
announcement at the Sept. 4 
meeting of Senate Executive 
Council. 

The Court is required by the 
Constitution to have a quorum of 
four associate justices to meet. 
Presently, Donna Gorzynski and 
Frank Hernandez are the only two 
remaining justices, so the court 
will be unable to meet. 

Once the Court is allowed to 
form a quorum, any actions taken 
to replace it could be ruled 
unconstitutional, Tilton 
explained. “If there is no Court, 
there is no judicially enforceable 
standard of constitutionality,” he 
said. 

“We’ve decided to create a new 
organization to handle student 
disciplinary cases,” Tilton said. 
Senators Laurie Gallo and Mike 
Tague were assigned to meet with 
the deans to formulate a new 
method of handling those cases 
heard in the past by the Student 


Court. 

A preliminary report will be 
prepared by Sept. 15, and final 
recommendations will be made on 
Sept. 18. These will be ready for 
Student Senate action on Sept. 
27, Tilton said. 

“The new organization will be 
“characterized by informality,” 


Tilton said. Five criteria- the right 
to appeal from the organization, 
the right of due process, the right 
of the student to expect attention 
to his case, the right of the 
student to be innocent till proven 
guilty, and the right of the 
student to be heard speedily -will

SABRC releases new budget after appeals

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
allocated a total of $2,690 in 
funds to Performing Arts 
Committee (PAC), Student Center 
Board (SCB), the Scout, and 
Off-campus Students Association 
(OCSA) after hearing appeals 
submitted last spring, the 
allocations leave SABRC with a 
reserve fund of $1,870. 

PAC received $2,000, which 
will be held in reserve pending the 
outcome of the concert 


moratorium situation. If the 
moratorium is upheld, PAC will 
use the allocation for events 
which would normally have been 
paid for with profits from 
concerts. 

The $2,000 award brings the 
total amount allocated to PAC to 
$ 8 , 000 . 

The Scout received an 
additional $400 in its appeal 
raising its total to $8,510. The 
appeal was granted after the Scout 
showed that it could make up to 


$600 with an increase in 
advertising rates as opposed to the 
SABRC estimate of $1,000. 

SCB, with the highest 
allocation of any organization, 
received an additional $150 after 
their appeal. The award was for 
use in either a workshop or a 
convention. SCB received a total 
SABRC allocation of $19,100.

A question of the 
means-not the end 

There is certainly little precedent for the virtual 
abolishment of Student Supreme Court by All-school 
President Kevin Tilton. 

The Scout argues neither the feasibility nor the advantages 
of an arbitration board. Instead we address ourselves to the 
manner in which such a board shall be established. 

It clearly states in the Constitution that “In the event a 
Justice resigns, the Senate President shall appoint a Justice to 
fill the vacancy according to the Procedure established.” 

That procedure calls for review of all candidates by the 
Rules committee, which was changed to an ad-hoc committee 
last spring. 

Tilton’s refusal to appoint new Associate Justices to give 
the Court a quorum is a disservice to those students who may 
seek redress in the Court. Until the new system is introduced, 
the Deans have agreed not to refer cases to Court. 

Any change in the Court system must come about through 
Student Senate, which though many times very slow, is the 
only legal avenue open concerning an amendment to a legal 
Constitution. 

Perhaps in his zeal to streamline Student Senate, Mr. 
Tilton has overlooked the basic duty of that Senate—to serve 
the student body which elected it. 

We suggest that the Associate Justices be appointed for a 
one semester or one year term, during which full 
consideration may be given to the structure of the arbitration 
board.

Amy Novak. “I’m 
optimistic about this 
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year’s events,” Novak said. 

In addition to regularly 
scheduled events, SCB will 
continue to sponsor special 
events, including Las Vegas Night, 
Spring Arts Festival, the trivia 
contest and half-price bowling and 
billiards nights, according to 
Novak. “We’re trying to get all 
types of entertainment this year,” 
she said. 

Classical Lunches, with 
members of the music department 
performing during the lunch hour 
in the Student Center Lounge, 
will also be scheduled, according 
to Novak. “We may even have 
other forms of entertainment for 
the lunches,” she added. 

“We’re also talking about 
sponsoring a Dessert Theatre in 
the Student Center,” Novak said. 
“We’d serve a light dessert after 
lunch or dinner and have a 
guitarist or some other kind of 
relaxing entertainment.” 

Beer will be served at the jams, 
or informal concerts, held in SC 
Ballroom, according to Novak. 
For most of the jams, there will 
be separate admission fees for 
beer-drinkers and non-drinkers, 
but an experimental cash-bar jam 
is tentatively scheduled for the 
“Ginger” concert Oct. 17, Novak 
said. 

Ten videotape presentations 
are scheduled for this year. They 
will be shown in the dorm TV 
lounges and at the Student Center 
on different nights, with detailed 
schedules posted later and listed * 
in the Scout calendar of events. 

Videotape offerings for this 
year include Carnal Knowledge, 
Magical Mystery Tour, and a 
taped concert by “Gladys Knight 
and the Pips” and “LaBelle.” 
according to Novak. Schedules of 
films, videotapes and jams are 
available in the SCB office, SC 
109. 

Showcases in the Student 
Center foyer will still be available 
for use by student organizations. 


“I’d also like to encourage people 
to use the ride board,” Novak 
said. 


“This year we’re trying to set 
up a resource file of talent on 
campus,” Novak said. “Anybody 
interested in filing a card should 
come into the SCB office.” 



Board members are in the 
process of setting up office hours 
now, according to Novak, and 
these hours will soon be posted 
outside SC 109. Names and 
numbers of the committee 
chairmen will also be posted, she 
said. 


Although the board’s budget is 
tight, losses don’t necessarily 
mean trouble, according to Ray 
Leber, chairman of the public 
relations committee since SCB is 
meant to provide entertainment 
for students, not to make money. 
“That’s why we get money from 
SABRC (Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee),” 
Leber said. SCB received $19,000 
from SABRC for this year’s 
activities. 


SCB could also use some new 
members, according to Novak.

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Haussler complex nearing completion; 
scheduled for use second semester

Finishing work has finally 
begun on Haussler Hall, the new 
physical education complex, and 
barring unforeseen circumstances, 
the building will be ready for full 
use by the start of spring 
semester, according to William 
Wise, director of plant operations. 

“Right now it looks like no 
progress is being made because 
none of the floor or ceiling tiles 
have been installed,” Wise said, 


“but we hope to have these in for 
the dedication.” 

Formal dedication ceremonies 
will be held at 2 p.m. on 
Founder’s Day, Oct. 10. 

Even then the building will not 
be finished. “I don’t anticipate 
the building to be complete in its 
entirety until the middle or end of 
November,” said Wise. 

Office and storage areas will be 
open by Nov. 1, according to 
Wise. The physical education 
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department can begin moving 
equipment into Haussler Hall at 
that time. 

How long the move from 
Hewitt Hall will take is anybody’s 
guess, according to PE department 
Chairman Mildred Caldwell. 

“I have no idea how long it will 
take,” she said. “I’ve never done 
anything like this before.” 

Caldwell hopes that the facility 
will be available for at least some 
activities in November. 

Physical education classes for 
the current semester were 
originally scheduled for Haussler 
Hall. In fact, the entire PE 
program was greatly expanded 
this year because of the extra 
space the new building will make 
available. 

However, a laborers’ strike, 
which began in May and lasted 
until late July, forced a massive 
rescheduling effort. “We did not 
cancel any classes,” Caldwell said, 
“but we did relof .te them.” 

She explainer that the Field 
House foyer and basketball floor 
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THE LOCKER ROOMS in Haussler Hall are nearing 
completion. Dedication ceremonies for the complex are Oct. 
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are presently being used for PE 
classes. In addition, many classes 
were scheduled for outdoors. “We 
will stay outside as long as 
possible,” Caldwell said, “but if 
bad weather comes and Haussler is 
not ready, we’ll just have to 


crowd into Hewitt.” 

The intramural program has 
also suffered as a result of the 
construction delay, according to 
Director of Intramurals Bill 
McClintock.

dates. Each student will fill out a 
card and hand ti back to ticket 
office personnel, who willlaminate 
it on the spot. At that time, a 
schedule of future individual 
validation dates will be available 
for the students to take home. 

On the individual validation 
dates, students will go to the 
ticket office, have their cards 
punched and receive passes to one 
of the same student sections as in 
past years. Seats within those 
sections, however, will be on a 
first come, first serve basis. 


“It’s going to create 
problems,” Orsborn said, 
asked Kevin Tilton if he could 
speak for the school (in preparing 
the precedure) and he said ‘yes’.” 

Some potential problems might 
be lines forming early outside the 
gates for best choice of seats and 
people spreading out over more 
than one seat in a row, Tilton 
said. As a result, security at games 
will be increased.

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Shortage of off-campus housing 

Increasing enrollment may lead

Mike Murphy,-newly appointed 
director of housing, reports that if 
significant increases in enrollment 
continue through the efforts ot 
the admissions office, the housing 
committee will begin discussing 
solutions to the potential space 
shortage problem. 

A 7-8 percent increase ot new 
students enrolled this fall may 
have created a few uneasy 
moments this summer as 
assignments were being prepared 
to send out in August. 


‘Around June we were down 
to 40 beds,” Murphy said, “and 
for about three weeks parents just 
died.” 

But since then, things seem to 
have leveled off. Although 
University and Heitz halls are 
filled, there are still 
approximately 25 upper class 
women’s beds available among the 
dorms. 

In his seven years with housing, 
Murphy can recall at least two 
other times when situations were 


worse. “There was a rule seven 
years ago that all except senior 
women had to live on campus. 
There were three to a room, then, 
in University and Lovelace 
because Harper hadn’t been 
built.” 

There was a time, too, when 
the university had a quota of 
upper class men it would house. 
The rest were expected to go into 
fraternities or off-campus. 

Murphy said the chances are 
slim that a new facility will be

This year’s freshman class 
already represents a 7 to 8 per 
cent increase in enrollment over 
last year’s and will continue to 
grow until the final count comes 
in, according to Director of 
Admissions Chuck Wharton. 

These figures include only new 
students who completed 
registration by August 27. The 
official count will not be released 
until all late registrations have 
been processed, on or around 
September 15. Based on historical 
trends, the admissions office 
anticipates an increase in all 
figures to date. 

Full-time enrollment has 
increased since last year, out 
transfer student enrollment has 
dropped'by about 50 students. 
Part-time enrollment has also 
^ decreased, according to Wharton. 
As a result, the total head count 
this year may be down. 

But in considering admissions 
of new recruits to the campus, 
Wharton said he is pleased with 
his staff of seven traveling 
admissions counselors and is 
optimistic about the future. 

‘The majority of educational 
institutions across the country 
were anticipating enrollment 
increases,” he said. “I think the 
economy is certainly one reason. 
Students are looking to provide 
better opportunities for 


themselves over the long haul. 

With the coordination of the 
Admissions office and Financial 
Aids, Wharton said, “We 11 be 
trying some new things and new 
approaches. 

“Admissions is continually 
reviewing its program - what 
works one year may not work the 
next. But showing a genuine 
interest in prospective students 
will pay off in the long run. 

Some of the changes Wharton 
anticipates include keeping its 
strength in Illinois admissions but 
increasing efforts in out-of-state 
territories. He also cited the 
increasing role of faculty members 
in “bringing Bradley to 


prospective students and parents.” 

Wharton would not attribute 
the increase in new student 
enrollment exclusively to his 
admissions staff. ‘There are so 
many factors that influence a 
student’s decision in choosing a 
college; the admissions staff is 
more like a catalyst in making 
that decision,” He added, Not 
that many students enroll as a 
direct result of an admissions staff 
person. 

‘‘Admissions is^ a 
university-wide effort and can t be 
viewed solely as a responsibility of 
an admissions staff. Rather, the 
student is the best recruiter for a 
university,” he said 


built, but there are alternative 
provisions that could be made if 
the need arises. 

“Rules state now that all 
freshmen and sophomores must 
live in a dormitory. That, for 
example, could be lifted to allow 
students to move into fraternities 
and sororities before their junior 
and senior years,” he explained. 

In addition, Bradley still owns 
Burgess and Sisson halls but rents 
the space to the Peoria School of 
Medicine. When the school moves 
out shortly, use of the space, 
possibly for housing, will be 
discussed and negotiated. 

Murphy cited a shortage of 
off-campus facilities as part of the 
influx of students back to ^ the 
university-owned housing. “The 
federal government lists Peoria at 
zero vacancy rate. Parts of the 
city have been torn down for 
urban re-development and nothing 
has been put up in their place,” he 
said. 


The Moss-Brad ley 
Homeowners’ Association is 
concerned with the number of 
absentee landlords in the 
immediate area and the number of 
homes being bought for rental 
rather than family living. The 
association is trying to encourage 
people to settle down and 
renovate some of these homes. 


If this feeling catches on, the 
repercussions could put added 
pressure on the housing office. 

“More students choose to live 
in the halls than are forced into 
it,” according to Murphy, and 
there are only two schools in the 
state with room and board as low. 
Drake, which we are often 
compared to, costs $700 to our 
$590 per semester.” 


Murphy expects to meet with 
the new Dean of Admissions and 
Financial Aids, Dr. Thomas 
Huddleston, to help him begin 
anticipating future housing needs.

Signs all over campus 
advertised Keith Berger in the 
Field House while the Student 
Activity Book listed him in Olin 
Hall. Despite the confusion, 
approximately 400 students 
found their way to the Field 
House for the mime artist’s 
captivating performance Friday 
night. 

You could hear a pin drop as 
Berger was carried on stage for his 


opening sketch, Mechanical Birth, 
a favorite from last year’s 
performance for a standing room 
only crowd at the Student Center. 

When Berger heard he was to 
play in the Field House instead of 
the Student Center, he changed 
his format a bit. “I decided not to 
try some of the new things I had 
planned,” he said. ‘They just 
wouldn’t have come off as well.” 
As a result, he repeated many of 
last year’s pieces. 


Maybe it was because of this 
that the audience dwindled by 
intermission to about a quarter of 
its original size. Those who 
remained, however, were 
enthralled by what Berger himself 
calls, “an obscure art form in the 
Western World.” 

Obscure as it may be, Berger 
seems to have dedicated his life to 
its perfection. He practices 5-10 
hours a day with a set of exercises 
designed as a cross between ballet 


Problems of pre-registration 
discussed by department heads

Bradley University’s 
pre-registration system will be 
evaluated during the next few 
weeks to find out if the system 
can be made into a permanent 
fixture. 

For the first time, classes were 
selected by the students in April 
and the final registration was 
completed in August by returning 
students. There were the usual 
complaints and problems, but 
most of all, there were opinions 
and different views on the new 
technique. 

Department chairmen, who 
open and close classes and fix 
their sizes, had many opinions

about the system. 

“I think the system was a 
success,” M. I. Guest, chairman of 
the construction department, said. 
“It had its share of bugs, but in 
general, I thought it was good.” 

Dr. Lester H. Brune, chairman 
of the history department, said he 
never had as many people drop 
history courses as this year. “We 
had some courses where there 
were more than 40 people signed 
up but only 25 showed,” Dr. 
Brune said. 

Dr. Ronald J. Koperski, 
chairman of the speech and 
theatre arts department, said that 
his biggest problem was not 
knowing how many students were 
in a certain class. 

On the first day of class 
changes more than 1,400 students 
changed some part of their 
schedule. Part of the blame was 
put on the new system, but many 
attributed it to the usual 
confusion and uncertainty of 
putting a schedule together. 

“I think it should be 
continued,” Guest said, “this 
system works in enormous 
institutions, so there is no reason 


it can’t work here. I was 
discouraged when I saw very long 
lines, longer lines than I see at a 
regular registration,” he added. 

One view that was shared by all 
was the problem of knowing how 
many students were signing up for 
classes. 

“A chairman must adjust 
accordingly when there are so 
many students signing up for a 
class,” Dr. Koperski said, “I’m in 
favor of a good system that has 
useful purposes. This sytem must 
be evaluated by everyone- 
students, faculty, and the business 
offices,” he added. 


and karate. “If I didn’t keep in 
shape and just hopped up here 
and started performing, I’d strip 
my gears,” he said afterward to 
the audience. 

The audience saw all those 
hours of practice pay off as Berger 
exhibited perfect body contol and 
mental discipline. In one act he 
became a hanging man with such 
authenticity, the audience nearly 
groaned with the imagined feeling 
of the rope tightening around his 
neck. 

An occasional squeaking board 
in the old airplane hangar didn’t 
seem to bother him, but when the 
house lights went up for 
intermission one act too soon, he 
was “shocked.” “I wanted to do 
one of my new acts, The 
Western-er, for this crowd but I 
had to drop it. It just wouldn’t 
have fit at all in the second half. 
That was really disappointing.” 

Although it seemed that the 
stage arrangement at the Field 
House could never compare to the 
personal atmosphere at the 
Student Center, Berger 
successfully bridged that distance 
by coming down into the 
audience and selecting two 
“volunteers” to help in his 
opening act. 

After the almost 2 hour 
performance, Berger grabbed a 
microphone and answered 20 


minutes of questions. Marro 
people were interested in how he 
got his ideas for his sketches. 
“Most of them are things I’ve 
dreamed,” Berger said, “and that’s 
why they seem surrealistic rather 
than everyday experiences.” 

There is a certain amount of 
mental preparation involved in 
miming, too. “I have to make 
myself very crazy so I can get out 
of myself and into myself at the 
same time. 

“I have to pay attention to the 
audience, too, so I can sense when 
you’re getting bored,” he added. 

Mime is a difficult art form to 
grasp at times because we are so 
used to communicating through 
words and sound. Berger 
described it - “like kissing with 
your eyes open — very intriguing 
but difficult to do.” 

Berger grew up as a kid actor in 
New York, where some of his 
parts required that he learn to 
move like a dancer. After a period 
of adjustment he began to like the 
movement. He toured for a time 
with an Oriental troupe and some 
of their exact, still movements 
wore off. 

Since then he’s done mime in 
the streets of New York City and 
now teaches regular classes there. 
After leaving Peoria, however, he 
will continue touring the country 
for the rest of the year.

The admissions and financial 
aid offices have combined under a 
new dean, Dr. Thomas 
Huddleston, Jr. The combination 
of the two offices is a logical step

and is common at many schools, 
Huddleton said. 

“Admissions cannot operate in 
a vacuum. It is dependent on all 
aspects of the University with 
fin^nr'isl aiHs heins. without 


question, the first one,” he 
explained. 

Admissions is the major area of 
concentration right now because 
of the need for correct timing 
and immediacy, as well as advance 
schedules and planning. 

More effective use of data, 
greater concentration on different 
groups, and a different approach 
in community techniques are 
some of the things being planned, 
according to Huddleston. 

“Admissions has now moved to 
the marketing aspect, and we’ll 
need to examine things in that 
sense, Huddleston said. 

One investigation to be done is 
a trial-error study, “a close 
scientific look at successes and 
failures and a sorting out of 
what is effective and not 
effective,” Huddleston said. 
Computers have been used for the 
study in the past, but not to their 
greatest effectiveness, he 
remarked. 

Appealing to many different 
groups of prospective enrolees, 
including more out of state 
students, is also being planned. 

“What we have to do is create 


in people’s minds the idea that 
higher education is important, 
that Bradley University is 
important,” he said. 

Another market is the transfer 
student, Huddleston said. “A 
distinct service has to be created 
for them,” he added. Forty-five 
per cent of the students now 
going on to college attend 
two-year institutions. 

“By no means can or should 
you try to give everybody 
everything they want; you have to 
be your own thing and stick to 
it,” Huddleston said. “It is 
possible to examine what people 
want and then improve existing 
programs to fulfill these needs,” 
he added. 

A study of the desires and 
attitudes of young people and 
their parents (who provide 50% of 
the college funds) is being used to 
this end, he said. Public relations 
aspects and informational services 
are also important. 

“A diversity in curriculum, 
such as Bradley offers, can 
sometimes be a disadvantage, 
according to Huddleston. 

“If you offer eveything, how

New library director assumes position

New order librarian Walter 
Wilkins, also from Ohio, comes to 
Bradley with plans for introducing 
computer resources to 
Cullom-Davis. 

The new system is based on the 
Ohio College Library Center 
(OCLC) already established with 
400 libraries throughout Ohio. It 
permits college libraries to store 
book titles in their own computer 
bank with a record kept also at 
computer central in Columbus, 
Ohio. The information is 


programmed into Cathode Ray 
Tube (CRT) terminals, to be 
mechanically called up by 
subscribers to the system. 

Students who need books for 
various assignments will be able to 
obtain a list of additional libraries 
where the books can be found, 
Wilkins said. 

Through comparing with 
entries from other colleges, Jones 
and Wilkins will be able to 
determine areas where 
Cullom-Davis is weak in available 
sources for student research. 

Additional library services for 
Bradley students this year will 
include bibliographical 
instructions promoting the proper

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“All the teams who have 
dropped out of the Valley in 
recent years (Cincinnati, Memphis 
State, St. Louis, and Louisville) 
have had their image built in our 
conference,” said Nothdurft. 
“The grass always looks greener 
on the other side, when, in reality, 
it may not be.” 

The major question being 
raised by school and community 
supporters is: “Could the Valley 
be crumbling?” 

“No,” Nothdurft states 
confidently. “It was evident in 
communications with other 
schools that, although the loss of 
Louisville was discouraging, there 
is a determination to strengthen. 

“We ought to add another 
school. It would be a definite 
psychological gain.” 

Schools being considered for 
Valley expansion are Indiana 
State, Illinois State, and Arkansas 
State. Nothdurft admits that 
other teams farther south have 
expressed interest in the MVC. 

Chuck Buescher, head baseball 
coach and an assistant in 
basketball to Stowell, hopes that 
the Valley will add a competitive 
team. “It’s important that the 
Missouri Valley adds a team with 
prestige. Part of the Valley s 
problems have been in trying to 
improve the caliber of its football 
program.” 

Buescher believes that the 
addition of West Texas State and 
New Mexico State was a futile 
effort by the Valley to raise the 
level of football to that of the Big 
Eight or the Big Ten. 

From the standpoint of 
baseball, the Valley poses a 
distance problem. “It’s impossible 
to play a conference schedule. 
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And this year and next, the 
conference tournament is in 
Illinois, which means West Texas 
and New Mexico will travel almost 
two thousand miles to 
participate.” said Buescher. 

Buescher raises the question of 
Louisville’s security in the new 
league. “It’s possible that it won’t 
last. Only time will tell.” 

While Stowell expressed his 
confidence in the Valley, he also 
wants to continue a sound 
relationship with Louisville. “Our 
associations have always been 
good and I hope they will 
continue to be good.” 

The strong Brave-Cardinal 
rivalry, evident in Bradley’s upset 
of Louisville last season, was 
reiterated in a letter to Nothdurft 
from Cardinal coach Denny Crum. 
The fiery Crum wrote: “I 
personally have enjoyed 
competition with Bradley more 
than any other team in the MVC.” 

Stowell, a fierce competitor 
and a close friend to Crum, agreed 
and hopes to keep Louisville on 
the schedule, the Cardinals are 
slated for two games this year but 
scheduling for next year remains 
incomplete. 

‘The new league is small,” 
notes Nothdurft. ‘There will be a 
lot of room on Louisville’s 
schedule but the Final decision 
will be theirs.” 

There have been hints, 
however, that decision-making is a 
problem at Louisville because of 
some internal conflicts. If these 


conflicts are not resolved, Bradley 
and its great community following 
could be in for a disappointment. 

Nothdurft forsees the building 
of another rivalry in the MVC to 
replace the one created by the loss 
of Cincinnati and, then, 
Louisville. 

The possibility exists that the 
loss of the Cardinals will hurt 
recruiting in not only basketball, 
but other sports as well. 

“Right now it’s not going to 
affect recruiting at all,” said 
Buescher, “Only a year will tell.” 

Stowell dismisses the idea that 
recruiting will be affected, “We 
just play too many good teams to 
have the loss of one hurt us.” 

Questions of Bradley’s leaving 
the MVC have also been raised. Is 
the Missouri Valley the best thing 
for Bradley? 

“Right now our position is 
cautious,” said the well-informed 
Nothdurft, “We need to be 
open-minded to any conference 
that will help Bradley University. 


“Bradley would listen to any 
offer.” 

Stowell agreed, “We must take 
a close look. Our best interests 
may not be in the Valley. We have 
economical and geographical 
considerations. The other teams in 
the Valley are good basketball 
teams.” 

Drake, West Texas State, Tulsa, 
Southern Illinois, Wichita State, 
and New Mexico State are the 
remaining members of the MVC. 
The future of the conference is 
nothing but speculation. 

Maybe the Metro-Six will fall 
apart in one or two years. 

Maybe Louisville’s dreams of 
riches lay at the end of the 
rainbow. 

Maybe Bradley will leave the 
MVC. 

Maybe Louisville will find out 
it never had it so good. 

If so, the Missouri Valley 
Conference still one of the better 
basketball conferences in the 
nation, might be there to pick up 
the “Crums.

Philyaw keys Braves harriers

With only two lettermen 
returning Bradley’s cross-country 
team kicked off its 1975 season 
this week, hoping to improve on 
the 5-6 record turned in by last 
year’s squad. 

Sophomores Mike Freeman 
and Jim Forster are the returnees, 
and with the help of junior college 
transfer John Philyaw, they will 
be striving to get the harriers back 
on the winning track after their 
first losing campaign since 1969. 

Coach Jake Schoof is high in 
his praise of the threesome, 
especially of Philyaw. 

“He’s looking real good,” 
Schoof said of the junior who 
transferred from Illinois Central 
College in East Peoria. 

“He has a good shot at the 
school record on our course. And 
he has the capability of breaking 
the actual course record.” 

Jim Winfield established the 
school record over the five-mile 
Newman Golf Course layout in a 
dual meet with Western Illinois 
last fall. But WIU’s Dana Hiserote 
won the race in a time of 25:17 to 
record the fastest time ever on 
Bradley’s course. 

In praising Philyaw, Schoof 
does not speak idle words. 
Philyaw recorded a 25 minute five 
mile cross-country clocking last 
season in defeating Sonny 
Wilburn, then the defending 
junior college national six-mile 
track champion. 

Schoof looks to Freeman to be 
the team’s number-two man this 
year, mostly on the strength of a 
superb track season in which the 
East Peoria product ran a 4:17 
mile. 

“Mike is in as good shape now 
as he was at the end of track,” 
said Schoof. “I would be surprised 
if he were not our number two 
man behind Philyaw.” 

Forster, who ran as number 
two man most of last year, 

Figures to be a solid third man this 
time around. That is not to say, 
however, that Forster won’t be up 
running with Freeman. 

“The fact that Freeman 
asserted himself so well in track 
would seem to indicate that he 
will be our second man,” said 
Schoof. 

“Forster will probably be third 
at first. But he could move up.” 

After the first three runners, 
however, the picture is clouded 
with question marks. 

Lost to the team are Jim 
Winfield, A1 Smith, Frank 
Leonard and Rick Smathers, all 
four of whom were solid top 
seven performers last season. 


Of the four, Winfield’s absence 
will be felt thq most. A four year 
letterman, Winfield was Bradley’s 
number one runner in all but two 
meets over the past two years. 

The loss of Winfield and Smith 
was expected, since both had 
completed their four years of 
eligibility. But Smathers and 
Leonard were both expected back 
before they entered Bradley’s 
co-op work program. 

“If they were running, they 
could really help us,” said Schoof. 
“As it is, they’ll really hurt our 
depth, which is very important in 
cross-country.” 

With the exception of 
sophomore Carlos Pignato, 
Schoof will have to rely on 
freshmen for depth this year. 

“Carlos could be a factor this 
year,” said Schoof. “He had a 
pretty good race at the Steamboat 
Days Classic in Peoria last month. 

“But he’s been ill and I don’t 
really plan on him for the first 
couple of meets.” 

Schoof will have to hope for a 
quick adjustment from the 
freshmen. “You could say that 
without the freshmen we 
wouldn’t exist,” he said. “We 
haven’t got enough upperclassmen 
to make a full squad.” 

Speaking of the frosh, Schoof 
mentions inconsistency as a major 
weakness. 

“Their performance varies 
from day to day,” he said. “They 
look good in some workouts and 
not so good in others. 

“They’re finding out that it’s a 
lot harder than high school.” 

Freshmen on the squad include 
Marty Cullen, from the Bronx; Pat 
Daly from Wantagh, N.Y.; John 
Pearson from Seiden, N.Y.; and 
Pat Leonard, from Chicago. 

Of the upcoming dual meet 
season, Schoof said, “I’d be 
disappointed if we didn’t win 
better than half of our meets.” 

“Illinois State should be pretty 
tough,” said Schoof. “They have a 
good crop of freshmen who 
should bolster them. 

“And Augustana is tough, as 
usual,” he continued. 

The harriers will run three big 
meets later in the season. They 
are, in order of their appearance 
on the schedule: The Huskie 
Invitational at DeKalb which the 
Braves finished third last year; 
Illinois Intercollegiate at 
Charleston (9th last year); and the 
Missouri Valley Conference Meet 
(4th last year) at Carbondale. 

Bradley began its season 
Tuesday hosting De Paul and 
Loyola.

The ticket office in Robertson Memorial 
Field House bustles with activity but next 
door, the door of the office of Bradley’s 
Sports Information Director remains 
locked. 

In early August, in the first of two 
hour-long meetings. Vice President for 
Development L. Victor Atchison asked 
longtime Bradley Sports Information 
Director Jim Dynan to resign. 

The request came as a shock to Dynan, 
who had just returned from Houston and 
the National Convention of Sports 
Information Directors. Later in August, 
Dynan complied with Atchison’s request, 
leaving the university without an S.I.D. for 
the first time since 1921. 

“The first call I got after I got back 
from Houston was Atchison, he asked me 
to come in for a meeting,” Dynan said one 
day in early September. “I’d just come 
back from the convention with some new 
ideas and I was ready to get started. It’s 
really a disappointment.” 

At the first meeting, Dynan told 
Atchison he would think about the 
resignation request. “He told me I didn’t 
have any rapport with the media,” Dynan 
said. 

Last week Atchison said he plans to 
eliminate the office of sports information 
director and plans to fill the post with 
someone who will publicize Bradley’s 
educational program as well as its athletic 
teams. For 22 years under Dynan, the 
sports information director position was, in 
theory, a full-time job. 

“It (the new job) won’t be a full-time 
job, it hasn’t been for 22 years,” Atchison 
said from his office in Swords Hall. 
Atchison’s job at Bradley is basically 
involved with fund raising. 

“An S.I.D. is a person that reports after 
the fact. We want someone to report the 
occurrences in basketball and promote 
other athletics to the hilt,” Atchison said. 
“There are a number of other things we can 
promote. We want to publicize the total 
perspective of the university.” 

Last year in a six-page essay entitled 
“The S.I.D.,” Dynan wrote that “a new 
administrator recently admitted that he 
had never heard of the office, yet he 
(Atchison) had been at schools that had 
such an employee as early as at least 25 
years ago.” Dynan added “Maybe it’s time 
the S.I.D.‘s let the faculty and other 
administrators know they are around.” 

Atchison also said he wanted to produce 
posters and billfold-sized schedules 
promoting Bradley basketball plus 
education. 

“There have been schedules printed 
every year,” Dynan said. “They’re in the 
files.” The 49-year-old Dynan also disagrees 
with Atchison’s idea to hold special-event 
nights this season at Bradley’s basketball 
games. 

Atchison hopes the new position will 
make better use of i' 3 St. Louis and 
Chicago areas. This, ht relieves will help 
Bradley to become a national institution. 

Dynan said the media in Chicago and St. 

Louis have always been included on his 
mailing list. “He also found how important 
the S.I.D. job was when the resignation 
story hit the national wire, six graphs 
long,” Dynan said. 

The sports information director is in 
charge of distributing material concerning 
athletics to the media. In the absence of 
Dynan little, if anything concerning 
athletics has been released even though 
Bradley’s cross-country season is already 
underway. Few nationally-recognized 
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programs operate without a full tim 

“First I would’ve wrote resumes 
four spring sports and one on the 
academic year,” Dynan said, outli 
traditional August and early Se 
schedule. “There’s also the cross- 
flyer, rosters and releases with sched| 
swimming and basketball and a fall 
roster.

Dynan, who will receive six 
severance pay from the university, 
sent vital information to the 
pre-season basketball magazines, ra 
the presses, and said he would ha' 
getting ready to begin work 
basketball team’s Press, Radio a.

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Financial problems may end publication of yearbook

The A nag a , Bradley 
University’s yearbook, may be in 
its last year of existence, 
according to editor Marybeth 
Genis, unless university tuition 
policy is changed. 

Due to continual decrease in 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) 
contributions to the 
yearbook—the latest, a $ 1,000 cut 
for 1975-76—the Anaga must 
depend almost entirely on student 
subscriptions to make up for the 
loss. But student sales drop 
annually: in 1972, 1,800 students 


bought the Anaga for $4.50—1975 
showed that number drop to 
1,300 purchasers at $6.50 a copy. 

“We’ve raised the fee for 
organization and Greek photos 
that appear in the book,” Genis 
said, “and the editors have offered 
to waive staff salary to keep the 
book in existence, but production 
and photography costs are making 
this impossible.” 

To remedy the financial 
situation of the Anaga , Genis has 
had approved by the university 
Publications Council a project to 
present before the University 
Controller Robert Keating. 


This project includes adding 
$3 or $4 onto every student’s 
tuition and giving every student 
an Anaga at that price in lieu of 
the costly $6.50. “With a 
publishing order of 3,800 books, 
our printing costs could be cut to 
meet the $4.00 student fee asked 
for,” Genis said, “and our 
organizations and Greek photo 
fees would pay staff salaries, 
office supplies, and photo 
equipment. 

The yearbook plays an 
important role in attracting new 
students to Bradley, Genis said. 
“The admissions office verifies its 
need as a good representation of 


campus personalities and activities 
varying every year. This makes 
each Anaga a unique recount of 
events and people especially for 
the senior class in its last 
university year and for the 
freshmen who are new to college 
life,” she said. 

Financially, the Anaga makes 
only a minimal profit annually for 
the university to absorb—last year 
$437. Genis concluded, “If the 
Anaga dies, everyone will feel the 
loss; perhaps not immediately, but 
in the future, after graduation, 
when one wishes to refer to the 
book for a photo, a name, a 
memory.”

A preliminary outline of the 
structure and procedures of the 
newly designed arbitration board 
was presented by Senator Mike 
Tague.

Bradley is really go into the 
community, rather than expect 
them to come to our campus to 
take courses, and offer some 
courses for adults.” 

While some courses are 
available on the Bradley campus, 
the Peoria Park District Lighted 
School program offers a variety of 
educational programs for adults 
and leisure activities for children 
at neighborhood schools. Bradley 
joins this effort by offering 
courses at Columbia and Thomas 
Jefferson Schools and at the 
Forest Park Nature Center. 

Many of the courses will be 
taught by Bradley faculty, 
Albanito added. “We try to use 
our Bradley faculty as much as we 
can. However, for the kind of 
program that we’re offering, we 
have to go out and get people 
from the community, too.” 

The program includes a 
management workshop, courses 
designed for women, yoga, 
ceramics, estate planning and 
Polynesian dancing, as well as 
a certificate program in clinical 
hypnosis. All of these courses are 
offered at special rates. Persons 62 
years of age or over and 
Vietnamese refugees may take 
non-credit courses, except 
workshops and seminars, for 
$5 on a space-available basis, basis. 

“I can’t help but believe this 
helps not only the image of 
Bradley,” Albanito said. “It brings 
in more full-time students, and 
certainly more part-time students 
to use the facilities of Bradley at 
night when they would ordinarily 
be empty.”

The Air Force Reserve Officers 
Training Corps (AFROTC) 
program at Bradley will be open 
to students from Illinois Central 
College (ICC) this year, according 
to Capt. Thomas Mullen. 

Transfer credit will be given for 
each course successfully 
completed at Bradley on the 
freshman or sophomore level. 

Students participating in this 
program will become eligible for 
ROTC scholarships, and upon 
graduation from ICC (a two-year 
junior college) they may attend 
any school in the U.S. with a 
RO I C program. 

Bradley’s program currently 
has approximately 75 cadets, or 
whom 65-70 per cent are on 


scholarship. The ROTC program 
pays almost $6500 a year to 
Bradley in scholarships, Mullen 
said. 

Freshman enrollment in 
Bradley’s ROTC program is down 
slightly this year, but once the 
new program is well established 
enrollment is expected to rise to a 
total of 125 for all four classes. 
Eventually, the graduating ROTC 
class is expected to number 
around 20, compared to this 
year’s senior class of 12. 

ICC students participating in 
the program provide their own 
transportation to and from 
classes, which they attend twice a 
week for two hours’ credit. 

The ICC students will not 


affect Bradley’s program 
significantly this year, according 
to Mullen. Primarily, it is 
providing ICC students with a 
chance to get into the ROTC 
program.

Bradley weekends: 


feast or famine 


Once again we’ve started the school year with all good 
intentions and high hopes that the mistakes of the past will 
not be repeated. 

However, it seems no matter how hard we try, those 
human oversights still take their toll. 

How about those maddeningly lopsided weekends, for 
example—Friday nights with five things going on followed by 
Saturday night withdrawal—cold turkey. 

It happened again last weekend-at the $800 expense of 
Student Center Board (SCB) and the Performing Arts 
Committee (PAC). 

Williams’ Dorm Council worked closely all week with the 
Deans of Men and Women in pulling off a gala all-school 
dorm party the same night SCB and PAC had sunk big money 
months before into guitarist-comedian Dick Feller. 

As if that weren’t bad enough, “That Championship 
Season” opened in Neumiller Chapel, Yellow Submarine was 
showing in Olin, and floor parties were held in both Heitz 
and Geisert halls. 

Surely it was human oversight that all these attractive 
activities were scheduled simultaneously, but it makes us a 
little nervous to see it begin again so early this year. 

It’s high time those groups and people with scheduling 
power begin corroborating with each other before final plans 
are made for student activities financed with student dollars. 

A monthly all-school calendar of events updated daily in 
the foyer of the Student Center is certainly a step in the right 
direction. It would serve as a place groups could refer to and 
avoid costly scheduling conflicts. 

At an educational institution attempting to meet the 
needs of over 5,000 students and faculty, as well as the 
surrounding community, no one expects a perfectly even 
distribution of events scheduled each weekend. But at times 
when alternative dates are available, a concerted effort should 
be made on everyone’s behalf toward peaceful coexistence. 

In our own interest, let’s not work against the committees 
that have fought so hard to squelch complaints that “there’s 
nothing to do on campus.” There’s plenty to do, we just 
manage to bury it.

Calendar would curb confusior 


Last spring the Student 
Activity Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) was formed 
into an independent body to 
better meet student needs. This 
committee, which distributes 
funds to most student campus 
organizations, would now like to 
bring to the attention of the 
student body a problem which 
needs rectification - the problem 
of scheduling events so as to avoid 
conflicts. Too often students find 
that there is a variety of activities 
planned for a certain night while 
the next night “there’s nothing to 
do.” We feel that students’ money 
for activities would be better 
spent if all organizations and clubs 
would take the time and effort 
necessary to insure that their 
events were not in conflict with 
events planned previously by 
some other organization. This 
problem is a difficult one which, 


although having been dealth with, 
has not yet been solved. SABRC 
would like to suggest some 
guidelines toward its solution. 

First of all, organizations and 
students should utilize the 
calendars published by the 
Student Center. When scheduling 
events we would hope that 
organizations take into 
consideration the activities listed 
in the Student Center Handbook. 
Also, a monthly calendar is 
published by the Student Center 
and is distributed to all dorm 
floors. We suggest that perhaps 
this calendar should be distributed 
also to all organizations, and that 
all organizations should call in 
their events (to Student Center) 
to be published monthly. This of 
course requires advance planning 
which in turn requires time and 
effort - yet time and effort well 
spent.

All five actors in the play are 
seasoned semi-professionals with 
varied acting and directing 
experience.

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Depiction of Heights history 
wins $10,000 for BU art trio

Imagine an art project that 
needed 3 l A tons of plaster to be 
complete. Imagine the finished 
product, which stands eight feet 
tall and over 30 feet long. That 
creation now rests in the Peoria 
Heights City Hall due to the 
efforts of three Bradley students, 
Bill Aspell, Peter Traugott and 
Marlene Miller. 

Back in April of this year, 
Pabst Brewery Corp. announced 
to the art schools of both the 
University of Illinois and Bradley 
a chance to compete for a prize of 
$10,000 for artists retained to 
create a mural for the new Peoria 
Heights City Hall. 

The prize was not to be 
awarded to the universities, 
however. It would be awarded to 
a team of students from one of 
the universities, the team whose 
idea was judged best. 

The judging was done by a 
five-member panel. It included 
Verne Funk, director of the art 
school at Bradley; the director of 
University of Illinois’ art school, 
two citizens of Peoria Heights, 
and the architect of the new 
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mokes Dick Dlick Tick .

Fourteen teams entered the 
competition, eight from the U of I 
and six from Bradley. The only 
restrictions on the works were 
that they had to convey thehad to 
convey the heritage of Peoria 
Heights. The presentation of 
Aspell, Miller, and Traugott was 
picked unanimously. 

The group decided to relate 
four areas of Peoria Heights’ 
history: primitive, exploration, 
settlement, and contemporary. 
Each separate area would be 
depicted in an epoxy-resin panel, 
8 by IVi feet, weighing over 200 
pounds. 

The group started working on 
the project imjnid-May. “We kind 
of took it easy for the first week 
because we had a pretty good idea 
of what we wanted to do. Later, 
after the first section was finished 
we realized what we had gotten 
into and buckled down a little 
more,” Miller said. 

The procedure itself was a 
complex one, according to Miller. 
“Bill did a research paper on 
Peoria Heights which helped us 
make drawings to work from.

To get to the finished 
product we had to model from 
the drawings in clay,” She said. 


“After that came the big job of 
casting it into plaster. Then it was 
cast into epoxy-resin which was 
stained to match the wood in City- 
Hall.” 

The work was originally 
scheduled to have been done in 
the basement of City Hall. The 
sculpture facilities of Duryea Hall 
were used instead because the 
group’s tools and mixers were 
back at Duryea. 

The work was hot, courtesy of 
Peoria’s summer weather, but

summer brought an addition to 
the crew. Peter Traugott was 
married and his wife Jamie put in 
considerable time on the work. 
Nita Sunderland of the School of 
Art also lent her assistance when 
needed. 

The prize money figures didn’t 
really turn out to be as huge as 
they first sounded. “When we first 
heard the prize money was 
$10,000 it sounded like a 
fantastic amount of money. After 
we split it up it worked out like a 
good paying summer job, in 
effect,” Miller pointed out. 

The work itself wasn’t 


completed until last week and 
dedication ceremonies were 
Monday in Peoria Heights. Miller 
is the only one of the three still 
attending Bradley. Traugott has 
his Masters degree and now lives 
in Glasford. Aspell graduated in 
May and is traveling in China. 

Verne Funk mentioned the 
prominent role Pabst played in all 
of it. “It was a good gesture of 
Pabst to give students the 
opportunity to try the work 
instead of professional artists,” he 
said. “Not only that, but the job 
that was done is as good as any 
that could have been done.”

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Dayan favors lasting peace through face-to-face confrontation

Israel has no desire to see the 
United States militarily involved 
in the Middle East but does 
welcome negotiations on behalf of 
peace, according to General 
Moshe Dayan, former defense 
minister of Israel. 

Under the terms of a peace 
accord signed in early September, 
there will be 200 American 
technicians stationed between 
Israel and Egyptian troops. Final 
approval of the plan to use 
civilians is still pending in 


Congress. 

In a speech last week in the 
Field House, Dayan said he 
believes the civilian technicians 
would pose no problems in Israel 
and would be cleared out at the 
first sign of trouble. 

“You learned your lesson in 
Vietnam,” he said, and added that 
the technicians would probably be 
evacuated with no military 
intervention if necessary. 

“If there is a war there, we 
don’t want you to fight there; we 
never asked anyone to. 

“We do want help to be strong 


enough to fight for ourselves. We 
need your tanks, your Phantoms, 
your anti-aircraft weapons,” he 
said. 

Dayan said he personally felt 
that the peace accord bought 
peace from the Egyptians and for 
that reason he did not agree with 
it. “You decided to pay for peace 
in the Middle East with your own 
money.” 

According to Dayan, the only 
way a lasting peace can be made is 
through face-to-face 
confrontation. “They have to 
look into our face and say, ‘we 


want to make peace.’ They have 
to undertake to stop fighting, to 
recognize Israel.” 

Questions remaining to be 
settled include the establishment 
of boundaries for Egypt, Jordan,

Peoria, the Midwest’s graduate school of 
sportscasting, graduates another student 
tomorrow as Mark Holtz, sports director at 
the city’s CBS affiliate, WMBD, leaves the 
Heart of Illinois for the Rocky Mountains 
and Denver. 

Holtz, who came to Peoria four years 
ago from Omaha, Neb., covered area sports 
on both radio and television and admits the 
basic reason he came here was to cover 
Bradley basketball. 

“It’s a different association—you’re on a 
first name basis with everyone,” Holtz said 
in a meeting room at the WMBD studio. 
“It’s a real intimate feeling, sometimes I’ve 
had to divorce myself from becoming a fan 
to try to stay objective.” 

No job can be without memories and 
Holtz recalls many fond moments he’s had 
in covering Bradley. 

“The two biggest games as far as 
suspense goes were last year’s loss at 
Louisville and the Southern California 
game (in 1974) at the Conference 
Commissioners’ Tournament,” Holtz said. 
“Other games which come to mind were 
last year’s win against Louisville and the 
Sugar Bowl game against N. Carolina when 
we had (Sam) Simmons and (Rich) 
Schultz.” 

Holtz said senior guard Jimmy Caruthers 
has been the most exciting player during 
his four-year stay in Peoria. “He’s always 
there,” he said. “Even though he had the 
bad spell last year, he always won a couple 
games each year by himself.” 

Through his close association with 
Bradley, Holtz has become a close friend 
with basketball coach Joe StowelJ. 

“He’s one of my very best friends,” 
Holtz said, while watching the Notre 
Dame-Boston College football game on 
television. “It was hard, at times, to keep 
objective last year.” 

Holtz is unable to find enough words to 
praise Stowell. “I don’t know what to say. 
He’s energetic, honest (‘he won’t bend the 
rules one inch’), Joe’s his own man. 

“Joe takes total responsibility for his 
program. He recruits, wins and loses,” 
Holtz said. “He’s the frontrunner—people 
knock him.” 

Through his experience with Bradley, 
Holtz has become aware of the intense 
feeling Stowell has for his players. “He 
wants to see them succeed in life, play well, 
and study-maybe that’s why he’s got that 
defense mechanism; he feels so responsible 
for the whole program.” 

Holtz, not wishing to be Bradley’s 
prophet of doom, feels changes must be 
made by the university to save the Braves 
major college basketball program. The first 
move, he believes, would be-to come out 
with a positive policy endorsing the 
basketball program. 

“Why don’t they come out and say 
they’ve got a money problem,” Holtz said. 
“There are too many low profile people in 
key positions. They’re status quo 1962, the 
Chet Walker era.” 

He also believes Bradley should support 
Peoria’s proposed downtown civic center 
and play its home games there, leaving 
Robertson Memorial Field House. 

“If you’re gonna play anybody big it 
won’t be in the Field House,” Holtz said. 
“No Big Eight or Big 10 team will schedule 
to play there. They tried to schedule N. 
Carolina to a home and home contract. N. 
Carolina said they’d play in Greensboro (40 
miles from it Chapel Hill campus) and 
they wanted Bradley to play at the St. 
Louis Arena.

The Board of Trustees has yet 

I [to give formal permission to 
renovate Hewitt as a Speech and 


Theater Arts building, according 
to Koperski. 

“The five-year lease on the 
Carousel, which expired May 31 
this year, was renewed for one 
year pending a decision from the 
Board of Trustees on Hewitt 
Hall,” Koperski said. 

Dr. Collins J. Bell added that 
“there will be two major 
productions held this year, one in 
November and the other next 
March. The production this fall 
will be a children’s play called The 
Wonderful Cure, which will be 
performed by Bradley students 
with the cooperation of the 
Community Children’s Theatre of 
the Peoria Park District.” The 
Wonderful Cure is written and 
directed by Bell. 

Bell also noted that the 
department’s emphasis is on 
students’ regular studio 
productions, which will be held in 
the Carousel this year as well as 
on rehearsals for the major 
productions. 


Although Abegg said the 
document’s use would be 
“primarily internal” He added 
that state and national 
government aid programs would 
probably be requiring such studies 
more and more often in order to 
determine schools’ eligibility for 
aid. 

Possibly, the document would 
be used in helping determine the 
university’s accreditation, 
according to Abegg. 

The document is intended to 
increase “the probability of 
successful control of the future of 


Bradley University,” according to 
the document’s planning guide. 


“Planning must be an ongoing 
process” to be successful, states 
the guide, which provides for an 
annual report on progress by 
Abegg and an all-university update 
every two years. Documents will 
be provided to everyone who 
needs one, 1 and 10 copies will be 
put on reserve in Cullom Davis' 
Library for students’ use. 

In determining a department’s 
goals and plans, everyone in the 
department is offered the 


opportunity to comment on the 
draft. By the time the 
Comprehensive Planning 
Document is sent to the Board of 
Trustees and the University 
Senate for final approval, the 
departments will have had five 
months to comment and change 
various parts of the document, 
Abegg said. 


Work on the document has 
been underway since April, when 
Abegg offered for comment the 
preliminary draft of revised 
university goals. 
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The party is the result of a 
simple suggestion brought up at 
an informal meeting of dorm 
representatives, a fraternity 
member, and an off-campus 
student. The idea may be the basis 
of a new campus organization. 

Michelsen suggested that head 
members of the four main student 
groups meet for the purpose of 
sharing ideas, avoiding scheduling 
negative toward conflicts, promoting better 

icerned with its communication between the 

groups, and planning some 
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all-student activities. 

“In planning all-student 
activities, such as a block party, 
not only would the cost and 
manpower required from each 
group be decreased, but the 
participation would be increased. 

Each of the four groups of 
students has an established body 
to coordinate activities and 
promote communication within 
its group*. President’s Council for 
Fraternal Affairs (PCFA), 
Panhellenic Council (Pan-Hel), 
Interdorm Council, and 
Off-Campus Students Association 
(OCSA). 

A coming together of leaders 
of the four' groups “would be 
both practical and beneficial to 
the unity and cooperation of the 
various student groups, 
Michelsen said. 


Three years ago, only one of 
the entering freshmen in the 
College of Engineering and 
Technology was a woman. The 
number jumped to 18 two years 
ago and this year there are about 
25 freshman women in the 
College, according to Dr. Peter 
Bulkeley, dean of the college. 

Opportunities for women in 
engineering and technology are 
excellent, according to Bulkeley. 
“To suggest that women are 
welcome in engineering is an 
understatement. This has always 
been a predominantly male field, 
particularly in this country,” he 
said. 

There are over 1 million 
engineers and technologists, 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, but only 18,000 of 
them are women. Of that number, 
fewer than 6,000 have degrees. 

“There is no doubt women do 
well in engineering: of eight 
freshman women in industrial 
engineering (IE), seven have made 
the dean’s list. It’s a remarkable 
achievement,” Bulkeley said. 

All graduates, but especially 
female graduates in engineering 
and technology are entering a 


favorable job market, Bulkeley 
said. Three-fourths of women’s 
job interviews result in job offers, 
he added. There are 
approximately 13,000 job 
openings in engineering every 
year. 

Intelligence and interest in 
fields of science and math are 
requisites for engineering 
students, he said. 

Representatives of the college 
are always willing and eager to 
speak with prospective applicants, 
especially women, according to 


that

Bulkeley. He said 
realistically, women 
eventually comprise a fourth ot 
the enrollment in the college. 

The number of high school 
graduates is expected to decline, 
and if Bradley has an effective 
way of attracting women to the 
College of Engineering and 
Technology, the decline could be 
offset, he said. 

One of the ways of attracting 
students is to invite prospective 
students to visit the campus and 
sit through classes and labs and 
spend some time on the campus.

Student Senate Executive 
Council unanimously endorsed 
the proposal for a University 
Arbitration Board at the council’s 
Sept. 18 meeting. The proposal 
was tabled at Monday’s Senate 
meeting. 

The board, designed by 
Senators Mike Tague, Laurie 
Gallo, and the deans of men and 
women calls for five members and 
attorneys. Three undergraduate 
members will be appointed by the 
all-school president, subject to 
Senate approval. The university 
president will appoint the other 
two members and designate the 
chairperson. A quorum will 
consist of the chairperson and two 
board members. 

Terms for arbitration board 
members will run as long as they 
are associated with Bradley, 
according to the guidelines for its 
organization. “This is for cohesive 
purposes,” said Tague. Constant 
turnover in personnel and a lack 
of. continuity caused problems in 
past court organizations, he 
explained. 

“The first people appointed 
will set the precedent tor the 
court” Tague said. Hopefully we’U 
get an independent body and 
people that will establish the 
court’s credibility.” 


If this credibility is established, 
the university will probably be 
less likely to impose arbitrary 
decisions regarding cases, Tague 
added. 

Student Senate elections have 
been rescheduled for Oct. 14, 
according to Elections 
Chairperson Rob Dixon. The 
adjustment was forced “because 
of a scheduling conflict,” Dixon 
said. The candidates’ meeting is 
still scheduled for Oct. 6.

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Dorm activity fees handled by business office

Bradley University has 
established a new system for 
sponsoring dorm activities: 
a centralized dorm activities 
account which allots $5 per 
student to each dorm. The money 
for this account is taken from 
students’ room and board fees. 

Prior to this year, each dorm 
council collected the $5 fee when 
students checked in. The money 
was then put into a bank account 
for that dorm, and the council 
could use the money for any 
purpose without the approval of 
any other authority. 

But according to Joseph Mele, 
vice-president for business affairs, 
this was “too much of a hassle.” 
Many students didn’t want to pay, 
and many wanted to know 
exactly where their money was 
going. 

So this year, there is one 
activities account. Requisitions 
for use of the money must be 
approved by Mele. 

The money can be used to 


purchase liquor (as for a floor 
party) only if a liquor license is 
obtained, according to Mele. Since 
the money comes from university 
funds, Bradley has to provide 
liability insurance each time 
liquor is served. This insurance 
can be obtained only when the 
university has a liquor license. 

Bradley is allowed ten liquor 
licenses per year. Any larger 
number of licenses would raise the 
cost of the insurance, according to 
Mele. Five of these licenses were 
reserved for alumni affairs and 
conferences, he said, and the 
other five were made available for 
student use, of which one was 
used for a party at Williams. 

Assistant Dean of Men Tim 
Wendle said that getting a license 
was ‘a hassle but, I don’t want to 
discourage any dorm from having 
parties because of the hassle to get 
liquor licenses.” He said he 
believed there would be “a lot less 
hassle for everyone if they had the 
old system back.” 

Although Mele said he thought 


the new system could work, he 
felt that the Williams party 
indicated “pretty poor planning.”

Mele said it was his 
understanding that the various 
dorms would submit some kind of 
program for the year in order to 
avoid an overlapping of events. “I 
want to help coordinate the 
activities,” he said. 

At the present time, all dorms 
have submitted budgets to Mele 
which include their plans for 
individual activities for the school 
year. 

Budgets cannot exceed the $5 
per capita allowance for each 
dorm, but any money made on an 
activity can be deposited in a 
petty cash account established by 
that dorm. The dorm council can 
then draw from that account as in 
the past, without direct approval 
by any other authority. 

Mele said the budgets will 
serve merely as guidelines in 
determining how dorm councils’ 
money is spent, when his office, 
like any other, submits its budget.

According to Tilton, in the 
political area, the student body is 
most concerned about finding a 
job, the economy and recession. 

Students are no longer 
interested in large group 
demonstrations, he said, but are 
now motivated in smaller group 
activities. An example of this is 
the heightened interest in Student 
Center, Performing Arts and 
Greek activities, he said. 

Tilton described students as 
“pretty content” since most of 
the arbitrary rules are gone. This 
leaves him with an extremely 
limited role as student body 
president. 

Off-campus issues, such as the 
Viet Nam War are gone, he said, 
and many students are fairly 
uniformed about current issues. 

Tilton said that his allegiance is 
not divided between the student 
body and the university 
administration because 1 can t 
think of an issue where the 
university and the students are 
opposed,” he said. 

Student government is “a 
diversion” for Tilton, who said he 
hated the campaigning that is a 
part of politics. “1 enjoy the 
position now that 1 have it, but 
politics isn’t for me. I’m too 
uncomfortable with the things 
that go with it.” 


Though it has started slowly, 
Meinstein expects the drive to 
“be successful once it gets 
publicized. Unfortunately, we’re 
getting tin cans thrown in with 
the aluminum ones, and there’s 
not much of a demand for tin. 

“Aluminum is a superior metal 
because it’s easy to recycle,” he 
continued. “What we’re doing will 
also help keep aluminum prices 
down.” 

Meinstein said money received 
in the drive will help cut APO 
dues, which are partially used for 
service projects. 

“We need money to buy 
equipment for our Service Access 
System,” he said.

OCSA wants university support

“If the administration does not 
change its attitudes toward 
off-campus students, then I will 
consider resigning, but at the 
present time I am not considering 
resignation,” A1 Coates, president 
of the Off-campus Students 
Association (OCSA) said. 

“If I do resign, half of my 
executive committee has told me 
that they, too, would resign,” 
leaving the club nearly powerless, 
Coates said.

So we have set sights on 
the establishment of a coffee 
house. Hopefully, by the end of 
the first semester it will be open 
for business,” Coates said. 

The club also holds various 
social events for members and 
participates in Campus Carnival. 

The organization’s office is 
located in Sisson Hall but they 
hope to move into Wyckoff, 
according to Coates.

Theatre has returned to Bradley. Real theatre, with 
footlights, stage props and a stage. 

That Championship Season” represents more than a 
well done play. It is a promise of the work, the speech and 
theatre arts department is capable of even without a place of 
its own. The only thing it lacks is a student cast. 

Theatre at Bradley has suffered in recent years. Student 
attendance has fallen and the department has been without 
adequate facilities, but perhaps these problems are of its own 
making. 

Perhaps the solutions can also be of its own making. 

When student productions return to Bradley, to Neumiller 
Chapel, perhaps theatre will begin its revival. 

Students may be more willing to pay ticket prices when 
they are going to see their peers. We appreciate the work the 
department has done to make this production and we 
congratulate them on an excellent job. 

We hope to see the work continue. Because in spite of 
what the cynics say, the theatre is not dead. But it is up to 
the theatre department to set about a little revival work. 

With this revival in mind, it would indeed be nice if the 
theatre department had some place to go. 

Hewitt Hall seems just the place. The university has 
already put a substantial sum into plans for remodeling the 
building, and it seems fit that this work should not go to 
waste. 

There are certainly other departments which need space 
for expansion, but we feel that in the case of the theatre 
department the need is especially severe. 

Any department which depends on reaching out to 
students through its performances obviously needs a place to 
give those performances. 

The Carousel Playhouse is woefully inadequate for that 
purpose. 

The university has a chance to remedy the problem with 
the renovation of Hewitt Hall. With that renovation, perhaps 
theatre will return to Bradley and reach all the potential that 
lies within the department. 

Editor's Notebook 

I’m not so sure that change is always for the better. Nor 
do I subscribe to the theory that something is better than 
nothing. In this case, I’m thinking about the abolishment of 
Student Supreme Court and the proposed arbitration board. 

I have always agreed that the court had so little power 
that it was virtually a joke in terms of acting as a disciplinary 
body. 

In the end, it is more the way the arbitration board was 
proposed and set up than the actual proposal itself which 
bothers me. 

The number of absences would still be the same for the 
board as for court under the old constitution, and the 
penalty for absences is still the same in each case. 

The proposed quorum of three seems to leave little 
responsibility to the members of the board. It becomes all 
too easy for one member to avoid a meeting in hopes that 
someone else will make the difficult decisions for him. 

But there are sections of the proposed arbitration which 
do bother me. Among these is the size of the board and the 
size of a quorum. 

No matter what the composition of the board, there is 
still no guarantee that this system will work any better than 
the former court system. 

Is there anything to stop later administrations from 
refusing to appoint members enough for a quorum—thus 
making the board as impotent as court is now? 

It seems to me that it was not necessary to circumvent 
the constitution to establish an arbitration board, but rather 
the right thing to do would have been amending the 
constitution to give court more authority and stricter 
discipline within court itself. 

It’s not too late.

-One Man's View- 

I think the all-school president’s action regarding the 
abolishment of the Student Supreme Court is 
unconstitutional. The Student Supreme Court was created by 
Article 2 of the Bradley University Constitution. It states 
“All judicial power herein granted shall be vested in a 
Student Supreme Court.” 

If the president is not satisfied with the number of times 
a justice can be absent, there is a constitutional way to 
change it. Also, if the president wants to abolish the Supreme 
Court, there is the same legal way to do so. 

Article 5 deals with amendments to our Constitution. 

Amendment to this Constitution may be made by a 
three-fourths affirmative vote of the members of the Student 

ocricitc. 

There cannot be a change in the Constitution without an 
amendment. A law needs a simple majority vote. An 
amendment needs three-lourths affirmative vote of the 
members ol the Student Senate. A law passed by the Student 
Senate is subordinate to the Constitution. If a law and the 
Constitution conflict, then the law is null and void: the 
Constitution is not. 

If the law abolishing the Supreme Court is passed it is 
immediately null and void. It is unconstitutional The 
Supreme Court does not have to say the law is 
unconstitutional for it to be true. The Constitution is clear in 
this case. A law abolishing the Supreme Court would be in 
flagrant violation of the Constitution. 

It is not up to the president to decide what is wrong or 
right, legal or illegal. He is not the law; the constitution is If 
in his opinion the court finds “loopholes” it is just that-his 
opinion. Just because the court disagreed with him doesn’t 
mean that they were wrong. 

Also^he states that the court places “too much emphasis 
on fact.” In a court of law, how can a judge place “too much 
emphasis on fact?” It is the facts that determine the outcome 
of the cases. If it is a fact, one can never put too much 
emphasis on it. 

I find the president’s actions regarding the Student 
Supreme Court unconstitutional, unnecessary, and 
unwarranted. If the court needs to be cleansed, we have the 
ways and means in the Constitution to cleanse it. If we want 
to abolish the Student Supreme Court, we have the ways and 
means in the Constitution to do that also. 

These are important decisions. These decisions should be 
made by the senate and the students of Bradley. The process 
that gives the student the largest possible voice is the 
amendment process. 

It is the responsibility of the senate and the students to 
stop this unlawful and unconstitutional action. If this law is 
passed, the Constitution is worthless. The president will be 
able to radically alter the Constitution by passing a law with 
a simple majority vote of the senate, 
passing a law with a simple majority vote of the senate. 

People who deplore the action of the president should 
not keep silent. If the Constitution is killed we have no one 
but ourselves to blame.

Dr. Daniel Keane, associate 
professor of education, studied 
the primary school system in 
England and reports drastically 
different means of education in 
that country. 


“The teachers there don’t 
lecture, they divide the students 
into groups and give them projects 
to work with. The children 
progress at their own rate. This 
way the smartest are given harder 
work to do and the less intelligent 
student will be given work that he 
can handle,” Keane said. 

“The children are given more 
freedom and they learn how to 
use it,” he continued. “They 
don’t usually get rowdy. Their 
classrooms are noisy, but it’s a 
noise of learning.” 

Keane hopes to make “changes 
in the teaching profession” by 
incorporating his sabbatical 
experiences into his classes.

Stolen traffic signs pose safety problem

A few years ago in Ohio, four 
people died in a traffic accident. 
A little over one month ago, three 
members of the Cato family died 
when their car was hit by a 
semi-trailer truck in McHenry 
County in northern Illinois. How 
did these people die? Vandals had 
removed stop signs at the 
intersections where the motorists 
should have stopped. 

In recent years this problem 
has increased, even at Bradley. 
According to Sgt. Jerry 
Thompkins of the Bradley 
security force, “last year we lost 
seven signs which cost us about 
$25 apiece.” The city of Peoria 
has to replace an average of ten 
signs per month while Peoria 
county spends $4,000 a year on 
the replacement of road signs. 

This area has been lucky - 
there have been no deaths — but 
Peoria County Sheriff Bernard 
Kennedy said, “several people 
have been put in the hospital.” 

Last year, when the stop sign 
at Elmwood Avenue and St. 
James Street was stolen,“we had 
several close calls,” Security Chief 
David Baer said. “Luckily, it was a 
city street,” Baer said. “We had a 
replacement sign up within twelve 
hours.” 

As far as county roads are 
concerned, Fred Rodgers of the 
Peoria County Highway 
Department said, “Our residents 
are familiar with the roads, but if 
a stranger were driving — I would 
hesitate to say what would 
happen.” 

The replacement of these signs 
is difficult. Authorities rely on 
reports from citizens to find out

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about signs that are down. Then 
authorities must act immediately 
to replace the signs or they can be 
sued for negligence if an accident 
occurs, according to Kennedy. In 
the Cato accident, two minutes 
would have prevented the 
accident, since repairmen were 
reportedly en route to replace the 
missing sign. 

In Illinois, vandalism of road 
signs carries up to a $ 1,000 fine, 
and the person is criminally liable 
for any damage which happens at 
the scene. 
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THIS ACCUMULATION of stolen traffic signs was 
discovered recently at the home of a Bradley student. 
Director of Security Dave Baer said the signs can cost up to 
$25 a piece to replace while local department stores may sell 
a reproduced version for about $5.

second class last May, has 
five state grants and three 
grants since 1970, used to 
lrnish an on-campus lab with 
Dspital equipment, pay faculty 
ilaries, and buy books and 
idio-visual equipment. Student 
nrollment has increased from 23 
1970 to the present 288, with 
le faculty numbering 19. 

‘It’s a difficult program. In the 
riginal program the RNs were 
ager to learn and acquire more 
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knowledge,” Snow explained, 
“but the students now also take it 
very seriously. Nursing majors are 
very highly motivated. Teachers in 
other departments have told me 
that.” 

Since the program is approved 
by the Illinois Department of 
Registration and Education, 
students who successfully 
complete it are eligible to take 
licensing examinations for 
nursing. 

Snow cited some advantages of 
the Bradley nursing program over 
other college nursing programs: a 
smaller number of students per 
class, the physical compactness of 
Bradley’s campus, and the greater 
availability of clinical facilities in 
the Peoria area. 

According to Snow, faculty 
members control the type of 
experiences the students will have 
in hospital practicum by assigning 
students to care for specific 
patients. 

“The students are interested in 
getting into the hospital so they 
can work with patients,” Snow 
said. “They’re all interested in 
helping people.” 

The eight male students 
currently enrolled in the nursing 
program “get along well as a 
minority,” according to Snow. 
“They have a good rapport with 
the other students, and^ the 
patients haven’t objected, she 
said. “In fact the nursing 
profession is trying to attract 
men.” 

Snow, who began her career at 
Bradley as a biology teacher in 
1948, is scheduled to retire. Her 
successor has not yet been named. 


“The nursing department 
might evolve into a school of 
nursing,” Snow said. “I feel that 
the program has been very good 
for Bradley because it has added 
to Bradley’s total enrollment 
during this difficult financial 
period. The nursing program has a 
very good reputation, and it 
attracts students.” 

Rather than teach after she 
leaves Bradley, Snow said she 
would like to seek employment in 
a Peoria area florist shop, travel, 
paint, and take care of her cat. 

“I’ll just do the things I’ve 
always wanted to do,” she said, 
“but never had the time.”

Monty Python and the Holy 
Grail 

Ye Olde Satire 

At last a movie that answers 
the questions: “Do coconuts 
migrate?” “Does God approve of 
groveling?” Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail is that film. It is 
the film which Woody Allen, Mel 
Brooks and even the Marx 
Brothers have tried to do with 
only partial success: the non-stop 
nonsense comedy.

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Know your legal rights as tenants 


Renters, will your lease let you sleep? 


It s a slow, hot trudge up a long 
flight of stairs at the end of the first 
of what could be many days of 
apartment-hunting. At least the sign 
downstairs didn't say ''No animals 
or students/' Head, feet and hand 
pounding in unison, you knock on 
what you've promised yourself will 
be the last manager's door of the 
day. 

Then, suddenly, there it is: the 
ideal apartment, a veritable $100-a- 
month nirvana to your weary eyes. 
Out comes the lease, on goes the 
signature. The landlord-tenant ste¬ 
rility dance is finished before you 
even notice what legal and financial 
potency you've lost for the next 12 
months. But after all, what are a few 
rights in return for no roaches? 
Perhaps only a little peace of mind or 
no heat until December or a couple 
hundred dollars or a surprise evic¬ 
tion. 

If you've survived or avoided the 
black plague of mandatory dorms, 
get ready for the trial by tenancy. 
With the possible exception of 
students purchasing an education, 
no class of consumers are more 
oppressed than tenants. In 25 states 
tenants must still pay rent even if 
their landlord doesn't provide them 
with a livable apartment. In 30 states 
a tenant can be evicted in retaliation 
for reporting a housing code viola¬ 
tion. 

For info about the specific dearth 
of rights in your state, see your local 


tenant's union (or start one: write 
the National Tenant's Organization, 
1346 Connecticut Ave., Room 202, 
Washington, DC 20036). In the 
meantime, here are a few basics for 
your next lease-signing ritual. 

1. The ball and chain lease. Con¬ 
trary to popular belief, you do have 
the right to enjoy your apartment. 
Even with the current housing 
shortage in some college communi¬ 
ties, you're signing a rental agree¬ 
ment, not a release for involuntary 
confinement. Nevertheless, you'll 
probably find clauses which prohibit 
parties, stereos, guests, pets, air 
conditioners, repainting, remodeling 
and other things people usually 
associate with a home. At some point 
the protection of your landlord's 
property nudges your right to 
privacy out of the picture. 

Aside from signing away your life¬ 
style, you may also be asked to 
unwittingly give up other legal 
rights. Buried in the fine-print legal 
jargon may be clauses which give 
your landlord the right to enter your 
apartment at any time, to lock you 
out, or to seize your belongings and 
throw you out for late payment of 
rent. Under many brave new leases 
you also agree to pay your landlord's 
attorney's fees if he sues you or 
allow him to appoint an attorney on 
your behalf to plead guilty. 

Here's some Orwellian gobblydy- 
gook I signed a few years ago, again 
from a standard lease: "This lease 


and the obligation of the Tenant to 
pay rent hereunder . . . shall in no¬ 
wise be affected, impaired or 
excused because the Landlord is 
unable to supply or is delayed in 
supplying any service expressly or 
impliedly to be supplied or is unable 
or is delayed in making any repairs, 
additions, alterations or decora¬ 
tions. . . Translation: you must 
pay rent even if the landlord doesn't 
provide heat, electricity, repairs or 
any other service he promised — 
quite a switch from the universal 
consumer axiom that you don't pay 
for what you don't receive. 

2. The insecurity deposit. To 
prevent your security deposit from 
becoming your landlord's permanent 
bank deposit, try to include in your 
lease a clause stipulating when your 
money should be returned and 
requiring an itemized accounting of 
all deductions made. 

So you only pay for your own holes 
in the wall after finals, make sure 
you and your landlord inspect the 
place before you move in and make a 
written inventory of all damage. If he 
refuses to take the tour, take along a 
disinterested witness, have your 
inventory notarized and give the 
landlord a copy. Although legally 
shaky, such tactics have a "don't 
tread on me" effect which can prove 
valuable. 

For more clout try using the model 
inventory checklist and security, 
deposit contract available free from 


the Sacramento County Consumer! 

Protection Bureau, 816 H. St., Sacra 
mento, CA 95841. The model agree¬ 
ment resulted from a survey of] 
landlords in the Sacramento areal 
which found that of an estimated 
$1.7 million in security deposits, 
over half the money was being with 
held illegally. Confirming what many 
students know from experience, th 
bureau concluded that security de 
posits had become "an incredibl 
ripoff." 

3. The lease of least resistance 

Although negotiating may be trau 
matic, you should try to change you 
lease before you sign it rather than 
rely on long and expensive legal 
action to vindicate you. In many 
places, local law hasn't yet caught up 

with basic human rights or the_ 

Constitution. Remember that any )HN PHILYAW

Philyaw impressive

The Bradley cross-country 
team bolstered its record to 5-1 
this week, squeezing out 2 
one-point victories over intrastate 
rivals Western Illinois and 
Southern Illinois-Edwardsville. 

Running against WIU on 
Friday, the Braves received a 
1-2-3- finish from John Philyaw, 
Mike Freeman and Jim Forster to 
guarantee a 29-30 win. 

Philyaw pulled away at the 
two-mile mark and coasted to a 
26:02 clocking. But Freeman and 
Forster had Western’s first man 
close at their heels throughout the 
race and both needed strong 
finishing kicks to determine the 
meet’s outcome. 

Coach Jake Schoof was pleased 
with the victory. “Anytime you 
can beat a state school it’s an 
accomplishment,” he said. 

“I was glad to see Mike and 
Jim react to the competition 
when they found out they had to 
take second and third,” he 
continued. 

“And I was happy with our 
fourth runner (John Pearson). It 
was the first time he has run.” 

Pearson, a freshman who was 
ineligible for the first four meets 
because of complications with his 
high school transcripts, finished 
11 th in the meet. 

Carlos Pignato placed 12 th, 
while Pat Leonard, also running in 
his first meet, finished 13th. 

On Tuesday, SIU-Edwardsville 
came to Peoria and the young 
Braves once again stood up to a 
tough test, nipping the Cougars 
27-28. 

Philyaw was the winner in a 
time of 26:03. But it was a strong 
last mile by Forster that made the 
difference in the meet. 

The slightly-built sophomore, 
passing the four-mile mark in 
third place, quickly made up a 
fifteen-yard deficit on SIU’s first 
man, then sprinted away to a 
second-place finish. 

“I really felt good that last 
mile,” said Forster, still breathing 
hard five minutes after he had 
finished. 


“I died on the hills in the third 
mile, he said. “But later I got a 
push from their second man.” 

Mike Freeman, who was 
running with the flu, finished 
fifth. Pat Daly and Carlos Pignato 
rounded out the Bradley scoring, 
placing ninth and tenth. 

Schoof was all smiles after his 
team’s second one-point win in 
five days. “We’ll take ‘em any way 
we get ‘em,” he said. 

“Years go by when you lose 
like that,” he continued. “Maybe 
this year we’ll win ‘em.” 

The harriers travel to Wheaton 
tomorrow before returning home 
to Newman Golf Course on 
Tuesday for a 4 p.m. date with 
Northern Illinois.

As live Grand Masters’ tennis players 
walked into the press conference area at 
the Central Illinois Raquet Club, attention 
quite naturally shifted to a short, 
well-tanned man dressed in a light blue 
leisure suit. 

Staring into a sea of bright television 
lights, Pancho Segura, 52, sits and answers 
questions. In the background, women are 
playing doubles matches on cement courts; 
quite unlike Wimbledon or Forest Hills, the 
turf Segura wandered 20-30 years ago. 

At 52, the silver-haired Segura is only a 
shadow of his former self on the tennis 
court. But at 52, the man who filtered to 
the United States from Ecuador is still 
playing tennis. 

“I love to play, the more the better,” 
Segura said, grateful to the sponsors of the 
Grand Master’s tennis circuit which made 
competitive professional tennis a 
reality for senior players. Peoria’s 
three-night tournament, held at Robertson 
Memorial Field House, benefited Channel 
47, the local Public Broadcasting Station. 

“We fight for every point, maybe that’s 
because we’re older,” Segura said. “1 hate 
to lose.” 

Thoughts on losing notwithstanding, 
Segura, better known to tennis enthusiasts 
as the coach of Jimmy Connors, dropped a 
quarterfinal singles match to Hugh Stewart, 
6*3, 6-3, on the tourney’s opening night. 

In 1946, Francisco Segura won the 
U.S. Indoor tennis tournament. Two other 
Grand Masters, leading money winner 
Frank Sedgman and Vic Seixas, won singles 
titles at Wimbeldon in 1952 and 1953. 

“Conditioning is very important, I’m in 
pretty good shape,” Segura told reporters. 
“Sleep is very important to your health,” 
he said. 

A reporter asked if he slept by himself, 
a question which created considerable 
laughter among the audience. 

“No with a nurse,” Segura countered. 

The Channel 47 seniors tournament 
produced play filled with long rallies. “We 
can play long, short, high or low,” Segura 
said. “We make the ball talk.” 

Finished with general questioning from 
the media, Segura shuffles to a seat and 
began to talk with a writer. 

“Television has played a great role in 
tennis’ rise,” Segura said. “I think the 
Bobby Riggs-Billie Jean King match helped. 
People in Montana and Alaska watched it. 
They thought it was an unusual game but it 
made people aware of tennis (pronounced 
tenni).” 

Riggs, another visitor to the Channel 
47 tournament, played three local women 
newscasters at once during the final night 
of the tournament. Segura feels the 
court-hustler was the ideal person to bear 
the masculine banner in the “Battle of the 
Sexes.”

Stowell arrested in gambling raid 


Head basketball coach Joe 
Stowell was arrested last Thursday 
at about 10 p.m. on charges of 
gambling and patronizing a 
gambling house.

and Dr. Bruno J. Perino, a dentist. 

The raid took place after two 
female undercover agents, one 
wearing electronic eavesdropping 
equipment, gained access to the 


room and taped the conversations 
of the participants in the alleged 
“high stakes” gambling game. 

Officials said the women 
pretended to be sisters, one of 
them supposedly the wife of a 
man thought to frequent the 
alleged gambling house. 

Police said they learned of the 
operation through a tip but 
suspected the games had been 
taking place regularly on 



Thursday nights for some time. 

More than $10,500 was 
confiscated from the pockets of 
those arrested. Lt. John Dyke of 
the city’s vice and drug unit said 
the games consisted of card 
playing with the use of poker 
chips. It was reported that no 
money was seen on either of the 
two game tables.

New arbitration board passed

Freshman Ed Mihalkanin 
appeared at the Sept. 25 Senate 
Executive Council meeting to 
contest the abolishment of the 
Supreme Court. Mihalkanin 
presented his objections in 
petition form, along with the 
petition form. They were also 
printed as a “One Man’s View” in 
last week’s Scout. The petition 
contained 123 signatures and ID 
numbers, predominantly those of 
freshmen. 

Mihalkanin did not present his 
petition at Monday’s meeting. 

“I wasn’t sure of the procedure 
and figured this was the best way 
to go about it. 1 thought the 
protest might carry more weight 
with other signatures besides my 
own,” Mihalkanin said. 

Since the Student Supreme 
Court was created by Article 2 of 
the Student Senate Constitution 
no change in it should be made 
except by the amendment 
process, Mihalkanin said. 

“If the constitution is worth 
anything, someone has to look at 
it as a power of authority.” he 
added. 

Mike Tague, a Creek senator 
who helped draft the alternative 
to the Supreme Court, argued that 
“the arbitration board will not be 
put into the constitution — it is a 
separate document to establish a 
separate entity.” 

“I contend we never had a 
valid constitution and never will 
have,” Tague said. He added that 
he would not be opposed to 
passing the arbitration board plan 
and having a referendum to delete 
the section on the Student 
Supreme Court from the 
Constitution. 

Whether the Student Court 
should have been abolished or 
dissolved and whether the 
arbitration board is a good thing 
are two separate issues, according 
to All-school President Kevin 
Tilton. 

“I took the responsibility fo 
dissolving the r«urt; as chief 


executive of student government I 
decided to eliminate it,” he said, 
said. 

In spite of lengthy argument at 
last Thursday’s meeting of Senate 
Executive Council, Student 
Senate unanimously passed the 
arbitration board proposal at its 


regular Monday meeting. 

One change, made in the 
proposal before it was voted on, 
made any amendment subject to 
the approval of the university 
president and the senate instead 
of the senate alone.

Education maintains status quo 
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Illinois education is tightening 
its belt to adjust to a slimmer 
budget caused by the six per cent 
budget cuts made this year by 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 

The belt tightening in public 
schools is taking place at all levels 
of education. During the last 
academic year, 137 teacher 
training programs were voluntarily 
dropped by Illinois colleges and 
universities. 

At the same time, the state 
education office issued 6,480 
fewer teaching certificates than 
three years ago (1971-72), the 
peak year for certification. 

Dr. Leo G. Bent, dean of the 
college of education, points out 
that these statements are 
somewhat misleading when 
applied to the situation at 
Bradley. He felt that it is special 
programs that have been taken 
away, not teacher training 
programs. 

“Most are dropped because 
they are not being used,” he said. 

According to Bent, there are 


70 institutions in Illinois 
preparing teachers, and it is 
mostly state schools which have 
dropped teacher training 
programs. 

“Bradley has not limited 
enrollment in teachers’ education 
at all,” according to Bent. 


He said it is the general 
enrollment at Bradley which 
affects the enrollment in 
education the most. 


Negative attitudes on the job 
market have also discouraged 
enrollment, he added. 


According to Bent, one of the 
advantages of a school like 
Bradley is the control the school 
has over what goes into the 
curriculum, as opposed to many 
state schools. 

Last year Bradley graduated 
130 certified elementary teachers 
and 109 secondary teachers. 
According to Bent, this was the 
largest education class yet, 
although enrollment varies every 
year. 

“Competition is keen. 
Demands are high on teachers,” 
Bent said.

Last spring, a small controversy 
snowballed when a Bradley 
professor remarked that he didn’t 
like working with women. Since 
then, a question has arisen as to 
the degree of discrimination 
toward women on campus. For 
many people, discrimination 
ranges from admissions, and jobs 
to athletics. 

Bradley President Martin 
Abegg has decided to open up this 
question to the entire campus. 

“I am curious,” Abegg said, “as 
to whether or not people on this 
campus feel there is 
discrimination toward women, in 
classrooms or whatever.” 

Abegg said this was the first 
time the issue of discrimination 
has arisen, at least to the point 
where persons outside the 
university have complained that it 
exists. 

“The university, from the very 
start and by its charter, has been 
an equal opportunity institution, 
and to my knowledge, there has 
never been a problem of 
discrimination against women,” 
Abegg said. 

Prior to this year, there was 
some dissatisfaction among 
women students about the 
athletic program for women, but 
Title IX has effected a partial 
solution, Abegg said. 

Title IX, one of the 
Education Amendments of 1972, 
requires that sex discrimination be 
eliminated in federally assisted 
education programs. Schools are 
in violation of Title IX if sexually 
neutral policies and procedures 
are njot implemented. 


‘We are making an attempt 
this year to expand the 
opportunities of the women’s 
physical education program. It is 
not as much as we would 
ultimately like to do, but it is a 
start. As interest and need arise, 
we are going to expand the 
women’s program,” Abegg said. 

Because the issue has been 
settled regarding athletics, Abegg 
said there is a need to find out if 
discrimination exists elsewhere in 
the university.

Negative attitudes

Last Thursday’s Executive Council meeting of senate 
might have been close to funny some other week. 

Seeing the all-school president in what appeared to be an 
extremely intoxicated condition is rather unusual at business 
meetings-or any meetings, for that matter.

or as much as you want to,” he 
added. 

The five-week Pacific 
Northwest Tour has been offered 
twice before, in 1970 and in 
1973, for four to six hours’ credit. 
Areas the students have studied 
include Rocky Mountain National 
Park; the Wasatch Mountains, 
Dinosaur National Monument, 
and the Great Salt Lake Desert in 
Utah; the Olympic Mountains in 
Washington; the Grand Tetons 
and Craters of the Moon in Idaho;

Each group spent a week at a 
marine station located near 
Charleston, Ore., studying land 
forms and organisms of the 
Pacivic coastline.

According to Foster, the field 
trips offer benefits beyond the 
scientific or aesthetic experiences 
involved. “In camping and 
traveling, a real sense of 
comradeship develops,” he said. 
“It’s also a good way to meet 
faculty members on an informal 
basis - you really get to know 
them as people.” 

A first-hand view of geological 
processes is also more important 
to non-science students than they 
may know, according to Gorman. 
“We have one of the most 
important areas in the country, as 
far as some mineral resources are 
concerned,” he said. 

“If we understand the changes 
taking place, and the tremendous 
amount of time necessary for 
those changes, then we should 
begin to develop a feeling for our 
own misuse of these 
unrecoverable materials.”

The Bradley cross-country 
team dropped its season record to 
6-3 this week, losing at Wheaton 
on Saturday and splitting a 
double-dual meet with Northern 
Illinois and Illinois Wesleyan on 
Tuesday. 

Brave junior John Philyaw ran 
away from Wheaton All-American 
Dale Thompson to win individual 
honors there. But Bradley could 
only place two other runners into 
their host’s top six and lost the 
meet, 25-32. 

Mike Freeman finished third 
for the Braves and Jim Forster 
took seventh. Bradley’s only other 
finishers, Pat Leonard and Carlos 
Pignato, placed tenth and eleventh 
respectively. 

“For the first time this year we 
just didn’t compete,” said coach 
Jake Schoof after the meet. “It 
was a disappointing performance. 

“We haven’t lost to them for 
several years,” he continued. “I 
guess we figured we had a patsy.” 

Northern Illinois and Illinois 
Wesleyan visited the Braves on 
Tuesday and when the meet was 
over, the former left twice 
victorious and the latter departed 
as a double loser. 

The Huskies defeated Bradley 
23-38 and blitzed Wesleyan by a 
perfect 15-50 count. The Braves, 


meanwhile, dropped the Titans 
17-44. 

Northern’s Chip Barbour 
pulled away from Philyaw in the 
final mile to win in 25:46. The 
Huskie’s Don Ellis nailed down 
third place behind Philyaw and 
ahead of Freeman, who ran his 
best time of the season: 26:20. 

“I think Ph'ilyaw was trying to 
help pull Forster and Freeman 
with him,” said Schoof. “If he 
had worked Barbour harder the 
first two miles, he might have 


won. 


Schoof also pointed to 
performances by Pat Leonard and 
John Pearson, both of whom had 
their best races of the season. 

The harriers’ next race will be 
next Saturday, Oct. 11, at 
Augustana, due to the 
cancellation of the St. Ambrose 
meet, which was scheduled to be 
run tomorrow.

There seems to be a bit of contradiction 
in the philosophy of tennis hustler Bobby 
Riggs. One moment he signs an autograph, 
“Bobby Riggs, no M.C.P. (male chauvinist 
pig),” then the next minute he says he likes 
girls. “I think every guy should own at least 
two of them.” 

Two years ago, Riggs, then 55 and a 
former tennis champion in the 1930’s and 
40’s, captured the national spotlight by 
challenging female star Billie Jean King to a 
winner-take-all $100,000 match at the 
Astrodome. Hyped by promoters as the 
“Battle of the Sexes,” women’s libber King 
drubbed Riggs 6-4, 6-3, 6-3 in three sets. 

“She played good and I played lousy,” 
the fast-talking Riggs said in a room 
adjacent to Bradley’s WCBU radio studio. 
Dressed in yellow pants and wearing his 
familiar, yellow Sugar Daddy windbreaker, 
Riggs also said he underestimated King’s 
talent while overestimating his own. 

In Peoria last week to help promote the 
Almaden Grand Masters’ tennis tournament 
at Robertson Memorial Field House, Riggs 
is a man of split personalities. When dealing 
with tennis, he’s knowledgable. Otherwise, 
the short, bespectacled man is trying to 
hustle the world. 

“There’s nothing 1 won’t bet on,” Riggs 
said. The back cover of his autobiography, 
“Court Hustler,” shows he’s waggered on 
things ranging from tennis to dominoes, 
Ping-Pong to backgammon. “As long as the 
price and odds are right,” he said. 

A man, young and muscular, enters the 
room and challenges Riggs to an 
arm-wrestling contest for $10. 

“What are the odds?” Riggs questioned. 
“I want 10-1. You know I’ve got the 
strongest right arm in tennis?” 

At 10-1, Riggs quickly tells the man of 
his possibilities of losing $100 while 
winning only $10, $200 to $20, $1,000 to 
$100. Aware of his chance of instant 
poverty, the young man withdraws his 
offer and settles for Riggs’ autograph. 

In 1939, Robert Larrimore Riggs won 
singles championships at Winbledon and 
Forest Hills. Later Riggs moved to New 
York City and became a business executive. 

“I was a good hustler and a good 
businessman,” Riggs said, his face crimson 
with grey hair streaming from his 
wind-blown Dutch boy hair style. “Nothing 
was wrong with that.” 

With tennis’ rise in popularity in the late 
1960’s and early 70’s, Riggs “rejuvenated” 
his body, his mind on the search of the 
great hustle. According to Riggs, the 
reconditioning involved running 10-12 
miles per day along with a religious intake 
of 500 vitamins daily. 

In suitable condition, he challenged 
Austrialian women’s tar Margaret Court 
and beat her 6-2, 6-1 on Mothers’ Day 
1973. 


The celebrated match with King 
followed and two years later, Riggs still 
sells himself and his personality. 

“I do this for the sheer fun and 
excitement,” Riggs said in reference to his 
constant hard-sell promotion, the life-long 
search for the great hustle has ruined two 
marriages but Riggs has no regrets. 

“I’ve had two families and two lovely 
divorces,” Riggs said, his voice more 
serious, “Now I’m ready to start again. 

“Life begins at 55.”

That was a great year 
financially. But the smoking 
problems in those concerts were 
really bad. At one show, Rare 
Earth, we had $600 of damage to 
the basketball floor, and that’s 
when the roof fell in.” 

After school was out for the 
summer, Hoare said, he received a 
phone call from Applegate, telling 
him they could have no concerts 
for the coming year of 1974-75. 
Hoare said he believed the 
university was put under pressure 
by the Peoria community to 
correct the smoking situation. It 
seems the biggest argument was 
that the Field House could easily 
catch fire. 

“I never received any official 
warning in writing,” Hoare said. 
“But there was a meeting with 
some administrators where I was 
told to do something, or else. The 
thing that bothered me was that 
they waited until summer to put 
the moratorium on, so that we 
couldn’t defend ourselves.” 

Hoare said he agrees with their 
actions. “They did the right thing 
and they were probably within 
their rights to do it. My only 
objection was the way they did 
it.” 

All of that has changed now. 
Hoare explained his feelings. 
“This (the subcommittee) was 
kind of a happy compromise. I 
knew when 1 went into the 


meeting that if I asked for a lift 
on the moratorium, they wouldn’t 
give it to me. It’s just natural logic 
that we are not going to book a 
concert that we feel we can’t 
handle - that would be cutting 
our own throats.”

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NAACP demands to see written program 
for minority employment at Bradley

Representatives of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) have 
asked that Bradley make public a 
written Affirmative Action 
program. 

In a meeting last week with 
Bradley president Martin G. 
Abegg and Director of personnel 
Charles Chamberlain, Jr., state 
and local NAACP President John 
Gwynn requested that the 
program be made available today. 

An Affirmative Action 
program is a statement of the 
policy an institution will adopt on 
the hiring of all minorities. 

Gwynn said if the program is 
not submitted by today, the 
NAACP will consider filing a 
complaint with the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) or with the Equal 
Employment Opportunities 
Commission (EEOC). 

Institutions receiving more 
than $50,000 in federal funds 
must have a written Affirmative 
Action program. Funds may be 
cut off if institutions are found to 
be in non-compliance with the 
law, according to Chamberlain, 
who is in charge of Bradley’s 
Affirmative Action program. 

“We’ve got a general policy 
statement and an Affirmative 
Action plan for Academic 
Appointments, and we’re working 


on the rough draft (of a final 
program). We gave them the 
documents we’ve developed on 
the program,” Chamberlain said. 

Bradley sent a breakdown of 
the composition of staff members 
of the university to the NAACP 
on Monday. 

Gwynn said he felt there 
should be more minorities 
included in the faculty and in 
areas of decision-making at the 
university. 

Chamberlain said his office was 
working toward that end. “We’re 
working on the rough draft now, 
and that will be given to Dr. 
Abegg in the near future, but the 
actual proposal will be ready by 
mid-November,” Chamberlain 
said. 

Bradley has a policy statement, 
which Gwynn characterized as a 
statement saying only that “the 
university is an equal opportunity 


employer and does not 
discriminate.” 

According to Gwynn, the 
NAACP is asking for time tables 
and specific, concrete goals for 
the program. 

When the Affirmative Action 
statement is completed it will 
have “spelled out what we’re 
trying to do and will have more 
specific programs. The draft is 
only supportive policy for the 
actual document, and it will give 
us a better idea of what we are 
doing and what we hope to 
accomplish,” Chamberlain said. 

If Bradley does not produce a 
written program by today, Gwynn 
said, the NAACP will file a 
complaint in Washington. If there 
is no remedy there, he indicated 
that a suit might be filed against 
Bradley. 

“We are at the point now, since 
Bradley has admitted it does not

In Bradley’s Affirmative 
Action Plan for Academic 
Appointments, the process for 
recruitment and selection of 
people for academic positions is 
outlined. The first step is 
making a job description which 
will serve as a basis for advertising 
the position to groups which may 
be able to assist in finding women 
and other minorities qualified to 
fill the position. 

Each department “must make 
vigorous efforts to identify 


women and minority group 
applicants. Once a representative 
applicant pool is identified, 
however, the usual criteria 
applicable to that department 
should be applied in a totally 
undiscriminatory manner 
regarding race or sex.” 

Records must be kept of the 
methods used to locate women 
and minorities, the membership 
and makeup of the recruitment 
committee, the number and type 
of applicants, and reasons for the 
final selection.

Last week, an article appeared in the 
Scout about discrimination against women 
on campus. The article contained a request 
by President Martin G. Abegg to find out if 
discrimination does exist and where the 
problem is located. 

Dr. Emily Gill, assistant professor of 
political science, said, “ 1 have never felt 
discriminated against by anyone of an 
official capacity or anything like that. I 
really have no complaints.” 

Gill said she taught at one other 
institution and received no discrimination. 
Later, she left that job and came to 
Bradley. 

“ I had an interview at another college 
and 1 had an interview at Bradley within 
two weeks of each other,” Gill said. “One 
reason 1 didn’t go there and one reason 1 
did come here was because there lthought 
they were more interested in hiring a 
woman than just hiring me, a person. 
Bradley wasn’t interested whether Iwas a 
woman or not. What they were interested 
in was what I could do or not do.” 

Gill believes that being a woman 
professor doesn’t mean one has to work 
harder. 

“ 1 work hard because fm interested in 
what fm doing. 1 don’t work any harder 
simply because 1 am a woman,” she said. 

Dr. Carol Ulch, assistant professor of 
geography, seemed to agree with Gill. 


“If you look at the average wo 
there is probably discrimination. 

Bradley, I have not found this to be 
case,” she said. 

Geography is a department wo 
don’t usually go into. Ulch explained, 
think in geography there is the advant: 
that there are very few women and so y 
are the novelty. I find that in the first 
weeks or so, students, specially 1 
semester freshmen, are shocked to hav<‘ 
woman geography professor.

WCBU, Bradley’s FM radio 
station, expanded its 
programming last Sunday to make 
it a 24-hour operation. 

The station, which is 11,100 
watts stereo and is located at 90 
megahertz on the FM dial, 
formerly signed off at 4 a.m. after 
“Niterock,” and returned to the 
air at 6 a.m. with “Morning 
Magazine,” a show which included 
classical music and news. 

The early morning hours which 
have been added to the schedule 
will allow “Niterock” to be 
extended to 6 a.m. According to 
Wayne Tuminello, now entering 
his third year as music director at 
WCBU, rock will not be extended 
into the earlier evening hours in 
the near future. 

“It’s a matter of program 
policy,” he said. “If there’s an 
overwhelming response to rock, 
it’ll be on more. Letters (from 
listeners) help.” 

Pledge Week for WCBU began 
simultaneously with the start of 
the 24-hour programming. Last 
year’s Pledge Week raised $3,000 
in donations from listeners in the 
form of “memberships.” These 
tax-deductible donations start at 
$10, and are the major source of 
support for the station. Record 
albums and program guides are 
ottered as premiums for 
qualifying contributors during 
Pledge Week, which ends Sunday. 

“We’re hoping this year will be 
the best Pledge Week we’ve had,” 
Tuminello said. “We’re changing 
the schedule around and adding 
some programs like the “Goon 
Show” (which premiered 
Thursday). It’s a bunch of 
comedy programs, most of them 
with Peter Sellers. It’s late 50s 
English humor, pre-Monty 
Python.” 

Another new program which 
premiered last week is “Radio 
London,” a series of 
BBC-recorded rock concerts, 
which is also being broadcast on 
WXRT, a progressive rock station 
in Chicago. 

Among the groups and artists 
to be featured on this program are 
Led Zeppelin, Joni Mitchell, Deep 
Purple, Traffic, The Faces, Robin 


Trower, and John Prine. 

Continuing in its tenth week 
will be “Down in the Flood.” an 
hour with Bob Dylan. 

Also premiering last week was 
a concert of the New York 
Philharmonic, the first broadcast 
by the orchestra since 1967. 

Of local interest, WCBU will 
continue its gavel-to-gavel 
coverage of Peoria City Council 
and District 150 School Board 
meetings, as well as concerts of 
the Peoria Symphony. State and 
local news and ABC 
entertainment network news will 
continue to be broadcast Monday 
through Friday weekly. 

Although optimistic about the 
expanded schedule, Tuminello 
said that on-the-air hours will 
probably be temporarily 
decreased over Bradley vacations 
such as Christmas and summer 
breaks. » 

“We have lots of new people 
on the news staff and the 
production staff, and a lot of 
people with new licenses,” 
Tuminello said. “If people are 
interested they can come up, let 
us know where their interests lie, 
and we can start them 
somewhere.” 

“I think DJs here have always 


had a pretty free hand,” he said. 
“Certain records get played 
every night, but that’s nothing 
new for radio stations. They 
program their own shows, 
anyway. Maybe things are freer 
for DJs now.”

Under the direction of 
economist Dr. John Sumansky 
since 1974, the UAI has greatly 
expanded its activities, programs, 
and participation aimed toward its 
goal of u r b a n -university 
community improvement, 
according to Sumansky. 

“In the past, the urban 
universities lacked contact with 
their communities,” he said. 
Sumansky is a former staff 
economist with the Department 
of Labor in Washington, D.C. 
“They became academic ghettos. 
Through the projects organized by 
the UAI, services and 
development in the Peoria area are 
assured, while students and 
faculty derive practical experience 
and improved professionalism in 
their fields.” 

The institute carries on 
numerous surveys and has 
computed data for Peoria 
institutions, including the Fire 
and Health Departments and the 
City Planning Commission, but its 
scope of activities has expanded 
to involve most campus 
departments: 

1) A remedial reading program 
conducted for low-performance 
readers in Peoria high schools by 
the English department. 

2) A community action project 
accomplished by the art 
department, under the direction 
of Dr. Gerald Fromberg, in an 


underprivileged area of Peoria. 

3) A retail food basket report 
interpreted in laymen’s terms by 
the economics department from 
consumer index reports.

The Arbitration Board is near 
completion, the security 
investigation is under the control 
of a closed ad hoc committee, and 
the PE issue is now dependent on 
the decision of a university 
committee, so “we don’t have 
that much of substance left to 
deal with,” Tilton said. 

Tilton admitted the possibility

“I feel my position is unique.” 
he said. “Some other schools have 
ombudsmen who are not faculty 
members and don’t understand 
the faculty position.” 

A faculty member ombudsman 
“is accepted by the students, 
faculty and administrators 
because he can sympathize with 
the students due to his classroom 


contact with his own students, he 
understands the teacher’s 
viewpoint, and is concerned with 
university goals,” according to the 
1971-73 Ombudsman Report. 

Volturno is working to make 
the office better known. He 
speaks to parents and students at 
the Freshman Orientation 
Programs. 

“One reason we had the 
increase in cases,” Volturno said, 
“is that more people know about 
the office. Many incoming 
freshmen know about the role of 
ombudsman because I have a 
chance to talk to students during

The International Students 
Organization (ISO) was formed 
seven years ago at Bradley to 
bring about “unity through 
diversity.” This motto is the 
organization’s goal, according to 
Student President Noor Mirza. 

Mirza cited several problems 
which face foreign students first 
attending Bradley University. 
“The country is new, the language 
is new, the customs are new,” he 
said. “The nice thing about ISO is 
that students from foreign 
countries have someone they can 
relate to.” 

International Student 
Counselor Ray Zarvell mentioned 
some other problems facing 
foreign students at Bradley. “One 
of the big problems is financial,” 
he said, and added that it is 
difficult to get money from some 
countries. He also cited legal 
problems presented by United 
States immigration and 
naturalization laws, which are 
often strictly enforced. 


Zarvell said that although at 
least half the foreign students 
come directly to Bradley without 
ever having been in the United 
States, social adjustment problems 
are minimal. “They’re becoming 
Westernized,” he said. 

Also, most of the 61 foreign 
students at Bradley speak fluent 
English. This is because Bradley 
requires a high score on the Test 
of English as a Foreign Language 
(TOEFL). Zarvell said “most 
schools are not as stringent as 
Bradley. Some universities don’t 
require as high a level (of 
fluency). If they don’t, it’s the 
student that suffers.” Still, he said 
Bradley “needs some kind of 
course in English as a foreign 
language,” although private 
tutoring is available. 

In order to accommodate 
foreign students, Bradley 
University arranges to pick 
students up from the airport and 
provide them with a temporary 
host family if they arrive before 
school starts. “That’s a big help to 


begin with,” according to Zarvell. 

The ISO has a house on 
Fredonia Avenue, rented from 
Bradley, which serves as^a meeting 
place for the organization. In 
addition, a few ISO students live 
there. The ISO sometimes 
provides speakers for various 
groups and helps people translate 
reading material. 

Right now, Mirza said, ISO is 
“trying to prepare a calendar (of 
activities) for the whole year.” Its 
major social event is the 
International Dinner, at which the 
students serve food native to their 
countries. “This year we’re 
considering expanding that dinner 
and adding to it the display and 
sale of hand-crafted items from 
their countries,” Zarvell said.

Some people say that the only way 
Bradley is known around the world is for 
its basketball team. At the University of 
Science and Technology in Kumasi, Ghana, 
Bradley is known better for its College of 
Engineering and Technology, the result of 
visits to each university by professors from 
the other. 

The trips began last April when Dr. E. 
Bamfo Kwakye, vice-chancellor of the 
Ghanaian university, visited Bradley. His 
job is equivalent to that of a university 
president in the Ghanaian school system. 
Dr. Kwakye was impressed with Bradley 
and its facilities, and plans were made to 
visit Ghana. 

Dr. Peter Bulkeley, dean of the College 
of Engineering and Technology, was chosen 
to make the trip along with two others. 
Bulkeley decided to take along two of his 
“most qualified” colleagues, Dr. Gustav 
Oiling and Dr. Thomas Steward. Oiling won 
the Putnam Award last year and Steward 
has won the Professional Excellence 
Award. 

They made the 26-hour plane trip in late 
April and stayed in Ghana about a week.

^ local transport like the 

. . lunderground in London,” he 

in this mne-yean . , 

J [.explained. 

This is the fifth time we’ve 
taken a group to Europe and, as a 
result of past experience, we’ve 
developed a format that is 
organized but flexible. We 
eliminate as much as possible, like 
pre-planned meals, which we 
sould have to stop for at a given 
time even if we were in the middle 
of a museum tour.” 

Even though he is in charge of 
the arrangements, Roach does not 
see himself as a chaperone. “My 
responsibility in Europe is to 
make it a worthwhile educational 
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experience and to have fun,” he 
said. 

Roach recommends that those 
who go on the trip do the project. 
But further recommendation 
comes from students who have 
been on past European tours, 
didn’t do the project, and now 
wish they they had. 

“I really didn’t think much 
about it at the time I went (2 
years ago).” said Kim Scoville. “I 
could have done the project, but I 
didn’t. I was dumb, because it was 
pretty easy. And besides, it would 
have given me six more hours of 
history.” 

Janet Marcil, a senior history 
major who went on the same trip 
agreed. “I didn’t think 1 could 
afford the extra money for the 
hours when I went. But now I 
wish I had. It would have been 
worth it.” 

That shortcoming aside, both 
women acknowledged that the 
trip had a profound influence on 
their studies and their goals upon 
their return to the states. 

For Marcil, it meant taking up 
a new language. “I got back and I 
wanted to take German,” she said. 
“I’d really like to live there 
eventually, maybe doing some 
kind of government work.” 

In Scoville’s case, the trip 
influenced her to change majors. 
“At the time I was an art major,” 
she explained, “but I was always 
more interested in art history than 
in studio work. I got into art 
history even more on the trip, so I 
changed my major to history 
when I got back.” 

She would like to go back, but 
not with another tour group. “I 
feel like I could go again by 
myself and get along okay,” she 
said. 

However, that is not meant to 
put down the group tour in any 
way. Quite to the contrary, 
Scoville recommended the group 
tour to anybody who is going over 
for the first time. She especially 
liked the way that Roach had the 
trip organized. “He helped us out 
a lot. After all, none of us had any

Bradley Food Director Bob 
Byczynski and Student Center 
Director E. J. Ritter believe 
changing the Sit ‘n’ Bull from a 
snack bar to a vending machine 
room in the spring of ’73 has 
brought more financial stability to 
the room. 

Both directors said the vending 
machines have brought the Sit ‘n’ 
Bull out of the red and put it on 


stable ground. 

Ritter said, “I will be the first 
to admit that the Sit ‘n’ Bull is 
not bringing in a substantial profit 
for the university, but it does well 
enough to just about break even.”

made to order.” However, 
Byczynski said the snack grill 
generally only brings in about $10 
a day. 

Asked if student use of the Sit 
‘n’ Bull has increased, Byczynski 
said he hasn’t really noticed. 
“Most students really want to get 
off campus after classes and find 
off-campus snack bars much more 
attractive.” Another reason, he 
said, is the liberal policy the 
university has of allowing students 
to purchase meal tickets while 
living off-campus. 

“When I first came to Bradley 
only 5 male students were on the 
off-campus meal plan. Now there 
are 55 of them, with a good 
number of women.” 

Byczynski noted that, contrary 
to other beliefs, Bradley has a 
lower rate for room and board 
than many of the state schools, 
including ISU, U of I, Illinois 
Wesleyan, Southern, and 
Northern. The $590 for room and 
board comes to only 92 cents a 
meal for all you can eat. “You 
can’t beat this anywhere,” 
Byczynski said. 

Both directors said they knew 
nothing of any plans to change 
the Sit ‘n’ Bull from it’s present 
status.

Childs' Play

Despite lengthy labor strikes and after 
almost two years of construction, Bradley 
dedicates its 3.3 million dollar physical education 
complex today to the late Dr. Arthur Glenn

“Frenchie” Haussler at 11:30 a.m. following

Haussler, who came to Bradley as a vice 
president in 1950 from Aurora West High School, 
died Sept. 5, 1974, at the age of 74. He twice 
served as acting president of the University from 
1952 to 1954 and from 1960 to 1961 

A pretty important man but who was Frenchie 
Haussler and what did he mean to Bradley? 

“He always had time to talk to our kids 
between events,” track coach Jake Schoof said, 
referring to Haussler’s position as starter at 
Bradley track meets. “He never let his executive 
position at the university divorce him from the 
student body, particularity athletes.” 

Haussler, who was a standout athlete at Peoria 
Central High School and at Illinois Wesleyan 
University started his career in education as a 
coach in 1923 at Pontiac High School. He later 
served for many years at Pekin as a coach, athletic 
director and eventually as superintendent until 
1945 when he moved to Aurora West. 

“He was a man of highest integrity,” Director 
of Annual Programs Orville Nothdurft said. 
“Honest, forthright, he said generally what he 
thought and felt.” 


Nothdurft, who met Haussler while officiating 
athletic events, was also impressed with Haussler’s 
willingness to aid all types of people. 

“Frenchie was a great guy to visit with, he 
always wanted to talk,” Nothdurft said. “He felt 
comfortable with all types of people, a waitress at 
the Student Center or one of Peoria’s community 
leaders. He wanted to help people... he’d go out of 
his way to make arrangements for someone.” 


Harriers at 6-3; face 


Aside from his duties at Bradley, Haussler also 
served as a member of the Board of Directors of 
the United States Olympic Committee (USOC) 
from 1956 to 1965 and was also chairman of the 
USOC Canoeing Committee during the same 
period. In addition, he sponsored tours to the 
Summer Olympics in Rome in 1960 and Tokyo in 
1964. 

Nothdurft also recalls memories of Haussler’s 
wife, Helen, who died this year on Sept. 18. The 
faculty office center in the new complex will be 
dedicated specifically to her. 

“She was an extremely friendly person,” he 
said. “Her life was wrapped around Frenchie and 
ahtletics. She was more of the jokester of the two. 
Frenchie took things more seriously. 

Haussler Hall will replace Hewitt Hall, Bradley’s 
physical education center since 1909. The new 
building will house on Olympic-sized swimming 
pool, a main gymnasium and suitable facilities for 
additional activities. 

One area, an athletic training room, will be 
dedicated to the late Dr. Harold Vonachen. 
Vonachen, a former athlete, served for many years 
as director of the university’s health center 

“It’s going to be so much better, there’s no 
comparison,” Athletic Director Chuck Orsborn said 
in reference to Haussler Hall. “There’s no 
comparison, it offers more areas for activity - 
where there was one and one-half gyms at 
Hewitt, there will be three.” 

“Frenchie was always a booster of athletics,” 
Orsborn continued. “He was also the no-nonsense, 
all-business type at times. He was an executive . . . 
I don’t know how to describe it ;.. he wasn’t 
happy-go-lucky. 

“His social life was always secondary. The most 
important things to Frenchie were his job and his 
wife.” 

Haussler, who was executive secretary and 
director of deferred giving at Bradley at the time 
of his death raised thousands of dollars annually 
for the university through the deferred giving 
program he developed. 

“He was one of the biggest fund raisers in 
Bradley’s history,” Orsborn said. “Much of the 
time, fund raising wasn’t even his primary duty. 
He did that in addition to his other 
responsibilities.” 

Haussler Hall was expected to be ready for use 
in August in time for first semester classes. 
University officials now expect the complex to be 
ready for student use during the upcoming second 
semester. 

“It’s a tremendous honor to name a building 
after someone like Frenchie,” Nothdurft said. 
“Most of the other buildings on campus are named 
after big donors. 

“But to have something which will have so 
much prominence in the Bradley future named 
after someone. 

“It’s the highest tribute.” 


Augustana tomorrow

Award winner highlight Founder’s Day 


Dr. Clyde R. Smith, associate 
professor of education, became 
the university’s third recipient of 
the Mergen Memorial Award for 
public service.

The third annual Award for 
Professional Excellence in 
research and a check for $400 
went to Dr. Alan G. Gaisky, 
associate professor of biology. 
Gaisky presented a seminar last 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Student Center Ballroom to 
explain his work on cyclic AMP in 
the regulation of plant growth and 
development. 

The award was conceived by 
the Cultural Affairs Committee 
three years ago and is presented to 
a professor “for distinguished 


contributions to research or 
creative productions,” according 
to Vice President for Academic 
Affairs Dr. George Ferguson 
during his presentation to Gaisky. 

The featured speaker of the 
day was Jack Brickhouse, 
executive vice president of radio 
station WGN in Chicago.

Housing and freshman senators chosen 
as 489 vote in all-school election 


Two tie vote totals and a one 
vote victory by a write-in 
candidate highlighted last 
Tuesday’s all-school elections. 

Senators were elected to fill 
Greek, dorm, freshman, and 
off-campus positions, and one 
senior vacancy. The 489 voters 
was 28 more than voted last year, 
according to elections chairman 
Rob Dixon. 

Dennis Godar and write-in 
candidate Scott Ottenberg each 
polled 23 votes in the Geisert Hall 
race. Ottenberg has a class conflict 
with Monday’s senate meetings 
that may make a run-off 
unnecessary, Dixon said. 

The other deadlock was for the 
seventh off-campus position. 
Robert Reynolds and Robert 


Wassman received 21 votes each. 
“If a run-off is necessary I would 
like to hold it within a week,” 
Dixon said. 

“Write-ins figured heavily in 
the elections,” Dixon noted. In 
Heitz Hall, write-in candidate Ed 
Mihalkanin defeated Tim Dooling 
by one vote. “Dooling has asked 
for a recount and I will comply 
with his request,” he said. 
Stephen Buckstaff was elected 
Wyckoff senator, defeating Mark 
Colosia, whose name appeared on 
the ballot. 

Dixon said that as far as he 
knew all of the newly elected 
senators will be seated at 
Monday’s senate meeting 
regardless of the status of the 
Geisert, and off-campus seats. 


One incumbent, Carrie Roldan, 
lost her re-election bid to the 
Greek senator seat she has held 
since last spring. 

“I expected less,” Dixon said 
of the turnout that represented 
about 10 per cent of the student 
body. Dixon said that more 
freshman voted than he expected. 
“20 different names appeared in 
the 64 write-in votes. I’m 
surprised more didn’t take out 
petitions,” Dixon said. 

No election violations have 
been reported and no fines have 
been levied by the election 
sub-committee. “I urge anyone 
who witnessed violations to bring 
them to my attention,” Dixon 
said.

for validation cards 


Approximately 4,500 
validation cards are printed up for 
the 1975-76 basketball season but 
only about 800 students have 
come to sign for them so far. Of 
those cards, 200 are waiting at the 
Field House Ticket Office to be 
reclaimed, according to estimates 
given by Athletic Director Charles 
Or shorn and Mrs. Huxtable, 
a Ticket Office employee. 

Students have through Oct. 31 
to sign for their cards. They must 
come back, however, a day or two 
after signing to pick up the 
laminated cards. Huxtable said, 
“The men and women have been 
very good about having to come 
over to the Field House twice. 
We’ve only had a couple of 
hassles.” 

Cards must be validated on 
announced dates which occur 
about a week prior to each 
scheduled game. The validation 


cards and current Bradley IDs 
must be shown at the gate. Once 
inside the Field House, student 
seats are on a first come first serve 
basis within previously assigned 
student sections, the same as in 
the past. 


The cards are plastic-laminated 
so they will be protected and last 
longer, according to Orsborn. 
They are also non-transferable and 
unreplaceable if lost or stolen. 
“Otherwise,” Orsborn said, “you 
could pick up one today and get 
another tomorrow.” 


Students who sign for cards 
but miss the Oct. 31 deadline for 
picking them up will 
be refused admittance to the first 
three games. 

Validation dates are published 
in the Student Activity Book and 
will be announced in subsequent

Stowell hearing continued 


The hearing for head basketball 
coach Joe Stowell was continued 
in Circuit Court Monday.

The other 18 men arrested in 
the incident received copies of the 
charges in court Monday, but all 
remained silent when asked for 
their pleas. The judge then 
entered pleas of “not guilty.” All 
the men asked for a jury trial.

Bradley University, like most 
other institutions, seeks 
contributions every year to cover 
expenses that tuition, 
endowments, and fees don’t 
cover. According to L. Victor 

Atchison, vice president for 
development, the university must 
receive $450,000 in contributions 
to balance its budget. 

“We have raised roughly 
$35,000 so far in the 
unrestricted budget,” Atchison 
said. “An unrestricted gift is that 
which is applicable to any projects 
within the budget. This is money 
the university can use as it sees 
fit.” 

Every year the costs of 
maintaining the university go up, 
which means the goal for 
contributions rises. According to 
Atchison, this year’s goal is 
about 33 per cent more than last 
year’s. 

Primary contributors to the 
institution are alumni, friends,

foundations, corporations, 
trustees, parents, and some 
organizations. Atchison said 
corporations provided the largest 
contributions to the unrestricted 
fund this year. 

Other methods are used to 
raise money, Atchison said. “We 
are planning to have quite a few 
luncheons with corporate leaders 
from the Peoria area. We are also 
planning an acknowledgement 
dinner for the major contributors 
of last year. This will be 
sometime in mid-November.” 

Bradley also owns some farm 
land, according to Atchison. “This 
is property that was given to 
Bradley, a portion of the 
endowment to the institution. 
Instead of selling it, the university 
keeps it as a permanent 
endowment and uses the income. 
As far as endowment goes, 
Bradley only has $6 million, 
which is small in comparison to 
similar institutions. 

The Dads’ Association 
annually collects funds to be used 


by the university. Last year, for 
example, they raised over $30,000 
to buy equipment for Haussler 
Hall. 

This year, the Dads’ 
Association will be raising funds 
for items presently in the 
institution’s budget. These items 
include funds for lighting and 
sidewalks, freshman orientation, 
and part of the student 
identification program, according 
to Atchison. 

Because enrollment has 
declined, it is more difficult to 
raise funds that are needed to 
maintain the university. 

“We have to raise more and 
more money every year,” 
Atchison said. “In this respect, 
Bradley is way behind other 
institutions.”

A two-sided issue 

Are you willing to pay $2.50 to see Bradley basketball 
when the season starts? If you’re not, then maybe you’d 
better stop off by the Field House and pick up your 
validation card now. 

Fine, if you just plain don’t want to see the games. But 
don’t start complaining when the Oct. 31 deadline is past and 
maybe you’re stuck without a card because you were too 
lazy to go over for five minutes to register. 

The Field House is not that far out of anyone’s way, and 
the majority of people should be able to wander over, with 
the possible exception of student teachers and nursing 
majors. 

But, as they say, there are at least two sides to every 
issue—and basketball validation is no exception. 

For those students, it seems a shame that there are not 
some provisions to get tickets on weekends or to have 
someone else pick up the card. 

But on the other hand, what if your wallet or purse is 
stolenTThe cards are not replaceable if lost or stolen, which 
places a great hardship on those students who are unlucky 
enough to find themselves without a card. 

Certainly some alternatives can be made .available. Even a 
replacement charge of $3, as is the case with the Bradley ID, 
can be instituted. 

Since students must show their IDs with validation cards 
on validation dates, a stolen card won’t be any good unless 
there is an ID to go with it. 

It seems like students pay to get into these games through 
their tuition and should not be made to sell their souls to get 
in to see a game. 

Editors' Notebook 

The other day I was in downtown Peoria, speaking with a 
person who was not a Bradley student, and when I 
mentioned that I went to school here the sparks began to fly. 

“Are you one of those people who go around with their 
noses up in the air, thinking they’re better than anybody 
else?” 

Hmmm... I hope not. An odd reaction, but it seems to be 
a common one among some younger Peoria residents. The 
problem is that I don’t think it’s true. 

It may be the result of the age-old climate of 
misunderstanding between students and “townies,” a 
misunderstanding that has some Bradley students picturing 
all their Peoria counterparts as illiterate rednecks with 
sub-standard intelligence, endlessly cruising Main Street in 
old souped-up clunkers. 

It starts with a mutual defensiveness, the result of zero 
communication between the two groups. 

If some students act stand-offish in public places, it may 
be because we are fewer in number, we’re not on our home 
territory, and we’ve been warned since the first day of school 
to avoid the redneck “townies” and the places they frequent. 

If some Peorians seem defensive or overly aggressive, they 
may just be asserting pride in their own personalities and 
lifestyles in the face of college students who, by popular 
misconception, are all rich and conceited and consider a 
college education a requirement for being human. 

Believe it or not, there are many intelligent, mature, and 
sincere people out there who would appreciate some 
indication from us that we know they’re human. Why don’t 
they make the first move? Maybe it hasn’t occurred to them: 
it doesn’t seem to have occurred to many of us. 

The same lack of communication exists in most college 
towns, but it seems Bradley should have an edge over other 
schools, since many Peorians take almost as much pride in 
some Bradley activities like basketball as the university does. 
But this is just one facet of campus life, and its audience is 
limited. 

Some students might find that getting off campus more 
often will bring some perspective to ingrown college social 
lives and ease the pressures of academia. I’m not saying we 
shouldn’t exercise caution in unfamiliar places, but why not 
get out of the goldfish bowl once in a while?

“I fold,” says the only student 
player, grabbing his books to 
leave. His hand is stopped. 

“You owe,” says the dealer. 
“Leave those,” he says, pointing 
to the books, and adds, “We can 
get something for them at the 
bookstore.” 

“Ha, just try; I did,” laughs the 
student as he stalks out of the 


you receive your degree, 
whichever comes first.” “Fair 
enough,” says the bluffer. “111 see 
that and increase the book costs 
by 15 per cent and will kick in a 
federal grant to match your 
funds.” 


And so it goes on into the 
night. The stacks of chips are 
distributed and redistributed. No 
one seems to have the advantage. 
Requirements and funds are 
thrown around and lost and the 
only thing anyone stands to win is 
more time. More time to sit in on 
a few more hands, but nothing 


more. 

“I’ll raise that $1,350 to 
$1,500,” says Dan, wiping his 
eyes, which are reddened by the 
oppressive cloud of smoke. 

“I’ll see that by offering to sell 
meal tickets to off-campus 


students and raise it by $ 1,000 in 
federal student loans,” says the 
bluffer. 

“Ouch, seems like my friends 
in Springfield haven’t given me 
enough funds. Could you take a 
note? How about some lottery 
tickets? Oh well, looks like I’ll 
have to cut this next bid by six 


per cent and call your cards,” says 
Dan, squirming to see the cards. 

The bluffer grows pale. He’s 
been caught. The bank is broken, 
the dealer throws in his garters. 
Their bets worthless now. Dan 
takes all they have away, even the 


mahogany conference table. He 
says it would look nice in his 
office. 

Students can’t get into the 
game in the first place, mainly 
because of the high stakes. With a 
little aid, they can sit in for & few 
hands, but eventually the 
spiralling cost of private education 


forces them to fold. 

The state can only provide so 
much aid, and although the sizes 
of grants are increasing, they are 
becoming increasingly difficult to 
get because of government cuts in 
educational spending in an effort 
to bring budgets into balance. 

The university is caught in a 
bind too; and by playing the game 
and raising the bids, all they stand 
to win is more time and keeping 
the game running for a couple of 
extra hands. 

The university increasingly 
plays the odds by letting more 
and more marginal people in (as 
shown by the increased number of 
students on academic probation) 
and ends up by compromising 
academic standards with the need 
for the buck. A loser’s proposition 
indeed. 

Will it evolve to a diploma 
mill? What price education? 

Students from the middle class 
(the masses which this country 
seeks to educate) are being forced 
out of private institutions because 
of the high price and are finding it 
more difficult to sit in at state 
institutions, since they don t 
qualify for aid because of the 
allegedly low tuition at state 
schools. Tuition there is also 
rising. 

It may not be obvious now, 
but the education of this 
generation is increasingly at stake 
in the near future. And the stakes 
seem to be played in a game 
where everyone comes out a loser. 

They have played for all and 
lost, and can’t even buy time now. 
The game they had isn’t a private 
game. It’s public now, and the 
quality, I hear, suffers.

“I see the requirements to get 
in this game aren’t much as long 
as you can ante up,” says Dan. 

“You got it, stranger,” says the 
dealer. “You pay, you play. . .we 
don’t take anyone without 
money.

complex, was a coach, athletic 
director, high school principal, 
and superintendent of schools 
during his lifetime. While at 
Bradley he served as executive 
vice president, and finally as 
executive secretary before his 
death Sept. 4, 1974. He had twice 
served the university as acting 
president. 

Brickhouse said, “His 
biography is here in the stone and 
mortar of Haussler Hall. Young 
men and women will enjoy 
healthy athletic competition 
because of ‘Frenchie’ for many 
years 'to come. He was rich in 
many ways, enriching the lives of 
many.” 

All-school President Kevin 
Tilton said in his address, “The 
erection of the physical education 
complex has been a necessity for 
many years. The students on this 
campus, in a vague way, are 
tremendously appreciative of A. 
G. Haussler’s efforts.” 

The morning ceremony at the 
Field House included musical 
contributions from the Bradley 
Chorale under the direction of Dr. 
John Davis, and the Symphonic 
Wind Ensemble, directed by Dr. 
Harold Pottenger. 

The highlight of the day’s 
events was the formal dedication 


of the $3.3 million physical 
education complex to A.G. 
Haussler and his wife Helen, who 
died last month. 

President Martin G. Abegg said 
in his introductory remarks, “This 
edifice will be forever a diary of 
the students and this university. 
We’re only sorry that ‘Frenchie’ 
and Helen, who broke the ground 
for the original construction, 
couldn’t be here to see its 


completion.” 

The building will be used 
beginning in November for some 
physical education classes. Within 
the 80,000 square foot structure 
is an olympic-sized swimmirtg 
pool, a main gymnasium area the 
size of three regulation gyms, an 
auxiliary gym, three handball 
courts, a dance studio, a 
combatives gym, a weight lifting 
room, classrooms, and a faculty 


office center. In addition, there 
will be locker and shower 
facilities, a first-aid room, a 
training room, and a complete 
laundry service. 

The building was open Friday 
for informal tours. Classes were 
dismissed and university offices 
were closed from 10 a.m. to noon 
to allow students, faculty, and 
staff to participate in the 
activities. 
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Cullom-Davis Library to pool 
resources with area libraries 


The Bradley University 
Cullom-Davis library this week 
extended direct borrowing 
privileges on a reciprocal basis to 
all registered library users in the 
Peoria area. 

Negotiations are now under 
way with the Peoria Public 
Library, Illinois Central College, 
and the Illinois Valley Library 
System to make arrangements for 
Bradley students and faculty to 
borrow directly from one or more 
of these libraries, in return for the 
same service. The experimental 
program may be implemented as 
early as next week. 

One of the university’s goals is 


to “recognize its responsibilities 
to the greater community,” 
according to Library Director 
Robert Jones. Through 
interlibrary loan, the Bradley 
library has long shared its 
resources indirectly with the 
surrounding community, and has 
in turn augmented its own 
resources. 

For several years now, Bradley 
students have been able to borrow 
directly from the Peoria Public 
Library simply by presenting their 
Bradley library cards; and Illinois 
Central College faculty and Peoria 
School of Medicine faculty and 
students have had full circulation 


privileges at Cullom-Davis. But 
Bradley has not usually lent 
library materials directly to 
non-university persons except for 
in-house use. 

The decision to extend direct 
circulation followed study by the 
library staff, review and 
unanimous concurrence by the 
university Library Committee, 
and approval by the university 
administration. 

“It is, frankly, an experiment,” 
Library Director Robert Jones 
said. “The intention is to 
improve library service on this 
campus and advance library 
cooperation in the Peoria area.” 

Although similar arrangements 
exist increasingly elsewhere, 
exactly what demands will be 
made on Bradley’s library as a 
result, and on other libraries by 
Bradley students and faculty, is 
not yet known, according to 
Jones. The service will therefore 
be closely monitored. Next spring 
it will be thoroughly reviewed 
before any decision is made 
whether to continue the program. 

Under this arrangement, 
Bradley’s library will permit 
another library’s users to borrow 
only open-stack books from the 
Cullom-Davis Library and nothing 
from the Music Library. 
Cullom-Davis will also reserve the

right to restrict the circulation of 
any materials in high demand by 
Bradley students and faculty. 
Another condition is that the 
participating libraries provide 
specified data about their use by 
Bradley students and faculty, he 
said. 

This arrangement could 
provide direct access to some 
additional 1.7 million volumes 
and 1 0,000 periodical 
subscriptions. Many of these are 
duplicates, but they would 
augment Bradley’s current 
280,000 volumes, according to 
Jones. 

Other possible benefits are 
Bradley’s ability to draw on the 
resources and services of other 
libraries for specific curricular 
needs and potential of the area 
libraries to obtain grants. 

“Under the aegis of the Illinois 
V alley Library System, with 
which Bradley is affiliated,” Jones 
said, “cooperative library service 
in and around Peoria has made 
notable gains. Bradley’s extension

of direct borrowing privileges 
could decisively strengthen that 
development.” 

One possibility is that the 
nationwide computer-based Ohio 
College Library Center, 
bibliographic network, which 
Bradley’s library is scheduled to 
join this December, can be used to 
facilitate the sharing of library 
resources in the Peoria area. 

The Library is eager to receive 
student feedback, both positive 
and negative, on the results of 
Bradley’s growing involvement in 
cooperative library services,! 
according to Jones. This may bei 
directed to library personnel or to 
any of the four student members 
of the Library Committee—Cindy , 
Carver, Amy Kaspar, Barb I 
McMahon, or Bill Price. 

Information about specific 
cooperative arrangements will be j 
made available as they develop, 
Jones said. This will include 
details on how students and 
faculty can most easily make use 
of particular services. 
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History class surveys dedication to ideals 


“We hold these Truths to be

These words form the idealistic 
basis on which the United States 
of America was founded. Today, 
on the eve of the Bicentennial 
celebration, how many people 
really remember why the 
American Revolution was fought, 
or still agree with the ideals ol the 
Revolution? 

Students in History 300, 
“Radical Dissent in the U.S.,” 
taught by Dr. Lester Brune, found 
some answers to these questions. 

The class was studying an 
incident in Washington, D.C., in 
which a group of people 
circulated petitions among 
government workers asking them 
to rededicate themselves to 
America’s ideals, when someone 
jokingly suggested trying it at 
Bradley to see what the results 
would be. 

What started as a humorous 
suggestion turned into a class 
project, with 26 students from the 
class stationed in the major 
buildings on campus, asking 
faculty members and students to 
sign petitions containing the 
above paragraph from the 
Declaration of Independence. 


Out of 249 responding to the 
petition, 191 (77 per cent) agreed 
to sign it, 37 recognized it as part 
of the Declaration of 
Independence and 58, or 23 per 
cent, refused to sign it. 

Comparing these results with 
those obtained in Washington, 
where 68 per cent of the 2,300 
polled refused to sign the petition, 
Bradley people fared much better 
than the government employes 
interviewed. 

Why? According to Brune, 
history department chairman, 
people on a campus are exposed 
to historical information more 
often.

Why did people refuse to sign 
the petitions? Brune said, 
“generally, people know a lot less 
about the American Revolution 
than many other things, like the 
Civil War, for example. Sjme 
disagreed with the violence 
section. Some of them thought it 
was communist-inspired. One said 
he wouldn’t sign the petition 
because he might lose his job. 

“Probably the most numerous 
comment I think we found here 
that people wouldn’t sign was that 
they didn’t believe that all men 
are created equal. The second 
most numerous reason why they 
wouldn’t sign was because they 


didn’t believe in the right to 
abolish the government.” 

Many comments came from 
both signers and non-signers. 
Many thought it was too radical 
and revolutionary. Some could 
not understand it, while others 
didn’t want to be bothered. Still 
others felt that the ideas 
presented were not being 
practiced. Some of the comments 
were: 

“Well, what if you only believe 
half of it?” “Do they ever do 
that?” 

“Let’s keep this among the 
students.” 

‘It’s just a gimmick to make a

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Job market for 
graduates tight 


With jobs for bachelor degree 
holders down by 24 per cent, 
some college seniors may find it 
difficult to find employment in 
their particular fields next year, 
according to Robert Pardieck, 
director of Bradley’s Job 
Placement Office. 

Job offers for male graduates 
in general declined more sharply 
than those for women. Women 
holders of master’s degrees 
received 11 per cent more offers 
than in 1974, with most offers 
coming in the field of business 
administration. 

Starting salaries were up 
slightly, with increases in most 
fields less than 5 per cent. 

At the master’s level, job 
opportunities were down 18 per 
cent and at the Ph.D. level, 37 per 
cent. 

Placement figures for Bradley 
graduates are led by engineering 
and accounting majors at 90 per 
cent employment, followed by 
majors in business administration 


at 50 per cent, then education and 
liberal arts majors at 30 per cent 
employment. 

“These figures are as good or 
better than most colleges and 
universities comparable to 
Bradley,” Pardieck said. 

Though the employment 
statistics for liberal arts majors are 
down, many new promising fields 
are opening up. Majors in 
health-related fields such as 
medical technology and nursing 
are in great demand, with the 
latter yielding 100 per cent 
employment. 

Hiring in the computer field is 
currently prosperous. The outlook 
is expected to improve due to the 
continuing development of 
technology. 

The Job Placement Office, 
located at 931 N. Maplewood, 
works primarily with the 
employment arrangements of 
seniors, but all students, including 
freshmen with career problems, 
are welcome.

The performers captured the 
rmth and appreciation of the 
lienee with tunes such as 
r ildwood Flower,” “Me and 
bby McGee,” and “When the 
irning Comes,” a few old 
writes. 

Most of the women in the 
>w wore long white gowns with 
ig sleeves, which gave them a 
idency to look like avenging 
>els in the stage lighting. 

When Rosey Lawhead gave her 
rsion of what should have been 
beautiful, emotional song, 


“Silver Threads and Golden 
Needles,” she came off sounding 
like an avenging angel with a 
grand version of the rebel yell 
from the Civil War. 

The woman has a good, strong 
voice, but there are times when 
even emotion can be overdone. 

Gordon Terry, a fiddler who 
in some way related to the family, 
did a definitely country, 
foot-tapping, rythmic song, and 
managed not to laugh when some 
overeager fan tried to snap his 
picture directly in front of him. 

Forty minutes of the Carter 
family was enough for most of the 
audience, and they were more 
than ready to hear Cash. 

The only thing that ruined his 
entrance was the announcer 
saying in a sugary, whining voice, 
“Johnny Cash, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, John-n-ny Cash!” 

Lighting for his entrance 
was very well done with orange 
lights reflected off of a revolving 
silver globe set at the top of the 
Field House. 

And with the familiar, “Hello, 
I’m Johnny Cash,” the second 
half was on its way. 

He is called “The Man in 
Black,” and he is indeed a striking 
figure under the lights of the 
stage. 

You know it’s only an act, but 
when he says in his deep voice, 
“We’ve been doing these songs for 
20 years, but when an audience 
responds like you, it’s like 
they’re brand new. We’re doing a 
lot of requests tonight, so we 
hope that at least one of our songs 
will make you feel like it was 
meant just for you,” it does feel 
like he is talking just to you. 

Much of his music is based on 
the events in his life, he said. He 
sang several songs written by 
other artists, but the songs had no 
less meaning for that. 

When he sang the chorus of 
Kris Kristofferson’s classic, 

“Sunday Mornin’ Cornin’ 


Down,” the audience really 
appreciated the feeling he put into 
it: 

“And there ain’t nothin’ short of 
dyin’, 

half as lonesome as the sound 
on the sleeping city sidewalks, 
Sunday mornin’ cornin’ down.” 

Cameras flashed across the 
Field House as people tried to 
Capture the man who was able to 
cross the expanses of the Field 
House and make them feel that he 
was there to sing for them alone. 

Many of the songs he sang were 
written about his childhood in the 
South. “Pickin’ Time” was one of 
them, and the one about papa 
dying without seeing one good 
crop. 

His chain gang song brought 
wild applause from the audience. 
Based on the chain gangs in the 
South, the song was another old 
favorite for the audience. 

One of the most well-received 
portions of the entire show was 
Cash’s tribute to the American 
flag. The five-minute emotional 
monologue on the history of this 
country and its flag won for him a 
standing ovation as well as a few 
tears. 

“Folsom Prison Blues” was 
another of the old favorites of the 
audience, this presentation using 
the added touch of film clips of 
San Quentin penitentiary and 
trains to highlight the song. 

The Carter family rejoined 
Johnny for the famous “Going to 
Jackson,” which is usually 
performed by his wife, June 
Carter Cash, who was unable to 
attend this performance. 

Rosey filled in, though, 
managing once again to horrify 
EPA sound experts with her 
tearing voice. Even Johnny acted 
surprised. 

Somehow, the evening was a 
real blend of folk, blue grass and 
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“The man in black” charmed a sometimes overly enthusiastic 
audience (one woman, right onto the stage) Saturday night at 
the Field House.

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Teacher's secret: rapport, respect

What makes a good teacher? 
What sets one teacher off from 
another? 

Maybe it’s the attitude that 
teacher has towards work and 
students, according to Dr. Charles 
Lewis, chairman of the guidance 
and counseling department in 
education and this year’s winner 
of the Putnam Award for 
Excellence in Teaching. 

“I really believe a teacher 
should treat students as colleagues 
and friends. I have a deep respect 
for students,” Lewis said. 

Perhaps it’s that attitude that 
has made him so well respected by 
his students and colleagues. 

But still, the announcement of 
the Putnam Award winner came 
as a surprise. “It was very 
unexpected, but it’s odd, you can 
tell by remarks that are made. 
There are some cues and you can 
sort of feel the excitement with 
that feeling, ‘Hey, I know that 
person!”’ 

Lewis is the 19th recipient of 
the Putnam Award, which was 
presented at last week’s Founder’s 
Day activities. 

“I was immobilized for a 
minute, almost like I didn’t know 
what to do. Thank goodness mine 
was the third award announced,” 
Lewis said. 

Background experiences have a 
lot to do with the teaching 
abilities of teachers, Lewis felt, 
and if that’s true, he has the 
background to make it stick. 


He started out regularly 
enough, earning his bachelor’s in 
math at Bradley in 1955. Lewis 
taught math at Peoria High for a 
year until he was drafted as a 
mathematician for the Army in 
Korea. 

“I drew graphs, is what that 
means,” he laughed. 

While overseas he “fell in 
love” with Asia and took his 
discharge in Japan, where he 
taught in Tokyo. According to 
Lewis, the experience of teaching 
in the American school there 
really changed his outlook on 
education. 

“I taught in English, but it was 
really something to see kids from 
all over the world in those 
classrooms. It really gives you a 

broader outlook,” he said. 

A trip around the world also 
will help to change one’s outlook, 
especially if it’s a year and a half 
trip through Asia and Europe on a 
motorcycle. 

His journey led him through 52 
different countries, including such 
exotic places as Nepal, 
Afghanistan, Thailand, Rumania 
and Norway. 

The chance meeting of an 
English speaking woman in 
Denmark led to his marriage. “I’d 
just camped in Denmark and 
heard two women speaking 
English a few tents down. I always 
sought opportunities to talk and 
be understood so I went over. We 
saw each other while she was in 
Denmark on vacation (his wife 


Susan was Canadian and is now a 
naturalized American). I stayed 
another six months and we were 
writing. When I got back home, I 
looked her up.” 

The Lewis’ have been married 
12 years and have two adopted 
children. 

Lewis, who earned his 
doctorate in counseling education 
from the University of Wisconsin, 
has noticed several changes in the 
students at Bradley in the years he 
has taught here, he said. “When I 
first came it was at the height of 
student concern and unrest. Lots 
of time and energy was spent on 
social changes. 

“There’s been a shift, a change 
in focus now. Students seem very 
concerned about education and 
jobs,” he said. 

The emphasis now is on more 
individual concerns, and students 
are more concerned about what 
they can do individually to help 
others. Before, he felt, it was 
more a desire to change social 
structures. 

Lewis is set to go with his 
family to Japan next semester for 
a sabbatical. He will study the 
education and family systems in 
that country. 

“I’m especially interested in 
the fact that they have a lower 
crime and delinquincy rate than 
other countries. I’d like to find 
out if this is because of the way 
they’re brought up and what role 
educators and counselors play,” 
Lewis said.

books, and sells used books for 
approximately three-fourths of 
the original cost, according to 
manager Barbara Dreher. 

In buying used books, 
however, The Bradley Bookstore 
will pay half price, while Johnson 
said The Book House will pay 
approximately one-fourth the 
original cost. 

The Book House carries a 
different variety of books than 


the Bradley Bookstore. There 
seems to be more of an emphasis 
on fiction with a large selection of 
science fiction. The Bradley 
Bookstore has a much broader 
selection of school supplies. 

The Bradley Bookstore also has 
the best selection of textbooks, 
which return a 20 per cent profit, 
less freight charges. All profit 
from the Bradley Bookstore is put 
into the school’s general operating 
fund, Dreher said.

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Childs' Play

When it comes time to erect a building 
honoring the greats of Chicago sportscasting, it’s 
likely the name of Jack Brickhouse will be among 
the names first mentioned. A graduate of Peoria 
Manual High School, a former student at Bradley 
and currently a member of the university’s Board 
of Trustees, Brickhouse spends the summer 
relating to millions the fortunes of the Chicago 
Cubs. 

He has for many years, enough to gather a vice 
president position at WGN, the nation’s largest 
independent broadcast station. Brickhouse’s career 
began in Peoria, after financial problems forced 
him to leave Bradley at 18 and begin work at 
WMBD. 

“I wasn’t on an athletic scholarship, I didn’t get 
particularly good grades and I just ran out of 
money,” Brickhouse said last Friday after 
dedication ceremonies at Haussler Hall, Bradley’s 
new physical education complex. 

“I didn’t have much choice,” Brickhouse said 
referring to the Depression days. “I didn’t do 
anything but work at WMBD. In those days if you 
didn’t work 80 hours a week you were doggin’ it.” 

Before last Friday’s Founder’s Day program, 
Brickhouse conducted a press conference in the 
meeting room at Swords Hall. Dressed in a navy 
blue suit and wearing a light blue shirt with a 
white tie, Brickhouse fielded questions from the 
media concerning sports in general, specifically the 
plight of baseball in Chicago. 

‘The Cubs are in a position to negotiate a trade 
with proven personnel for the first time in many 
years,” Brickhouse said when questioned about 
how the North Side club might improve its 
condition for 1976. ‘They need a left-handed 
starting pitcher and a catcher, or someone else, 
who can hit 30 home runs a year,” he said, 
mentioning names like Don Kessinger and Rick 
Monday as possible trade bait. 

“This is just speculation though. While we’re 
talking here, they’re scheming somewhere else.” 

They includes newly-appointed Cubs general 
manager E.R. “Salty” Saltwell, who was appointed 
to fill the vacancy created after the 
semi-retirement of John Holland, the Cubs 
executive vice-president who doubled as general 
manager in the past. Last season, Saltwell was in 
charge of Wrigley Field park operations, or as 
some Chicago writers have charged, “in charge of 
selling hot dogs.” 

“Phil Wrigley never does anything without 
thinking it over,” Brickhouse said referring to the 
Cubs owner and chewing gum tycoon. “Don’t start 
to criticize Phil Wrigley for 24 hours,” he warned, 
“or you’ll wind up with egg on your face.” 

In choosing Saltwell, Wrigley bypassed Whitney 
Lockman and likely-choice Blake Cullen, the Cubs 
traveling secretary since 1966 who left the 
organization last weekend to join the baseball 
commissioner’s office. 

“Whitey wasn’t the greatest admire of the 
big city media,” Brickhouse said of the former 
Cubs manager who is now in charge of player 
development in Arizona. 

“Cullen and Saltwell are both bright, Cullen 
wonderfully gifted but Salty’s strong. You have to 
be tough in that job,” he said of the position 
which involves negotiating contracts and trading 
players. 

Toward the south, off-the-field activity 
continues to snare the spotlight in Chicago 
baseball circles. Brickhouse also responded to a 
question regarding promoter Bill Veeck’s 
remergance into the baseball scene as new owner, 
subject to American League approval, of the 
Chicago White Sox. 

“Nobody cannot afford to be aware, not even 
the Cubs, that Bill will be back,” Brickhouse said. 
“He livens things up ... he’s a genius at 
promotion and space-grabbing and the Cubs will 
be conscious,” he said of Veeck who owned the 
White Sox in 1959 when they won the last league 
championship for Chicago. 

“But if the Cubs are playing good baseball, he 
can run his three-ring circus down there and it still 
won’t help them,” Brickhouse said. 

“Veeck, however, isn’t owner of the franchise 
yet, the sale must be approved by nine of 12 
American League owners. “But if the ballclubs 
think the sale will improve the check they’re

gained national prominence while broadcasting 
Bradley basketball games in the late 1930’s, told 
the crowd at the Founder’s Day address of his 
theory of broadcasting, specifically in the area of 
research. 

“If you steal from one person, it’s plagarism. If 
you steal from enough it’s research,” he said. “I’m 
known in broadcasting as a researcher,” he said 
drawing applause and laughter from the crowd.

gonna take out of Chicago, they’ll probably 
approve it. It’ll ring their cash registers.” 

Before selling the franchise, President John 
Allyn dismissed sportscaster Harry Caray from his 
position as the team’s announcer. Will Veeck 
reinstate Caray and will the two stir fire in Chicago 
missing since the dismissal of managers Leo 
Durocher and Eddie Stanley in the Cubs and White 
Sox organizations? 

“He (Veeck) can’t make any decisions yet 
because the sale hasn’t been approved,” 
Brickhouse said. “Maybe he still has a negative 
feeling about Caray after Caray broadcast the St. 
Louis Cardinals games when Veeck was having 
financial trouble with the St. Louis Browns 
franchise. But those two, they’re two of the 
biggest ink grabbers in history.” 

Regarding ethics in broadcasting, the Bradley 
Board of Trustee member said he preferred to be 
employed by the station rather than the team 
whose games he was announcing. 

“We’re professionals,” Brickhouse said. “We 
aren’t there to sell peanuts or to give the hit and 
run sign. We pay a very good piece of change to 
broadcast the games. Besides if we weren’t 
objective, we could lose our license. Maybe the 
team, as in the case of WGN, should just have the 
right of approval.”

The Bradley cross-country 
team wrapped up its home dual 
meet season with a convincing 
19-39 win over the University of 
Chicago Tuesday.

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Student attitudes toward cheating discussed

Rules concerning 
cheating can be found in the 
university catalog, the Activities 
Handbook, and the Academic 
Handbook. 

According to Edward King, 
dean of men, Bradley doesn’t fit 
in with schools that have high 
levels of cheating. “Classroom 
cheating has either dropped off 
considerably over the last eight 
years,” King said, “or else it isn’t 
being reported as regularly as it 
used to be.” 

King said the war and the draft 
in the late 50s caused more men 
to come to college in order to 
avoid the draft, which created 


more cheating. 

“I think cheating has dropped 
off because we used to have many 
people attending here. They were 
here not because they wanted to 
be, but because of the draft. They 
were trying to stay here while 
doing the minimal amount of 
work they could. That, I think, 
promoted more cheating,” he 
said. 


According to King, if there is 
any cheating now, instructors are 
taking care of it in the classrooms. 

“The difference today in 
school from four years ago is that 
there is much more openness in 
the university, less regulations, 
and much more trust. When you 
get that type of thing going, you 
don’t have a cheating problem,” 
he said. 


Camille Primm, dean of 
women, described what procedure 
she follows in a case involving 
cheating. 

“Generally, what we do is offer 
the student the same thing we 
would do in any other disciplinary 
case; that is, statement of the 
charges against them, their rights, 
and the option to have the case 
(Continued on page 8)

A series of public hearings has 
been scheduled for a proposed tax 
plan by the Peoria City Council. 

The first meeting was held last 
night and the three remaining will 
be Monday at 6:30 p.m. at 
Manual High School; Tuesday, 
Nov. 4, at 5:30 p.m. in the City 
Hall Council Chambers; and 
Thursday, Nov. 6, at 6:30 p.m. at 
Richwoods High School.

Many Bradley dorm residents 
have asked why popcorn poppers 
are not allowed in the dorm 
rooms and whether coffee pots 
will be outlawed next year, as 
some rumors say. 

According to Michael Murphy, 
director of housing, popcorn 
poppers were outlawed as a safety 
measure. Poppers contain open 
coils that overheat if the units are 
left plugged in for long periods of 
time, and fires could result if 
there is anything flammable close 
by. 

Two fires in recent years were 
attributed to popcorn poppers left 
plugged in, one in Sisson Hall and 
the other in Lovelace, both 
resulting in minor injuries. 

The university has the option 
to determine policy on this 
matter. There are no fire codes 
forbidding poppers or coffee pots 
in the dorms, according to 
Murphy. In the future, however,

’Pick-Um up BRAVES' 
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Editors' Notebook 

In view of the recent upsurge in controversy over the 
degree of cheating going on at old BU, consider this my two 
cents’ worth. 

In one of my classes last semester, we conducted a survey 
on campus in which approximately 400 students remember 
approximately 400 students were asked to respond to 
statements about cheating at Bradley. (Some of you may 
remember being victims of that invasion of privacy.) 

We tried to determine what types of cheating are going on, 
what is the profile of a typical cheater, how successful are 
they, what motivates them, and is cheating related to choice 
of major. 

One part of the survey was designed to determine 
students’ attitudes toward the basic moral question of 
whether cheating is right or wrong, by responses given in 
degrees of agreement or disagreement to closed-ended 
statements. 

The second major part of the survey consisted of a list of 
what we considered to be flagrant forms of cheating such as 
crib sheets or plagiarism. Students were asked to indicate 
how often they took part in each method described. 

Unfortunately, the semester ran out before we could 
really analyze the responses and correlate them the way we 
planned at the beginning of the course. However, we did have 
a chance to go over the responses in a general sense and draw 
some unscientific conclusions. 

Students that spoke out most against cheating indicated 
in actual performance measurements the most instances of 
cheating. Another peculiarity was that some students, while 
responding negatively to a negatively “loaded question” 
responded positively to the same question reworded later in 
the survey. 

One particularly disturbing set of responses we got was to 
the statement, “Cheaters deserve to get a good grade if they 
can get away with it.” Many respondents apparently admired 
accomplished cheaters and held them up for some sort of 
warped hero worship. 

Now I haven’t presented any conclusive evidence here, nor 
have I produced any obsolute cause for alarm. In fact the 
whole survey would have been pretty much a bust if it hadn’t 
been for the implication that the most “morally upstanding” 
of our respondents were obviously “cheating” on the very 
cheating survey! An incredible discovery if not down right 
sad. 

This experience, coupled with my own experiences and 
those brought to the attention of the student body recently 
through the Scout, bring me to the conclusion that there is a 
need to re-evaluate the university’s stand on this issue to 
protect the rights of honest students. 

Now I’m not cracking on the fly-by-night cheaters, fd be 
condescending if I tried to pretend that I’ve never looked 
over a shoulder. It’s the complusive, “gimme your notes” 
cheaters I’m after... the ones that marked on the survey 
things like “I often write down answers 1 know are wrong on 
tests, change them during grading and then argue with the 
teacher for a higher grade claiming the teacher didn’t know 
what I meant.” 

Those are the folks that bother me. They’re taking up 
some prof’s valuable time that my tuition dollars help to pay 
for, and cheapening the quality of the education for 
everybody at the same time. 

The Christian Science Monitor ran a story Monday, Oct.

a notebook propped up on the floor during a test, according 
to all traditional standards, aren’t you as guilty of cheating as 
he is for not bringing this to someone’s attention? 

“The honor code is a system of self-policing done by 
students on exams that involves mutual trust,” according to 
The Monitor. “No faculty or proctors need be present. 
Students are on their honor not to cheat.” 

Not to report the offender is, of course, a violation of that 
mutual trust. 

But the failure of many honor codes to put a stop to 
cheating makes the whole honors method impractical. If the 
cheating hasn’t stopped, but instead, gotten worse, then it is 
time to move to a more effective system. 

The Monitor suggests schools take time during the 
orientation of their freshman students in the summer, to have 
them sign forms stating that they understand the university 
policy on cheating and that they will abide by those 
regulations for “the other guy’s” sake if not for their own, or 
suffer the penalities. Establishing a realization of our 
responsibility to our fellow students may be an effective 
approach. 

Or consider making charges of cheating or plagiarism cause 
for a student court hearing or arbitration board hearing to be 
dealt with through student government. Punishments could 
range from academic probation or dismissal, to volunteer 
work on campus or counseling sessions for the offender. 

I stopped consoling myself long ago with statements like 
“Cheaters never win and winners never cheat,” or “A cheater 
will get what’s coming to him.” Igrew up to the sorry fact 
that a cheater will get what’s coming to him .. . good grades 
and twice the job offers. 

Those seem to- be the sorry facts at old BU. This seems to 
be the proper time for someone to draw the line.

Dr. A. Wayne McGaughey, math 
department chairman, suggested 
she develop the idea and submit it 
for possible presentation at the 
conference. 

“I’ve been working steadily on 
the project since last September 
and all last summer,” Landre said. 

“I found out the day before 
the abstract had to be in, so I 
typed up the whole thing, ran to 
K and F, and spent 75 cents to 
mail it special delivery. I couldn’t 
believe it got there on time,” she 
said. She was notified that she 
would be making the presentation 
about a week before the 
conference. 

“That’s not a whole lot of time 
to get ready. 1 worked about 10 
hours a day on it that week,” she 
said. 

Landre’s presentation, “The 
Intersection of the Set of Magic 
Squares and The Set of Magic 
Triangles Is Not The Empty Set,” 
(in mathematical notation, of 
course) translates to “magic 
squares and magic triangles have 
some common aspects,” Landre 
said. 

“The only thing is, when I sent 
it in, 1 didn’t have the relationship 
figured out. I knew it was already 
in the program, so I spent a lot of 
time that week trying to discover 


it. For a while I got scared—I 
thought maybe there wasn’t one!” 

A1 Hayes and Frank Szorc, two 
Bradley computer science majors, 
assisted Debi by running the 
formulas she had devised for 
generating magic triangles through 
the computer. 

“A1 had already made up a 
program in high school for 
generating magic squares, so it was 
just a matter of adapting the 
program to work with the magic 
triangle formula,” she said. 

“Frank and A1 did a really 
good job-they tied up the 
computer for hours that last 
week. Our original assumption 
was that the chances of finding a 
magic figure were eight in a 
million by trial and error, and 
with me spending so much time 
on theory there was some stuff I 
just couldn’t do by hand,” Landre 
said. 

Landre is presently working on 
getting the magic triangle idea 
typed for publication. “I’ve been 
asked to speak at two things 
already,” she said. “I guess the 
triangle idea is something that 
would interest anybody, any type 
of audience.” 

Landre began at Bradley as a 
math major three years ago, but 
switched to French last semester.

Ex-math major Debi Landre presented an award-winning 
project at a convention of the honorary mathematics society 
in St. Louis, Oct. 11.

She plans to attend grad school 
in math at Cornell or Cal Tech 
University, and also plans to 
obtain her master’s in French 
during the summers. 

“My dream is to teach math at 
the University of Paris,” she said, 
eagerly describing her plans to 
visit there over semester break. 

“The magic square wasn’t even 
invented by a human being—it was 
a turtle,” she explained. 
Supposedly, a sacred turtle in 220 
BC was observed coming out of 
the water with a mysterious 
arrangement of numeric symbols 
on his shell. 

Later, 14th century scholars 
determined the “magic” 
relationship between the symbols. 
Although people have been 
experimenting since then with the 
magic square and some of its 
variations such as the magic circle 
and magic hexagon have been 
discovered previously, no new 


developments in the concept have 
occurred since 1932. 

“To me what I figured out is 
no great mathematical discovery, 
but maybe someday somebody 
else will come up with an 
application that will make it 

worth something.” 

“I’m surprised nobody else 
came up with it before me,” 
Landre said. “I guess they were 
busy inventing other math.”

heard here or go to the court. Our 
action depends on what the 
teacher has already done.” 

According to Primm, some 
students have complained to her 
about cheating problems that do 
occur in classrooms. 

“I do get students in 
occasionally who are very irritated 
that they are performing their 
work in the prescribed manner of 
the instructor and are really 
turned off because fellow students 
are sitting beside them, cheating 
on examinations and submitting 
papers that are not their own. 

“They feel very offended that 
they may be getting by with “C” 
work, and really working hard to 
get that grade, whereas the 
student who is cheating is doing 
better—and they’re cheating,” 
Primm said. “Maybe students feel 
there is too much pressure to 
achieve academically.” 

Primm said her office has to be 
notified by the teacher first, 
before any action on her part can 
be taken. 

The faculty handbook sets the 
guidelines for instructors: 
“According to the Senate rules, all 
occasions of cheating must be 
reported to the dean of men and 
the dean of women, together with 
a statement of the penalty

Enrollment dips slightly 


Enrollment is slightly down at 
Bradley. Final Figures from 
Registrar Ruth Jass indicated a 
total of 3,917 full-time students 
and 976 pa rt-time students 
attending during the 1975-76 
academic year. These figures 
compare with 3,994 full-time and 
1,081 part-time for a similar 
period last year. 

Students from thirty-eight 
states, Guam, Puerto Rico, and 
the Virgin Island, are enrolled and 
there are 32 students from outside 
the USA. More than 3,200 
students attending Bradley are 
from Illinois. 


Across the nation, overall 
college enrollment increased 
slightly. There are more high 
school graduates than ever before, 
but fewer are opting for college 

degrees, resulting in the lowering 
rate of increase in college 
enrollments. Experts predict that 
the nose dive will continue for 
several years. 

Additional findings from the 
U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics 
indicate that more students are 
going to two-year institutions and 
fewer students from 
middle-income families are 
enrolling in college.

“According to CILCO 
officials, Bradley used 6% less gas 
and 80,000 fewer gallons of oil 
last year,” Wise said. 

“We have been doing the best 
we can to reduce campus energy 
use,” said Wise. “We have reduced 
the lighting in many buildings to 
20 foot-candle power and 
classrooms to 70 foot-candle 
power where they used to have 
100 feet or more.” These 


reductions were sanctioned by the 
Society of Illuminating Engineers, 
he said. 

Some other things Bradley has 
done to reduce energy 
consumption include putting 
orange stickers on every light 
switch, reminding people to 
conserve energy and reduce light 
usage. 

Bradley also has a 
computerized system that 
periodically cuts off electricity 
and saves fuel. Heat will also be 
saved by the installation of time 
clocks on fresh air vents so when 


buildings are closed the air will be 
recirculated. 

“We’ve paid closer attention 
to keeping windows closed in 
most buildings, and we have 
lowered the temperature where 
we can to 68 -70° in the 
summer,” Wise said. 

According to Wise, surveys 
have been made about the 
possibility of changing exterior 
lights on campus from the 
mercury vapor now being used to 
sodium light bulbs, but he said 
this would be a very expensive 
change. 


Wise also said the school 
maintenance staff has been 
re-shifted so that after 11:30 each 
night all academic buildings’ lights 
are off until the next morning 
unless otherwise requested. 

Asked if these reductions have 
saved the university any money, 
Wise said, “Though we use 6% less 
gas it costs us 11% more to use. 
Oil went up from 15 cents a 
gallon to 30 cents a gallon.” Wise 
also said they were told by CILCO 
to expect a 31% increase in the 
cost of electricity as of 
July 1,1976. “This year’s budget

“We believe that the Treflan (a 
weed killer) we added has built up 
rather than dissolved into the soil.

Wise said that he has 
experienced very few problems 
with worm or insect damage to 
the plants. “We have also had 
little damage from animals. 
Vandalism by students has been 
minimal, too. The few problems 
we have had were caused by grade 
school students. The Bradley 
students seem to appreciate our 
efforts with the flowers and have 
caused little damage to them.” 

The next time you have 
nothing to do (especially in early 
fall or late spring), go admire the 
beauty of Bradley’s sunken 
garden.

“We will not add Treflan to the 
garden for at least one year, 
maybe more.”

Have you ever heard of anyone 
weight lifting in a cafeteria or 
dancing in the Field House? As 
strange as it may seem, these have 
become common occurrences 
around campus this semester. 

Since Haussler Hall has not yet 
been completed, the physical 
education (PE) department is 
utilizing various places around 
campus for some of its classes. 

Mildred Caldwell, chairman of 
the PE department, said, “At first 
it took us a while to adjust but 
now we’re all oriented.” 

All courses in PE are 
co-educational this year, “mostly 
because of Title IX,” Caldwell 
said. Title IX is a law that 


prohibits sex discrimination in 
schools that receive government 
funds. If Bradley failed to 
comply, it would no longer be 
eligible for federal funding. 

Since July 1, the men’s and 
women’s PE departments have 
been combined. “This is very 
beneficial because it helps cut 
reptititous programs,” Caldwell 
said. “When we were separate 
departments, the men offered golf 
and so did we. Now all repititious 
courses have been combined and 
new courses added.” 

Co-ed physical education is not 
new at Bradley. The program has 
just expanded to encompass all 
courses, to meet the needs of 
students and the federal 
government. “We used to have 


co-ed volleyball and dance 
classes,” Caldwell said. 

The department is looking 
forward to its move to Haussler. 
“The new pool will be 75 feet 
long, while our present pool is 
only 40 feet long. I can’t 
complain, though. We have taught 
an awful lot of people how to 
swim in this little pool.” 

At present, the new pool looks 
like a huge pit in the ground 
because the concrete has just been 
poured, Caldwell said. 

The new facility will feature 
large locker rooms, three 
regulation-size basketball courts, 
several teaching stations that will 
allow several classes to be taught 
at the same time, and a wing of 
offices. Hewitt Hall has men and 


women instructors’ offices at 
opposite ends of the building. 

“I go over once a week to see 
how construction is going at 
Haussler,” Caldwell said. “I just 
stand there and enjoy the view.”

Goldin named auxiliary services director

Dorm students who came to 
Ken Goldin last year with 
complaints about too much heat, 
too little air conditioning, or some 
similar problem can no longer do 
so. At least they are not supposed 
to. Goldin, housing director for 
ten years, is now director of a 
newly-created office, Auxiliary 
Services. 

Goldin first came to Bradley in 
1958 as a student. He worked as a 
janitor at the Student Center and 
was involved in many 
extracurricular activities. He 
worked his way up to the Games 
Desk and then became the night 
manager. 

“I was so busy doing 
everything but studying that I 
flunked out,” Goldin said. He 
returned to Bradley, but didn’t 
take a full course load that time. 


Goldin soon got a job as 
supervisor of conferences, still as a 
student. He continued as 
supervisor taking classes part-time 
until he got his bachelor’s degree 
in management in 1964. He later 
got his master’s degree in 
education. Goldin then held the 
job of program director until 
1965, when he was transferred to 
Housing. 

Goldin’s newest job, auxiliary 
services director, makes him the 
coordinator of seven departments: 
Housing, Food Service, the 
Bookstore, the Field House, the 
Student Center, the Health 
Center, and Conferences. 
Conferences includes any 
non-academic event held in 
Bradley’s facilities. These include 
such things as concerts and 
meetings of Peoria organizations. 

“Formerly these seven 


departments, along with seven 
others, reported separately to 
Vice-President For Business 
Affairs Joseph Mele,” Goldin said. 
“It was just too much for one 
person to handle. Now half the 
departments will report to me and 
I can make recommendations to 
Mr. Mele. This should be much 
more efficient.” 

In his new job, Goldin faces a 
lot of bigger problems than the 
ones that concerned him as 
housing director. “I have to 
evaluate what we are doing and 
ask myself if changes are needed 
in any of the departments under 


me.

Illini, Virgin ahead tomorrow 
for Braves at state run

Nationally ranked Illinois, led 
by two-time all-American Craig 
Virgin, will be the favorite 
tomorrow when the Illinois 
Intercollegiate Cross-Country 
Championship takes off from the 
starting line in Charleston. 

The Illini, rated 12th in the 
nation by “The Harrier,” a 
national cross-country magazine, 
will be gunning for their third 
straight title in the annual battle 
for state supremacy. 

Virgin, a junior from Lebanon, 
Ill., is the favorite to capture the 
individual title in the meet for the 
third consecutive time. He ran a 
23:47 five-mile in early 
September and lowered his own 
record on the Illinois home course 
by 30 seconds with a 28:00 
clocking for six miles last week. 

The Illini return five of seven 
runners who competed in last 
year’s meet, including fifth-place 
finisher Bill Fritz. 
Sub-four-minute miler Mike 
Durkin, who placed second, has 
graduated, and sophomore Dave 
Walters is being red-shirted this 
season. 

But Illinois came up with two 
recruits who have filled the places 
vacated by Durkin and Walters. 
Jeff Jirelle, last year’s national 
junior college cross-country and 
mile champion, and Jim Eicken, a 
freshman who has run a 
sub-nine-minute two-mile, have 
backed up Virgin in the second 
and third spots. 

Eicken was a teammate of 
Bradley’s Mike Freeman at East 
Peoria High School before moving 
to Davenport, Iowa, two years 
ago, and the Braves’ number one 
runner, John Philyaw, competed 
against Jirelle in the national juco 
meet last year. 

Dave Casillas from the College 
of St. Francis, who finished 
fourth last year, will be among the 
chief threats to Virgin’s 
stranglehold on the individual 
championship. 

St. Francis, along with Eastern 
Illinois, should provide Illinois 
with its stiffest challenge in the 
meet. 

Bradley will be shooting for 
the top half of the field, according 
to coach Jake Schoof. The Braves 
will be attempting to improve on 
last year’s ninth place showing. 

Schoof also Figures Philyaw to 
be a solid contender for a spot on 
the top 10, while Freeman and 
Jim Forster could finish in the top 
25, “if they have one of their 
better races.” 

After tomorrow’s meet, the 
Braves will wrap up their season 
with the Missouri Valley 
Conference Championship at 
Carbondale. 

Defending champion Wichita 

State is the favorite, by virtue of 
its recent dual meet victory over 
new conference entry, Southern 
Illinois. 

The individual title is up for 
grabs as multi-year champion 
Randy Smith of Wichita State 
graduated, as did teammate Perry 
Koehn, who placed second. 

SIU, led by freshman Mike 
Sawyer and senior Jack St. John, 
is the major threat to the 
Shockers’ championship hopes.

The Bicentennial Festival of 
the Arts, sponsored jointly by the 
Performing Arts Committee 
(PAC) and the Cultural Affairs 
Committee, will be bringing in 
performers, critics, scholars, and 
events in the arts and sciences for 
the annual program. 

Dr. James Ballowe, dean of the 
graduate school, is coordinator of. 
the event. “We took the 
bicentennial theme largely 
because ' that’s the environment 
we’re in now,” Ballowe explained. 
“Instead of being a salute to the 
history of the arts, it’s the arts’ 
salute to the bicentennial.” 

Some of the entertainers 
performing in the festival include 
actor, songwriter, and comic Paul 
Tracey, The Musical Arts Quintet 
trom tne University of Indiana, 
J and the stage show, Grease , 
Ballowe said. 

“Every one of the performers 
we are bringing in, with the 
exception of Paul Tracey, who is 
sponsored by another group, has 
been suggested to us by students 
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and faculty members,” he said. 

According to Ballowe, the 
Cultural Affairs Committee 
sponsors several other activities 
throughout the year. 

“Our program is not just the 
Festival of the Arts in November. 
It is also the Velde Lecture series, 
the Olive B. White lectures, the 
Spring Festival, and sometimes 
incidental groups that 
come through. Several times we 
work with PAC.” 

Ballowe explained that the 
difference between the Cultural 
Affairs Committee and PAC is 
that his group tries to get acts 
without the aid of agents. That is 
why the different activities can be 
brought to Bradley without 
charging a fee. 

“This type of activity that the 
Cultural Affairs Committee 
explores is one that no other 
group would explore on campus. 
We have no paid personnel, so it 
takes a tremendous amount of 
volunteer effort. One can’t 
measure what these 
entertainments are in money 
alone,” he said. 

According to Ballowe, the 
popularity of the Festival of the 
Arts has increased through the 
years.

Library head discusses 
new system at Senate

The new full-circulation policy 
that Bradley entered into recently 
with the Illinois Valley Library 
System was the main topic of 
discussion at Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting. 

Robert Jones, director of the 
Cullom-Davis library, was present 
to explain the three-week old 
system and answer questions 
about its operation. 

In the new system, all 
registered library users in the 
Peoria area will be able to use 
materials from the Bradley 
library, with the exception of high 
usage tests needed by Bradley 
students. Bradley students will 
have the same privileges at other 
libraries in the system. 

“It has been generally assumed 
that other libraries, especially the 
ICC library, have nothing to offer 
the Bradley student, but a check 
with the library staff at ICC has 
shown that this is not entirely 
true,” Jones said. 

Senator Mike Tague and 
President Kevin Tilton expressed 
doubts that the system offered 


any real advantages, since many 
students lack adequate 
transportation to reach the 
libraries in the community. The 
possibility of heavy outside usage 
of the library and the problems it 
might create were also discussed. 

Rick Scardino, chairman of the 
Homecoming Committee, asked 
for a $500 appropriation for 
hiring half-time entertainment for

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NOW to file complaint to HEW

The Peoria chapter of the 
National Organization for Women 
(NOW) plans to file a complaint 
this week with the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW). The complaint deals with 
alleged discrimination within the 
psychology department and with 
discriminatory remarks allegedly 
made by Psychology Professor Dr. 
William Steiner last spring. 

In those remarks, Steiner 
allegedly said that he would not 
accept female graduate assistants 
and would not have female 
students in his laboratory after 
regular school hours. 

Bradley president Martin G. 
Abegg and Dr. Richard Lowder, 
chairman of the psychology 
department, had no comment on 
the complaint NOW is planning to 
file. 

NOW is also protesting “Dr. 
Abegg’s failure to act when 
confronted with the problem,” 
according to Barbara Van Auken, 


president of the Peoria chapter of 
NOW. 

Van Auken said that Abegg 
had said he would spell out an 
affirmative action program at 
Bradley for women, but then “did 
nothing.” 

Dr. Abegg said that he had not 
been officially notified of the plan 
to file a complaint with HEW. “I 
don’t know anything about, it, the 
first thing I heard about it was 
when I got a call from the local 
news stations,” he said. 

“They (NOW) implied that I 
had not lived up to my agreement 
to publicly state the university 
position (on discrimination). I 
requested (in an Oct. 3 Scout 
story) that student with 
complaints let me hear about 
them, but I haven’t heard 
anything since then,” he added. 

Van Auken said that NOW had 
understood that Dr. Abegg would 
speak directly on the remarks 
Steiner had made, instead of the 
general statement he made.

One of the academic changes 
put into effect this semester at 
Bradley is an increase in the 
minimum grade-point average 
necessary to graduate with 
Honors. 

The new requirements are 
grade-point averages of 3.40-3.59 
to graduate cum laude, 3.60-3.79 
to graduate magna cum laude and 
3.80-4.00 to graduate summa cum 
laude. Honors projects are no 
longer required. Students 
graduating this semester or next 
semester have their choice as to 
which requirements they want to 
fulfill. 

The old requirements were 
grade-point agerages of 3.25-3.49 
to graduate cum laude, 3.50-3.79 
to graduate magna cum laude and 
3.75-4.00 to graduate summa cum 
laude. In addition, students were 
required to complete honors 
projects.

the Subcommittee on Academic 
Standards that recommended the 
changes last spring. “The honors 
requirements were raised because 
of the steadily rising grade-point 
average of graduating seniors,” 
Liddell said. 

“The average grade-point of 
seniors is now almost 3.00. An 
honors degree doesn’t mean much 
if everybody gets one.” 

Actually, just as many students 
will probably receive Honors 
degrees under the new system as 
did under the old. Although fewer 
students will qualify for honors 
now, all who qualify will receive 
them. Before, many students 
chose not to do projects and 
consequently did not graduate 
with honors, according to Liddell. 

Why are graduates’ 
grade-ppints higher now, 
especially in fight of continuously 
lower ACT and SAT scores of 
entering freshmen? 

“This is a very complex 
problem,” Liddell said. “First of 
all, ACT and SAT scores are 
probably lower because more 
people take the tests now.

“The purpose of Mortar Board 
will still be to encourage and 
support the advancement of the 
status of women in colleges and 
universities,” she explained.

Where IS the 
arbitration board? 

Where is the University Arbitration Board (UAB) that 
Stiident Senate created to render judgements on student 
disciplinary cases, student rights, and campus traffic 
violations? How long will it be before students have a judicial 
organization composed of their peers to which they can take 
their cases? 

When the UAB proposal was unanimously passed at the 
Sept. 29 Senate meeting, members of Senate were assured by 
Mike Tague and Laurie Gallo, authors of the proposal, that it 
would be implemented in a matter of weeks. 

Tague and Gallo worked closely with Dean of Men 
Edward King and Dean of Women Camille Primm in the 
formulation of the UAB. The deans’ approval of the final 
draft also appeared to represent the administration’s approval 
of the plan. 

Not so. 

Through an apparent communication breakdown, the 
administration was totally unaware of the UAB proposal 
until after the Senate passed it. The administration did not, 
in fact, agree with all sections of the UAB. Tuesday President 
Abegg will meet with Tague, Gallo, All-school President 
Keven Tilton, Primm, and King to discuss the objections the 
administration has with the UAB. 

We hope the problems are minor in nature and can be 
worked out in a short period of time. It is only a matter of 
time before an important cast requiring immediate 
adjudication surfaces. The student body needs the UAB, and 
we need it soon.

Two weeks ago it was disclosed in the 

Scout that the library was going to be 
opened to all registered “library users” in 
the Peoria area. Since this new ruling has 
come into effect, the library has become 
the busiest spot on campus. Normally at 
this time of the year the library becomes 
crowded because of term papers, but this 
year the crowd is unbelievable. 

As one who works in the library 1 know 
how much extra work has really been 
created. No matter how hard myself or 
fellow students work, the library now 
seems never to be cleaned up. Besides the 
“untidiness” of the library, the number of 
Bradley students who can not get material 
they need (it’s usually being used by 
non-Bradley people) is steadily increasing.

I’ve heard a rumor that 
by opening the library to the community 
the Cullom-Davis library may have anj 
opportunity to receive a grant from Peoria.

This will cost us 
money to replace them and the!

If the new policy is to continue, at least 
through the semester, I think that more 
students should be employed to cope with 
the increased load, sometimes as much as 
twice as before the new policy. This is the 
least that can be done.

CLEP controversy creates campus cold war

Part One of a 
Three Part Series 

A cold war is festering between 
academic and administrative 
circles at Bradley over whether or 
not there is a wolf running around 
in sheep’s clothing. 

Academics are concerned 
about the possible declining 
quality of education in some areas 
since 1972 when Bradley first 
began accepting college level 
credit by examination via the 
College Level Examination 
Program (CLEP). 
outset by redundant, elementary 
course work. 

The Concept 

CLEP is a national system of 
awarding college credit by 
substituting an examination for 
course work. The basic concept 
underlying the program is that 
individuals should receive college 
credit for achievment regardless of 
how it is attained. 

The College Entrance 
Examination Board (CEEB) has 
been selling the CLEP testing 
program to colleges and 
universities across the nation since 
1967. Now, approximately 1500 
institutions have incorporated it 
and have started administering 
tests on a regular basis at the rate 
of approximately 500,000 
students annually. 

The program was designed 
originally for adults who had 
continued their education through 
professional work experience, 
military service or independent 
study. Since then, it has grown 
into an appealing opportunity for 
incoming freshman to test past 
introductory level courses and 


our campus, but I do know it is 
not done on the basis of a 
decision of one official, elected or 
otherwise. 

I’m not sure of Mr. Tilton’s 
motive in doing what he did. To 
be honest, I think he might have 
done it out of what he saw as his 
duty. But I have to disagree. 

Mr. Tilton is an elected official, 
not a hereditary one. He was 
elected by the students of Bradley 
University to serve them and 
to serve their best interests. In 
abolishing the court has he 
honestly done that?

The Specifics 

There are two types of 
CLEP examinations. The 
general examinations cover five 
basic areas of liberal arts: English 
composition, math, natural 
sciences, humanities, and social 
sciences or history. If a student

passes the five areas, he can earn 
up to 30 hours’ freshmen credit 
(six credit hours per area), but no 
grades are recorded or grade-point 
averages computed. The tests are 
handled as any other transfer 
credit. 

Students may then earn up to 
an additional 30 hours’ credit in 
specific examinations—three 
credits for up to ten separate tests 
measuring proficiency in specific 
disciplines. These tests are similar 
to those normally given as finals 
for those courses. 

Each participating institution 
may determine exactly what

how much CLEP credit to 
acknowledge. In some cases, it is 
up to the individual department 
or college. 

The Process 

The standardized CLEP tests 
are developed by a committee 
made up of outstanding faculty 
members from two-year and 
four-year institutions across the 
country who are teaching the 
subject matter to be included in 
the tests. Scholars and national 
leaders in some fields are invited 
to participate as members or 
consultants of the committee. 

The specifications of the tests 
are determined by surveying a 
broad sample of colleges and 
universities. On the basis of these 
specifications, a pool of about 
400-500 questions is submitted by 
committee members and other 
professors. The committee 
whittles the pool down to about 
the best 100 test questions. 

A sample of college students 
who have finished course work in 
the areas covered is then given the 
100 questions, and the questions 
are screened to determine which 
are weak, ambiguous or too 
difficult. 

After this lengthy process, the 
committee examines the results 
and prepares two equivalent forms 
of the test and two optional essay 
questions. 

Another pre-testing is done 
with a larger sample of students to 
determine the reliability and 
validity of their responses. 

Finally, a description of the 
test and a statement of its content 
and specifications are prepared for

The Bradley Connection 

The concept of Bradley’s 
participation in the program was 
- conceived by the Special Task 
Force on Admissions in the 
summer of 1971. The Academic 
Standards and Curriculum 
Committee discussed the program, 
amended it, and determined the 
passing percentile after a special 
CLEP sub-committee report. It 
was then recommended to the 
University Senate and the Student 
Senate, both of which passed the 
proposal without dispute. 

Bradley began giving college 
level examinations in 1972 
through the College of Continuing 
Education. They are administered 
the third Thursday of each month 
and cost $20 for one test, $30 for 
two tests, and $40 for three to 
five tests of general or specific 
categories. 

Dean of the College of 
Continuing Education Donald M. 
Albanito said Bradley will grant a

students whose test scores place 
them at the 40th percentile or 
higher. This percentile was chosen 
on the basis of norms established 
by a survey conducted by the 
University of Maryland. The 
pe rfo rmances of college 
sophomores from 350 institutions 
were used in establishing the 
norms. 

“Our standards are higher than 
many participating institutions, 
like the Chicago area junior 
colleges, which accept credit on 
CLEP at the 25th percentile.” 
Albanito said. 

Bradley is one of more than 
840 CLEP testing centers 
throughout the country and was 
the third center to open in 
Illinois, according to Albanito. 

Test centers can be found in a 
variety of places. The armed 
services, for example, administer 
their own tests. “We even gave 
one fellow the tests while he was 
in the penitentiary,” Albanito 
said.

Dennis Hill, 28-year-old 
president of Bradley’s Karate Club 
and continuing education karate 
instructor, was recently 
promoted to the rank of second 
degree black belt by the Master of 
Wado Kai, a style of karate. 

The honor, seventh on a scale 
of eight degrees (the eighth being 
the highest level black belt) was 
awarded to Hill by Master 
Hironari Otsuka, 84, in one of 
Otsuka’s rare visits to the 
Wado-Kai American headquarters 
in Nashville, Tenn. A special 
four-hour clinic was held, in 
which some 350 karate 

enthusiasts were instructed by 
the Japanese Master, who 
communicated solely by gestures. 

Karate Club members Jon 
Pomranz, Rex Bartlemay, and Jay 
Wallerstein were also promoted by 
the Master to first degree black 
belt, one notch below Hill’s new 
rank. 

Three Bradley students were 
also promoted by the Master to 
first degree black belt, one notch 
below Hill’s new rank. 

Hill, who took his first karate 
lesson while in the navy stationed 
in Japan, cited his interest in 
foreign cultures and psychology as 
some of the main reasons he 
pursued karate. 

“I took karate up as a way to 
understand the Japanese culture,” 
Hill said. “By the time I got out 
of the Navy, I was a black belt.” 

Hill, who is also a black belt in 
jui jitsu and teaches it in 
conjunction with karate classes, 
said that discipline is the most 
important thing gained through 
study of the martial arts. 

“I’d rather have a few good 
students and have them serious 


than to have a lot of students who 
really don’t care,” Hill said. “I 
discourage people from joining 
the club if they’re not sincerely 
interested. Discipline is 
prerequisite to the martial arts.” 

Of the 20 students currently 
involved with the karate club, Hill 
considers at least half to be highly

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Food waste declines with 
cafeteria ecology program

Bradley’s food ecology 
program has helped cut down 
waste in the cafeteria and 
“students are fairly conscious of 
the (waste) problem,” Bob 
Byczynski, food services director, 
said. 

The Coca-Cola Company 
printed various food ecology 
posters warning students to take 
only what they can eat. The entire 
ecology project cost about $100, 
with posters being the biggest 
investment. 

Vera Kernodle, a registered 
dietician from the National Food 
Services office, checks Bradley’s 
cafeterias regularly. She feels the 
program has helped, too. 

“Its hard to measure waste 
when it comes down to dollars 
and cents,” Byczynski said. He 
checks each cafeteria daily, 
inspecting used trays, and 
determines which foods are being 
left by students. Beverages, 
desserts and other single items 
have been the main problem this 
year. 

Byczynski revealed some 
amazing statistics about waste. 
There are about 2,000 students 
presently on Bradley’s board plan. 
If each of these students left a 
half-glass of milk daily, $32,000 
worth of milk would go down the 
drain each semester. Similarly, if 
every student left one pat of 
butter daily, the school would 
lose S400 a week. 

Added to this, “Food prices 
are skyrocketing," Byczynski said. 
Some pork products are up as 
much as 75 per cent. Milk has 
doubled since August. Sugar has 
gone down in price, but it might 
rise again. 

Bradley students pay the 
lowest board rates in Illinois, 92 
cents a meal. Out of this, all labor, 
utilities, and everything must be 
accounted for. 

Student participation is on the 
rise this year. About 90 per cent 
of students on board eat in the 
cafeterias regularly, according to 
Byczynski. 

“We try to bring in a variety of 
food,” Byczynski said. In a 
four-week cycle, 81 different 
items are served. In each cafeteria, 


the food is prepared basically the 
same. 

Except at breakfast, Lovelace 
Hall draws 200-250 to each meal. 
The Geisert cafeteria feeds about 
400 a meal and Williams east and 
west together attract 300-400. 
University Hall feeds as many as 
500 at each meal, according to 
Byczynski. 

Another problem concerning 
food at Bradley is theft. 
Silverware and glassware seem to 
be most popular with campus 
thieves, so far. 2400 pieces of 
silverware have been stolen. 
Napkins and whole napkin 
dispensers have also been ripped

off. 

Byczynski said he believed 
theft of this type could be 
stopped, but “people don’t want 
to report it.” 

Meal ticket abuse, especially on 
weekends, is another problem. 
Students deliberately “forget” 
their meal tickets and visiting 
friends use the tickets to obtain a 
free meal. Byczynski said, “It’s 
not stealing food, it’s stealing 
money.” 

Generally with the entire waste 
problem, “the main thing is 
awareness.” With so many people, 
little numbers multiply fast, he 
said.

Food director puts up with it all

I recently heard an interesting 
fact about a place in town. It was 
serving all the food that you can 
eat for 92 cents a meal. The 
variety is there and the food is 
nutritious. Where can you get 
such a meal? In our own Bradley 
cafeterias. 

All the food you can eat. 
Bradley is one of the few schools 
in the country with unlimited 
food servings. The majority of 
students here go back for seconds, 
if not more. 

The variety is there. At every 
meal there are two entrees, a 
variety of desserts and appetizers, 
and ten kinds of beverages. 

The food is nutritious here, 
too. What place do you know that 
has a dietician come and supervise 
and help plan meals? 

The man who has to put up 
with all of the complaints about 
the cost of food is Bob Byczynski, 
director of food services. He has 
been here longer than any other 
Bradley food services manager. 
Byczynski said he “enjoys 
working with students”. 

His duties involve supervising 
and directing everything to do 
with the cafeterias ranging from 
setting up menus to purchasing 
food. 

Byczynski said complaints 


don’t worry him unless there is 
a large number of them. He said 
“there* are always going to be 
complaints. A few complaints are 
good” because they give him an 
idea of what is wrong with food 
services. 

One of the complaints he gets 
the most often is about the taste 
of the food. Byczynski said that 
this is the result of an inherent 
problem — that Bradley is “a 
melting pot of people from all 
over the country.” 

He said what one person 
considers too spicy may be too 
bland to another. “Food is a 
matter of tastes.” It is not 
possible for the cafeterias to 
satisfy everyone, so they try to 
reach a happy medium. The only 
way cafeterias can satisfy 
everyone is “by ordering meals 
directly, which wouldn’t be 
feasible.” 

Another problem is that “some 
people confuse taste with 
quality.” Bradley sets the 
standards for the food. The office 
of food services accepts bids from 
local wholesalers every Tuesday 
for the next week’s food. This 
assures top quality meats and 
produce at the lowest prices. 

Another bid problem is the 
price of food. “The price of milk 
has gone up five times since 


August,” according to Byczynski. 
Bradley’s board costs are one of 
the lowest in the state — “far 
below the national average. The 
fact is, according to Byczynski, 
“nobody serves steak anymore” 
because of price. 

Byczynski feels it won’t be the 
price of food that will drive up 
board costs, but the cost of 
utilities. Bradley uses a large 


amount of natural gas in its 
cooking process and there is 
currently a shortage of it. He says 
“the only way around this is to 
serve cold food.” 

“In general, we do a good job,” 
he said. This is proven by the fact 
that when he first came here in 
1973 there were five off-campus 
students on the board plan and 
this semester there are 55.

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Steamboat pilot returns to 
days of Tom Sawyer

It’s a job Tom Sawyer would 
have traded his dried rattlesnake 
skin for. 

And, while it may not seem as 
exciting now as it once was, 
piloting a steamboat still sounds 
like a pretty neat thing to do. It’s 
unusual, too—especially for a 
college student. 

But one might guess that 
Robert Baer, captain of the Julia 
Belle Swain, is not your average 
Bradley landlubber. 

“My job is essentially one of 
piloting the boat and making sure 
all the passengers’ needs are taken 
care of,” Baer explained. 

“It’s strictly a summer job,” he 
said. “Right now the ship is in 
New Orleans for the winter.” 

Baer, 23, is a Bradley senior 
majoring in administration of 
criminal justice. His wife, Carol, is 


a former Bradley nursing student. 

One is almost disappointed to 
meet Baer and see that he doesn’t 
have freckles, wear a straw hat, or 
smoke a corn-cob pipe. He even 
wears shoes. 

But the job of a steamboat 
captain requires skill, intelligence, 
and the ability to stay calm during 
emergencies. For this, Baer is well 
qualified. 

“I’ve been through everything 
outside of a tornado, and I’ve 
even been close to a couple of 
those,” Baer said. 

“Once we took the boat 
‘tramping’ down the Mississippi 
and ran into 13 major storms in 
six weeks,” he remembered, “and 
another time we were in such a 
bad storm I had all the passengers 
put on life jackets. We were all 
ready to abandon the boat.”

the bad ones, though. Baer 
remembers traveling to Missouri 
where the film Tom Sawyer was 
made. The Julia Belle Swain 
appeared in several scenes of that 
movie. 

Baer started working on the 
Julia Belle Swain as a deckhand 
five years ago after spending one 
summer on the Lady Mim, a 
steamboat that used to be in 
Peoria. He got that first job 
because he knew the captain of 
the Lady Mim. 

“Those first few years were 
spent just tying up the boat, 
docking, and doing maintenance 
work,” he recalled. 

In order to get a river boat 
pilot’s license, Baer attended the 
American Marine Institute in New 
Orleans for two weeks. He then 
took a test with the Coast Guard. 

“The test was concerned with 
navigation, seamanship, water 
safety, and rules of the road for 
rivers,” Baer said. “You have to 
pass that test and have two years’ 
experience on the river to get 
your license.” 

Baer claimed that landing and 
docking the boat is the hardest 
part of operating a steamboat. 

“The wind and the current can 
either help or hinder you,” he 
said. “What it comes down to is 
that you just need experience.

You learn to handle the boat by 
trial and error.” 

Baer’s job is a perfect example 
of combining a hobby with a 
profession. 

“I’ve always been interested in 
water sports,” he said. “In the 
past I’ve worked as a lifeguard and 
I’ve always been around water a 
lot. 

“As for the future, I’m still not 
quite sure. I’ve got my piloting 
job if I want it. The owner of the 
Julia Belle Swain is going to build 
a sister ship. That may affect my 
decision.”

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New student profile 


Freshmen rank higher academically 


By Tim Dooling 

According to Chuck Wharton, 
director of admissions, “This 
year’s freshman class is the best 
group academically, we’ve had on 
campus yet.” 

The mean ACT composite of 
the class is slightly above 22, and 
the mean SAT total is 930. These 
figures are at the same level as last 
year’s class. The national averages 
of 19.5 ACT composite and 900 
SAT total represent a decline over 
the previous year. 

One of the good points of this 
class is the high school class 
ranking of its members. Thirty-on 
% graduated in the top 10% of 
their class, 49% graduated in the 
top 20%, and 85% graduated in 
the top half of their graduating 
class. Figures for the other'classes 
are significantly lower in this 
respect, according to Wharton. 

This year’s class also showed an 


increase in the number of students 
entering with advanced 
placement. 89 students entered 
with sophomore standing, as 
compared with 69 from last year’s 
class. This shows the increase in 
the effects of the College Level 
Examination Program (CLEP) 
program, according to Wharton. 

The class is also the largest the 
school has had in recent years. 
The 988 regular students 
represent a 6% increase over last 
year’s total, not including the 89 
entering sophomores. Of the 988, 
85% are from Illinois, with the 
other 15% spread over 27 states 
and territories. 

The Six-county area of Chicago 
claims 40% of the class, and the 
Peoria Tri-county area, 14%. 
These percentages are higher than 
recent year’s. 

According to Wharton, “The 
trend seems to be that because of

greater number of students are 
attending school closer to their 
home.” The greatest number of 
out-of-state students, 34, are from 
New York. 

Concerning academic interest, 
an increase in the number of 
students in the areas of 
communicative sciences, such as 
radio and television, health-related 
fields, and Liberal Arts and 
Sciences has been recorded this 
year. 

Levels for the Colleges of 
Business Administration and 
Engineering and Technology are 
also up from last year. 

The major decline in 
enrollment is in the College of 
Education, which reflects recent 
dissatisfaction with the job 
market in the field, although, 
according to Wharton, Bradley has 
a good placement record: about 
80% to 85%. Two hundred 
freshmen are undecided majors. 

The percentage of students 
accepted who enrolled at Bradley 
has increased over last year’s 
figure, also. Over 50% of those 
accepted came to . Bradley, 
according to Wharton. Of these 
students, 8% are members of 
ethnic minorities. 

Financial statistics are up over 
recent years. The mean family 
income of the class is $14,535, 
compared to $12,264 for last 
year’s class. Approximately 75 per 
of the students are receiving

And if pre-season polls are accurate, Bobby 
Knight’s Indiana team will spend the winter 
fattening its record while beating many of the 
country’s best teams. But it’s anyone’s guess as to

Bradley played Brazil in international 
exhibitions in 1973 and 1974 but the strong 
feeling of patriotism didn’t exist as it did for 
Indiana. The differences in Russian and American 
political idealologies are stronger, even more 
obvious than the contrast between the Hoosiers’ 
clean, double-knit uniforms and the wrinkled, red 
silk pants and the grade school-like jerseys worn 
by the Russians. 

“No one outside the North American continent 
will probably get the scores of these games,” 
Knight said. Monday’s game generated enough 
interest that 17,377 fans gathered to see the 
contest. Newsday, the Long Island newspaper, 
contributed national press coverage with 
supplementary regional interest from even the 
Kokomo Tribune. But losing propoganda being 
worthless in the Ukraine, Tass, the Soviet news 
service, was absent. 

The Russian coach, Vladimir Kondrashin, 
assisted by an English-speaking Soviet player, 
talked near the Soviet locker room after the game. 

“After we play four or five games we play 
better,” the coach said indirectly, no one sure of 
how much meaning was lost by broken translation. 
“They play very good defense . . . better than 
offense,” Kondrashin said. “No strengths ... all 
middle.” 

Then immediately he remembered the play of 
All-America forward Scott May who hit on 13 of 
15 field goal attempts and scored 34 points. 

“When team has 42 (May), is very good,” 
Kondrashin said, confirming the opinion which the

Indiana University basketball coach Bobby 
Knight stood in a nearly vacant Market Square 
Arena in Indianapolis, talking to an assistant 
before his team faced the U.S.S.R. National team 
Monday in an exhibition basketball game. Knight 
turned and moved toward a tunnel leading to the 
Hoosiers’ locker room then stopped, spotting the 
assistant’s young son. 

Knight, with a solemn look on his face, swung 
at the small, fat boy, hitting him hard in the arm. 
The boy grimaced while Knight continued to walk 
toward the locker room, the punch obviously in 
good nature. 

After the game, in which Indiana dominated 
second-half play for a 94-78 victory over virtually 
the same Russian team which won the Olympic 
basketball gold medal in 1972, Knight sat on a 
table in the press reception room. 

Knight, who has a reputation for being blunt 
and uncooperative at times with media personnel, 
was surrounded by reporters, one who held a 
microphone close to Knight’s face. 

“Would you hold that thing back please,” 
Knight said with mock anger in a tone any 
basketball coach might have after winning a 
self-satisfying victory. 

He thumped the plump newsman on the 
stomach, then looked around, waiting for the 
proper moment to deliver a punch line. 

“He’s ripe,” Knight said, the reporters laughing, 
entertained at Knight’s analogy between the man’s 
fat stomach and a watermelon.

“Most landlords ask for a 
deposit because they have been 
burned before by students saying 
they will move in and then 
changing their minds. Some 
landlords design elaborate 
contracts. Sometimes the contract 
won’t protect the student; it is 
used to protect the landlord. 
Many students feel that if they are 
under 21, they are not liable to a 
contract. But that’s not true, they 
are liable.” 

If a student does have a 
legitimate complaint against a 
landlord, he or she may go down 
to the Legal Aid Society, 225 
Main St., and seek legal advice. 
However, this does not 


automatically mean Legal Aid will 
go to court for a student. That 
depends on the seriousness of the 
charge. 

A few years ago, according to 
Murphy, the university used to 
inspect and approve places for 
students to live in. At one time, 
signs were given to landlords that 
they could put up that said their 
apartments were approved by the 
university. 

The City of Peoria would also 
come out and inspect apartments 
and housing would keep files on 
them but the procedure was 
discontinued. 

“This was not feasible, 
practical, and after a while, 
everybody knew it. What has 


happened is that the city doesn’t 
have the personel to cover it on 
that basis. It was always a spot 
check, anyway,” Murphy said. 

Housing’s role has decreased, as 
well, according to Murphy. ‘The 
university doesn’t have the right 
to tell a student ‘You can’t live 
here.’ We can leave a landlord off 
the housing list, and warn the 


student when he talks to us, but 
that’s all.” 

Murphy also explained that 
during this time of the year and 
through March, apartment 
availability and student petitions 
to move off campus are slow. 
Around April, landlords begin 
calling in, telling of their

Guidelines for the University 
Arbitration Board (UAB) were 
discussed Tuesday in a meeting 
that included Bradley President 
Martin Abegg and Vice Presidents 
Ferguson and Mele. Mike Tague, 
the chief architect of the UAB, 
represented the Student Senate at 
the meeting. 

The UAB was passed 
unanimously by the Senate Sept. 
29 as a replacement for the 
Student Supreme Court. 

Tague said that the basic aim 
of the meeting was to clarify some 
of the wording and intent of the 


articles. Two articles were found 
to be objectionable to the 
administration and will probably 
be dropped. One concerns the 
proposed power of the UAB to 
withhold student grades and the 
other concerns the proposal that 
the UAB be allowed to subpeona 
faculty and student records.

District 150 tax issue up for vote

maintain an educational system 
that has been crippled by 
cutbacks in recent years. 

It has been estimated that 
passage of the referendum would 
cost the average District 150 
homeowner an additional $45 per 
year in taxes. 

Cuts of $3.6 million have 
already been made in District 
150’s budget for next year. These 
cuts include all extracurricular 
programs such as athletics, band, 
speech, and outside music. The 
biggest cuts have been made in 
class size. Plans for next year will 
eliminate 112 regular classroom 
teachers, increasing each class an 
average 4 to 4 l A students. 

If the referendum passes, 
though, the budget cuts will not 
take place. 

District 150 has not passed a 
referendum since 1960. During 
the past five years, five referenda 
have been defeated, some by as 
much as a 2-1 margin. 

It is difficult to ascertain why 
past referenda have been defeated

so soundly. Part of the problem is 
that school tax increases are the 
only type of tax a taxpayer can 
vote against. Other taxes are 
levied against him whether he 
wants them or not. 

Some blame must be given, 
however, to District 150 officials 
who have let relations between 
themselves and the public 
deteriorate. 

Almost all of the Peoria media, 
though, has editorialized in favor 
of passing the referendum. Since 
District 150 is a major school 
district serving over 24,000 
students, many people feel that 
Peoria’s economic health can be 
strengthened if the schools are 
improved. 

An independent citizen 
committee, “Yes For Peoria”, has 
taken charge of the campaigning 
to get the referendum passed. 
Approximately 1,000 people have 
volunteered to help send out 
campaign literature and canvass 
the Peoria area. 

One phase of the campaign 
drive, headed by Dr. Robert 
Thomson, chairman of the 
Secondary Education department 
at Bradley, is taking place to get 
eligible Bradley students and 
faculty members to vote. 

“This drive is only for those 
students and teachers who live in 
the District 150 area,” Thomson 
emphasized. “We could have held 


a registration drive to register ou 
of town students to vote but wi 
didn’t.” 

Thomson said that the bai 
publicity such a move would havi 
given the campaign would haw 
negated any extra “yes” votes 
which may have been picked up 

“It’s not right for students to 
vote for a tax increase the] 
wouldn’t have to pay for,” he 
said.

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Plans for new frat 
temporarily dropped

Plans for the formation of a 
new fraternity at Bradley 
University have been postponed 
for at least this semester, 
according to Steve Beemsterboer. 

Beemsterboer is one of the five 
freshmen who, until last week, 
were trying to establish a chapter 
of Delta Sigma Phi on the Bradley 
campus. The other four are John 
Pierson, Randy Hulse, Jerry 
Janicki, and Kevin McCarthy. 

Some of the reasons given for 
dropping the project were lack of 
money, lack of time on the part 
of the would-be founders, not 
enough interest, and poor timing. 

Despite the fact that fewer 
people are entering fraternities at 
Bradley now than in previous 
years, there was still some interest 
generated by the possibility of a 
new fraternity. McCarthy and 
Beemsterboer said that aobut 20 


proposed one. 

McCarthy and Beemsterboer 
both expressed the hope that 
Delta Sigma Phi would be 
somewhat different from the 
other fraternities. They wanted it 
to blend in with college life rather 
than “college life” and “Greek 
life” being two separate entities. 

But there were no specific 
plans made merely so that Delta 
Sigma Phi would be unique; as 
McCarthy said, “if Delta Sigma 
Phi gets started, we’re going to 
make it whatever we want and we 
feel it will end up being different. 
A lot of fraternities are sort of 
stereotyped.” 

According to Beemsterboer, 
“There’s definitely a chance of it 
starting again if people are 
interested.” 

McCarthy added, “That’s all 
really need — just people who are 
interested in doing it.”

Do you know a question that is asked 
almost every day, “What are blacks all 
about?”

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Students: “CLEPing out of" a valuable education?

As more and more students 
hear about the College Level 
Examination Program (CLEP) 
tests, the College of Continuing 
Education gets busier and busier. 

Dr. Donald M. Albanito, dean 
of the college, said in the past two 
weeks he’s gotten calls from high 
school principals in the area and 
one from a member of the school 
board inquiring about the 
program. 

Students at Bradley have 
responded well to the program, 
too. Out of the 974 freshmen who 
enrolled in 1973-74, 397 

submitted CLEP general exam 
scores to the university and 
approximately 338 received credit 
in one or more of the areas. 


Last summer 194 incoming 
freshmen took the examinations 
and 36 received the full 30 
semester hours’ credit in the 
general exams and began their 
college careers as sophomores. 
Only 19 of the 194 got no credit 
at all. 


The most common complaint 
students expressed about the tests 
is that they didn’t know about 
them until it-was too late. 


Pat Miller, a freshman nursing 
major, said she hadn’t taken any 
of the tests because she hadn’t 
heard abot them but she wants to 
look into them now since hearing 
all the advantages. 

A freshman electrical 
engineering major, Don Sidlowski, 
said he wanted to “get out of 


them 


English 101” because he had 
heard it was “basically a freshman 
flunk out course” and he “didn’t 
need a bad grade in English.” 

He said no one pushed the idea 
much in his high school but he 
heard all about the tests from Ava 
Banks, a student aide who 
interviewed him during the 
summer orientation program. 

Kevin Teale, a freshman 
radio/TV major who accumulated 
18 hours through the program, 
said “It’s a way to let kids show 
that they know the material 
without having to take the 
course.” But he added, “The 40th 
percentile is kind of low. It s just 
like getting a “D ” It’s too easy to 
fall into that percentile. 

“On the humanities test,” he 
said, “I knew I was taking guesses 
by process of elimination and I 
got out of six credit hours.” 

Many of the students, however, 
said the tests were easy. 

Sue Cloutier, a freshman 
chemistry major, took all five of 
the general exams and got 24 
hours of credit. “I couldn’t CLEP 
out of the math and science 
courses because that’s what I m 
majoring in and I’d have to take 
But the 40th 


anyway. 


percentile does seem a little low. 

In social sciences and history I 
don’t think I could take a 
department test and pass it and I 
almost CLEPed out of it by two 
percentile points.” 

On the other hand, Keith 
Cuhlengel, a biology major who 
received 30 hours’ credit through 
the program, said CLEP is a good 
thing because “it measures 
retention rate — It means I 
retained what I learned 
somewhere else last year or a long 
time ago. Isn’t that as good as 
only getting a “C” in a class I’m 
presently enrolled in?” 

Another student who said he 
was surprised he got 30 hours 
credit, said he took the tests in 
September at Bradley. He said the 
math and English tests, on which 
he placed in the 89th and 80th 
percentiles respectively, were 
easy, but the other three general 
exams were hard. 

“They’re a little too free with 
giving the credits,” he added. 
“When you’re guessing a lot and 
leaving a lot blank and you still 
get the hours, then something’s 
wrong. 

“CLEP is nice to take and I’m 
really glad I got the hours, but it

really can’t measure what you 
know. And I have mixed feelings 
about who’s being hurt,” he said. 

“I have a feeling it’s me.” 

One girl spoke with firm 
conviction about students 
attitudes when they take the tests. 
“You should be testing for what 
you already know rather than to 
just get out of classes.” But she 
added, “It’s hard, when you see 
all these kids flunking out around 
you in chemistry, physics and 
biology, not to want to get out of 
those courses any way you can, 
especially with something you’re 
not majoring in and won’t need. 

I’d never CLEP out of something 
in my major,” she said. 

An international studies major, 
who had worked for a year in 
Europe before coming to Bradley, 
received 30 credit hours of CLEP 
this summer, which made her an 
incoming sophomore. She said, 
“CLEP is a joke. I never had 
chemistry, physics, biology, 
pre-calculus, or college math in 
high school and I got full credit. I 
know I was guessing at nine out of 
ten of the answers. 

“I got a year of college for $50 
so the price is right,” she said, 
“but the 40th percentile is kind of 
low.” 

“About everybody 1 know 
CLEPed out of humanities,” said 
a freshman undecided major who 
received credit for six hours. But 
the rest of the tests were super 
hard, especially English. You 
really had to know something to 
get credit in English. 

“I never tested well,” she 
added, “so l think the 40th 
percentile is just about right. 
After taking tests for two days 
straight, your brain starts wearing 
out, so I think the percentile is 
justified if you take all those 
things into consideration.” 

Like any other fledgling 
program, CLEP must go through 
growing pains. Students who are 
taking the tests, teachers who feel 
threatened as they watch the tests 
slowly substituting for the classes 
they believe in so strongly, and 
the administration concerned with 
the long-range survival of the 
university as a business venture in 
competition with institutions' all 
over the country, are all feeling 
the effects of CLEP.

availability for the coming year. 

“The situation off campus now 
is that of a seller’s market. There 
are more students than there are 
apartments.” This fact of supply 
and demand alone makes it even 
more difficult for students— 
especially those who can’t afford 
a high rent, Murphy said. 

“OCSA wants to send out a 
survey to students off campus 
that asks questions like what type 
of facilities, good points, bad 
points and things like that. We did 
this three or four years ago, but 
the response then wasn’t too big. 

OCSA is now talking about 
including a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to further 
encourage response. We (Housing) 
will be involved in that survey in 
terms of mailing costs and paper, 
but OCSA will be making phone 


calls and writing up the survey. 
Right now, though, we aren’t 
exactly sure what we are going to 
do,” he said.

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Record holders back 


for Bradley swim season

There is a well-worn cliche 
used by coaches everywhere that 
goes something like this: “This 
could be the best team we have 
ever had.” 

But when those words are 
heard from Bradley swimming 
coach Jim Spink, speaking of his 
1975-76 team, the listener should 
take note. 

“I know I say this every year,” 
said Spink. “But it has been true

in the past, and, with the 
additions to the team, it could be 
a great year.” 

The swimmers have only lost 
one man to graduation, sprinter 
Rob Loomis, from last year’s 
team, which finished with a dual 
record of 8-3 and captured the 
Illinois Private College title. The 
dual tally was the best since the 


1966-67 squad posted an identical 
record. 

Even though the team will be 
better, Spink warned that the 
record might not show it. “We 
picked up three state schools on 
our schedule,” he said. 

“Along with Notre Dame, Iowa 
and Loyola, they should make it a 
tougher schedule. But our times 
should be better.” 

Topping last year’s 
performances could be difficult, 
since 17 of 21 school records were 
broken. 

But, according to Spink, 
several of his swimmers are 
already ahead of where they were 
last year at this time. 

“Ed Siggelko, Roy Whalen and 
Tim Harris are all ahead of last 
year,” said Spink. 

Siggelko, a senior and 
three-year letterman from Toledo, 
Ohio, is the team captain and one 
of only three seniors on the team 
this year. 

Whalen and Harris are 
sophomores, as are Reg Folmar 
and Rick Schackle. The four of 
them led the team in scoring last 
year as freshmen, and all but 
Schackle hold individual school 
records. 

Harris, the team’s leading 
scorer, set new standards in five 
events and figured in all three 
relay records. Folmar nailed down 
both backstroke records and was 
also a member of the relay squads. 
Whalen grabbed the 100-yard 
freestyle record and also swam on 
the relay teams.

Pros and cons of 
pre-registration, including 
statements from four department 
chairmen, dorm councils, 
sororities, and fraternities, will be 
submitted to President Martin G. 
Abegg to aid in his final decision 
on whether or not to continue the 
procedure, according to Jeanette 
Dodge, coordinator on academic 
advisement and chairperson of the 
Committee on Pre-registration. 

Prematurely closed courses, 
added costs of processing 
schedules, excessive errors and a 
large number of schedule changes 
were among the complaints 


discussed when the committee 
met last week to evaluate last 
spring’s pre-registration. Dodge 
said. 

Many course sections closed 
during pre-registration were 
opened again during fall 
registration. This problem was 
brought up by several faculty 
members, she said. 

Another drawback, mentioned 
-by employees in the Controller’s 
office, was the cost of additional 
clerical help during 
pre-registration, about $800, 
according to Dodge. Added to this 


was the cost of time spent 
recomputing charges for drops 
and adds. 

“A total of 3300 students 
pre-registered,” she said. “At the 
end of the first three weeks of fall 
semester, 1,573 adds and 1,573 
drops were processed,” double the 
number of classes dropped and 
added last year, according to 
Dodge. Many of those schedule 
changes were due to printing 
errors on students’ programs, she 
added. 

Among the pre-registering 
students, 285 failed to pick up 


their completed schedules, 
according to Dodge. Also, many 
students did not consult their 
academic advisors, on hand for 
pre-registration. ‘They just picked 
up their registration packets and 
some never returned,” she said. 

Although incoming freshmen 
will continue to pre-register 
during the summer, 
pre-registration for upperclassmen 
may or may not continue, 
depending on Abegg’s decision. “1 
don’t think we can afford the cost 
of pre-registration for a university 
of our size,” Dodge said.

There is still time to become a 
participant in the Student 
Telethon scheduled for semester 
break, according to Telethon 
Coordinator Jan Michelsen.

Somebody's waiting 


One of the main arguments for an arbitration board was 
that the old Student Supreme Court had no power to enforce 
its decisions. The UAB had a provision for withholding 
student grades. Not any more. The deletion of that section 
makes the UAB suspicously close to the Supreme Court in 
terms of power. 

Another provision allowed for the power to subpoena 
records. Well, that just can’t be under the Buckley Act which 
prohibits the subpoena of such private records. 

It has been nearly two months since the UAB was passed. 
Do we really need it anyway? Ask Director of Security Dave 
Baer, who has, in his office, some 30 appears on traffic 
tickets. There’s someone who’d like to see the UAB finally 
functioning. Maybe those 30 people would also like to have 
their appeals heard. 

It has been too long a time. The delay is truly 
inexcusable when one looks at how the whole affair of the 
UAB and the Supreme Court abolishment was handled.

It has not been many years now since 18-year-olds were 
granted the right to vote. Before it was granted, arguments 
ran for many years, were heated, and ranged from those that 
were cogent to those that were ridiculous. Among those that 
were more thoughtful was the argument that in college towns 
students living in temporary residence in the community 
would not vote in tax referendums and impose taxes on 
permanent members of the community, leaving the students 
exempt. At first the argument makes sense, and has resulted 
in a persistent feeling that 18- to 21-year-olds should stay 
home from such referendums. 

Actually the argument is faulty on at least two counts. 
One, that the younger voter is exempt from paying the tax, 
and, concomittantly, the transient college student should not 
impose taxes on the permanent residence; two, that the type 
of school that a community wishes to support is the business 
of that community and should not be decided by a 
temporary resident. 

First, all taxes of whatever type are unfair to some in that 
they will fall more heavily on one group than another. The 
real property tax that is involved in the Nov. 25 tax 
referendum is probably more unfair than some other forms. 
Yet to carry that argument to the extent that only real estate 
owners pay the tax and that students are exempt from the 
tax is not true. The tax falls most heavily on members of the 
business community who, of course, consider it as an expense 
in their accounting and pass the cost on to their ultimate 
consumer, which includes the students. Students who rent 
property (rooms, apartments, etc.) will most certainly be 
directly affected, but all students will be affected, as the 
costs will be passed on by businesses in retail operations, 
restaurants, as well as manufacturing. 

It might even be argued that in truth, college students who 


spend four years in this community are probably as 
“permanent” as the average so-called permanent resident, 
when one considers the frequency with which America’s 
highly mobile working force changes jobs and communities. 

The argument that each given community has the right to 
establish the type and quality of school it wishes is an 
outdated argument and equally fallacious. It might have been 
true in some bygone age when the products of the school 
were educated and trained for the community in which they 
finally resided. In actual fact, the graduates of Peoria’s 
schools will become members of communities throughout the 
world. If we believe that education, like advertising, doesn’t 
cost but pays, that is, if each student is provided with an 
education to raise him to his maximum level of productivity, 
then total productivity will be at the maximum. Anything 
short of that because of lack of educational opportunity robs 
all communities of the possible capabilities that those 
students have possessed. If we fail to provide an adequate 
education we can expect an increase in numbers of those who 
produce less from society than society provides them. It 
makes economic, political, and social good sense to assure 
that each school district everywhere is providing students an 
education adequate to guarantee that its graduates are 
fulfilling their potential. 

In summary, let me urge each of you who is a qualified 
voter in this referendum to vote and vote YES on Tuesday, 
Nov. 25. As one who has benefited so greatly from quality 
education, assure an equal opportunity to the children of this 
community-for their good, for the community’s good and 
for yours . . .

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Academics, administrators straggle within the CLEP shadow

The College Level Examination 
Program (CLEP) crisis is a 
revolutionary trend in the history 
of higher education. 

But elements of the faculty 
and administration at Bradley are 
at opposite ends of the spectrum 
on the issue. This is a conflict in 
approaches toward higher 
education that has existed since 
education began. How do you 
keep up with the trends being set 
across the country while 
maintaining academic standards? 

Equivalency testing is an 
evolutionary stage of higher 
education that won’t go away by 
ignoring or refusing to accept it. 
Can academicians dispel their 
fears and suspicions of the new 
trend? Can both ends of the 
spectrum respectfully negotiate 
their approaches and come to a 
compromise? 

The increasing number of 
students taking advantage of 
CLEP has raised the question: Is 
this a new trend toward a shortcut 
education, or getting a degree 
and out of college as fast as 
possible? 

Dr. Donald M. Albanito, dean 
of the College of Continuing 
Education, which administers the 
CLEP tests, said, “That might be 
true, but I don’t see anything 
wrong with that. No one can 
judge students’ motives.” 

He said if a student can 


demonstrate knowledge of 
particular course work by taking 
an equivalent examination, then 
the student is entitled to a degree 
in a shorter period of time. 

But many professionals don’t 
agree that the tests are equivalent 
to course work. The English

department is probably the most 
concerned with this issue. 

Margaret Carter, director of 
composition, said, “We in the 
English department are concerned 
that CLEP in English does not test 
the students’ ability to write a 
coherent paper. Communication 
skills are so essential in preparing 
for careers. Students are perhaps 
getting credit for English but are 
not experienced in writing.” 

Coordinator of Academic 
Advisement Jeanette Dodge said, 
“From past teaching experience in 
the English department, I know 
that very few students come into 
their freshman year of college 
with better than a “C” (average) 
writing ability.” 

In the summer of 1974, the 
English department was granted 
permission to administer an 
experimental composition test to 
all freshman students who took 
the English general examination

The 
tests were read and graded by 
three different members of the 
department and the results were 
compared to performance of the 
same students on the objective 
CLEP exam. 

Thirty-one per cent of those 
students who CLEPed out of 
composition got “Ds” or “Fs on 
the departmental test and only 
four out of the 78 students got as 
high as a “B.” 

“It just doesn’t add up,” 
Albanito said about the results. 
After looking at the ACT board 
scores of those 78 students he 
found their average to be 29.9. “It 
seems highly unlikely that all 
these students with such high 
entrance and CLEP general exam 
scores would be flunking a test so 
easily.” 

Dr. James Ballowe, dean of the 
Graduate School and ex-chairman 
of the English department,'said, 
“The English department is not 
againt equivalency testing. We are 
concerned with whether testing of 
writing can be done by objective 
examination.” 

The English department, 
however, is not alone in its 
opposition to CLEP testing. Dean 
Bausch of the College of Business 
Administration is in the process of 
preparing a proposal to the 
University Senate that CLEP 
standards be re-evaluated. 
Speaking on behalf of his 
curriculum he said, “The passing 
percentile on the general exams is 
probably too low, but it’s the 
subject exams that need careful 
examination.. The business tests 
are out of date and poor in 
design.” 

Many departments, in fact, 
are insisting that they need to 
play a more important role in 
setting CLEP policy and standards 
more applicable to Bradley. They 
are saying they are in the best 
position to determine proficiency 
in course work and that they 
basically don’t trust the CLEP 
testing philosophy. 

Bausch conducted a survey last 
year of all four-year institutions in 
Illinois with business schools or 
colleges. He found that me 
institutions employ a combination 
of university and departmental 
input in determing passing 
percentiles and CLEP 
requirements. 

Ballowe pointed out that “with

tests made up by an outside 
agency, you have to be careful to 
administer them with some 
direction from' the individual 
discipline.” 

One of the major complaints 
against Bradley’s policy on CLEP 
is that the 40th percentile is too 
low for passing the tests. 

Dodge, as a result of her work 
in advisement, said, “I would feel 
much better if we accepted the 
60th percentile. I also feel better 
about students with Advanced 
Placement test scores because we 
get the exam booklet and can read 
and evaluate their work. Then 
they get credit for English 115, 
which is a literature course. Very 
few get composition credit.” 

“The University Senate 
established the percentile too 
hastily,” according to Ballowe. 

But when the proposal was 
first conceived it was endorsed by 
the Deans Council, according to 
Dean Albanito. The Academic 
Standards and Curriculum 
Committee (ASCC) discussed it 
for several weeks, amended it, and 
determined the percentile. It was 



then passed unanimously “and 
“and without dissent” by the 
University Senate, according to 
Albanito. 

He added, “If the Council on 
Education accepts scores at the 
25th percentile and schools all 
over the state are willing to grant 
six semester hours based on the 
25th percentile, then I guess my 
question is what should we change 
the percentile to, and why?” 

He cited again the example of 
the Chicago area junior colleges 
which accept CLEP at the 25 th 
percentile as well as many other

participating institutions with 
percentiles lower than Bradley. 

But Illinois Central College 
accepts the 50th percentile. And 
according to Bausch s survey of 
Illinois schools and colleges of 
business, in institutions ( 
considered comparable to Bradley 
in size, student profile, and j 
curriculum offerings, 17 out of 25 ; 
use the 50th percentile or higher j 
for passing. The passing percentile j 
in specific business subject exams j 
ranged from the 45 th to the 70th 
percentile. 

Another point to consider in 
the CLEP issue is the need for 
Bradley to compete with other 
universities for incoming students. 
As more and more universities 
across the country are accepting 
CLEP credits, “We’d be at a 
disadvantage not to give credit, 
too,” according to Albanito. "But 
if we can attract quality students 
- who stay for at least three years,! 
we’re a better institution for it.l 
We can also encourage them to! 
stay and go on to a master sj 

degree.” J 

Dean of Admissions Chuck: 
Wharton said, “We’d just as sooffl 
have a student for three years! 
than not at all. It’s no secret thatl 
offering CLEP aids our recruiting 
effort.

However, the caliber of the

It’s still hard to hear yourself talk in Robertson Memorial Field 
House, what with the pep band and cheerleaders and all. And the 
Merri-N-Ettes were slightly out of synchronization, what with opening 
night jitters and all. But as Bradley’s basketball team opened its 
exhibition season Tuesday with an intrasquad scrimmage, even the 
less-than-intense fan could tell the upcoming season might have the 
possibilities to become something special. 

For the record, assistant coach Chuck Buescher’s team, presumably 
the first unit and dressed in white uniforms, defeated Joe Allen’s 
red-clad squad 92-74. And as head coach Joe Stowell watched from the 
press section, others took note, perhaps realizing this team could be 
better than many. 

Jim Caruthers, for three years the shooting guard in the Braves 



offense, showed promise in switching roles, assuming the leadership 
responsibilities held last year by graduate Tom Les. Setting up the 
offense, Caruthers gives Bradley scoring punch from that position. 

And backcourt mate Bobby Humbles, despite picking up eight 
personal fouls, contributed 10 assists. His ability to score, not in doubt 
after his freshman season, Humbles gives Bradley a one-two scoring 
punch at guard, rare in recent seasons. 

Upfront, Mike Davis, suspect last year at times for playing 
overweight, has slimmed down, his quickness and coordination 
improved. 12 rebounds and 23 points illustrates the lack of bulk should 
help, not hamper, last year’s Most Valuable Player. 

Remember, while playing an intrasquad game might not be as bad as 
an 8 a.m. Final exam on a Saturday morning, it’s still difficult. 

It’s hard to play a game against teammates who have picked up 
offensive and defensive tendencies in the four weeks of practice which 
preceded Tuesday’s contest.

employment on campus. 

Any student now 
employed by the 
university and making 
less than $ 1.90 an hour 
will receive an automatic 
pay increase beginning 
next semester. 


remainder is what he is eligible to 
earn through the Work-Study 
program. 

Therefore, if a student’s need 
was calculated as $3,000 and his 
total awards came to $2,600, he 
would be eligible to earn $400 for. 
the year. This is called his 
maximum allotment. 

If a student chooses 
employment through Work-Study, 
the Financial Aid office keeps a 
computerized balance of his 
weekly earnings, subtracted 
automatically from his maximum 
allotment. When he earns within 
$50 of the allotment, the 
department he is working for is 
notified that his Work-Study 
eligibility is running out. The 
department can then decide 
whether it still needs him enough 
to pay 100 per cent of his wages. 

According to government 
regulations, however, a 
department can not arbitrarily 
displace a student on a Student 
Employment account to replace 
him with a Work-Study eligible 
student. In other words, if a 
department decides it doesn’t 
need a student enough to pay 100 
per cent of the wages, the account 
supervisor (usually the 
department chairman) cannot 
simply fire one student to hire 
someone else in his place who is 
Work-Study eligible. 

According to Simons, if a 
department chooses to keep 
employing a student who has 
earned his maximum allotment, 
the computer will automatically 
switch the student over to a 
Student Employment account. 


where the money comes from. 

The Work-Study/Student 
Employment policy at Bradley 
has been in existence since 1968 
but the enforcement of it “has 
not always been what it should 
be,” Simons said. “In the past, 
students who did not have a 
documentable need were allowed 
to participate in the Work-Study 
program anyway. But like 
anything else, we are given an 
allocation from the government 
and we can not over-expend.” 

The program was not as closely 
monitored in the past as it should 
have been, according to Simons. 
But since taking the position Aug. 
1 , she has assumed the 


responsibility of straightening out 
the confusion and trying to alert 
account supervisors and students 
to the government regulations 
with which the Financial Aid 
office must comply. 

“I pulled every single student 
who is not eligible for Work-Study 
off the payroll during the first 
two weeks of school,” she said. 

Any student who was allowed 
in the past to participate in the 
Work-Study program but has 
suddenly discovered he is 
ineligible and doesn’t understand 
why, can sit down with Simons, 
Financial Aid Director Thomas 
Cromwell, or another counselor 
and have his case reveiwed and the 


eligibility rules explained to him. 

In September, and again in 
October, Simons sent a letter to 
each account supervisor 
explaining the new procedure to 
be used for Student Employment 
and Work-Study applicants. The 
letter asked supervisors to send 
students to the Financial Aid 
office to have their eligibility 
determined. Some account 
supervisors have failed to explain 
the procedure to their prospective 
student employees and as a result, 
some students still don’t 
understand their employment 
status.

Revised arbitration board passes; 
Senate votes funds to Homecoming 


A revised version of the 
Bradley University Student 
Arbitration Board was passed by 
Student Senate at Monday’s 
meeting, and in a close 
vote the Senate appropriated 
$200 to the Homecoming 
Committee to be used to bring in 
the Racine Kilties for the 
half-time show at the 
homecoming game Feb. 7. 

Mike Tague, principle author 
of the Board, said the University 
administration would approve the 
revised Board if the Senate passed 
it. 

The withholding of grades and 
subpoenaing of student records 
were the major sections deleted 
from the original arbitration 
board proposal passed by the 


Senate in September. 

Holding grades is reserved for 
the vice-president for academic 
affairs and issuing subpoenas for 
records was eliminated because it 
conflicted with the Buckley 
Amendment, Tague said. 

Applications for the three 
student positions on the Board are 
available at the Control Desk in 
the Student Center. 

All-school Treasurer Anne 
Edwards reported that a $672 
profit was made on the telephone 
directory. Part of the profit was 
used to send two senators to an 
October legal rights convention, 
Edwards explained. She 
recommended that the Senate 
allocate $200 of the $218 
remaining to the Homecoming 


Committee. 

Homecoming Committee 
chairman Rick Scardino had 
requested at an earlier meeting 
that the Senate approve an 
allocation of Senate funds for the 
half-time show. At that time 
Scardino was turned down by 
Senate and directed to the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) by Edwards. 

SABRC also turned down 
Scardino’s request, citing several 
reasons for not giving him the 
funds (see editorial page 5). 

Edwards said at Monday’s 
meeting that since the 
Homecoming Committee was a 
sub-committee of Senate, it was 
eligible to receive Senate funds.

available in Curriculum II program

According to an evaluation by 
Dr. Charles W. Lewis of the 
College of Continuing Education, 
Curriculum II (C-II), Bradley’s 
program for aiding probationary 
students or students with low 
grade-point averages, has “made 
an important contribution to 
assisting probationary students 
academically and merits 
continued support.” 

C-II was begun during the 
1974-75 fall semester under the 
direction of Ray Zarvell, director 
of Orientation and International 
Student Counselor. Zarvell said 
that prior to C-II there were many 
tutoring programs, yet there was 
not any particular program for 
helping probationary students. 
C-II grew out of the need to get 
probationary students to these 
programs. 


such as study skills, which may be 
done in groups, C-II is conducted 
on an individual basis. It begins 
with an assessment interview, 
after which the student is referred 
to a student aide. The program is 
flexible; some students might 
meet with their aides daily, some 
weekly, and others even less. 

The function of each student 
aid may also vary considerably, 
While all are specifically trained 
for the program to help others 
acquire good study skills and to 
refer students to appropriate 
programs and services, they are 
not influenced by Zarvell’s 
personal feelings about the 
program. v 

Lewis’ evaluation was based on 
a comparison between 
probationary students who 
enrolled in the program during the 
1975 fall semester and a control 
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group which did not participate in 
Except for certain sessions 
the program. Students in the two 
groups were matched by sex, 
curriculum, and class; at the end 
of the semester, the group 
enrolled in the C-II program had a 
mean grade-point average of 2.07, 
whereas the control group’s 
average was 1.75.

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tudent-faculty ratios: do they make a difference?

It is generally believed that the 
tower the student-faculty ratio at 
school, the better the quality of 
ducation. Does this belief stand 
p in the opinions of educators 
nd administrators?

student-faculty ratios. It is 
determined by the total overhead 
spent on each department and the 
number of student hours taught in 
the department. Therefore those 
areas with higher ratios are usually 
more effective. 

It should be noted that some 
departments, like nursing, have 
outside funding, which relieves 
financial burden they might 
possibly place on the university. 

Out of all this, the main issue is 
whether the quality of education 
has suffered at all. Dean Richard 
Bjorklund of the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences said, 
“The different programs are the 
determining factor in what you 
would call an ideal ratio. The 
most important thing is: Are you 


effective in reaching your 
goals?” That is the most 
important question, and those 
educators who are in the best 
position to know think the answer 
is yes. The president of the 
Academy for Educational 
Development concludes that 
“Educational quality depends 
upon the availability of top notch 
students and teachers and the use 
of excellent instructional methods 
upon the efforts and interests of 
students, and upon the constant 
interaction of students with 
faculty members.” 

Unlike state schools, however, 
the teaching at almost all levels 
here is done by faculty members 
and not grad students. Dr.

Administration, said fewer than 
10 per cent of classes in the 
college are taught by part-time 
people. 

There are some courses in 
which Bausch feels a small 
student-faculty ratio is totally 
useless. ‘There are probably 
courses where students could just 
buy the book and learn it 
themselves, freeing teachers for 
better preparation in classes that 
need more interaction between 
the student and leacher,” he said. 

A breakdown of university 
schools shows that the College of 
Business Administration has the 
highest ratio at approximately 19 
to 1, followed by the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences at 16 to 
1. The lowest ratios are in Speech 
and Hearing Sciences at 3.2 to 1 
and the School of Music at 8 to 1. 

A major difficulty in 
pinpointing the ratios of different 
schools in the university is 
determining what criteria should 
be used in deciding what it takes 
to be classified as a full-time 
teaching professor. 

“How do we classify people 


who cross colleges in teaching 
courses? What about part-time 
people, and deans who have titles 
of professor but can teach maybe 
only one class? For example, the 
School of Njhisic hires part-time 
people to teach instruments, so at 
a given time its faculty might be 
40 members. We’re dealing with 
definitions which are not agreed 
upon by everyone,” Ferguson 
said. 

He also mentioned that deans 
of the colleges have been meeting 
since July in an effort to reach an 
agreement on the criteria to be 
used in developing a standard. 

The figures also indicate an 
area of dispute between the 
different colleges within the 
university. “Certain areas, like 
some of the liberal arts 
departments, are not very 
cost-effective and other areas 
must make up for them,” 
Ferguson said. 

Dean Bausch put it more 
bluntly, “The business student 
subsidizes the rest of the 
University to an extent.

Misunderstood office 


Financial Aid is probably the most misunderstood office 
on campus. It seems as though everyone has a financial bone 
to pick with the counselors, who are often pushed against the 
wall by desperate students. It’s no wonder the aid officers are 
a little defensive about their efforts. The office has been a 
traditional scapegoat for the past ten years. 

Thomas Cromwell, director of Financial Aid, said, “Every 
decision we make has a dollar sign attached to it. This makes 
for an emotional and highly explosive situation.” 

On the part of the students and parents, it’s a clear-cut 
case of fear of the unknown. Financial talk is confusing and 
time consuming but probably the most important foreign 
language you’ll need to know during your four years at 
Bradley, and more so for those of us who will be spending 
several years after graduation paying off loans. 

In answer to this confusion (and to a request from the 
Campus Affairs Advisory Board), the Financial Aid Office 
sponsored a three-day open forum last week to help clear the 
air. v 

The three sessions represented a valiant effort on the part 
of the Financial Aid Office to answer questions and hear 
complaints and suggestions from students and faculty. The 
financial counselors volunteered their free time to 
demonstrate the sincerity of their “open-door” effort. 

According to Dave Pardieck, financial counselor in charge 
of student loans, “We have a communication problem on 
campus in regard to financial aid. Probably our office is 
guilty of not letting people know what’s going on.” 

Cromwell added, “We are trying to rectify this problem so 
that everyone can see all sides of our work.” He explained 
that 4he office serves three constituencies: the university, 
represented by faculty and administration; 74 per cent of the 
student body, those receiving aid; and external donors. 

It’s a shame that the most important constituency, the 
students, was kept in the dark. There were no press releases, 
no posters, and no publicity. As a matter of fact, the Scout 
found out purely by chance. For the 75 per cent of the 
student body receiving financial aid this was an unfortunate 
oversight. Something that has been needed for so long should 
not have been swept under the carpet. The fact that it was 
discredits their whole positive effort. 

It’s not too late, however, to be informed that the 
Financial Aid office is not out to make you squirm. The 
financial counselors “are only a phone away” and they are 
anxious to pave the way to a better understanding. 

“If a student is willing to walk every road with us, 
technically we can meet every financial need,” according to 
Cromwell. 

Let’s hope the next seminar, if there is one planned for 
second semester, isn’t given the “mum” treatment. The 
student constituency needs the chance to meet the Financial 
Aid officers halfway. .

In the last of the Scout's three-part series on CLEP, many members 
of the English department voiced strong objections to allowing 
freshmen to CLEP out of English composition. Their concern about the 
writing ability possessed by freshmen who CLEP out of this course 
seems unjustified if their criteria for concern are merely those given in 
the Nov. 22 issue of the Scout. 

As evidence for this concern, the fact was cited that 31 per cent of 
78 students who CLEPed out of Composition 101 in 1974 received 
“D”s or “F”s on a Bradley departmental test, and only four students 
received “B”s or above. While at first glance these figures seem to 
justify the department’s concern, perhaps there are other factors in the 
testing conditions which should be taken into consideration. 

If the 1974 tests were like those given during Orientation last 
summer, it is entirely unfair to measure a student’s writing ability by 
his score on the departmental test. Last summer, students checking in 
as late as 6:30 p.m. were told to report to Olin’s lecture hall at 7 p.m. 
for the test. They were given paper and a list of topics, and were then 
told they had an hour in which to write the composition. The small, 
inadequately-spaced chairs provided a poor environment for writing a 
composition; besides, even the least serious student surely takes longer 
than one hour to select a topic, organize his thoughts, and write the 
composition. 

By virtue of the time factor involved in this test, editing and 
rewriting of the-compositions were virtually eliminated. Thus, unless 
these papers were graded only as rough drafts, any comparison between 
the quality of these papers and the quality of papers prepared over 
several days’ time for an English composition class is meaningless. 

The question also arises as to how objective the evaluation of these 
tests was. In view of the fact that they were graded by English 
department professors, who apparently have vigorous objections to 
CLEP as a measure of writing ability, it seems natural to assume there 
was at least some prejudice against the compositions. 

Since the English department feels the CLEP tests are presently 
inadequate, they could try raising the percentile required for giving 
English credit. Currently it is only at the 40th percentile. While this is 
equivalent to what an average (“C”) student would make, it doesn’t 
necessarily follow that the average student has an adequate knowledge 
of English. On the contrary, recent tests have shown a decline in the 
average student’s English ability. SAT (Scholastic Aptitude Test) scores 
have shown a steady decline in English skills over the last 12 years. 
Perhaps Bradley should raise its English requirements to counteract this 
trend. 

Accepting scores from the 40th percentile merely to aid the 
recruiting effort (as was inferred in the Nov. 22 Bradley Scout ) is an 
unethical concession to economics. Such low academic standards are 
unfair to students who come to Bradley to achieve a quality education. 
If the English department’s concern over the writing ability of students 
who “CLEPed out” is justified, it is probably due to the low percentile 
requirements at Bradley. 

The English department also seems to be against granting English 
composition credit for Advanced Placement (AP) tests. According to a 
statement made by Coordinator of Academic Advisement Jeannette 
Dodge in the Nov. 22 Scout, such credit is rarely given. Students taking 
the AP English exam have usually taken at least one year of advanced 
writing in high school. These high school courses are specifically 
designed to be equivalent to college freshman level composition classes. 

The test itself is designed to measure the student’s writing ability as 
well as his literary knowledge (for which Bradley does give credit). The 
tests are rigorously graded on the basis of form and grammar as well as 
content. A high score surely indicates competence in writing essays. 

The English department seems to be against granting credit for 
English 101 to anyone who has not actually taken the course. For 
anyone who was a serious English student in high school, the course 
would be a waste of time and money; an easy course with little or no 

educational value. *, . ^

The kings in medieval England 
would have been proud had they 
witnessed the fifth annual 
Madrigal Dinner Concerts held the 
past 11 nights in the Student 
Center Ballroom. It was a 
delicious salute to the festivities 
of the 16th, 17th and 18th 
centuries when friends and 
neighbors gathered to celebrate 
the Christmas holidays.

Sell Yourself 

A well-written, neat inquiry 
itter with an accompanying 
esume is a must for students who 
ind themselves in the position of 
laving to knock on employers’ 
ioors. 

Chuck Williams, college 
elations coordinator at 
Caterpillar Tractor Co., said 
;udents sending in resumes 
Should never Xerox the letter 
nd just type in the name of the 
piployer. A neat resume can 
ally count.” 

Caterpillar, an international 
jrporation specializing in 
bnstruction equipment, is hiring 
nostly engineers and accountants, 
F illiams said. The Peoria-based 
jadquarters handles about 5,000 
ib applications a year from 
college graduates, interviewing 
tpproximately 1,200 applicants. 

Job hunters should not rely on 
jsumes to get them jobs, the 
over letter, ideally two 
ingle-spaced pages, should 
xpand on the resume, explaining 
ositions held, promotions, 


awards and honors. A letter 
should convince the employer the 
position must go to the writer. 

The letter and resume have to 
sell the qualities and assets of the 
applicant. Sell yourself, don’t 
think a simple resume will be 
enough. There are too many 
“simple resumes” crossing the 
employers’ desks. 

Contact Everybody 

Letter campaigns are only one 
way to find job openings. Don’t 
be afraid to use personal contacts 
in setting up an interview. 
Relatives, family friends and 
college contacts are good places to 
start. 

Classified ads in local 
newspapers are also useful in job 
hunting, but with today’s 
competition, don’t expect to be

the only one answering the ad. 
One of the keys to finding a job 
from the want ad section is to 
apply early and be prepared to 
answer questions about the 
company. 

The college or university 
placement office is one of the 
most often overlooked resources. 
With the current job market, more 
students seem to be going to 
placement offices for help in 
making resumes and setting up 
interviews. 

Employment agencies serve 
much the same function as the 
placement office, but they are 
largely ignored by college 
graduates as job resources. 
According to the manager of a 
local agency, Dale Alcorn the 
situation is changing, especially 


for liberal arts majors trying to 
broaden their lists of potential job 
offers. 

On-campus recruiters and job 
fairs are potential sources that are 
also increasing in popularity with 
firms as the economy appears to 
be on the upswing. 

One problem with job fairs was 
pointed out by a student at the 
Philadelphia fair. “Are they really 
looking for people or is it just 


public relations?” he asked. 

The representative from' 
Dupont, one of the participants in 
the fair, acknowledged the 
problem *+but added that 
companies often found several 
people they would like to hire, 
who would be called at the first 
openings.

They’re a part of every Bradley 
basketball game. The cheerleaders 
are as much a part of the 
basketball season as the players 
themselves.

Most people today think of the 
telephone as a device for 
exchanging gossip, ordering a 
pizza, or making obscene calls. Dr. 
Paul Snider, professor of 
journalism, has found a new way 
to make use of the telephone. 

In the course, “Liberal Arts 
Perspectives on Contemporary 
Issues” (LAS 300), both Snider 
and Dr. Theodore Scharle, 
assoicate professor of philosophy, 
co-chairmen have devised a 
system whereby an authority on a 
given subject may be contacted by 
phone to talk to the entire class. 
Aside from other benefits, it saves 
time and money that is used for 


personal appearances by speakers. 

According to Snider, four 
telephone installations were made 
last year in Bradley Hall. There is 
a 10-15 minute presentation by a 
selected speaker, followed by a 
question and- answer period. All 
this takes place over the phone. 
Microphones are placed in the 
room, enabling any student to 
speak at any time. 

“If the university wants to be 
contemporary, this is one of the 
best ways of doing it, since 
everyone is in reach of a phone. 
There are no classroom 
distractions and it gets the 
focused attention of the student,”

Some of the people students

Every semester, the LAS 300 
topic changes to a topic of current 
interest.

Scharle explained the design of 
LAS 300.

Of 
his 10 years at Bradley, Pardieck 
said, this year has been the 
slowest when measured in terms 
of the number of employers 
seeking students on campus and 
the number of positions available. 

The drop means that placement 
must become more personalized, 
Pardieck said. He agreed with 
Williams about the importance of 
letters and resumes. “The letters 
have to reflect the student. You 
have to tell the employer what 
you have to offer,” Pardieck said. 

The decrease in college visits by 
companies does not mean the 
news is all bad, he added. “A 
given employer may have 
openings, but not enough to merit 
sending a recruiter. Employers are 
using different methods to find 
people for the jobs,” according to 
Pardieck. 

Why This Company? 

The different methods used by 
companies mean more work for 
applicants. Gone are the days of 


Xeroxed resumes and numerous 
interviews. Gone also is the 
self-confident attitude on the part 
of many graduates. Getting a job 
has become serious work. Like all 
work, background material and 
homework must be done to insure 
good results. 

When an interviewer asks, 
“Why are you applying to this 
company?” the answer isn’t 
“Because I need the job.” The 
reply should be a positive one 
demonstrating knowledge of the 
company and its product. 

“Know about the company 
and what line of business it’s in,” 
Williams said. “Many times people 
come in here with no knowledge 
of us at all. There’s no logic or 
excuse not to study. 

The Keys to Employment 

When the research is done, the 
letter sent, and the interview set 
up, the real test has come, but if 
the homework is complete, there 
should be no surprises at the 
interview. 


If the student knows the 
company, he knows what to 
expect in terms of the job,” 
Caterpillar’s Williams said. “You 
have to realize what the company 
is about. We’re international and a 
new employee may spend 60 per 
cent of his time traveling.” 

Alcorn agreed, saying all 
applicants for new positions 
enter at the trainee level. “They 
can’t even find their way to the 
company cafeteria without help. 
They muk not only know the 
company and its needs, they must 
offer something to that 
company,” he said. 

The employment agency 


manager added that attitude is 
extremely important, the 
aggressiveness and flexibility of 
the applicant will impress the 
employer. 

So is there a secret to finding a 
job, or is it just some magical 
formula based on luck? Not 
really, just be ready to work hard 
and take some time, Alcorn said, 
agreeing with Pardieck on the 
three kfcys to finding 
employment: attitude, mobility 
and flexibility. 

These three keys, combined 
with personal contacts and letter 
campaigns in the right amount, 
may help prove that the jobs are 
indeed there.

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Computer link-up successful

lights about finals. Students aren’t the only ones who have 
ra to do. 


Use of the computer terminals 
installed in Bradley and Baker 
Halls last September appears to 
indicate the success of the system, 
according to computer staff 
member Jeff Hibbard. 

“They’re being used more and 
more all the time. Either we are 
using them enough now or will be 
shortly,” he said in justifying the 
cost. 

Bradley pays a fixed rate for 
the computer terminals, which are 
connected by phone lines to a 
computer in Edwardsville. 

The terminals, located in 
Bradley 105 and Baker 118, 
accept several different computer 
languages, but not the computer 


language taught in Bradley’s 
beginning computer science class, 
according to Hibbard. 

Hibbard explained, though, 
that anyone with mechanical or 
mathematical aptitude ought to be 
able to figure out the computer. 

“There are manuals over 
there,” he said, adding that 
someone haVing problems could 
come to the computer center for 
assistance. 

The terminal *t Bradley Hall is 
under audio-visual supervision and 
staff members are available for 
assistance there. It is open from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and 6 to 10 p.m. 

To gain access to the computer 
at Baker, it ,is necessary to get a 


key from one of the deans’ 
offices, which means the 
computer is closed after 4 or 5 
p.m., according to Hibbard. 

The main** advantage of the 
computer link up is that Bradley 
students and professors have 
access to programs in the 
computer banks at Edward sville . 

Also, according to Hibbard, the 
computer at Edwardsville will 
point out any errors in a program 
fed into it, unlike the Bradley 
computer. 

Bradley rents computer time 
from the Mid-Illinois Computer 
Cooperative (MICC) which is a 
joint effort of several Illinois state 
schools.

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Harris,Schackle set marks 
in Braves swim opener

One second can make a big 
difference in the final result of an 
athletic contest. For the Bradley 
swimming team, a total of less 
than a second’s improvement in 
three races would have meant 
victory instead of defeat Dec. 2 
against Chicago State. 

Ed Siggelko missed winning the 
200 backstroke by .5 seconds; 
Jeff Bowers was* .35 second off 
second place in the 100 freestyle; 
and Reg Folmar missed third 
place in the 200 free by .07, 
seconds. 

Had the Braves been able to 
move up a place in each of those 
events, it would have meant a 
three-point victory in their 
opening dual meet. As it turned 
out, Bradley came out on the 
short end of a 60-53 score. 

But coach Jim Spink was still 
pleased with the performance. 
“Even though we lost, our times 
were better than I expected,” he 
said. 

Sophomores Tim Harris and 
Rick Schackle set new school 
records in the 200 free and the 
200 individual medley, 
respectively. 

Harris lowered his own 
standard to 1:47.9, while 
Schackle bettered Dave Haussle’s 
IM mark by more than a second, 
swimming the event in 2:06.1. 
“Schackle didn’t swim the IM 


last year,” said Spink. “But we 
moved him up because we needed 
help, and he sure did a fine job.” 

Chicago St#e moved out to an 
early lead in the meet, jumping to 
a 15-1 advantage after the first 
two races. The Braves later 
narrowed the gap to 4642, but 
couldn’t put together enough 
second and third-place finishes to 
move ahead. 

“They surprised us,” Spink said 
of Chicago State. “They had a 
couple guys do very well in the 
breaststroke, and they had two 
good distance men who really 
hurt us in the 1000 .” 

Spink got a chance to look at 
his divers first this year in a 
special divers meet, held at 
Eastern Illinois before 
Thanksgiving break. 

Jeff Martin and Tim Dexter 
placed fifth and sixth in the three 
meter competition, and six and 
seventh from the one meter 
board. 

Eleven dives were taken from 
each board, classified as 
championship diving. That is 
different from normal dual meet 
diving in which six dives are 
taken.

Braves win two, lose to Iowa 


Detroit, BU tourney next

Coming off a heartbreaking 
loss to Big Ten foe Iowa Monday, 
Bradley’s basketball team 
entertains Detroit tomorrow at 
the Field House, then prepares 
itself for the Bradley Invitational, 
to be held next weekend. 

Detroit has a 3-1 record 
following its Monday night 
thumping of Oakland by a 113-83 
count. The Titans’ only loss came 
in overtime at Central Michigan a 
week ago. 

Leading the way for the Titans 
is 6-5 sophomore John Long, who 
averaged 17.1 points per game last 
year. Giving Long help, especially 
in the rebounding department, is 
classmate Terry Tyler. 

“Tyler can leap tall buildings in 
a single bound,” quipped Bradley 
coach Joe Stowell. “And Long is 
an excellent shooter. As a team, 
Detroit is better than Iowa. But I 
doubt if anyone can play a better 
game than Iowa did.” 

Tipoff time for the Detroit 
game will be 7:30 p.m.

Davis doubtful 

Bradley star Mike Davis had 
his foot placed in a cast Tuesday, 
the result of a sprained ankle 
suffered in the Braves’ game 
Monday with Iowa. 

Davis, who returned to action 
but was slowed considerably 
against the Hawkeyes, is a 
doubtful for Bradley’s game 
tomorrow with Detroit. 

The 6-7 Davis, who led the 
Braves in scoring in two of the 
first three games, will see a doctor 
today before his status for the 
Detroit game is determined. “To 
the best of my knowledge, Davis 
just had a bad sprain,” coach Joe 
Stowell said. 

Another basketball player, 
red shirt Alex Mazeika, also was 
placed in a cast after suffering a 
broken ankle Tuesday in a 
scrimmage. The transfer from 
Iowa State isn’t eligible for varsity 
play this season under NCAA 
eligibility requirements. 


Tournament. Eastern Illinois will 
meet Illinois State in the first 
game, and the Braves will clash 
with Western Illinois in the 
seco d contest. 

The losers of the first round 
games will meet to open the 
Saturday night session, and the 
championship game will follow. 

Eastern was one of the 
top-ranked Division II teams in 
the nation last year, while ISU is 
off to a fast start under new head 
coach Gene Smitson. 

The Redbirds are led by 6-6 
sophomore Billy Lewis, who was 
one of the nation’s outstanding 
freshmen last year. 

“All the teams in the 
tournament are good,” said 
Stowell. “They all play 
aggressively, and they all run and 
jump well.” 

And Stowell is not about to 
look past Western toward a 
possible matchup with ISU in the 
finals. “There is no way to look 
past a good team,” he said. “We 
won’t, and ISU had better not, 
because Eastern has got a good 
b allclub.” 

The Braves will take a 2-1 
record into tomorrow’s contest 
with Detroit. After opening with 
wins over Ft. Lewis State and 
Samford, Bradley dropped a 
classic run-and-gun, 
offense-dominated game to Iowa 
Monday, 100-96. 

The Hawkeyes moved out to a 
42-38 halftime lead, largely on the 
strength of a 24-9 rebounding 
edge. Part of the reason for the 
deficit was sitting on the bench 
during the heart of the first period 
in the form of Big Mike Davis, 
who injured his ankle six minutes 
into the game. 

Davis left with the Braves 
ahead by four points, and 
returned with his teammates 
trailing by the same margin. 
Limping noticeably, the 6-7 senior 
still managed seven rebounds and 
18 points. 

“Mike played better on one 
bad leg than many players would 
on two good legs,” said Stowell. 
“But he was still limited.” 

The second half opened with a 
phenomena^hootm 


which saw each team hit six 
consecutive shots in the first three 
and one half minutes. 

The Braves surged into a 76-65 
lead midway through the half, and 
the Field House crowd came to its 
feet in approval. ‘The enthusiasm 
of the crowd was great,” said 
Stowell. “It gave our guys a lot of 
confidence. It’s just a shame we 
had to lose.” 

Although down by 11 points, 
the Hawkeyes refused to succumb 
to the pressure and the noise, and 
came rallying back to within four 
with a minute remaining. 

And then the dam broke. With 
the exception of an inbounds 
play, the Braves did not touch the 
ball offensively in the final 
minute. 

Iowa had drawn to within 
96-64 when Bruce King hit the 
first of two free throws with : 14 
left. He missed the second, but 
the Hawkeyes controlled the 
rebound and ten seconds later, 
King put the game away with a 
turnaround jumper from the side. 

Despite the loss, Stowell could 
not find fault with his team’s 
effort. At least not offensively. 

Senior guard Jim Caruthers led 
the Braves in scoring with 27 
points, and added 13 assists, a 
figure bettered only by Tom Les 
in Bradley history. 

Marcel de Souza, Bradley’s 
freshman forward, came through 
with 18 points to go with 7 
rebounds, while sophomores 
Roger Phegley and Bobby 
Humbles added 15 and 14 points 
respectively. 

“Marcel still needs some work 
on his defense,” said Stowell. 
“But he’s a good shooter, and he 
did a good job on the boards.” 

Due to his effort against the 
Hawkeyes, de Souza is a possible 
starter for tomorrow’s game with 
Detroit, according to Stowell. 

The Braves shot 57.3 per cent 
for the game, marking the third 
time in as many games they had 
connected on better than half 
their shots. The first two times, 
however, the shooting was good 
enough to win. -

The university is considering 
an increase in both tuition and 
room and board rates for next 
year, according to Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg. 

Board of Trustees last week 
approved an increase of up to 
$100 per semester for tuition, 
Abegg said. The increase would 
likely be in the range of $50 to 
$100 per semester, he added. Also 
approved was an increase of up to 
$100 per year for room and board 
fees. Abegg hopes to announce 
the final decision within the next 
30 days. 

Also under consideration is an 
increase of $5 per semester hour 
for part-time students which if 
approved, would be put into 
effect during the coming summer 
term. Room fees may also have to 
be raised for the summer term, 
according to Joseph Mele, 
vice-president for business affairs. 
All other increases would go into 
effect during the fall semester. 

Currently, tuition is $1200 per 
semester, room and board $590, 
and the hourly rateTq; part-time 
students is $75. 

“We preferred not to raise 
tuition. We’re in the process of

Hewitt Hall, former physical 
education building, is presently 
being considered for renovation as 
a theater, according to Bradley 
president Martin G. Abegg. 

Hewitt will be closed this 
semester in an effort to conserve 
energy, despite requests by social 
groups to hold activities there. 
The request was denied in 
compliance with the city smoking 
ordinance. 

Architects from Phillips Swager 
Associates have spent over seven 
months drawing plans for the 
Hewitt renovation, which will 
take from nine months to one 
year to complete at an estimated 
cost of $ 1T2 million. 

According to Abegg, a large 
drive will not be conducted to 
raise funds for the performing arts 
center. Instead he hopes the 


reviewing the budget to decide the 
magnitude of the raise, with the 
intention of keeping the increase 
as low as we can,” Abegg said. 

Reasons given for the increases 
included higher utility bills and 
higher salaries. 

Abegg cited increases of 36 to 
50% for energy costs for the 
university, a 30% hike in postal 
rates last month and a 28% jump 
in hospitalization insurance rates 
as examples of the higher costs 
the university is contending with. 

Abegg added that Bradley is 
is working on increasing sources 
of outside income. He added that 
the university will also work 
toward increasing enrollment for 
next year. 

“There is a problem in pricing 
ourselves out of the market, but I 
don’t know the alternative to a 
tuition increase. We can only 
generate so much money. 
Students are paying 80 to 85% of 
their education,” he said. 

According to Abegg other 
private institutions in the state are 
facing the same problems and 
coping in much the same manner 
as Bradley. “Most are increasing 
tuition, and the minimum figure 
I’ve heard is $100 with some

The university received the 
go-ahead to begin the fund drive 
after the Board of Trustees 
approved the concept of the 
theater. 

Upon completion, the building 
will house a main theater, along 
with a rehearsal and experimental 
theater, reception lobby,- ticket 
office and dressing rooms. 

Also under consideration are 
acoustic improvements in 
Neumiller Chapel and the 
possibility of an art gallery in 
Duryea Hall. 


increases as high as $300,” he 
said. 

Even with a $100 increase in 
room and board fees, Abegg said 
the university would still be 
subsidizing the dorm system. 

“A lot depends on enrollment,” 
Abegg said. “We want to keep the 
increase at a minimum.” 

Abegg plans to meet with 
Student Senate to discuss the 
increase and make the reasons for 
the higher costs clear to the 
student body. The vice-presidents 
of the university, and people from 
admissions and financial aids are 
currently discussing the amount 
of the increase with the 
president’s office. 

Whatever the increase in tuition 
is, the same percentage of income 
generated by the increase will be 
given to the financial aids office 
to increase the amount of 
scholarship money available. 

The increases of this year will 
follow increases of $200 in tuition 
and $40 in room and board which 
were instituted this academic 
year. 

“The days of an increase every 
two years age gone," Abegg said. 
“At least until something is done 
about the economy as it is.”

“You’ll have to move,” the student usher informed my 
girlfriend and me, “they bought the tickets for these seats.” 

A heated discussion followed, ending with the usher, 
father, and son trotting off in search of two empty seats 
somewhere else in the filled-to-capacity arena. 

Our question is, why are seats in the middle of the student 
section being sold to the public? Students are already faced 
with the inconvenience of validation and the necessity of 
getting to the Field House up to an hour before the game 
begins to get decent seats. 

The new validation system was designated to increase 
efficiency in the allocation of student tickets. We are afraid 
the students might end up being the victims of the increasing 
popularity of Bradley basketball. Tickets for the big games 
are at a premium and it is the student who is penalized by the 
increasing demand for tickets. To the tune of nearly $3,600 a 
year Bradley students have paid their dues and deserve at 
least a place to sit when Louisville comes to town. 

If the seats in the student section must be sold to the 
general public, give them the same privileges we enjoy. Sell 
the seats in the student sections as general admission tickets 
with no specific seat assignment. The holders of these tickets 
could get to the Field House early like we do and race for the 
best seats. 

Let’s not forget that there would be no Bradley basketball 
if it were not for the 4,000 or so people who spend a great 
deal of money for the right to enroll here. We would hate to 
see the day when it takes a long losing streak to slow ticket 
sales enough for us to see our team in action.

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Library policies revised 


The library has implemented a 
new system to deal with the 
problem of overdue books. It is 
designed to protect responsible 
library users in that the collection 
will be preserved and costs will be 
sustained by borrowers who have 
books out overdue. Under the old 
system, costs of replacing books 
had to be largely absorbed by the 
University, a policy which 
ultimately penalized all students. 

The new system allows a 
three-week circulation period for 
open-stack books, but they must 
be brought to the library if users 
want them renewed. This 
additional week should greatly 
alleviate the need for renewal. The 


fine for these books is 25c per day 
and after 20 days the borrower is 
billed for the $5.00 fine (25c per 
day for 20 days), the price of the 
book (10c per page for 
out-of-print books) and a $5.00 
processing fee. Other library 
departments (e.g. Periodicals and 
Reserve) have higher fines and 
even faster replacement 
procedures to meet the particular 
demands placed on their 
materials. 

While it may appear to some 
that this change is motivated by a 
desire to increase library funds, 
this is definitely not the case. The 
University Library Committee 
approved a 50c per day fine for 


open-stack books which \ 
ultimately cut to 25c per day.J 
intention was to create an over!

The Student Center Ballroom 
was redecorated for the first time 
in 18 years over Christmas break. 

“The room was sterile-looking, 
cold,” explained E.J. Ritter, Jr., 
SC Director, when asked why the 
room was redecorated. 

The redecoration consisted of 
woodpaneling and new wallpaper 
and new curtains for the windows. 

“Some people wanted to throw 
out all our tables and chairs,” said 
Ritter, “but I said no. It would be 
a waste. When the time comes 
when we don’t have enough-then 
we’ll order new furniture.” 

The money for the 
redecoration came from one of 
three sinking funds maintained by 
the SC under government 
regulations. 

The redecoration did not cost 
the university anything, it cost 
the SC. Ritter is unsure how much 
the redecoration will cost since all 
of the totals have not come in. 

The SC was built on a loan 
from the government, and under 
the “rules of indenture” the three 
sinking funds must be maintained. 

According to Ritter, the 
money for the redecoration came 
from the fund maintained for care 
and maintenance purposes. The 
money in the fund comes from a 
fee included in Bradley’s tuition, 
and the money spent is part of an 
“accumulation of money over 18 
years,” said Ritter. 

This fund also covered the cost 
of new furniture in the SC 
cafeteria last year. 

The work on the SC Ballroom 
was done by local companies, 
according to Ritter.

Losers to the Golden Hurricane 
in Tulsa by a 99-87 score three 
weeks ago, the Braves take a 9-5 
overall record into the contest, 
but sport a 2-3 league tally for 
fourth place.

officiating offered them on their basketball teams’ visits to Peoria. 

Quite simply, Bradley finished the first semester with a 9-3 record, 
2-1 in the MVC. After completing the longest season-opening home 
stand in major college basketball this season, the Braves finish the 
season with eight of 14 contests on the road. 


With finals safely behind and grades being computed, Bradley hosted 
its own Invitational Tournament, the first on campus since 1952. In 
semifinal action, Bradley scored an 89-84 come-from-behind victory 
over Western Illinois and Illinois State - Mental Toughness, eXtra 
Effort, you know — defeated upstart Eastern Illinois, 80-77. 

The following night, ISU got 33 points from Billy Lewis to capture 
the BIT championship, 88-83, against the Braves. With students away, 
tournament attendance was less than anticipated with only 10,900 total 
attending the four games, according the the athletic promotion office 
estimates. 

Kent State, improving but not fast enough to satisfy its profane 
coach Rex Hughes, visited next, dropping a 68-67 decision two days 
after Christmas. Officials, said Hughes, cost his team a victory but 
doesn’t every Fieldhouse visitor say that? 

Drake, unable to win on the road, came Jan. 3 to open Bradley’s 
Missour Valley Conference schedule. Sixteen straight Bradley points 
from the opening tipoff and 31 by center Mike Davis reinforced the 
93-81 MVC decision. And no one complained about officiating.

The College of Engineering, the 
Department of Marketing and the 
Department of Nursing are only 
three examples of how college 
students can gain experience in 
the“real world”. 

For example, the College of 
Engineering has set up a 
Cooperative Education Program 
(Co-op) that provides an 
opportunity for the student to get 
real life experience in his chosen 
field of study. 

In his freshman year, an 


engineering major meets with a 
representative from a company 
relating to his field and a mutual 
agreement concerning the 
student’s employment is met. 
Depending on his field of study, a 
student will work for that company 
for approximately 18 months 
before graduation. 

“The school is responsible for 
making contact with a company,” 
according to Dr. Joseph Emanuel, 
associate professor of engineering. 
“It (the school) is the 
intermediary between the student 


and the company. Once a student 
walks into an interview with that 
company, it’s out of the hands of 
the university.” 

However, this does not mean 
the student no longer has to keep 
his grades up. As part of the 
Co-op program, the student must 
do well in his classes, just as he 
must do well on his job. 

Because a student is working 
full-time for one semester, and 
studying full-time during another 
semester, engineering students go 
to school for five years before

Pre-registration will not be 
continued at Bradley according to 
President Martin G. Abegg, who 
cited costs and a high rate of 
drops and adds as reasons for the 
decision. 
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“We tried pre-registration for 
one year to determine if it would 
respond to the desires of students 
and faculty with what were 
assumed to be problems with 
registration,” Abegg said. 

Pre-registration was 
implemented last spring. Under 
the system, students would 
receive their class tickets in the 
spring and finish registration (fee 
payment, ID validation, etc.) in

recommendation “that more 
problems were created than 
resolved” with the procedure. The 
committee also recommended 
that pre-advisement be continued. 

According to Abegg, 
pre-registration had an estimated 
cost of $6,000. “Students literally 
had to re-do registration when 
they came back in the fall, he 
said. 

There were almost four times 
as many drops and adds last fall as 
for years when there was no 
pre-registration, Abegg said. 

“Ideally, a student looks at the 
offerings and finds what he wants, 
the faculty can balance classes and 
the administration provides what 
is more effective and efficient. 

“There is no way to meet all 
these needs,” Abegg said. “The 


most efficient way would be to 
have a computer tell the student 
what, when and where the classes 
are.” 

One of the problems with a 
system such as pre-registration is 
that there was no way to lock in 
the process. “We can’t permit 
changes all along the line. 
Students would have the reserve 
cards then decide to change their 
schedule,” Abegg said. 

Many students did start 
registration all over but there was 
also the problem of cards being 
put back into the pool which 
opened classes that had been 
closed. 

Abegg said pre-registration 
would not be re-instituted 
without serious consideration as 
to the problems involved.

“There are several advantages 
of a student staying in school for 
five years,” Emanuel explained. 
“One is the educational 
experience that the student has in 
school is much more relevant 
because they can see the 
applications of some of the topics 
covered in class during their 
industrial experience.

experience. Finally, the money 
they make is a great positive 
factor.” 

According to Harold Ratcliff, 
professor of mechanical 
engineering and coordinator of 
the Co-op program, a student’s 
work assignments progress 
through time spent with a 
company. 

“The idea on the part of the 
company is a long time man 
power development. They want 
the student to remain with them 
long after graduation,” Ratcliff 
said. He added that students not 
going into the program suffer in 
experience and have trouble 
finding a job after graduation. 

“Students seem to be 
motivated after their first work 
period. They mature. They learn 
how to deal with and work with 
people,” Ratcliff said. 

Although students aren’t 
forced into the cooperative 
education program, they are 
strongly encouraged to 
participate. 

“The program is designed to 
only enter students into it who 
are motivated and have the ability 
to go out and take it on in the 
right frame of mind,” Gilkison 
said. 

The department of nursing, 
headed by Professor June Snow, 
also has an internship program for 
it’s students. However, in nursing, 
the program is required and it 
does not pay the student. 

According to Snow, “They 
(the students) are here to learn; 
it’s part of their course. There 
woul; be no reason to pay 
students in the clinical practicum. 
That would make them an 
apprentice, not a student.” 

The program is designed so 
that the students learn the general 
courses during their freshman 
year. In the sophomore year, 
students work 16 hours a week at 
a hospital under a faculty advisor. 
During the last two years in 
school, students spend more time 
at the hospital. 

However, according to Snow, 
the nurses’ role in today’s world is 
expanding and there is a great deal 
of nursing being done outside of 
the hospital. Unfortunately, 
nursing education began in the 
hospital instead of in the 
university. This was entirely out 
of the main stream of higher 
education,” Snow said. 

The state of Illinois has laws 
which the nursing program must 
follow in order for students to get 
their license in nursing. Bradley 
offers and requires courses in 
accordance with laws. 

“We have brought students to 
Bradley who would not have 
come here otherwise. I am totally 
committed to this type of

There should be quite a few Bradley students watching tomorrow’s 
basketball game on television instead of at the Field House. 
Unfortunately, for many of them it won’t be by choice. 

Because even though the Field House has 7,000 seats, only 2,015 
student tickets are allocated for each basketball game. And that number 
includes student guests. 

So when Bradley student number 2016 showed up at the Field 
House on Jan. 23, validation card in hand, that student was given a 
quick song and dance, and shown to the door. And so were over a 
hundred other students who came by to get their cards punched for the 
Louisville game. 

Field House Ticket Manager Mary Jane Huxtable estimates that 
approximately 3,000 validation cards were issued. Apparently the Field 
House works under the supposition that only two-thirds of the students 
with validation cards will attend any given basketball game. 

This theory has worked pretty well so far, although a few students 
got shut out at the Wesleyan game. But the attraction of a Louisville 
Homecoming game blew Director of Athletics Chuck Orsbom’s 
carefully laid plans to pieces. 

Orsborn’s defense is that there are no more seats in the south 
(student section) side of the Field House and that students wouldn’t 
want to sit on the north side. 

I say students would rather sit on the north side than not be able to 
attend the game at all. Orsborn insists, however, that they tried 
“holding seats in that section four of Five years ago, but the students 
wouldn’t go over there.” 

I wonder how the over 3,000 Peorian season ticket holders would 
feel if there were only around 2,000 seats reserved for them and they 
had to stand in line at the Field House on a set day before each game to 
get one. 

Of course, this will never happen. But what about Bradley students? 
They’ve paid for these games with their tuition money and have every 
right to the same privileges that season ticket holders enjoy. 

In fact, I’ll go even further and say that students should be the first 
ones considered when it comes to allocating tickets. 

Not the last. 

NOTE: Students with unpunched validation cards will be admitted 
to tomorrow’s game if there are still empty seats in the student section 
at game time. The game will also be televised live on Channel 47. 


St. Francis Hospital Medical 
Center and Bradley University 
have entered into an agreement 
concerning medical services for 
Bradley students. 

Under terms of the agreement, 
effective j immediately, the 
hospital will assume responsibility 
for the Bradley Health Center in 
an effort to expand medical 
services and facilities to students. 

The university will continue to 
operate the Health Center, housed 
in Heitz Hall, and the same staff 
of physicians will operate the 
facility. The major function of the 
Student Health Center has been to 
provide students with diagnostic 
and minor treatment services. 

Under the new agreement, St. 
Francis Hospital will provide all 
professional nursing services, 
excluding student nurses, needed 
to operate the Center. 

The hospital will also provide 
Dr. Eugene Sullivan as the Medical 
Director of the Health' Center and 
other physician services necessary 
to effectively operate the Center. 


Any university student in need 
of emergency medical services 
when the Center is closed, may 
use the Emergency Room services 
of St. Francis. 

All student health records will 
be maintained by the staff of the 
center, under the supervision of 
Sullivan. As in the past, each 
student will pay directly, or 
through insurance benefits, for 
any medical and diagnostic 
services received outside the 
student Health Center. 

The Center will continue to be 
open from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
Monday through Friday, and from 
10 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Saturday, 
with a registered professional 
nurse on duty during those hours.

Fonzies bar has had a hard time in administrative circles 
lately. The bar, located at 2425 NE Adams, was ordered by 
Mayor Richard Carver to stop live bands after several people 
made complaints at a City Liquor Commission hearing last 
month. 

Carver also ordered the return of the bar to its original 
limits under its liquor license. Another reason for the refusal 
to renew the entertainment license was a lack of off-street 
parking for the bar. 

But owner Joe Miller feels that not enough consideration 
was given to his side of the question. While homeowners at 
the hearing complained of loud noises and indecent, rowdy 
behavior by the patrons, Miller has letters written by other 
homeowners near Fonzies who have no complaints at all. 

At the hearing, one man complained of being kept up by 
loud music “for hours” after returning home from work at 
midnight. 

Miller pointed out that contracts with his musical groups 
call for the music to end at 1,2:30. Fonzies closes at 1 a.m., [ 
he said. 

There have been other unreasonable complaints Miller 
said, citing the man who blamed his two stolen gas caps on 
patrons of Fonzies. As Miller said, “That can happen 
anywhere.” 

Another of the complaints against the establishment was 
the rape of a young woman who had been at the bar.] 
According to Miller, what was not mentioned was the fact] 
that she had left the tavern, driven six to eight blocks away^ 
from the bar and then had stopped to pick up a hitchhiker. 

“That doesn’t mean she was raped because she was at 
Fonzies. She’d probably been at North woods that day too,”] 
Miller said. “What does it matter where she’d been?” 

Police at the hearing said there had been few if any 
problems with Fonzies. One police captain said he had sent 
men to the bar for several different weekends and had found 
no complaints. 

Several of the letters Miller has praise Fonzies for the | 
cooperation it has with the community. 

While Miller admits that there are always problems with an 
establishment such as Fonzies, he points to the neighbors’ 
reactions and the police support as arguments in his favor. 

A lot of the problems with Fonzies were legal ones having 
to do with the Zoning Board and Liquor Commission, but for 
the other problems, Miller said, there isn’t much he can do. 

Except maybe look for a new place, which he is in the 
process of doing.

Guest passes will be available 
for visitors, but will cost one 
dollar each, and the issuance will 
be strictly regulated. “They will 
be issued by me personally here in 
the IM office. We want to keep a 
close check on the passes to make 
sure not everyone can get one, 
emphasizing the fact that they are 
a special occasion type thing,” 
explained McClintock. 

As of the moment, there is no 
check-out of university equipment 
to students. According to 
McClintock, the PE department 
has only a limited amount of 
equipment, and the equipment is 
labeled for classes. “A lot of the 
equipment, such as a racquetball 
racket, is expensive and until we 
get more we’re afraid of the 
equipment getting damaged or 
ripped off. If that happened, it 
wouldn’t be available for classes, 
which have first priority,” 
explained McClintock. 

Prohibited in Haussler are 
smoking and the wearing of dirty 
shoes on the playing floors. Many 
people wear their gym shoes over 
to the building and consequently 
a lot of mud and water shows up 
on the gym floor. “We would 
really appreciate it if everyone 
changed into their gym shoes after 
they get here,” said McClintock. 

The coaching staff is pleased 
with Haussler and enthusiastic 
about it’s potential and future 
value to the varsity teams. 

Track coach Jake Schoof 
stated, “I personally have been 
very happy with the time 
scheduling the building allows us. 
It’s possible we could run track, 


girls’ basketball, and gymnastics in 
the gym at the same time.” 

Annelle Griffin, women’s 
basketball coach, said of the new 
complex, “I’m enjoying it quite a 
bit and I think the students are 
also. Our basketball team 
members stick around after 
practice and go swimming or play 
racquetball. It’s just fantastic.” 

When asked about the effect 
Haussler might have on women’s 
enrollment for PE classes, Griffin 
said, “Many have put it off (PE 
requirement) until the facility was 
completed. Now that it is, we 
hope women’s enrollment in gym 
classes will increase.” 

Swimming coach Jim Spink 
echoed Griffin and added that it’s 
a definite possibility that course 
offerings using Haussler will be 
expanded to take advantage of 
student interest. 

All the coaches feel the facility 
will attract more athletes to 
Bradley due to better training 


facilities. Spink said, ‘This is the 
best six.length pool we’ve ever 
swum in. It’s wonderful in terms 
of greeting students. We hope it 
will attract better swimmers to 
our program since we won’t have 
to travel to practice all the time.” 

The pool isn’t just for the swim 
team and is open for student and 
faculty swimmers every day of the 
week. Faculty-staff swim hours 
are already tentatively scheduled 
to be increased. Students have 
also been making good use of the 
pool. Things do get tight 
sometimes during open swim. “I 
came one night and thought the 
whole sophomore class showed 
up,” one student said. 

For those not interested in 
swimming, basketball, handball, 
racquetball, weightlifting, or 
wrestling, there is the auxiliary 
gym. It’s the kind of place where 
you can jog, throw a baseball, or 
practice the golf swing.

“This is the real world students 
are going into,” Ratcliff said. “It’s 
time to put the toys away. We’re 
talking about a 40-hour a week 
job, responsibility, learning 
productivity and earning one’s 
way.” 

The department of marketing 
has it’s own type of on-the-job 
training program which pays 
students. 

During their senior year, 
marketing majors take Marketing 
497 for three hours credit, and a 


chance to integrate marketing 
theory with it’s application to 
actual business practice. The 
course is graded on a pass/fail 
basis. 

Dr. Paul Gilkison, chairman of 
the marketing department, 
explained, “We’re trying to stress 
the learning ability and not the 
grading aspect.

Security handles them all

Last year, Bradley University 
and students lost approximately 
$21,600 due to theft, Bradley’s 
main crime problem, according to 
David Baer, director of security. 
Approximately $13,000 of that 
was stolen from students in the 
dorms and Greek houses. 

Campus crime, which has been 
; growing all over the nation, has 
resulted in the expansion of both 
the size and powers of campus 
security forces, according to a 
recent article in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

Bradley’s security force began 
1 expanding in the 1967-68 school 
; year, according to Baer. 

“We’re here as a service to the 
students,” Baer said. 

Security is responsible for such 
programs as providing engravers 
■ for student use, escort service, and 
generally policing Bradley. 

Most of Bradley’S thefts were 
due to carelessness, or naivete on 
the part of the students, Baer said. 

The amount of theft involving 
thieves who pick locks, or climb 
through windows is minor when 
j compared to the amount due to 
students leaving their rooms 
unlocked, according to Baer. 

“The key issue is never to take 
anything for granted. If you are 
going to the bathroom, going to 
get a coke, or going to visit your 
next door neighbor, lock your 
door,” Baer said. 

The thieves usually are not 
affiliated with the university. 
“You’re going to have some 
students who steal from other 
students, but the thieves are 
mostly not school-affiliated,” 
Baer said. “Most of them are 
high-school age or younger” Baer 
said, who added that these 
findings on crime at Bradley were 
supported by a recent seminar 
held on campus crime in Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 

Bradley’s security force 
consists of nine officers, with 
openings for two more, according 
to Baer. Routine duties for 
security include patrols,* dorm 
checks, escort service, and locking 
or unlocking administration 
buildings. 

“Nothing ever gets down to 
routine, really,” Baer said. 
“Except when the students are 
gone.” 

Over vacations, security policy 
is to “have students be responsible 
to a certain extent,” Baer said. 
Students are supposed to lock up 
their valuables, lock their 
windows and unplug all electric

appliances. 

Security then chain locks all 
dorm doors and makes periodic 
checks of the buildings. Security 
will not enter a student’s room 
unless requested, or unless they 
have reason to believe something 
is wrong, according to Baer. 

Security also provides an escort 
service for those who have to walk 
alone at night. The escort service, 
which was started three years ago, 
is not used all that often, v 
according to Baer. 

“Some students use the escort 
service the way it should be used. 
They have a legitimate fear,” Baer 
said. “Some used it as a taxi. We 
had students who would call up, 
order a box of doughnuts, then 
call security to drive them down 
to pick the doughnuts up.” 

For students who don’t want 
to call security, which usually 
involves a 15 to 20 minute wait, 
Baer advises that they walk in 
groups of two or more for 
protection. 

Baer said that there have been 
few incidents of rape at Bradley. 
He said there has not been a 
successful rape on campus in the 
four years he has been director of 
security, and only three 
attempted rapes in the last two 
years. 

Bradley’s security force is 
commissioned through the Peoria 


Police department. This means 
that their “police powers, per se, 
come from Peoria,” Baer said. The 
officers are allowed to carry guns, 
and have target practice twice a 
week. “We have on the job 
training,” he said, “What we’ve 
done this last year is to send them 
(the officers) down to the police 
institute in Champaign-Urbana, 
the same one the Illinois police 
use.” So far, three officers have 
taken the course, and they are 
working on sending two officers a 
year. 

The security officers often 
work in conjunction with the 
Peoria Police, Baer said. “What we 
ask students to do is to notify our 
office first, and give us all the 
facts you can on the phone. So if 
the Peoria police must be called 
we can give them as much 
information as possible.” 

“We rely on the integrity of 
the student,” Baer said. “And 
students are more willing now 
than they used to be to let the 
department know when they have 
a problem.”

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Braves swim to 
first Haussler win

It took three meets to do it, 
but Bradley’s swimming team 
finally won its first home meet 
Saturday in the new pool at 
Haussler Hall, dumping Rockford 
College 69-44. The victory 
brought the Braves’ record to 3-4 
over-all following a loss last 
Friday to Illinois State. 

The Braves opened the 
Rockford meet with a new pool 
record as Rick Schackle, Reg 
Folmar, Tim Harris and Roy 
Whalen clocked a 3:45.2 in the 
400 medley relay. 

Bradley went on to win eight 
other events against Rockford 
setbacks in the diving competition 
and in the 400 free relay after the 
meet’s outcome was already 
decided. 

In a meet which saw the Braves 
swim several men in events other 
than their specialty, freshman 
Kevin McCarthy won the 200 
individual medley with a time of 
2:08.1. 

“Folmar and (Joe) Newcomb 
both had their best times in the 
500,” coach Jim Spink said. 
Folmar won that race in 5:05.7, 
while Newcomb was right behind 
in 5:05.9 following his victory in 
the 1000. 

The win came less than 24 
hours after the loss to ISU despite 
the presence of a large student 
crowd. 

Bradley lost to the Redbirds, 
6746, but had some impressive 
efforts along the way. 

Despite losing the opening 
relay, Shackle tied Folmar’s 
school record in the backstroke 
on the opening leg as he bolted to 
the lead in :57.3. 

Newcomb took second in the 
1000 with a school record of 
10:29.6, and Harris’ :49.4 mark in 
the 100 free tied Whalen’s mark in 
that event. 
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“I was pleased with the times,” 
Spink said after the meet. ‘The 
times are starting to come down 
and it’s just a question of going on 
from here.” 

Spink and his team drew praise 
from ISU caoch Archie Harris, 
who smiled and said, “If they get 
much faster, we’ll have to take 
them off our schedule.” He said it 
only half seriously, as Bradley 
needed to win the final relay to 
pull as close as the 21-point 
margin. 

But he said, it in a 
complimentary manner as well. “I 
consider Harris to be one of the 
steller swimmers in the area,” he 
said. 

“And with this facility, 
Bradley is on its way up.” 

Millikin visits the Braves in 
Haussler today at 4 p.m. and 
tomorrow the team will travel to 
the Rockford Relays, where Spink 
forsees an outside shot at the title.

Utilities rise drastically, 
Bradley cuts energy use

Natural gas prices will increase 
this year by 36 per cent instead of 
the earlier reported 26 per cent, 
according to William Wise, head of 
plants and maintenance for 
Bradley University. He cited a 
shortage of gas as the reason for 
the increase for Bradley. 

According to Wise, Central 
Illinois Light Company (CILCO) 
was forced to buy more gas at five 
times the normal price to cover an

unexpectedly large demand. Since 
'the company did not have enough 
reserves, it had to buy two 
months’ supply of gas for the area 
in order to assure no cutoffs. 

Instead of raising everyone’s gas 
bill to five times the normal 
amount for two months, CILCO 
prorated the increased cost over 
one full year. Under this 
arrangement, homeowners who 
purchase their gas from CILCO 
will have a 26 per cent increase in 
their heating bills. Since Bradley 
uses such enormous amounts of 
gas, its status is a commercial- 
industrial user. Gas bills for this 
last group will increase by 36 per 
cent. 

CILCO may also increase 
lighting costs by as much as 31 
per cent next year. Reasons for 
this increase include insufficient 
funds to build a new power plant 
and buying higher-priced 
out-of-state coal to meet 
environmental standards. 

In order to prevent the budget 
from skyrocketing due to 
increased heating bills, Wise has 
been attempting to cut back 
expenses in other areas. One

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SABRC reflects student body needs 


Bradley debate team:

Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
should be a representative body 
speaking through financial action 
for the basic interest of the 
Bradley student, according to the 
University planning document. 
And Claire Manning, chairperson 
of the committee, feels that they 
have fulfilled their obligation. 

“The committee was very 
representative of the student 
body,” according to Manning. 
There are three Greeks, three 
from the dorm, and two from 
off-campus. “We have a good 
board of people and because of 
this we have had no real 
complaints or problems so far.” 

SABRC’s policy is that they 
allocate money to benefit the 
majority of students on campus. 
According to Manning, the 


# SABRC’s budget was $51,000 and 
the requests for money were in 
the vicinity of $80,000. There will 
be a 7 percent increase in budget 
allocations next year. “The thing 
that we look for is if the students 
will be interested in the event,” 
Manning said. 

“We let people know about the 
outcome of the hearing with 
letters of justification. We keep 
minutes during the meeting and 
discuss our decision afterwards. 
We try to be consistent,” Manning 
added. 

There is $1,800 in reserve and 
those that apply will have an 
immediate hearing. According to 
Manning, “The organization that 
shows what the money is going to 
be used for has a good chance of 
getting it.” 

SABRC will institute an 
auditing program to review where 


the money was spent and see if 
the organizations followed 
through with their budget. 

All-school Secretary Robert 
Poznanovich feels that SABRC is 
too powerful. “They overstepped 
their boundaries and used the 
theory of ‘power of the purse’ to 
the extent that made some of the 
student o r ganizations 
inadequate funding.”

Manning feels that the big 
change in SABRC has been in 
communications. “We really 
strived for greater understanding 
between organizations and our 
decisions A- at least I hope we 
did.”

highest ranking freshmen in the 
program each year. 

The High School Institute 
consists of two four-week sessions 
each summer where high school 
students come to campus and 
work with faculty and students in 
the debate program. 

According to Armstrong 
programs such as the institute are 
common at many schqols, mainly 
because it is so effective in 
drawing prospective students. 

Bradley is one of three schools 
in Illinois that supports both 
debate and individual events, 
Armstrong said. 

The program at Bradley has 
traditionally done well, last year 
senior speech and theatre arts 
major Cheryl Corley was third in 
the National Individual Events 
Tournament held in Los Angeles. 

Bradley has qualified for this 
year’s Individual Events 
and Armstrong feels there is a 
good chance for the debate team 
to qualify for the national finals 
in debate this year. 

Bradley is host to the nation’s 
largest speech tournament, the 
L.E. Norton Speech Tournament. 
This year over 800 students from 
70 schools attended. 

Surprisingly, many of the 
students in the programs are not 
the speech and theatre arts majors 
one might expect. There are many 
pre-law, political science and 
economics majors participating. 

For the record, Bradley has 
placed first, second and third in 
11 different debate tournaments 
and first, second and third in five 



individual events tournaments. 

The debate team of Cindy 
Huber and Chip Cardell took fifth 
in a tournament at Bowling Green 
University in Ohio and in another 
tournament, at the University of 
Iowa the team of Katrina Streit 
and Rick Roderick tied for 
fourth. 

Debate coach John Heden 
called this “one of the best years” 
the team has had, citing at least 
five tournaments where Bradley 
took first. In almost every 
tournament the team participated 
in, they placed in the elimination 
rounds, or in the top five teams.

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Student Senate is presently trying to collect 2,000 student signatures on 
petitions calling for the elimination of the Bradley Physical Education 
requirement. 

If the University Senate passes the proposal and Bradley President Martin 
Abegg approves it, students would no longer be required to take two credit 
hours of P.E. in order to graduate. 

Last spring, the Campus Affairs Advisory Board (CAAB) voted 
overwhelmingly to recommend that the requirement be dropped. Two months 
ago, the Academic Regulations Subcommittee of the Academic Standards and 
Curriculum Committee (ASCC) followed suit. 

Naturally, the Physical Education department is among those who are against 
abolishing the P.E. requirement. However, I wonder if they have the students’ 
best interests at heart. 

It’s obvious that if the requirement is dropped, the P.E. department’s budget 
will be slashed. The department may also suffer a reduction in its number of 
full-time faculty. 

Dropping the P.E. requirement, though, would benefit a lot of students. A 
surprising paradox is that the students who would probably benefit most are 
those who enjoy P.E. classes. 

I’m not kidding. The chief argument everyone brings up for the abolition of 
the P.E. requirement is that a lot of students don’t like physical education 
. classes. 

I look at things a little differently. It seems stupid to me that P.E. classes 
should be overcrowded with people who don’t want to be there in the first 
place. Not only does a person who wants to take a particular course have trouble 
getting enrolled in it, he doesn’t get the instructor’s individual attention which 
would make the class more enjoyable. 

Besides, if Haussler Hall wasn’t crowded with classes all day, there might be 
more open times available for students who want to work out or otherwise use 
the facilities. 

The Academic Regulations Subcommittee also made an excellent proposal 
that P.E. instructors teach half their workload on a scheduled basis, and the 
other half on a non-scheduled basis when special instruction is asked for. This 
would be similiar to the service a golf pro provides. 

When questioned about the Student Senate petition to remove the physical 
activities requirement, P.E. department chairwoman Mildred Caldwell’s response 
was that she seriously doubts if the Student Senate adequately represents the 
student body. 

I don’t know if it does or not, but I feel that a petition with 2,000 student 
names on it would be a pretty good indication of how students feel. 

One might better ask if the Physical Education department adequately 
represents the interests of Bradley students.

energy conservation measure is 
reducing the illumination in 
academic buildings. According to 
Wise, these buildings were often 
over-illuminated. 

Now the university follows the 
standards recommended by the 
Society of Illuminating Engineers. 
So far, wattage has been reduced 
considerably by removing bulbs or 
'eplacing burnt-out forty-watt 
bulbs with thirty-five watt lights. 
Switchplate signs have also been 
installed throughout academic 
buildings to remind users to turn 
off lights. 

Other measures include using 
air-handling clocks to shut down 
intake of outside air overnight 
when the buildings are not in use. 
This way the outside air will not 
have to be heated before coming 
into the building. Heat 
conservation also includes 


lowering the thermostats to 55 
degrees during vacations and 68 
degrees during school in the 
winter, and raising thermostats to 
74 degrees in the summer. 
Security is also keeping a closer 
watch for open windows and 
doors at night. 

The third janitorial shift from 
midnight to 8 a.m. has also been 
eliminated. Janitors now work in 
only two shifts to reduce lighting 
costs. 

In explaining why some areas 
of a building are hot while other 
parts of the same building are 
cold, Wise said the reason is not 
the amount of energy used but

the problem of distributing heat 
evenly. 

According to Wise, each 
building is divided into 
thermostatic zones which may 
include several rooms to an entire 
floor. Temperature is controlled 
by the particular area where the 
thermostat is; there is not a 
thermostat in every room. Thus 
the area where the thermostat is 
may be just right, but rooms in 
other parts of the zone may be 
too hot or cold due to sunshine or 
wind. 

Having smaller heating zones 
would eliminate some of these 
distribution problems.

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) has 
not yet responded to a complaint 
filed in October against Bradley 
by the Peoria chapter of the 
National Organization for Women 
(NOW), according to Barbara Van 
Auken, chapter president. 

The complaint charged a 
faculty member with allegedly 
remarking last year that female 
graduate students would not be 
accepted and females would not 
be allowed in the laboratory after 
regular school hours. 

A backlog of six months or 
more in the handling of HEW 
complaints is “predictable” 
because of the bureaucratic 

channels a complaint must travel 
once it is filed, Van Auken 

explained. 

Once a complaint is made, 

HEW may contact the 
complaintant for further or more 
specific information, and then it 
will contact the institution to 
investigate the incident from an 
administrative viewpoint, she said. 

If the HEW decided that the 
charge is valid, they then 

determine the penalty to be 
imposed. Penalties range from 
reprimands to fines or the 
withholding of funds, Van Auken 
said. 

“What they’ll probably do is 
ask Bradley to restate its policy 
on nondiscrimination, and equal 
opportunity, and make sure that 
everyone employed here is aware 
of the affirmative action policy,” 
she said. Bradley receives their 
federal funds only under the 
condition that it provide equal 
opportunities to minorities, she 
added. 

Bradley has “heard nothing” 
from HEW, according to President 
Martin Abegg, who said as far as 
he knew “there have been no 
complaints on the part of students 
regarding discrimination.” 

The statements were 
discriminatory, according to Van 
Auken, because “by his making 
them, there are some students

who do not feel welcome in his 
classes — he has verbally stood in 
front of the door.” 

If the comments had been 
directed toward a race, for 
example, rather than a sex, the 
reaction and objections would 
have been much greater, Van 
Auken suggested. “We don’t take 
discrimination against women as 
seriously,” she said. 

Southern Illinois University has 
filed numerous complaints 
alleging sex discrimination, 
ranging from remarks to blatant 
inequities in hiring and salary, 
Van Auken said. In most cases, a 
reprimand rather than fines or 
withholding of funds was the 
penalty for these offenses, making 
it “economically ok to 
discriminate,” she said. 

HEW has been ready to fine 
some California schools for their 
failure to draw up affirmative 
action plans, but have extended 
the deadline. HEW is asking for 
timetables for the expansion of 
opportunities, not quotas, Van 
Auken explained. 

“I have encouraged female 
students to report disciminatory 
remarks or treatment to me or 
NOW,” Van Auken said. 

One way Bradley is moving in a 
positive direction with regard to 
women on campus is the setting 
up of such special programs as 
that begun by Marianne 
McCarthy, of the College of 
Continuing Education. This 
involves planned meetings in an 
attempt to better detect and meet 
the needs of mature women 
students.

But unfortunately, or fortunately for my wife, I 
am a man and to lay a few more labels on you, I 
am also: a musician, a carpenter, a lover, a 
wilderness nut, backpacker, guitarist, a Christian, a 
questioning/wondering person, lover of life, singer 
of songs, etc. But, to begin understanding who a 
person is, what makes, him/her tick, takes time. It 
also requires glimpses into what is going on inside 
of the person. What are some of the things going 
on inside of me, as I carry out the task of doing 
campus ministry? 

First of all, I admire those who are willing to 
stand up for what they believe and are willing to 
take the risks that actions of consequence bring. 
But, in these times we have very few good models 
of this kind of courage in the people around us. 
We are especially lacking courage in those who are 
in positions of power and responsibility. There are 
those who are arrogant, who believe God is on my 
side, or I am God’s gift to the world or I am 
always right. Neither of these kinds of behavior 
really takes courage. The other model is those who 
are so frightened or intellectual that neither of 
them can read what their gut or their heart is 
telling them to do. They become like children who 
must have a parent to tell them what they can do 
or cannot do. These persons are unable to use their 
own heads to sort out their feelings and thoughts, 
and then commit themselves to a course of action. 
The overly intellectual person is always waiting to 
hear all the facts. 

The kind of courage these times require is hard 
to come by, and I don’t claim to possess much of 
it myself. Above my desk I have a poster, which 
keeps me struggling. It is the picture of a yo\mg 
boy on the steps of a house in a rundown area of a 
city with a quote from George Bernard Shaw, 
which says, “Must a Christ perish in torment in 


every age to save those who have no Imagination?” 

I also fmd it disturbing that we allow our fears 
and anxieties (often generated by what we think 
others think of us) to overwhelm and almost 
emobilize us. We allow other people to control 
who we are and are going to be. It is tragic that we 
let others have so much power over us. 

If I understand the Christian religious tradition, 
God created each of us as a unique creation, 
blessed with certain gifts. Our gifts are not all 
alike. But then, most mammals would have a hard 
time living on the bottom of the ocean where 
some fish feel at home. Mammals are not blessed 
with the gift of being able to take oxygen out of 
the water. As a society, each of our gifts is 
necessary to the building of a healthy and viable 
community. If one person’s gifts are denigrated or 
belittled by one fraction of society, then we all 
suffer. 

Space and limitations of language dictate I must 
end here, even though you may not understand 
who I am, or why I choose to be a Christian in a 
scientific culture. For those who would like to 
know more about my beliefs, I’m showing a 
Multi-Media presentation, using the music of Paul 
Simon, Jethro Tull, Peter Yarrow, and the Who, 
with three slide projectors. It is entitled Please 
Touch-a personal statement on God. It will be 
shown Thursday, Feb. 19, in the Student Center 
Ballroom at 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 p.m. 

What I’ve said also gives a flavor of what Chi 
Rho House is all about and why we’re on campus. 
If you’re interested in being a part of us, sharing in 
the struggle to make life more human, more 
God-with-us, showing others we care and that God 
cares about each of us, you are invited to take part 
in any of the activities below.

A men’s beauty contest, 
complete with swimsuit 
competition, talent presentation, 
and “moral virtue” questions was 
featured as part of author Warren 
Farrell’s Performing Arts lecture 
on men’s liberation Tuesday 
night. 

Farrell, who holds a PhD. from 
New York University and is the 
only man to have been elected 
three times to the Board of 
Directors of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW) 
in New York City, is author of 
“The Liberated Man Beyond 
Masculinity: Freeing Men and 
Their Relationships with 
Women.” He spoke at 8 p.m. to a 
small crowd in the Field House 
and then invited the audience to 
participate in what turned out to 
be a 4 Vi hour program. 

The crowd, attentive and 
serious during Farell’s opening 
lecture where he described most 
men as being oppressed by having 
to “chase after an appearance of 
power to prove themselves to 
someone else” dwindled to a 
group of 35 when Farrell invited 
the members onstage to 
participate in an informal 
question and answer exchange, a 
role reversal date, and the men’s 
beauty contest. 

The beauty contest was staged 
in an attempt to allow men and 
women to gain a different-sex 
perspective of the informal and 
constant man-woman “judging” 
that occurs day-to-day. The men 
paraded, announcing “vital 
statistics,” while the women, 
encouraged to comment and 
criticize freely about the bodies 
under consideration, acted as 
judges. Four semi-finalists 
competed in a swimsuit 
competition and an impromptu 
talent show, which included such 
acts as a Mexican dance and a 
rendition of “From the Halls of 
Montezuma,” preceded the 
crowning of the winner. 

After-contest discussion 
revealed that the men had felt a 
pressure to participate and some 
of the losers experienced feelings 
of rejection. Farrell explained the 
connection to real life, noting 
societal pressure and the fact that 
in a beauty contest “every single 


contestant, except one, is 
rejected/’ 

The role reversal date, (a 
description of which further 
depleted the crowd) required men 
and women to reverse and 
exaggerate roles for a 10-minute 
simulated date. Lined up 
face-to-face on the basketball 
floor, women were instructed to 
look at men totally as sex 
objects, while men were told to 
look at the women as “success 
objects”, in terms of the real or 
potential income, status, etc. 


Farrell said. Men need to leai 
how to listen without answerin 
ask others for help, and reverj 
and integrate roles, he added. 


An assumption implicit in tl 
U.S. is that masculinity 
superior, Farrell said. 


The woman’s job for the date 
was to “see how far she could 
get” while the man’s goal was “to 


Men believe that everyon

protect his reputation.” The 
simulations forced the men to “be 
coy” in order to erase the fear of 
being the last chosen, while the 
women were confronted with the 
necessity of risking rejection and 
planning advances. The experience 
was intended to convey the idea 
that “a society where women are 
forced to build men’s egos can 
lead to sexual repression in 
females and sexual frustration in 
males,” according to Farrell. The 
active and passive roles 
traditionally assigned to men and 
women won’t change until both 
are willing to “share responsibility

for taking the sexual initiative' 
Farrell said. 

The central message of the 
men’s liberation movement is “the 
recognition that having external 
types of power doesn’t me; 
having power over our own life! 
getting in touch with the aspects 
of their nature which society has 
branded “feminine” Farrell said. 

“Men must learn to integrate 
both feminine and masculine 
traits and become human beings,” 
according to Farrell. 

Real liberation should involve 
not only “women coming up to 
where men are, but men coining 
up to where women are,” he said. 
“The whole purpose of liberation 
is to offer more options to 
everyone,” he added. 

Some of the advances in men’s 
liberation which Farrell hopes to 
see begun and extended in the 
next 10 years are men’s birth 
control, protest against the 
masculine image as “success 
objects” in advertising, male 
sensuality training, and paternity 
leaves.

Middleclass financial aid 


The American Marketing 
Association (AMA) is sponsoring a 
resume service for all business 
majors and related fields.

College Press Service 

College financial aid officers 
have said it, prestigious 
educational organizations have 
said it, and parents have been 
screaming it: When it comes to 
college financial aid, the 
middle-income family gets 
screwed. 

If a bill introduced by Senator 
Charles Percy (R-ILL) is enacted, 
college students from 
middle-income families would be 
entitled to substantial tax 
deferments in order to defray the 
costs of a college education. The 
bill is geared specifically for the 
middle-income family, making 
between $11,000 and $16,000 per 
year. 

Most federal student aid plans, 
said Percy when he proposed the 
bill, are geared for students from 
lower-income families, those 
making up to about $9,000. 

“This concentration on lower 
income groups,” said Percy, “has 
resulted in little or no financial 
assistance available for the student 
from a middle-income family 
whose needs are just as great.” 

Percy’s bill bases the 


distribution of the tax deferments 
upon the tax liability of the 
family: that is, how much tax 
they are likely to pay. A student 
from a family making $14,000 a 
year would be entitled to a tax 
deferment of more than $1,400. 
The deferment would be paid 
back to the government over a 
period of three years at seven 
percent interest. 

According to Percy’s statistics, 
a family could spend between 
$10,000 and $25,000 to send one 
child to college for four years. 
The College Entrance 
Examination Board estimates that 
the parents of one-third of next 
year*s college students will not be 
able to pay more than $615 a year 
toward college costs. 

Educational institutions, said 
Percy, often use up all the funds 
available from federal programs 
before they reach applications of 
students from middle-income 
families. 

Under Percy’s plan, a family 
bringing in $14,000 a year is 
entitled to more than three times 
the deferment available to a 
family making approximately half 


that amount. A middle-income 
student who wanted to attend a 
high-cost private school is entitled 
to a greater tax deferment than a 
low-income student who might 
not even be able to afford a local 
or state school. 

“Granted,” said Nancy 
O’Brien, a Percy aide, “the lower 
income families are hardest hit by 
high costs. But middle-income 
families are not able to apply for 
financial aid.”

Library fines 

According to librarian Robert 
Jones, a new system has been 
implemented to deal with the 
problem of overdue books.

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Phone phreaks phreak out with Ma Bell

When Joe Engressia was a 
student at the University of 
Southern Florida, he was simply 
phlipped out over phones. He 
knew amplitude tolerance like 
most students know rock music 
and was on intimate terms with 
multiple line tie capabilities and 
high precision op-amps. On top of 
all this technological know-how, 
Engressia had perfect pitch. 

So it came as no suprise when 
Engressia was nabbed by Bell 
Telephone authorities in 1968 for 
whistling into a dorm telephone 
to wangle free calls for his fellow 
students. Engressia was warned by 
Bell and disciplined by school 
authorities but a true phone 
phreak had been born. 

~ Engie&Gia, who is blind, was 
just one of hundreds of American 
phone phreaks who got Ma Bell’s 
number during the sixties and 
early seventies. College-aged 
phone phreaks were everywhere: 
some drove VW buses crammed 
with switchboards and computers, 
others sat at home and looped 
their voices across the continent a 
few times and then zoomed over 
to Europe to ring a phone booth 
and ask about the weather. Young 
phone phreaks stung Mr Bell for 
nearly $16 million in 1971 but 


today, everything has changed. 
Phone phreaking has gone 
respectable. 

“By and large, students are in 
the minority these days,” says 
Dennis Mollura, and AT and T 
spokesman in New York. “Now 
it’s businessmen and lawyers and 
doctors-it’s people of means, not 
students.” 

Mollura’s claim is backed up by 
recent phone phreak arrests. 
Robert “Love That Bob” 
Cummings faces a year in jail and 
a $1,000 fine for his alleged use of 
a blue box which police and Bell 
security agents say the actor was 
holding when they burst into his 
appartment last December 16. 
Lainie Kazan, the singer, recently 
pleaded guilty to phone fraud and 
was placed on 18 months 
probation in addition to repaying 
the phone company. A New York 
coin dealer also has been forced to 
fork over nearly $5,000 to Ma 
Bell for the several transoceanic 
blue box calls he made one day in 
1974. 

Phone company officials cite 
greed and a “cheat Ma Bell 
attitude” as the reasons these 
normally model citizens opt for 
the blue box. 

The box, a small device with 
13 buttons, enables the user to 


bypass the phone company’s 
tolling equiptmept. It was first 
built in the early sixties after a 
student discovered an article in a 
college engineering library which 
explained the tone frequencies 
which Bell uses to activate its 
electronic switching mechanisms. 
Ironically, the article was written 
by a Bell scientist. All copies of 
the magazine have since been 
withdrawn at Bell’s request. 

The box-simple, inexpensive 
and easy to build-simply 
duplicates the tones by pushing 
the buttons. The tones are 
emitted much like Engressia’s 
whistle and when pressed up 
against a phone mouthpice, the 
blue box enables the user to slip 
unnoticed into Bell’s millions of 
miles of lines. A black box, on the 
other hand, allows a person to 
receive incoming long distance 
calls for free. 

Tooling around the world via 
Bell’s wires caught the fancy of 
many electronic wizards in the 
late sixties and somewhat of an 
underground movement sprung 
up. They went by names like 
“The Chesire Cat,” “Dr. No” and 
“Captain Crunch,” talked to each 
other in late night conference calls 
by way of Moscow and suprised 
friends by popping up in the 


middle of their phone 
conversations as they tapped into 
lines-all with the blue box. 

One phreak, the infamous 
Captain Crunch, once slipped into 
the system and boosted his voice 
completely around the world. As 
his voice headed back into North 
America, he asked the last 
operator in the chain to ring the 
phone in the booth next to him so 
he could chat with himself. 

“Needless to say I had to shout 
to hear myself,” Crunch told 
Esquire magazine in October, 
1971. “But the echo was far out. 
Fantastic, Delayed...I could hear 
myself talk to myself.” 

“Ma Bell is a system I want to 
explore,” Crunch continued. “I’m 
not out to screw Ma Bell...if I do 
anything it’s for the pure 
knowledge of the system. You can 
learn to do fantastic things. Have 
you ever had eight tandems 
stacked up?” 

As time passed, more and more 
people, mainly young, discovered 
methods for duping Bell. The use 
of false credit cards became a 
favorite trick but as fraud 
increased and Bell’s losses 
mounted, the company decided to 
crack down. 

“We got much more agressive,” 
says Bell spokesman Mollura.

Valley win vital as Braves 
host West Texas tomorrow

And now it comes down to 
this: Bradley’s basketball Braves, 
sporting a 34 record in the 
Missouri Valley Conference, in 
fourth place, with no 
Commissioner’s tournament this 
year and only a pint-sized NIT 
available, must win its remaining 
games to keep its post-season 
tournament hopes alive. And it 
will be no easy road. 

Last night, the Braves were at 
Drake, whose fans border on the 
same kind of fanaticism as the 
students in Robertson Field 
House. Tomorrow, West Texas 
State will be here for a 7:30 p.m. 
game. Then its off to Creighton 
and Southern Illinois on Monday 
and Thursday for two more road 
games, something which has 
played havoc on the Braves’ 
record this year. 

Coach Joe Stowell shook his 
head as he thought of the 
schedule facing him team in the 
near future. “We are either 
traveling or playing a game every 
day for the next 10 days,” he 
said. “It’s going to be difficult. 

“We’ve got to be realistic,” he 
continued. “The three teams 
ahead of us have all lost one game. 
If we can’t win, we’re in trouble.” 

One of the three teams, either 
West Texas or SIU, will be 
showing two losses today, since 
those two met in Carbondale 
Thursday night. 

When West Texas plays here 
tomorrow, the Braves will be 
looking to avenge a 66-56 defeat 
to the Buffaloes three weeks ago. 
West Texas plays a more 
deliberate offense than most 
Valley teams, and Stowell is not 
looking for a high scoring game. 

“I’m not concerned with the 
score, as long as we’re on top 
when it’s over,” he said. 

The Cinderella team of the 
conference this year, the 
Buffaloes were nationally ranked 
before losing at Wichita last week. 
And they show a bit of depth. 
Reggie Ramey, for two years an 
all-MVC selection, is no longer 
starting. 

Monday, the Braves will be in 
Omaha, where they try to break a 


two-year losing string to 
Creighton. Stowell calls the 
deliberate Bluejays “very good,” 
and a convincing win recently 
over St. Louis would seem to back 
up that assertation. 

Next Thursday, Bradley will 
face its final conference road test 
against Southern Illinois. A new 
addition to the Valley this season, 
the Salukis have, so far, made the 
most of their new affiliation. 
Their only league loss going into 
last night’s game was a five-point 
decision to Bradley Jan. 15. 

And at that time, SIU’s leading 
scorer, junior Mike Glenn, was 
hobbled by an ankle injury. 
Glenn, who kept the Salukis in 
the thick of things all night with 
his deadly long-range shooting, is 
fully recovered, and could pose an 
even greater problem for the 
Braves this time. 

* * * 

Louisville said farewell to 
Robertson Field House last 
Saturday with a 74-71 victory 
over the Braves in what had to be 
one of the best-played games of 
the year for both teams. 

Bradley fell behind for most of 
the first half and pulled within 
five on Bobby Humbles’ jumper as 
time ran out in the first half. 
Then, shooting 71 percent from 
the floor in the final 20 minutes, 
Bradley rallied to tie, then go 
ahead of the Cardinals, leading 
71-70 with less than two minutes 
left. 

“Two plays hurt us,” Stowell 
said. “We had a long pass to 
(Roger) Phegley, and he tried to 
keep it from going out of bounds. 
They got it and scored. 

“Then there was the 
wrap-around play.” Stowell was 
referring to a point when Phegley 
had the ball and Louisville’s 
Wesley Cox reached from behind 
to poke the ball away and turn it 
into a fast break layup. 

“More times than not that will 
be foul, even if he doesn’t make 
contact,” Stowell said. “But he 
got by with it that time, so 
instead of us being even and 
holding the bally, they go up.”

enough to win against a Louisville 
team that looked nothing like it 
had in losing four straight games a 
month into the season.

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ISSC cuts not expected to affect students

It’s a political issue. 

Remember that when you get a 
[letter from the Illinois State 
[Scholarship Commission (ISSC) 
[saying there will be a 12 per cent 
[reduction in the second semester 
[awards for full-time students. 

According to Director of 
I Financial Aids Thomas Cromwell, 
| the reduction is a result of the 
| budget cuts called for by Illinois 


Governor Dan Walker. 

Cromwell said there is very 
little chance of the reduction 
going through since the General 
Assembly will probably find the 
money somewhere. 

He added that if the General 
Assembly treated the problem as 
an emergency, discussion could 
begin as soon as the assembly 
reconvenes this spring. Otherwise

Dr. Paul Lermack, assistant 
professor of political science, 
noted that female students have at 
least the same, if not better, 
record of acceptance at law

the end of the session in late 
summer. 

“If so many students and so 
much money weren’t involved, 
the whole situation would almost 
be laughable,” Cromwell said. 

“It’s a Keystone Kops type of 


action programs, Lermack said. 
Other universities, such as 
Syracuse University in New York, 
go out of their way to attract 
women students. Syracuse’s 
enrollment, for example, is half 
women. 

Lermack credits female 
students’ better acceptance record 
to personal motivation and the 
absence of alternative careers. “If 
a girl student is motivated to go to 
law school, she’s usually damn 
motivated,” commented Lermack. 

“In addition, there are fewer 
attractive alternatives for women. 
For example, she can’t go into 
daddy’s wholesale plumbing 
business if she doesn’t make it in 
law school.” 

Women students from Bradley, 
Lermack added have gone on to 
law school at such prestigious 
universities as Stanford, UCLA, 
and Northwestern as well as 
DePaul, University of Illinois, and 
John Marshall School of Law. At 
present, eleven of the thirty-seven 
seniors who have taken the Law 
School Admission Test 
(LSAT)test (a prerequisite for 
admission to law school) are 
women. 

Dr. Bill Mathis, chairman of 
the biology department, agreed 
that female students are at least as 
good as male students. “Neither 
sex is superior intellectually. It 
depends on the student,” Mathis 
said. “I’ve taught classes where 
girls excell, and then I’ve taught 
ones where the boys are leading 
the class.” 

According to Mathis, fewer 
girls accepted into medical schools 
because fewer apply. Of those 
who apply to med school, 
however, the acceptance rate is 
about the same as that for male 
students. 

“More girls are appearing here 
as majors who want to go to 
professional school,” Mathis said. 
“Girls are finally being made 
aware that they will be treated on 
the basis of their ability, not their 
sex.” The number of female

Financial aid

Forms may be obtained at 
the Financial Aids office and 
will be processed on a first 
come, first served basis, 
making it important to return 
them promptly, Cromwell 
said. 


situation, with the politicians 
meddling in areas where they are’t 
knowledgeable enough,” he 
added. 

The scholarship commission 
has to begin up to a year ahead of 
the academic year processing 
applications and determining 
eligibility. 

According to Cromwell, the 
General Assembly does not 
discuss the ISSC budget until near 
the end of the session, usually 
some time in July or August. 

By that time, many of the 
notification letters have been sent 
out to students. The ISSC will 
send out revised award letters to 
students this month. 

Bradley is beginning work on 
letters to send out in April just in 
case the extra funds do not come 
through, Cromwell said, but this is 
only an effort to spread clerical 
work over a longer period. 

Bradley gave students with 
ISSC awards the full amount at 


the beginning of the semester, 
assuming that the state will come 
through with the money. 
Cromwell said that most of the 
schools he knows of in Illinois 
followed the same procedure. 

“The problem is simple. The 
ISSC appropriation is not large 
enough to cover students claiming 
scholarships,” Cromwell said. 

The state budget reduction 
leaves schools facing a $3.9 
million deficit for the second 
semester and summer terms. 
Part-time students are not 
affected by the reductions since 
these awards come out of a 
separate fund. 

There is approximately 
$100,000 involved for this 
semester at Bradley, Cromwell 
said. “Even if we had to bill 
students, we would be paid back 
later by the ISSC. But that would 
be just that much more clerical 
work to repay students,” he 
added.

McClintock.Haussler scheduling

Bill McClintock, director of 
intramurals, appeared at Monday’s 
Student Senate meeting to answer 
questions about the operation of 
Ha ussier Hall. Subjects ranging 
from guest passes to weight room 
hours were discussed during the 
question and answer session. 

One of the main topics covered 
was the reasoning behind the 
establishment of the gym’s open

hours. “We’d like to keep things 
open as much as possible, but 
there are costs of supervision and 
janitorial services that do restrict 
us from doing that,” said 
McClintock. “We have to provide 
supervision because if we don’t 
there’s a vandalism problem,” he 
added. 

McClintock also pointed out 
that January and February are the 


peak months for indoor facilities. 
This puts a lot of pressure on 
available space, especially the 
three handball courts. “I know it’s 
hard to get court reservations, but 
there are times during the day 
when the courts will be open for 
two to three hours straight after 
the activity classes have left. It’s 
pot luck as to when they’re open 
during the day, but often they 
are,” McClintock said. 

Senator Sue Ash suggested that 
a Haussler Hall committee be 
created which would make 
recommendations concerning any 
changes that might be helpful. 
The committee would consist of 
members of the PE faculty, 
McClintock, and students 
representing various groups. 
McClintock agreed and expressed 
the opinion that he could obtain 
more input that way while also 
taking some of the pressure off 
him personally. 

After a heated discussion, a 
vote on the recommendation to 


change committee structure in the 
Senate was tabled until next 
week. Treasurer Anne Edwards 
said, “I would just like to know 
where all the people with 
objections were when the 
planning committee was drawing 
this up for the last three weeks.” 


The major objections were to 
an amendment stating that the 
Senate hold bi-weekly instead of 
weekly meetings and several 
objections to the wording of the 
guidelines. The planning 
committee met later in the week 
in an attempt to iron out the 
difficulties. 


Approximately 500 signatures 
were turned in on behalf of the 
petition to eliminate the PE 
requirement. A total of 700 
signatures have now been 
collected in the Senate’s drive to 
reach the goal of 2,000, which 
President Tilton feels is necessary 
if action is to be taken by the 
University Senate. 
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C-ll aids in study skills 


“The Curriculum-11 program is 
designed to help students with 
academic difficulties, or it can be 
used by students who want to 
improve their study skills,” said 
Ray Zarvell, coordinator of the 
program. 

Zarvell said that anyone can 
use this program. “It is primarily 
intended for people on academic 
probation, but it is not 
mandatory. Anybody can use this 
program and it is very helpful.” 

“We don’t push anyone into 
the program. The students return 
on their own account. If a student 
participates for a semester, then at 
the end of it, the student decides 
if he or she wants to return,” said 
Zarvell. 

“The big problem,” Zarvell 
reports, “is the embarrassment 
that students with low grades have 


when meeting students with the 
same poor marks. There is a lack 
of publicity, and students are 
trying to pull marks up on their 
own.” 150 students were enrolled 
in the C-II program last year, but 
probation has increased. 

The enrollment in the program 
has dropped from 56 students last 
fall, to 27 students this semester. 

There are 15 freshmen, three 
sophomores, six juniors, and three 
seniors in the program this 
semester. “The problem these 
students have is poor grades, but 
it can also be a poor showing in 
school because of personal 
problems, lack of goals, and more 
partying and less studying. The 
excuse is ‘I flunked the test, but I 
will do better on the next one.’ 
And more times than not, they 
fail,” Zarvell said. 


Parents are very helpful in a 
program like this. “Parents are 
extremely interested in this 
program. They are provided with 
a progress report on student 
improvement. They help push the 
student into better study habits,” 
Zarvell added. 

There are many departments 
that help the C-II students. The 
Dean of Men and Women, 
counselor in the Counselling 
Center, two instructors in the 
Diagnostic Center, and Dr. Albert 
L. Hunsicker, who is the Guidance 
and Counseling Coordinator. 

Zarvell pointed out that, “Not 
too many colleges are successful 
with a program like this because 
they are just too big. We have 
success because each student has 
his or her own study program. 
There is no group work.” 

“The C-II program will 
continue. We will try to improve 
it and evaluate it at the end of 
each semester. Our main goal is to 
help students achieve success,” 
Zarvell said.

energy costs are going up, and 
that it is not going to be 
a temporary situation.” 

The Task Force has been 
charged with 1) reviewing present 
and future energy requirements 
and costs, 2) reviewing present 
energy conservation efforts and 3) 
recommending to the president a 
program of energy conservation to 
be implemented during 1976-81. 

Bradley’s energy bills, which 
consisted of about 5 per cent of 
this year’s total budget, are 
expected to increase 36 per cent 
next year according to Committee 
Chairman Dr. Donald Albanito, 
compared to the seven per cent 
increase predicted in Bradley’s 
five year planning document. 

In dollar terms, the total 
increase is expected to be 
$60,000, according to Albanito. 

“The problem is so acute,” said 
Albanito, “that Bradley ought to 
consider closing buildings in the 
summer, changing the summer 


school schedule from 2 five-weel 
periods to 1 eight-week period 
and having longer work days. 

“Maybe we would include 
change in calendar where we weri 
off a couple of months in wintei 
Maybe not come back ti 
February.” 

The task force, includinj 
members from both faculty an 
administration, will present ity 
recommendations October 1, 
according to Abegg. 

Dr. Albanito said that the task 
force will also probably givl 
recommendations as they gl 
along. 

Current energy conservatioi 
practices include a reduction o 
building illumination (45,28! 
watts), the elimination of thi 
third shift of janitors ani 
librarians, a lower winter 
temperature (68 degrees) and a 
higher summer temperaturf 
(74-76 degrees).

to end required PE 


Tlfe Scout ran an article on the subject of the PE 
requirement last week. Well, it’s still a valid issue. Student 
Senate is currently circulating petitions asking for the 
elimination of the PE requirement. 

We look at the problem of the PE requirement this way: 
Haussler Hall just opened and the PE staff is obviously 
interested in keeping the buil ing in full use. 

It has probably been at the back of people’s mind that 
before Haussler and without the PE requirement, the only 
people taking activity courses would have been physical 
education majors. 

Even if that was true, the faculty should no longer have to 
rest on the knowledge that two semesters of activity courses 
are required. There is enough in the building to interest a 
great many people. 

One of the strongest reasons for eliminating the 
requirement and going to either a pass-fail system or 
non-credit course is that those students who wish to take a 
course will not find it closed early in registration by under 
classmen looking for an hour to fill a university requirement. 

In the quest for signatures, the Senate hasn’t had as much 
success as expected. Perhaps this is in some part due to 
people’s reluctance to sign anything. 

The petition is not an attempt to do away with the PE 
department or program, only an effort to give students the 
best use of the facility and the department. Therefore we are 
disappointed to see the poor response to the petition. The 
lack of signatures is, we feel, due partially to the system some 
senators are using to circulate the petition. On many dorm 
floors, the document is simply posted on a bulletin board, 
often students don’t even realize it’s there. 

There should be a more systematic approach to the 
problem. Perhaps a volunteer should sit at the entrance to the 
cafeteria during the serving hours in an attempt to gain more 
signatures. Another alternative is to go door to door and 
collect signatures or go to each Greek house. 

Any system should be more successful than the mere 
posting of the petitions. If Senate is truly interested in 
getting the rest of those 2,000 signatures, a more concerted, 
systematic effort will have to be made. 
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BU uncaring 


As an alumnus I have had time 
to reflect on the years I spent at 
Bradley. I’ve also been in the 
unique position of being able to 
see how the school is operating 
this year. 

I find that as before the 
student is really not given the 
proper amount of consideration. 
It would seem that he is an 
unimportant part of the 
university when in fact he is the 
one who keeps Bradley alive. . 

Some organizations 
deliberately antagonize the very 
people they are supposed to help. 
For example, Housing has the 
infamous reputation of being one 
of the last places a student can 
find help. I have had many 
altercations with them and each 
time I was the loser. The reasons 
given were Fmancial, but I saw 
that the situation could be 
improved. 

It’s not so much that the 
student is “ripped off’ or is 
always right in what he does. It’s 
that he is given so much trouble in 
the process. 

Bradley should hire people 
who are better equipped to deal 
with the student population. I 
mean people who are not 
immediately suspicious of the 
student’s intentions and who are 
willing to take action when the 
need is determined. Too often the 
student is left to suffer in silence, 
knowing all the time that his 
cause was just but his power too 
little to fight “the big guys.” 

There are numerous examples, 
such as fmancial aid, the registrar, 
disputes over grades, and most 
recently the loyalty oath at the 
library. Each time the student’s 
importance is forgotten and his 
good-will ignored; but without 
students, Bradley would be a 
ghost town. Moreover, alienating 
students in short-sighted ways is 
likely to make them reluctant to 
give to alumni funds.

preprofessional students at 
Bradley has increased in the last 
few years. At the present, there 
are twenty-three women, as 
opposed to thirty-five men, who 
are majoring in pre-professional 
|biology. 

Many students, Mathis noted, 
do switch their majors from 
biology to medical technology 
because of low grades or lack of 
interest. In addition, many girls 
choose to go into physical therapy 
programs instead of medical 
school. 

Mathis foresees few problems 
for women physicians as far as 
distrust and discrimination go. 
“Discrimination will probably not 
be very important in the future, 
although maybe it has been in the 
past,” commented Mathis. “As 
more women become doctors, 
however, the old taboos are being 
broken.” 

Dr. Richard Trumpe, associate 
dean of student affairs for the 
University of Illinois-Peoria 
School of Medicine, seconded 
Mathis’ statements. “Medicine is a 
very encouraging field for women 
and minorities,” Trumpe said.

Illinois — is strictly on the basis of 
grades, Medical College Aptitude 
Test scores, and letters of 
recommendation, not sex.” 

As for discrimination against 
women doctors, Trumpe noted 
that women often find medicine 
to be a very liberating profession. 
“Doctors are always in demand 
and can pretty much set their own 
hours,” commented Trumpe. “It’s 
also a very exciting and 
challenging profession, although 
very demanding intellectually and 
time-wise.” 

On the other hand, Dr. Bausch 
of the business department feels 
the business world is very much 
prejudiced against women. 
“Although women accountants 
generally have starting salaries 
four to five hundred dollars higher 
than men with the same 
q u a 1 i f i c ations, decisi on-making 
positions, such as 
vice-presidencies, simply are not 
open to women,” Bausch said. 
‘‘There is much more 
discrimination against women 
than blacks.” 

The biggest problem in the 
business world for women, 
according to Bausch, is “the 
unadulterated sexual pressures put 
on women.” Often, he added.

It’s ‘you go to bed with me or 
your career will be stymied’.” The 
only way, he added, that this 
problem can be solved is for 
women to band together and fight 
it. 

Dr. Lermack foresees few 
problems for women lawyers 
today. “In the past, women 
tended to specialize in tax law or 
other areas which would not place 
them in the public eye. 
Traditionally, they did not 
become trial lawyers, enter 
politics or have wealthy clients. 
The feeling was that clients 
wouldn’t trust, and juries 
wouldn’t be persuaded, by women 
attorneys,” he explained. “Now 
women like Bella Abzug, one of 
the first women trial lawyers, have 
helped to break the ice for other 
women.” 

The consensus of opinion 
seems to.be that women can do 
just as well, if not better, than 
men in traditionally 
male-dominated fields. The days 
when law, medicine and business 
were all-male professions are over. 
Instead, women lawyers, doctors 
and executives are coming 
forward to take an active part in 
what was formerly “a man’s 
world.”

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Grandeur of an age recalled

“The Hindenburg.” 

The grandeur that was.' 
Aviation’s grandest and most 
luxurious age of air travel came to 
an end suddenly and tragically on 
a cold May afternoon in 1937 
when the zeppelin Hindenburg 
exploded and crashed at 
Lakehurst, New Jersey. This film 
is a recreation of the events which 
led up to the holocaust but much 
more than that it is the recreation 
of a sadly bygone era of air travel. 

There’s something undeniably 
and irresistibly romantic about 
zeppelins. They may be 
ponderous whales on the ground 
but in the air they are as graceful 
as any bird. It is this part of the 
movie that maintains your interest 
when the rest cannot. 


The plot of “The Hindenburg” 
concerns its last flight and the 
efforts to destroy the dirigible and 
those to prevent its sabotage. 
There are three books now out on 
the Hindenburg, including the one 
that served as a basis for this 
movie, and all show conclusive 
proof that it was indeed 
sabotaged. The movie recreates 
these events (and as such is a 
documentary; not a disaster film) 
with reasonable accuracy which 
includes having George C. Scott 
sneaking around the zeppelin with 
a ruthless Gestapo agent (Roy 
Thinnes) under his feet. The 
sparks really fly between these 
two and their scenes are a lot 
more interesting than the 
interludes with Scott and Anne 
Bancroft.

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Hopeful future for private colleges 


(CPS)—Private colleges may 
not be on the brink of financial 
and academic ruin as some 
educators have feared, and most 
of their presidents are beginning 
to see the light at the end of the 
tunnel. 

A study conducted by Howard 
Bowen, a crack economist of 
higher education, claims that the 
widely held belief that private 
colleges are in trouble is based on 
“evidence that is circumstantial, 
incomplete and out of date.” 


After surveying 100 colleges 
for the report commissioned by 
the Association of American 
Colleges (AAC), Bowen noted 
“budgetary tightness” at some 
campuses along with instances of 
decreased enrollment. The report 
also observes stepped up 
competition between private 
colleges and low tuition public 
colleges for students. But rather 
than ringing the death knell for 
private education, the report has a 
hopeful outlook for private

education. 

For example, the report 
shows that enrollment, faculty 
and academic programs have all 
grown since 1970. In addition, 
revenues to finance current 
programs have grown faster than 
the rate of inflation. 

Overall enrollment, Bowen 
says, has grown by eight percent 
since the 1969-70 school year. 
Although the total number of 
undergraduates dropped off 
slightly since then, burgeoning 
ranks of graduate and professional 
students have more than offset 
that loss. State and federal 
government student aid and more 
active recruiting have also helped 
bolster enrollment. 

During the same time period, 
faculty ranks grew by five percent 
while administrative and clerical 
staffs grew at twice that rate. 
Salary hikes for faculty members 
slipped behind living costs 
however.

Money to fuel current 
operations increased slighlty since 
1970 even after allowances were 
made for inflation and enrollment 
growth. The report claims that 
although tuition jumped by 25 
percent at private institutions, the 
schools didn’t gain a greater share 
of their revenue because of tuition 
increases. Tuition hikes were 
offset by inflation, according to 
the report. 

This stability, the report notes, 
has been maintained in spite of a 
depressed economy and stock 
market, inflation, donor anger at 
protesting students and the 
difference between public and 
private school tuition. 

But the report doesn’t paint an 
entirely rosy picture of private 
education. Researchers found that 
27 of the 100 schools surveyed 
were in “serious distress.” 
However, the report’s authors 
stressed they weren’t suggesting 
that 27 percent of the nation’s 
866 private colleges were on the 
road to extinction on the basis of 
their sample. 

Since 1970, 16 accredited 

private colleges have closed shop, 
while 19 percent of the 290 
colleges founded between 1947 
and 1970 have disappeared. 
Concentrated on these closings 
obscures the basic strength of the 
private college system, the report 
held.

Braves snap road skid

Bradley’s basketball team 
finally cured its road woes this 
week, at least temporarily, but it 
may be too late to salvage a berth 
in a post-season tournament 
because of two crucial conference 
losses last week. 

The Braves, sporting a 12-9 
record going into last night’s 
contest at Southern Illinois, play 
host to New Mexico State 
tomorrow night at 7:30. All that 
will remain then are two road 
dates, at North Texas State and 
Louisville, and the season finale 
here against Wichita State on 
March 4. 

Monday night at Creighton, the 
Braves did what they haven’t been 
able to do all season: hang in and 
win the close one on the road. 
And after holding an 11-point 
lead midway through the first 
half, then squandering it away to 
go seven points down late, it 
looked like another chapter in a 
book of near misses. 

But Bradley came out of its 
zone and pressured man-to-man 
with just over three minutes left 
to force several Creighton 
turnovers. 

Besides the ball-handling 
errors, the Bluejays blew three 
back-door layups down the 
stretch, which Bradley capitalized 
on to come within one point on 
Mike Davis’ jumper with less than 
a minute remaining. 

Seconds later, Davis rebounded 
a missed Creighton free throw and 
then was fouled trying to put up a 
shot with five seconds left. 

Davis sank both throws 
between Bluejay timeouts. 
Creighton inbounded the ball and 
leading scorer Rick Apke, who 
finished with 22 points, actually 
hit on a long shot as time ran out. 
But the officials ruled that the 
shot came too late and the Braves 
had their first road win since a 
Jan. 8 thumping at Loyola. 

Davis finished the game with 
21 points, getting 17 in the first 
half, while freshman Marcel de 
Souza came through with 19. 

The victory offered a morale 
boost to the. team, which lost its 
first conference home game to 
West Texas State last Saturday. 

In that game, Bradley shot 
only 39.1 per cent from the floor, 
one of its worst performances of 
the season, and managed only five 


points in the final ten minutes of 
play. 

“We took some bad shots, had 
some turnovers and lacked 
patience at times,” coach Joe 
Stowell said, explaining what 
happened to his team. 

But Stowell was even more 
concerned about the defense, or 
lack of it, in the first half. “Our 
defense in the first half was just 
terrible,” he said. 

The defense did better in the 
second half, holding the Buffalos 
to only 22 points before the final 
40 seconds. But in the final 
portion of the second half, the 
offense broke down. 

de Souza finished with 26 
points to lead all scorers. Mike 
Davis contributed 16, but 
managed to hit only 7 of 21 shots. 
He added 11 rebounds. 

In a game surrounded by 
controversy, the Braves dropped a 
96-94 decision Feb. 12 at Drake. 

The final margin was already 
set with three seconds left when 
the Bulldogs’ Ken Harris missed a 
free throw and de Souza 
rebounded. Officials’ whistles 
were blown, but there was some 
question as to whether a foul or 
time out was called. In the end, 
however, neither was allowed 
because it was ruled that time had 
run out when the whistle was 
blowing. 

Braves forward Roger Phegley 
vehemently argued the call with 
the officials following the game, 


but to no avail. 

Bradley had its chance to tie 
the game before the final call was 
made. The Braves got off three 
shots in its final offensive flurry 
before Davis fouled Harris going 
for a rebound. None dropped. 

Jim Caruthers led Bradley with 
23 points and Davis had 16. But it 
was a 13-point performance from 
reserve forward Dennis Smith 
which put the Braves back into 
contention. 

Smith came off the bench and 
made four steals as Bradley 
hustled its way back into the 
game after trailing by 11 with 14 
minutes to go. 

“Dennis played a real good 
game,” said Stowell. “And Davis 
played real well the second half. 

“We scored 56 points in the 
second half and that should be 
enough to win,” he continued. 
“But we had to stop them and we 
didn’t.” 

As for the confusing call at the 
end of the game, Stowell was 
surprisingly quiet, but was firm as 
to what would happen if video 
tapes of the game showed the 
officials to be in error. 

“We can’t protest it and it 
wouldn’t change the outcome of 
the game any,” he said. “But if 
it’s wrong and it shows up on the 
tape, then we’ll take it to the 
conference commissioner.”

“There’s a lot of little things 
Senate can do for the people,” 
Edwards said, indicating that 
improved communications will be 
an important goal of her 
administration. “In a year from 
now everyone will know what 
Senate is,” she concluded. 

Baroni, a senior BMA major, is 
basing his write-in campaign on a 
change from the status quo. “Over 
the last couple of years Senate has 
existed by default, it’s not 
representative of the student 
body,” Baroni said. 

Baroni said his plans for 
attending graduate school at 
Bradley after his graduation in 
May are contingent on his being 
elected president.

Projects Poznanovich would 
like to see Senate undertake 
include a possible investigation of 
the Bookstore and an examination 
of the basketball validation 
procedure. “I’d like to make 
validation less of a bother to the 
students,” he said. 

Poznanovich agrees with 
Edwards that the Senate must 
become more of an information 
center to serve the students. “We 
have to be more of a student 
senate,” he said. 

“Before it was always Kevin 
Tilton’s plans or those who 
worked closely with him,” 
Poznanovich said, “I think the 
new committee structure is an 
excellent idea to get more people 
involved.” 

Like Edwards, Poznanovich 
plans to do little campaigning. 
“We’ll do enough to get the voters 
out, but not as much as last year,” 
he said. “The number of voters is 
important”, he continued, “if you 
only get one quarter of the 
campus voting, one quarter of the 
campus will be interested in 

what’s going on.”

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Fire drills won't save

Ever been “rescued” from a 
boring class back in high school 
by having a fire drill? Of course, 
that wasn’t the real reason for 
having them - their function was 
to ascertain that should a fire ever 
occur, everyone could be 
evacuated in a reasonably short 
period of time.

A motion allowing for a 
separate table to be set aside for 
the signing of petitions in the 
elections area was also passed 
Monday. Its purpose is to allow 
those persons who wish to sign 
the petition to abolish the PE 
requirement a last chance to do 
so.

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Well, our semester is now one-third over, and students have seen enough of 
this semester’s classes and teachers to know which of their courses are turning 
out enjoyable and which ones are obvious duds. 

I’ve been pretty lucky this semester with an unusually good schedule, but past 
years have turned up some awful lemons which I signed up for because they 
looked interesting in the course description catalogue. 

It’s too bad students don’t have a better way of evaluating courses before they 
register for them. It’s not much of a problem for engineering, nursing or other 
students whose schedules are mostly made up for them, but many of our fellow 
scholars have quite a few choices over which electives they can take. 

If you need information about classes and teachers, you can always ask 
around to see if others have taken them. This can be a pain though, and there is 
always some interesting-sounding class being offered by some obscure 
department that nobody knows anything about. 

The logical way of solving this problem is to make class evaluations by 
students mandatory in each department. Evaluation sheets could be put on file 
so a student could see what he was getting into before actually getting into it. 

As things are now, some departments do require them. Others leave the 
individual teacher to decide whether or not to use them. The engineering 
departments even have student and faculty committees that make out the 

evaluation forms. c 

Some departments don’t like the idea of class evaluation sheets. Some 
individual teachers like the idea even less. It doesn’t take a genius to figure out 

Wh In the three years I’ve been at Bradley, only five of my teachers have handed 
out evaluation forms. All five of those teachers I would rate as either good or 
excellent * 

But the bad teachers, the ones whose classes are as exciting as leaky taucets, 

^'i don’t blame them. If a bad teacher realizes he’s bad, as I’m sure most of 
them do, why should he give students a chance to blast him? He gets enough 
negative feedback when half his class goes to sleep during his lectures. 

This is not really a new idea. Evaluation sheets were used extensively a few 
years ago and the results were compiled and printed in booklets which were 
available to students. That is obviously the ideal way to go about it 

Unfortunately, printing the results costs money and the lack of funds can be a 

deterrent in any worthwhile project. , , . flll 

What I’m proposing, though, would cost little. It would, however, be help 
to students while at the same time force members of the faculty into evaluating 

their own teaching skills. , 

I’m not saying all the teachers around here need it. But some do. 

Prospective dorm staff meeting

An increasing number of 
students across the nation are 
defaulting in paying back loans 
borrowed while in school. 

Each year, loans of over $8 
billion are made to over 4.5 
million students under the Federal 
Insured Student Loan (FISL) 
program, according to a Dec. 29 
article in the Louisville 
Courier-Jour ml. 

The national default rate on 
these loans is over 18 per cent, 
according to Dr. Frank Julian, 
Murray State University 
vice-president. 

This is a one billion dollar tax 
loss, according to the 
Courier-Jourml. Bradley’s default 
rate under the FISL program is 
currently zero, according to David 
Pardieck, in the Financial Aids 
Office. 

This is due partly to Bradley’s 
low involvement in the 
program, only eight or nine 
students are currently involved in 
the program and all of them are 
from out-of-state. 

“Most people use the Illinois 
Guaranteed Loan program,” said 
Pardieck. “If you’re from a state 
with a guaranteed loan program 
you can’t use the FISL program.” 

Bradley’s default rate on the 
Illinois Guaranteed Loans is about 
3 per cent, according to Pardieck. 

“We are understandably proud 
of our low default rate,” said 
Pardieck. “It reflects the quality 
of students we have at Bradley. 

“It is low, however, because of 
the efforts we make to keep it 
low.” 

Pardieck placed the blame for 
the rising default rate in the 
country partly on the high 
unemployment. 

‘The majority of Bradley 
students do find jobs,” Pardieck 
said. “Maybe that’s why we don’t

have as high a default rate.” 

Pardieck also said students 
often don’t realize the problems 
they might encounter later when 
they take out the loan. 

“It’s too easy, when you’re in 
school, to come in and say you 
want a loan, then go down to the 
bank and probably be given 
one-then be faced on graduation 
with six or seven thousand dollars 
worth of loans and no means of 
paying it back. 

“My advice is to make the loan 
the last resort, and take it out 
only for the amount you need,” 
Pardieck said. 

The number of students at 
Bradley under some sort of 
guaranteed loan program has 
grown from 361 in 1967 to 529 
this year, an increase of over 
$350,000 in loans. “Fifteen per 
cent of the students are on some 
sort of loan aid,” Pardieck said.

new affirmative action 
program-if it exists.” 

A written affirmative action 
program does exist, according to 
Bradley President Martin Abegg. 
It has “just recently” been 
approved by the Board of 
Trustees and thus has not been 
seen by Gwynn yet, Abegg said. 

Bradley has had a general 
Affirmative Action policy 
statement which gives the 
university’s “posture” on the idea 
of affirmative action. An 
affirmative action program is 
more “action-oriented”, Abegg 
explained. A program outlines the 
efforts the university is 
undertaking to correct any 
deficincies in the implementation 
of the policy, according to Abegg. 

If the new program is lacking in 
goals and timetables, Gwynn said 
he would “have no choice except 
to press charges.” The duties of 
the Affirmative Action officer, 
outlined in the Bradley policy, are 
the “responsibility of the director 
of personnel” Abegg said.. 
Presently that position is not 
permanently filled, due to the 
resignation of Charles 
Chamberlain, former personnel 
director and Affirmative Action 
officer.

secure a new director of personnel 
and that person will assume the 
Affirmative Action office duties, 
Abegg said. 

Gwynn accused Bradley of 
ignoring its responsibility to 
write and implement an 
Affirmative Action program in the 
60s when they began receiving 
funds. Institutions receiving in 
excess of $50,000 in federal funds 
are required to have a written 
program, under penalty of losing 
the funds. 

“Even the federal government 
is in violation of the law by giving 
money to institutions that they 
know are not complying with the 
rule,” Gwynn said. 


Most minorities at Bradley are 
employed in janitorial service, 
according to Gwynn. There 
should be a greater number 
recruited to work in areas such as 
teaching and counseling, he said.

Governor Dan Walker urged 
Monday that the Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission (ISSC) 
give college and university 
students their full scholarships for 
the rest of the school year. 

Walker said he will support a 
$3.95 million supplemental 
appropriation for scholarships for 
the current fiscal year. 

The ISSC has sufficient funds 
now to award full grants to all 
scholarship recipients currently 
enrolled. The supplemental 
appropriation would fund awards 
to those who enroll around 
mid-April. 

Walker said the supplemental 
appropriation will enable the 
commission to avoid proration of 
scholarship awards. 

The commission earlier 


announced its intention to reduce 
scholarship awards by 12 per cent 
for semester students this 
semester and by 18 per cent for 
quarter students in the third 
quarter. 

Bradley Director of Financial 
Aids Thomas Cromwell has said 
he feels it is unlikely the cuts will 
be followed through and students 
should not have to make up the 
reductions. 

In the current fiscal year, 
approximately 92,400 Illinois 
residents will receive $68,750,000 


in scholarship awards assuming 
the supplemental appropriation is 
approved. This represents an 
increase of nearly $10.5 million in 
scholarship awards over last year 
— and 15,000 more students 
assisted than last year. 

Since fiscal year 1973, funds 
available for the State Monetary 
Awards have grown by $17.7 
million or 35 per cent. This has 
made it possible to provide an 
increase of 22,812 awards a year 
or 33 per cent more awards 
compared to 1973.

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Braves finish season against Wichita State : inal

The old timers cante back last 
Saturday night, and it was just 
like the good old days in 
Robertson Field House as the 
Bradley basketball team outlasted 
New Mexico State in a 
run-and-gun shoot out, 99-93. But 
on the road, the Braves continued 
their season-long habit of letting 
the close one get away in the final 
minutes, losing at Southern 
Illinois, 63-61. 

In front of another sellout 
crowd, which included members 
from five of Bradley’s greatest 
teams, Big Mike Davis pumped in 
35 points and grabbed 15 
rebounds as Bradley hung onto 
the middle rung of the Missouri. 
Valley Conference standings. 


Roger Phegley added 20 
points, Jim Caruthers had 12 to 
go with nine assists, and Dennis 
Smith scored 10 with six assists. 

Smith has been starting 
at various times at guard since 
scoring 13 points in a losing cause 
at Drake. “Dennis is an intelligent 
player,” coach Joe Stowell said. 

“He’s worked hard his play and 
his contribution to the team.” 

The Braves shot 57.5 per cent 
for the game, including 61.1 per 
cent in the second half, something 
which Stowell attributed to good 
shot selection. 

But the defense allowed 93 

points and Bradley could never 

quite put the Aggies away, 

although they were on the verge 
after New Mexico State guard 


Dexter Hawkins fouled out with 
5:30 left on a questionable call. 

“Naturally they’re going to 
score more points when you score 
that much,” Stowell said. “But 
the defense is not good enough at 
times.” Bradley ranks last in the 
Valley in defense and in 
rebounding. 

“We score off of our offense 
most of the time,” Stowell 
continued. “But other teams score 
on their second and third shots 
against us. Our lack of rebounding 
limits our opportunities.” 

The Braves were 39-33 losers 
on the boards, and other than 
Davis no Bradley player could 
manage to grab more than four 
rebounds. Russeill Letz pulled 
down 12 for the Aggies. 


Feb. 19 in Carbondale, Bradley 
started with the same intensity 
that carried them to a one-point 
win at Creighton three days 
before, but could not hold on. 

Jumping to a quick lead, the 
Braves held off a late first-half 
rally to lead by one at halftime, 
inched away to an 11 -point 
margin with less than 10 minutes 
remaining in the game, and then 
scored only seven points in the 
final nine-and-a-half minutes, 
losing by two. 

Richard Ford tipped in a 
missed shot with 20 seconds left 
to give SIU its first, last, and only 
necessary lead of the ball game. 

Bradley had a chance to win, 
but freshman Marcel de Souza 
missed on a jumper, a shot that

“I’m really glad I won,” 
Edwards said at a post election 
party at her apartment. “People 
are going to hear from Senate this 
year,” she continued. 

Sue Ash and Mike Trucco, 
running on the Edwards ticket for 
secretary and treasurer were 
unopposed and won by landslides. 
Ash polled 692 votes, more than 
any other candidate. 

“I think we did pretty damned 
good,” Baroni said. “We’re 
pleased so*many turned out and 
voted for us,” he added. For 
Baroni it was his second 
unsuccessful attempt at gaining 
the all-school presidency. He was 
defeated by Phil Pritzker two 
years ago. Over 100 votes cast for 
Baroni and Erickson had to be 
thrown out, because they were 
improperly marked, according to 
Rob Dixon, chairman of the 
election committee. 

“About 730 people voted,” 
Dixon said. He said that the 
turnout was greater than he 
expected though it was only 
about half the number who cast 
ballots last spring. 

Chris Peterson, running 
unopposed for Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) Chairperson polled 560 
votes. Peterson replaces Claire 
Manning, who was elected the 
first SABRC chairperson last year. 

Kay Mangan was the only 
write-in candidate to be elected, 
narrowly defeating Iioyd Murphy 
for the fifth Campus Affairs and 
Activities Board (CAAB) position. 
Janice Michelsen, David Schiller, 
Kent Poindexter, and Ed Mack 
were chosen the other four CAAB 


representatives. Mack was 
Wednesday’s only double winner, 
edging Dan Brown for the fourth 
Senior Class seat. 

The other close race involved 
Bob Oschman and Rob McNally 
for the fourth Sophomore Class 
seat. Oschman won the position 
by two votes. 

Dixon said that despite the 
closeness of several of the races 
that none of the candidates had 
requested a recount. 

For Edwards it was the third 
year in succession that she had 
been elected an all-school 
office. In 1974 she was elected 
vice-president on Pritzker’s ticket, 
and last year she was chosen 


treasurer. 

Edwards views the new 
committee structure which she 
helped initiate as Senate’s chance 
to reach more students. “It gives 
non-Senate people the 
opportunity to get involved with 
Senate,” she said. Edwards 
believes that the recently 
instituted Senate committees will 
increase input to student 
government. “If people have 
gripes, start yelling,” she said. 

Dixon said that there may have 
been some campaign violations 
but that he would not be sure 
until he had time to evaluate the 
situation. Fines can be levied for 
illegal campaigning procedures 
according to election regulations. 


Ford here tonight 

President Gerald Ford will appear tonight at the 
Robertson Memorial Field House at 7:30. There is no 
admission charge for the program which has been scheduled 
under the auspices of the Everett McKinley Dirksen Chair for 
American Government. 

Ford will give a few introductory remarks and will then 
entertain questions from the audience. 

While the program begins officially at 7:30, the president 
will not appear until 8. The Bradley band is tentatively 
scheduled to perform. 

The Field House will open about 6:30 to the public, with 
seating on a first-come, first-served basis. 

The Everett McKinley Dirksen Chair was established after 
the distinguished U.S. senator’s death. Its purpose, according 
to Bradley President Martin G. Abegg, is to draw major 
governmental figures to the University. 

Abegg also indicated that facilities would be set up to 
handle an overflow crowd if necessary. Ford is scheduled to 
stay overnight in Peoria. This appearance is in conjunction 
with a campaign trip through Illinois for the March 16 
primary.

Dr. Virgil R. Grunkemeyer, 
associate professor of education 
for 10 years, and Dr. Brendan E.A 
Liddell, associate professor of 
philosophy for 11 years, are 
seeking election to political 
offices. 

Grunkemeyer is running for a 
Democratic Congressional seat in 
the eighteenth district, and 
Liddell is on the Democratic 
ballot for a seat on the County 
Board. The chances for a 
Grunkemeyer victory appear very 
good. “My current position is very 
strong and favorable. I have 
received endorsements from the 
Peoria-Tazewell County AFL-CIO, 
and the Democratic County 
Committee. The Committee chose 


me because no other candidate 
showed up. So the County 
Committee chairman did not 
officially endorse me, but he said 
that I can assume it. I am also 
expecting an endorsement from 
the Chicago Tribune 
Grunkemeyer points out. 

“I desired to be congressman 
for a long time. Politics is an 
avocation and a hobby of mine. 
Why should I sit around and be 
concerned and be on the 
sidelines? I will be more effective 
in Washington and I am looking 
for a victory,” Grunkemeyer said. 

Liddell is on the ballot along 
with six other people running 
for five positions. He ran 
unsuccessfully for County Board 
eight years ago, and the City 


Council three years ago. 

“I have put very little time in 
campaigning and unfortunately I 
don’t expect to win,” Liddell 
continued. “I am interested in 
community affairs. I like to take 
part in the government of my 
community and those people that 
are elected aren’t very good. They 
just don’t have enough people on 
the ballot.” 

There have been very 
successful politicians who were 
teachers before they entered into 
politics. Avril Harriman, Senator 
Eugene McCarthy, and Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, just to name a 
few. 

“My campaigning is not 
interfering with my teaching at 
Bradley. And I would never let it 
do so,” Grunkemeyer said. 

G ru nkemeyer’s political 
platform is as follows: 

1. Remind the federal

Since tuition at Bradley pays 
for onfy about 83-85 per cent of 
the cost of educating each 
student, additional funds must 
come from somewhere. The 
Development Office is in charge 
of getting these funds, and they 
have organized the University 
Development Office Student 
Committee to assist in 
development activities. 

According to Director of 
Annual Programs Orville 
Nothdurft, “Development 
basically means fund raising.” But 
Monica S. Smiley, student 
coordinator of the new committee 
said, “There is much more to it.”

a free market, no export controls, 
no acreage allotments and to have 
a world market. We would be able 
to ship more grain to countries 
and this would enable the farmers 
to have reasonable profits. 

2 . A reducement in 
spending on needless and 
unnecessary programs. 

3. A more balanced budget, 
the past 17 years, 16 of them 
were deficit spending. We need to 
reduce deficit spending for the 
fiscal year in 1977. The fiscal year 
of 1976 cost the taxpayers 
approximately $43 billion in 
interest. 

4. We need controls over 
Medicare and Medicaid. 

Grunkemeyer will use an 
“open door” policy with the 
community. “I will have a closer 
working relationship between 
congressman and constituents. I 
will make every attempt to visit 
with people of each county, 
because you have to be seen by 
the people you represent. This 
way they can express their views 
to me,” Grunkemeyer explained, 
explained. 

With other candidates spending 
large sums of money on their 
campaigns, Grunkemeyer is 


unique in that he receives no 
financial support. “I use my own 
funds for my campaign. My wife, 
who is a school teacher in East 
Peoria, is the greatest supporter I 
have. My parents and in-laws are 
also extremely excited about my 
running for office,” Grunkemeyer 
said. 

Grunkemeyer is counting on 
the votes from Bradley students 
and faculty. “Other teachers 
should get involved in political 
campaigns and even be candidates. 
If I don’t succeed, I will try 
again,” Grunkemeyer continued. 
“My last name won’t hurt me. It 
is so unusual that it will become a 
household name - like Spiro 
Agnew.”

I am prompted to write this 
letter after reading “PE has its 
advantages” in last week’s issue of 
the Scout. Granted, Haussler Hall 
was badly needed on this campus 
and well I know as I took my PE 
courses in Hewitt Hall. Now we 
have excellent facilities for 
science, engineering, liberal arts 
and PE majors. But what about 
the students in the fine arts? 

We have to put up with 
outdated facilities such as 
Constance Hall, an old dormitory; 
Duryea Hall, an old automobile 
assembly factory; and Carousel 
Playhouse. 

To see concerts we must go off 
campus due to the gross 
inadequacy, acoustic and seating 
capacity of Neumiller Chapel, the 
Student Center Ballroom, and the 
Field House, an old airplane 
hangar! 

Why shouldn’t we as students 
be able to see a concert of serious 
(classical) music or folk-rock 
music in a well-equipped 
auditorium? Why shouldn’t we be 
able to see a theater production in 
a decent theater? This university 
is seriously deficient in a fine arts 
school. 

The PE m ajor pays 
approximately $2400 a year 
(tuition) to go to school in a new 
PE complex. The science major 
pays approximately $2400 a year 
in tuition to go to school in a 
realtively new science complex. 
Why must I pay that same price to 
go to school in a renovated old 
dormitory. 

In her letter, Jane Richards 
asks, “twenty years from now 
with shorter working hours and 
increased leisure time, what are 
you going to do with your leisure 
time?” 

First of all, it won’t be twenty 
years before that happens. 
Second, think how often during 
the day you hear music, whether 
it be in a restaurant or a shopping 
complex. Think of the times 
you’ve gone to see a theater 


production. Most of the 
performing organizations on 
campus choose to perform in 
facilities away from Bradley 
because of the poor facilities we 
have on campus. This leads to a 
serious deficiency in education of 
the overall student body. 

To be well-educated, we must 
all have a certain knowledge of 
the fine arts. In this area we are all 
lacking because we don’t have the 
opportunity to see performances 
on campus. 

Instead of spending our money 
on the renovation of Hewitt Hall 
into a deficient fine arts building, 
why not seriously consider 
funding for a new performing arts 
center to be used for the 
educational betterment of all 
students in the university.

Peoria area and asking for gifts for 
the university. According to 
Smiley, this is a vital part of the 
development process. The 
Development Office feels that 
students can better represent the 
university than the development 
office can. 

Nothdurft told students at the 
first meeting that the more work 
there is in the development area 
the more likely tuition costs will 
stay down. 

Atchison said that funds for 
the university come from an 


endowment income, auxiliary 
enterprises, and gifts.

Air Force announces phase-out of ROTC detachment

Bradley President Martin 
Abegg was officially notified 
Wednesday of last week of the 
decision to close down the Air 
Force Reserve Officers Training 
Corps (AFROTC) program here. 

The decision will not affect 
this year’s juniors, but scholarship 
students who are currently 
sophomores or freshmen must 
either give up their scholarships or 
transfer to another school with an 
AFROTC program. Bradley has 
had an AFROTC program for 27 
years. - 


Currently, 30 of the 65 
students in the program at 


Bradley are on full ROTC 
scholarship, which includes 
tuition, books and $100 per 
month. The 16 juniors in the 
program will not be affected by 
the decision made by the Air 
University which supervises the 
AFROTC program. 

When President Gerald Ford 
appeared last week in the Field 
House, he expressed disbelief and 
disgust at the closing of the 
program and told the crowd he 
would look into their decision. 

Ford has reportedly asked for 
the reasons for the cancellation. 
The decision was made official 
last week in a letter to the 


university, before Ford came to 
Peoria. 

According to Lt. Col. Thomas 
Slawson, director of Aerospace 
Studies at Bradley, the Air Force 
began to prepare a position paper 
Saturday morning on the decision 
to close the Bradley program. 

Slawson said the cost of closing 
to the university is a fluid figure, 
depending on how many students 
leave the university because of the 
decision. He estimated the cost to 
be in the vicinity of $200,000 
over a four-year period. 

This figure includes the figure 
paid in tuition, but all cadets, 
even those not on scholarship, 
receive $100 per month their 


junior and senior year. Some of 
this money probably goes to the 
university in the form of room 
and board payments, Slawson 
said. 

If some of the cadets not on 
scholarship ets, even those not on 
scholarship, receive $100 per 
month their junior and senior 
year. Some of this money 
probably goes to the university in 
the form of room and board 
payments, Slawson said. 

Bradley is one of a dozen 
schools across the country losing 
its ROTC program. The decision 
was made on a cost per student 
basis and on the number of 
students in the program. 


According to Director of 
Information Services Sam Wagner, 
the quota of juniors necessary to 
maintain a program was 17, while 
at Bradley there are currently 16 
juniors. 

Slawson pointed out that the 
smaller the number of students, 
the higher the cost per student. 
Present staff at Bradley now 
consisted of three officers, two 
non-commissioned officers and a 
secretary. Next year, if the 
decision stands, the staff will be 
one officer and one 
non-commissioned officer and a 
secretary. All offices and 
classrooms will be moved to the 
third floor of Sisson. 



AWS, Planned Parenthood support birth control facility 


Associated Women Students 
(AWS) last week submitted a plan 
to the Campus Affairs and 
Activities Board (CAAB) for the 
establishment of a birth control 
clinic on campus. 

Representatives from the 
Planned Parenthood Association 
met with CAAB this week to 
further discuss the proposal. If 
approved by CAAB, the proposal 
will be submitted to Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg for 
consideration. 

Three separate proposals were 
submitted to CAAB. The first 


for students on the availibility of 
birth control services in the Peoria 
area. 

The second provided for the 
same information campaigns with 
a weekly clinic to provide birth 
control supplies, pregnancy tests 
and individual conferences. 

The third and most in-depth 
proposal included, in addition to 
the information campaign, a 
weekly clinic with full 
gynecological services. This would 
include not only birth control 
supplies, but also physician 
examinations and prescriptions 


proposal would need a larger 
investment in time and resources, 
but could be a part of the Health 
Center facilities, it was felt by 
members of AWS. 

The third proposal received the 
best response from AWS, which 
based its evaluation of what was 
needed at Bradley on a survey 
taken recently by 454 women on 
campus. Of those polled, 79.7 per 
cent said there was a need for 
such a center at Bradley and 83.4 
per cent asked that some form of 
birth control services be available 
at the Health Center.

An article in a Peoria newspaper last week hinted that the Bradley University 
administration will be carefully watching the community reaction to A Little 
Night Music before making the final decision whether or not Hewitt Hall will be 
remodeled into a theatrical complex. 

The reporter who wrote the story explained to me that the university, 
through the work of an efficiency expert, has determined that the theatre 
department is not “cost effective.” 

Or, in layman s terms, the department isn’t pulling its monetary weight on 
campus. 

So, the university administration is allegedly waiting to see what kind of 

numbers the theatre department can show for their new dinner-play. 

If this is true, it wouldn t surprise me. Nobody’s handing out any medals for 
the way Bradley has treated the theatre department in the past. 

Dr. Ron Koperski, chairman of the Speech & Theatre department, indicated 
that the department is treading water while awaiting a final decision on Hewitt 
Hall. 

“We’re in a holding pattern while waiting for the new facilities,” Koperski 
said. “We’re only doing two main productions this year instead of the usual 
four.” 

“To use the analogy, it’s like a chemistry department without a chemistry 
lab.” 

It’s no secret that the department was hurt by criticism when their last major 
play, That Championship Season made little use of student help. Koperski 
believes much of the criticism was unfair. 

“Bradley approved the idea of doing Championship Season last spring,” he 
said. “We wanted to do it right away last semester to kick the season off and let 
the town know we’re doing something. Unfortunately, few students were around 
during the summer to help get it ready.” 

“The play was intended as a showcase for the university and the theatre 
program. We’re always thinking of Bradley first.” 

It’s bad enought the threatre department has to operate out of an orange 
crate like the Carousel Playhouse, but the university has shown little cooperation 
during the few times the department has operated outside of Carousel. 

“It was like pulling teeth getting Neumiller Chapel (for That Championship 
Season), Koperski said. I must have used 80 memos. ‘Can we use this room? 
Can we turn on these lights? Can we put sawdust on the floor?’ ” 

I suppose it s pretty easy to subtract a department’s costs from the revenues 
it brings in to see if the department is “cost effective.” 

But how do you measure what the theatre department has done for the 
university and community in terms of knowledge, entertainment and culture? I 
find it hard to believe the university isn’t interested in that aspect of the 
problem. 

Perhaps instead of worrying how to cut costs, the university might try to find 
out what can be done to improve the situation and make the department “cost 
effective.” 

But the way things have gone in the past, I think the threatre department had 
better cross its fingers and pray that Night Music will be a smash success. 

Because as Koperski summed it up, “Around here, if you don’t break even, 
you get burned.”

Basketball- 
where is it going? 

In 1966 Bradley students rioted in the streets, protesting the 
university’s decision to turn down a bid for the basketball team to play 
in the National Invitational Tournament (NIT). In 1976, there is no 
riot, there is barely an NIT, and even if there was, the basketball team 
would not have the slightest chance of going. 

The latest edition of the basketball Braves finished with a 
disappointing 13-13 record. That, especially after last year’s 15-11 
finish, and the magic of the wonder team of two years ago has suddenly 
worn off.

Perhaps the time has come to seriously evaluate the basketball 
program at Bradley, and decide which direction it’s going to take. 
Should the university continue to spend large sums of money to 
support a major college basketball team, or should cuts be made and 
the program dropped to a lower division of the NCAA or even the 
NAIA (small schools)? 

The competition the Braves have faced over the last eleven years has 
sometimes been less than impressive. Granted, there have been tough 
teams on the schedule: UCLA, Houston, North Carolina, Minnesota, 
Memphis State, and Louisville to name a few. But the bulk of the 
team’s winning percentage over that period was compiled against 
college division teams. 

Starting with that 1965-66 season, which ended with the rejected 
NIT bid, Bradley’s basketball team has piled up a 176-116 record, good 
enough for second best among major college schools in Illinois. 

But consider that 58 of those games were played against schools that 
have small college standing, or did have at the time Bradley played 
them. (Three exceptions are games against Athletes in Action, the 
Polish Olympians, and Sub Pacific, but these games were included in 
the total record.) 

In those 58 games, the Braves were 56-2. So take away those games, 
and the record is suddenly a mere 120-114. Now, take away games 
played against North Texas State, which until a couple years ago was 
the Missouri Valley Conference whipping boy, and the record dips to 
106-108, a ledger which can be called mediocre at very best. 

So what is the problem with the Bradley basketball program? What 
lies behind the fall from national prominence to its present lethargic 
state? 

It is possible that lack of super talent is part of the problem. Not to 
say that there haven’t been stars. Steve Kuberski, Seymour Reed and 
Mike Davis have all held their own against some of the nation’s best. 
Others, such as Tom Les and Roger Phegley, have worked hard and 
become respected ballplayers. 

But Bra die v has lacked the super stars from the high schools which 
winning programs today are based on. 

There was a time when Bradley competed vigorously for the best 
prep talent in the country, and got it. Now, with possibly the most 
sought-after high school center in the United States going to school just 
five miles down the road, the Braves don’t even stand a chance. 

Even the addition of the multi-million dollar physical education 
complex will do no good if the coaching staff does not aggressively 
pursue not just run-of-the-mill players, but the superstar as well. 

In the years of the late fifties and early sixties, when Bradley 
basketball was at its best, the assistant coach did a lot of initial 
recruiting groundwork, and the head coach followed up. 

Now, one assistant is also the baseball coach and, as such, does not 
have the time available to engage in the full-time job of recruiting. The 
second assistant, who doesn’t even have classes to teach, should be 
doing this job. We question just how effective he has been. 

Finally, we come down to the head coach himself. There was a time 
when coach Joe Stowell, as intensely competitive as he is, was looked 
up to and respected as a coach who kept his cool, even under the most 
pressure-packed situations. It was a time when people marveled that he 
so rarely was cited for a technical foul. 

In the last two years, several incidents have occurred to severely mar 
this image. 

The first major incident was his near fight with Drake coach Bob 
Ortegel in Des Moines, stemming from an incident which didn’t even 
have anything to do with the game. In the past year, the technical fouls 
began to come, most recently in bunches, culminating with the four 
slapped on coach Stowell at North Texas State, which resulted in his 
ejection at halftime. Such behavior should not be tolerated. 

So, Bradley University, what is it going to take to get the basketball 
program back on a consistently successful track? Will it take another 
losing season, or, perhaps even a season as bad as 6-20 before changes 
are made? 

Bradley’s basketball tradition, the Peoria community, which has so 
loyally supported the program over the years, and the Bradley student 
body, which provides one of the greatest home crowds in America, 
deserve better than that.

In a survey of women students at Bradley, the majority 
indicated their interest in and support of a birth control 
clinic.

The reward of 
improved health services for Bradley students and a chance of 
reducing the risks encountered with unwanted pregnancies or 
abortions are well worth the small price Bradley may pay.

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High marks to theatre department for Night Music

Seeing A Little Night Music 
performed at the Student Center 
must be a lot like seeing A Little 
Night Music performed on 
Broadway. At least that’s what 
people are saying about the third 
annual Dinner Theatre presented 
by Bradley University’s theatre 
department and School of Music. 

The musical, suggested by an 
Ingmar Bergman film, the book 
by Hugh Wheeler and the 
Broadway play version, is 
probably the finest display of 
combined local and student talent 
there’s been at Bradley in a while. 

The story is set in Sweden at 
the turn of the century and 
involves a delightful love rectangle 
that creates some comical and 


some sober moments for the 
participants. 

Love affair number one is 
between a glamorous actress 
named Disiree Armfeldt and an 
old lover named Fredrik Egerman. 

Fredrik’s 18-year-old virgin 
bride of 11 months, Anne 
Egerman and stepson Henrik are 
hopelessly in love although 
neither knows it till almost the 
end, mainly because Henrik is 
preoccupied studying for the 
preisthood and Anne is to 
busy chiding him to notice her 
attraction. 

The third loving couple is, 
peculiar to the plot, already 
married. Count Carl-Magnus 
Malcolm, another of the desirable 
Desiree’s lovers, and his wife 


Countess Charlotte are reconciled 
in the end after many vicious 
arguments over the Count’s famed 
bedhopping. 

The love rectangle is completed 
by a fourth unrelated love affair 
between one of the servants of the 
Egerman house and one from the 
house of Madame Armfeldt, 
Desiree’s wheelchair ridden 
mother. 

The four relationships, 
complicated though they sound, 
illustrate four aspects of loving 
which only the wise and 
experienced Madame Armfeldt 
can see the full impact.

The cast includes many campus

None of 
these are a disappointment 
although the thought of playing in 
a musical probably kept one or 
two of these theatre majors awake 
nights. x 

It is the superb actipg done by 
the lead lovers, however, that 
makes A Little Night Music a big 
success. Paula McGlasson 
from Peoria, plays the beautiful 
Desiree like a 10-year veteran of 
the stage while Lee Wenger 
handles the part of Fredrik 
Egerman with authority and 
self-assurance. And acting is 
neither one of their specialties. 
They both sing, too, like true 
versatile professionals. 

Sylvia Porter gives a 
commendable performance as 
Anne Egerman, Wenger’s prudish 
blushing birde. Jackie Gerber is 
convincing as the ill-tempered 


A Little Night Music is good 
naturedly bawdy, even risque at 
times, but a refreshing adult 
musical with a plot that, unlike 
tradtional musicals, runs deeper 
than the score. 

And speaking of the musical 
score, it is, indeed unique. Lead 
by a Grammy award winner Send 
In the Clowns , a moving song 
about being rejected which was 
sung by Desiree, the selections 
enhanced the plot rather than 
interrupting it as songs so often 
do in traditional musicals. Instead 
they add a touch of continuity to 
the sometimes confusing love 
plots.

we got were seats without padding 
and some that reclined; air 
conditioning by way of open 
windows, and a lavatory ... but 
no handle to flush it or no toilet 
paper. The six guys out of the 
busload didn’t mind so much but 
the rest of us were a little 
annoyed.

“I think on the whole, the 
indoor season has been 
characterized by injuries to key 
people like Guasto, (Mike) 
Freeman, and Brown, illnesses and 
a lot of bad breaks,” said Schoof, 
“Like once we had a car that 
didn’t make it to the meet.” 


“The two meets we had a 
chance ol winning, with Valpariso 
and North Central, and the one 
with Northern Illinois, we were 
almost half strength.” 

Looking forward to the 
outdoor season, Schoof first said 
that he hoped all the problems 
were “out of our system.” 

More specifically, he sees the 
addition of outdoor events like 
the discus, the javelin, and longer 
sprints, like the 100 and 220 , as 
an advantage for the Braves. 

“Our sprinters and hurdlers are 
better at 120 and 100 yards than 
they are at 70 or 60,” Schoof 
said. “You take a squad our size, 
particularly one cut by injuries, 
and start spreading yourself over 
all the indoor events like the 60, 
1000 , the 880, the mile, and you 
don’t have the personnel to 
compete.”

Braves end season at 13-13

Bradley, despite 26 points 
from center Mike Davis, finished 
its second non-winning season in 
four years March 4, as the Braves 
dropped an 84-74 decision to 
eventual-Missouri Valley 
Conference champion Wichita 
State. 

After winning nine of its first 
12 games, Bradley finished the 
season losing 10 of its last 14 to 
conclude the season with a 13-13 
record. Five losses, including the 
Wichita State defeat, came at 
Robertson Memorial Field House. 

After finishing with a 15-11 
record last season and a 20-8 mark 
and second-place finish in the 
MVC in 1974, the Braves returned 
to the .500 winning percentage 
level for the first time since 
1972-73’s 12-14 record. 

Against Wichita State, the 
Braves trailed by four with almost 
three minutes to play. Davis droye 
to the basket and scored his 25th 
and 26th points to bring the 
Braves within 72-70 but fouled 
out in the process when he was 
called for charging. 

Wichita State scored 12 of the 
next 16 points to take control on 
its way to winning the Valley title 
two days later with a victory over 
Drake. 

Davis, who was named 
Wednesday by teammates as Most 
Valuable Player for the second 
consecutive season, finished his 
Bradley career with 998 points, 
just short of the elite 1000-point 
club. 

The 6-foot-7 Peoria Manual 
product who transfered to 
Bradley from Burlington, Iowa 
Junior College played only five 
semesters for the Braves and had 
petitioned the MVC for another 
year of eligibility. 

That request was denied on 
Tuesday and that was expected, 
even by Davis who told a Scout 
reporter his chances to play at 
Bradley next season were 
probably “slim and none.” It was 


the second time Bradley had 
requested a ruling on Davis’ 
eligibility. 

The Wichita game also 
concluded the Bradley careers of 
Jim Caruthers and Greg Smith, 
who both made the 1000-point 
club last season as juniors. 

Caruthers, a four-year starter, 
finished in sixth place on the 
all-time Bradley scoring list and 
Smith, who didn’t start the 
majority of this season, was 10th. 

Both have indicated they’ll 
play on the University team in the 
Collegiate Classic of Illinois 
all-star game March 28 at the 
Field House 

Davis has indicated he’ll play in 
the Illinois classic. “He’s big, a 
strong player,” Bradley great Chet 
Walker said of Davis. And what 
are Davis’ prospects for a career in 
professional basketball? “If he gets 


with the right team . .

Already in need of a strong 
recruiting year, Bradley is also 
uncertain if freshman forward 
Marcel de Souza will return from 
Brazil for his sophomore season. 

de Souza, who became the 
second greatest frosh scorer in 
Bradley history — Paul Unruh is 
first with 383 points -, has told 
one Peoria reporter he’ll return 
but has indicated to others he’ll 
leave Peoria, perhaps as early as 
this month. 

Earlier this year, de Souza 
missed almost six weeks of the 
first semester while competing for 
Brazil in the Pan American Games 
in October at Mexico City. 

He’s also expected to compete 
in July for Brazil at the Summer 
Olympic Games at Montreal. 


Wichita St. wins MVC title 


With its victory Saturday over 
Drake coupled with Southern 
Illinois’ overtime loss to New 
Mexico State, Wichita State 
claimed the Missouri Valley 
Conference basketball 
championship on the final day of 
the regular season. 

With guard Cal Bruton scoring 
a career-high 29 points, the 
Shockers defeated Drake 75-69 to 
avert a possible playoff and 
advance to the NCAA 
tournament’s first round at 
Denton, Texas. 

Wichita St., which finished 
with a 10-2 record in the Valley 
and 18-9 over-all, will play 
Michigan, which placed second in 
the Big 10 and advanced to the 
NCAA as an at-large 
representative. 

Southern Illinois, which was 
tied with Wichita St. at 9-2 before 
Saturday’s games, struggled the 
entire game before falling 103-92 
in overtime. New Mexico State, 
with Richard Robinson leading 
the way with 24 points, had five 
players score in double figures.

“He’s a joy to know, a joy to play with, a guy to be with,” Herndt 
said in one of the few serious moments he offered in a roasting sessi( 
in which Walker later returned the barbs. 

“Chet’s richer than cream and we made it all possible,” ti 
280-pound Herndon said, referring to Walker’s reputation for thril 
and to other ex-teammates. 

“I call Chet up and ask him to take me out to eat. Guess wherenj 
go? McDonald’s. He’s got 90 cents out of the first dollar he made.” Ij 

Another teammate, A1 Saunders, who was Walker’s rommate ft 
three years at Bradley, recalled how Chuck Orsborn told him to ta| 
care of the freshman from Benton Harbor, Mich. 

“He’s kinda scared,” Saunders said Orsborn told him. “If he goes 
the washroom, follow him.”

Father Marqu&te Numbnutz

From this prodigious 
things have gone pretty 
downhill for religion in Peoria. 

A half-dozen more missionaries 
followed Numbnutz, all meeting 
the same horrible fate. Finally in 



One well-known travelling 
revivalist wrote a local 
congregation thusly, explaining 
why he feared to tread within the 
city limits; “I have not and will 
not give you a date for an 
engagement because the Lord 
does not want me to go to Peoria, 
I feel because I would probably 
run into Satan himself on the 
streets of your corrupt 
Gohmorrah.” 


As the interest of the nation 
began to turn to exotic religious 
disciplines, it is not surprising that 
one such sect is flourishing here.

1787 the Indians, by then 
suffering from acute indigestion, 
allowed a missionary to remain 
unmolested. The missionary 
whose name is unrecorded, was 
successful in making converts of 
all the local Indians. 

Unfortunately for the Indians, 
they had become converted to a 
radical sect of Christianity that 
forbade sex among members and 
relied on converts to sustain the 
church congregation. 

By the mid-1840’s the Peoria 
area had been entirely 
depopulated as the last of the 
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Indians died. In the next decade, 
the first wave of white settlers 
arrived and were able to establish 
communities without the bloody 
Indian wars that plagued 
settlements elsewhere. 

One of the first successful 
religious organizations to establish 
itself in the new town of Peoria 
was the Salvation Army, which 
was located in the heart of the 


burgeoning skid row district. 
Major Seagrams Korkscrew, who 
led the Salvation Army here in its 
early years, made some headway 
in his early years in his efforts to 
get many Peorians to “desert the 
bottle for the Bible.” 

Around the turn of the 
century, revivals were coming into 
vogue, but Peoria failed to attract 
any big name preachers. 


The interesting thing about this 
sect, which is attracting many 
converts among the young, is that 
it is a revival of the religion of the 
Indians that once inhabited this 
region. 


The great spirit Pabbst, which 
is believed to reside in the Heights 
area, is the focal point of the 
ancient Indian belief.

Objections to campus birth control facility raised

Opponents to the proposed 
Planned Parenthood clinic in 
Bradley’s Health Center, last week 
appeared before the Campus 
Affairs Advisory Board (CAAB) 
to voice their opposition to the 
proposals. The Reverend Patrick 
Collins of Newman Center was the 
main speaker and he brought with 
him several students to voice their 
opinions. 

Associated Women Students 
(AWS) submitted three proposals 
dealing with birth control at an 
earlier CAAB meeting. The first

Father Collins said he is not 
opposed to having information 
distributed or having a 
gynecologist on campus if the 
Board of Trustees approved. 

“But it is not wise to have 
birth control devices distributed 
through the university. If not 
implicitly promoting promiscuity, 
it’s hard to interpret it as anything 
other than indifference,” Father 
Collins said. 

He urged CAAB members to 
take a stand on the issue, citing 
this as a case where a private 
university has more flexibility 
than state institutions. 

According to Father Collins, 
many students initially in favor of 
a clinic, changed their minds after 
thinking about the impact it 
would have on the university’s 
reputation. 

Dr. Domenico Volturno, 
professor of religious studies, said 
the question was not one of 
religion, but one of forcing the 
committee’s view on the 
university or the community. 

Even more important, 
according to Dr. Doris Wilson, 
associate professor of home 
economics, was the question of 
how much use a clinic would 
receive. “I’m afraid it wouldn’t be 
used, I just don’t see them 
standing in line,” she said. 

Wilson added that in talking 
with personnel from Planned 
Parenthood, she had found the 
waiting time for appointments at 
the Jefferson Street clinic was 
only two weeks and in many cases 
was a much shorter time. 

All-school President Anne 
Edwards agreed, questioning 
whether or not the services were 
necessary. ‘The campus is not that 
big, and I don’t think there’s any 
crying need for a clinic, since

services are available,” she said. 

“The university would be 
ridiculous to think they could give 
students everything they wanted,” 
she added. 

In response to a question on 
just how the establishment of a 
clinic would affect the university, 
Volturno said there were no 
figures available. CAAB is just 
investigating the question, he said, 
but there were no positive answers 
on how the committee decision 
would affect Bradley. 

“We can’t prove one way or 
another the effect. We listen to all 
sides,’* he added. 

Father Collins outlined the two 
problems he saw with the 
proposal: financial future of the 


university, how would this affect 
alumni contributions; and moral 
posture of the university, no 
matter how it affects finances. 

“Unfortunately finances 
sometimes deter morals. What 
does it say to the world when the 
university provides birth control 
devices”? he asked. 

Fonner All-school Treasurer 
John Baroni told CAAB some of 
the history of trying to bring 
Planned Parenthood to campus. 
Three years ago* Senate had an 
information campaign on campus 
with weekly seminars. According 
to Baroni, no one attended and 
the program was dropped. 

CAAB member Janice 


Michelsen said she thought too 
many people were assuming that 
parents are more conservative 
than they really are. 


“This is one of the advantages 
of a private education, Bradley 
can stand for something. It’s a 
chance of standing for what is 
really right,” Father Collins said. 


CAAB will make its decision 
after hearing from Planned 
Parenthood representative Joanne 
Criswell on April 21.

Tuition, room, board up $250

A tuition hike of $150 and a 
room and board increase of $100 
are to be expected next fall 
according to Bradley President 
Martin Abegg. Speaking before 
the Student Senate on March 15, 
Abegg justified the raises saying 
they were due to a $1.9 million 
rise in expenses. 

“Originally I’d hoped we 
wouldn’t have to have an 
increase,’* Abegg stated. 
“Circumstances like energy costs, 
which are up 36 per cent, postage 
costs, which are up 30 percent, 
and higher social security and 
unemployment compensation 
taxes make it necessary to do so.” 

Abegg pointed out that the 
budget still has a scheduled deficit 
of $70,000 even with the increase. 
The rise in room and board costs 
still would leave the Housing 
office with an $80,000 loss. 

When asked about possible cuts 
in some areas of the budget, 


Abegg pointed out that 60 per 
cent of the money goes to the 
academic program and 30 per cent 
to plant operations, which makes 
significant cuts hard to justify. As 
for alternatives, Abegg said, “We 
hope to re-coup some of our 
losses through unexpended 
general funds and an increase in 
outside gift donations.” 

In response to a question about 
increases at other schools, Abegg 
said, “Most of the private schools 
in Illinois are increasing tuition 
and the lowest I’ve heard of is 
$100, most in the $200 range.” 

President Abegg also informed 
the Senate that work would 
procede on the renovation of 
Hewitt Hall as money becomes 
available for the project. A 
selective fund-raising drive has 
already raised $450,000 of the 
estimated $1.2 million the 
renovation will cost, according to 
Abegg. 

At the March 29 meeting, 


Senate President Anne Edwards 
appointed Deb Syfert and Cord 
Kelly to fill vacant off-campus 
Senator positions. Edwards also 
nominated, and the Senate 
approved, three of the four 
committee chairpersons for the 
coming year. They are Mike 
Tague, Internal affairs; Rona 
Keller, Campus affairs and 
Activities; and Jamie Drabek, 
Communications. 

Additional appointments by 
Edwards at last Monday’s meeting 
were: Duenna Jones, chairwoman 
of the Academic Affairs 
committee; Linda Hardy, 
off-campus senator; and Rob 
McNally was appointed Wyckoff 
senator. 

The Senate also appropriated 
$120 so Ed McKenna and Jan 
Michelsen would be able to attend 
a preliminary meeting of the State 
Advisory Committee for the 
Illinois Board of Higher Education 
in Carbondale this weekend. 


Near miss for Work-Study jobs

While students vacationed in 
Florida and elsewhere two weeks 
ago, the Financial Aid Office was 
on pins and needles trying to avert 
the makings of a small crisis on 
campus. Some 200-300 students 
employed on and off campus 
under the government 
Work-Study program were on the 
verge of losing their jobs. Funds 
for the program had 
simply-unexpectedly-run out. 

Quick thinking on the part of 
the Financial Aid Director 
Thomas Cromwell, got Bradley 
$35,000 in supplementary funds 
from the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare 
(HEW)-enough funds to sustain 
the program through the rest of 


the fiscal year. The official 
notification of additional funding 
from HEW reached campus a 
week ago, just three days before 
student layoffs were to begin. 

This close call can be directly 
attributed to one thing-the 
average dollar amount spent on 
payrolls suddenly doubled in just 
two months. That means that 
from the beginning of the 
semester to around the end of 
March, twice the amount of 
student Work-Study hours as in 
previous pay periods were being 
reported to the Financial Aid 
Office. According to Cromwell, 
this drained the funds so quickly 
that a near crisis was upon us 
before the computerized 
accounting system had time to 


signal an S.O.S. 

Indirectly, there are many 
reasons why the phenomenon 
occurred. First of all, no human 
being could have predicted the 
incredible increase in payroll 
hours reported to Cheryl 
Hasselbacher, coordinator of 
Work-Study and Student 
Employment accounts for the 
Financial Aid Office. 

When Bradley applies for funds 
for the program each fiscal year, 
funds are sought on the basis of 
projections. These projections are 
made on the basis of the previous 
year’s spending pattern. No one 
could have predicted the 
unnatural shift in the pattern this 
spring semester.

All events for Black Culture 
Week are open to everyone, 
Crooks emphasized.

Trying to run a university that responds to the needs and desires of students 
is a job that calls for open two-day communication between students, faculty, 
and administration. Well, students can’t just wander into President Abegg’s 
office to chat anytime they feel like it, but there is an organization here that’s 
doing its best to keep the peace at Bradley. 

The Campus Affairs Advisory Board (CAAB) is the name of this underrated 
group. It’s composed of six students, three administrators, three faculty 
members, and the University Ombudsman. 

CAAB may not be as large or grab as much ink as Student Senate, but they 
have managed to do some pretty noteworthy things. Although strictly an 
advisory board, CAAB recommendations are weighed carefully by President 
Abegg. 

“We go to the President in virtually everything we do with a 
recommendation,” said Professor Donald Albanito, CAAB chairman, “and 
sometimes he asks us to investigate things for him.” 

One of the areas Abegg asked them to investigate was the university 
bookstore. Anybody who was around Bradley three years ago may remember 
the general lack of trust students had for the bookstore. A survey showed that 
students frequently viewed it as a heartless and strictly profit-oriented operation. 

CAAB got down on the bookstore personnel for their “bad attitude”, which 
included poor service, and unpleasant manner, and the disturbing practice of 
“shadowing” students to see if they were ripping anything off. 

A total of 16 suggestions were gien to the bookstore and, although all the 
suggestions weren’t implemented, the situation was definitely improved. The 
bookstore will never replace The Braves Inmas a student hangout, but at least 
there’s less worry that somebody will set a torch to it. 

Other past Board recommendations were concerned with selling beer and 
wine in the Student Center, improving the campus’s outdoor lighting, 
establishment of a coffee house, the problem of teachers requiring textbooks for 
courses which are never used in classes, setting up the all-school calendar, 
Haussler Hall priorities, and the abolishment of the P.E. requirement. 

Recommendations on Field House scheduling and the Associated Women 
Students (AWS) plan for a campus birth control clinic are expected to be made 
shortly. 

Albanito believes that having a board composed of students, faculty, and 
administration is its biggest advantage. 

“It allows you to cut across all area,” he said. “You get the different points 
of view. We welcome different views. By all means, come to the Board if you 
have a complaint.”

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AFROTC phase-out definite 


“Based on what you’ve told 
me, I’m disgusted with the actions 
of the United States Air Force. 
We’ll do our darndest to rectify it. 
I just don’t understand it. It 
sounds ridiculous.” 

These were the words of 
United States President Gerald 
Ford when he appeared at the 
Field House last month. He was 
speaking of the decision of the Air 
Force to deactivate the Air Force 
Reserve Officers Training Corps 
(AFROTC) at Bradley. 

Evidently what he was told 
later was enough to convince the 
President that there was indeed 
good reason to phase out 
Bradley’s program. 

AFROTC was terminated last 
month when Bradley failed to 


enroll 17 students in its junior 
AFROTC class. The decision will 
not affect seniors or students who 
are juniors this year. However, 
sophomores and freshmen 
currently on scholarship must 
transfer to an approved school if 
they wish to keep their 
scholarship. 

The cost of the cancellation 
will be $65,000 to $75,000 in 
scholarship revenue and the 
overall cost of Bradley and the 
community should reach 
$200,000, according to Sam 
Wagner, Director of Information 
Services at Bradley. 

The $200,000 figure includes 
salaries of three officers, and two 
enlisted men, room and board and 
tuition costs over a four-year 
period.

Censorship: does 

anyone benefit? 


We don’t pat ourselves on the back very often, but for the 
March 12 issue, we can afford a pat or two. Evidently .the 
Admissions Office didn’t think so after they had ordered 
5,500 issues to send out to high school juniors. Those 5,500 
issues of the Scout were delivered and according to one 
source 1,000 had already been labeled when the decision was 
made to scrap the whole plan. The Scout was quite literally 
thrown out. 

Dean of Admissions and Financial Aids Thomas 
Huddleston said the decision was made because the office 
wanted to send out an issue with the most positive aspects of 
the institution. 

“Within that particular issue, some stories might be 
misconstrued,” Huddleston said. “We were probably most 
concerned about the birth control article. By its very nature 
and substance, there could be misconceptions.” 

There could be misconceptions about the action taken by 
Admissions, too. In general, the March 12 issue contained 
several good articles and editorials. It would have been more 
representative of the university to have sent out the good 
news with the bad than to have arbitrarily decided what it is 
prospective students and their parents want to see. 

The cost to Admissions for printing the extra copies will 
run about $180. That’s a lot of money to pay for stacks of 
waste paper. 

According to Huddleston, the fact that the President of 
the United States was featured in that issue was being 
covered in other ways by Admissions. In effect, he seemed to 
be saying a proposal for birth control in the Health Center 
outweighs the President’s appearance. 

If the front page was that offensive, perhaps they could 
have torn off page one and sent a note saying the material 
was unfit for sensitive administrators. If we run a story on 
the tuition increase will that be censored to protect parents 
from the shock of knowing how much Bradley costs? 

Huddleston said he conferred with Bradley President 
Martin Abegg about the decision, although the Admissions 
Office made the final decision. Perhaps the fact that a 
member of the Board of Trustees had called Abegg about the 
birth control proposal was a factor in the decision. 


President Abegg said he received a call from a member of 
the Board of Trustees, but it was only to inform the 
president that the Board member had received a call from 
people on the campus saying the issue was going out. 

According to Abegg, he talked with Huddleston and while 
he didn’t tell Huddleston not to send out the issue, he didn’t 
encourage it either. 

Interestingly enough, Dr. Abegg said he later would have 
suggested taking off the front cover of the Scout and sending 
it with a note saying something like: Here’s a look inside 
Bradley, come visit us and see the rest. 

The better question would be; Here’s what we think is 
good about Bradley, can you guess what we didn’t send? 

Dr. Abegg said he was sorry the issue had not been sent 
out because “it was an excellent one with the exception of 
the front page.” 

Perhaps at the beginning of all our less positive stories we 
should make it clear that not everyone may want to read it. 
Perhaps like Huddleston, the article did not concern everyone 
“personally.” Probably it’s true for everyone, which just 
makes-you wonder who was “personally concerned.” 

Throwing out the Scout was as much a form of censorship 
as just cutting out what was undesirable, even before 
publication. The actions speak poorly for Admissions, 
Bradley and any others who may have had a hand in the 
decision.

Let's wait for all the facts 


It was an interesting meeting last week when Father 
Patrick Collins came to Campus Affairs Advisory Board 
(CAAB) to discuss the proposal to bring Planned Parenthood 
services to the Health Center. 

There were several valid points brought up in the 
discussion. Perhaps it would hurt Bradley financially to 
establish a clinic on campus. 

We don’t feel birth control in this case is or should be a 
moral or religious issue, but rather an individual decision. Our 
only concern is whether or not the service is one that is 
necessary at Bradley and whether or not students would use 
the clinic. 

The Scout will reserve its judgments on these issues until 
Planned Parenthood has presented its plans and budgets at 
CAAB. 

There were several issues raised at last week’s meeting 
which should not have even been a part of the discussion. 
Words like promiscuity, irresponsibility, and what is “really 
right” kept cropping up. This is not at all the question. 

It is not the purpose of the plan to promote promiscuity, 
but instead to further responsibility on the part of couples. 

But the major question is one of over-all health care for 
women. A gynecologist is just as vital to the total health of 
women as medical doctors are to general health. This is a 
specialized problem and one that the university has done very 
little with. 

Bradley traditionally does less for the currently enrolled 
students than for those students who might come or for 
those who have already graduated and are sending in their 
alumni dollars. At least that’s how it seems. 

This is a chance for Bradley to make a decision for the 
students now. It seems the question is not how much will this 
hurt the school financially if passed, but will the service be 
utilized? 

There are many facets to be considered in this case, and 
we hope CAAB will listen with an open mind to all sides 
before deciding on the issue. 

We will withhold our endorsement until all the plans have 
been finalized. This is an important enough issue to wait with 
personal opinions, which are hotly divided, and hear all sides 
and try to decide in terms of what is best not only for the 
university, but for the students.

When the situation became 
nmediate the first action taken 
the Financial Aid Office, 
iwever, was to shut down all 
ff-campus accounts. Off-campus 
counts are non-profit 
ganizations within the 
immunity (such as the Ys or the 
Cross) that hire Bradley 


students under the Work-Study 
program. These accounts have 
been shut down because, 
according to Hasselbacher, “We 
feel our first commitment is to 
our students working on-campus 
accounts.” 

But the federal government 
encourages program participants 
to build up as many off-campus, 
service-to-the-community type 
accounts as possible pointing out 
that government funds are better 
spent in this way when in 
supportive services to the private 
university community. The 
Financial Aid Office, therefore, 
has to be careful not to bite the 
hand that feeds the program. 

And so as Cromwell put it, 
“We find ourselves juggling within 
three different constituencies: 
“The university administrative 
function in the form of account 
supervisors who sometimes 
neglect memos and forget 
deadlines; the federal government 
and its strict guidelines that must 
abe adhered to, and the students 
who, in some cases, are choking 
off each other’s incomes. 

Cromwell said he’ll be 
bargaining for a larger 
appropriation for the next fiscal 
year beginning July 1, but he 
adds, “No two years in a row have 
government appropriations been 
even close to each other. We spent 
eight years trying to increase our 
appropriations from $50,000 to 
$230,000 where it stands today. 
So you can see what we’re up 


against.” 

In view of all these variables, 
the Financial Aid hierarchy will 
have to re-evaluate the 
administration of the Work-Study 
program and make some changes 
(in accordance with federal 
guidelines) to prevent similar 
emergencies from happening in 
the future. The Financial Aid 
Committee, made up of faculty, 
administrators and students, will 
be meeting in the near future to 
iron out the situation and discuss 
addenda to the university’s 
official financial aid policy. 

There is no doubt that the 
program will be monitored next 
year as never before. Work-Study 
hours will be limited to 15 or 20 
hours per week according to 
Cromwell, as well as strict 
monitoring by computer to guard 
against students working multiple 
accounts. Other changes are in the 
offmg but final decisions will 
not be made on those for another 
month or so.

Its testing procedure was more difficult to 
comprehend than the fine print in a Catfish 
Hunter contract. But like a fairy tale figure, when 
Liberal Arts Science 300: Fun, Fame and Fortune 
— Spectator and Participant Sports was good it 
was very good. But when it was bad, well. . . 

The course, directed by Dr. Paul Snider of the 
journalism department and Dr. Ted Scharle of the 
philosopy faculty, was worth two hours credit on 
your academic scorecard and concluded Monday. 

The third of a series of LAS 300 classes - the first 
surveyed media manipulation and the second, 
economics - Fun Fame and Fortune followed a 
format which brought a guest lecturer or panel 
discussion into the classroom weekly for a 
three-hour period. 

Three hours well spent or not worth the price 
of tuition. Some classes were informative, some 
entertaining. Those which combined to do both 
were what LAS 300-style courses should be all 
about. Most tried to determine if money has 
corrupted sports. 

One lecturer Dr. R.J. Olienykof the economics 
department spoke on the hidden tax privileges 
granted to persons who own professional athletic 
teams. It was interesting. You soon realized why 
men would invest in teams with no hope of 
making a profit. 

Another lecture featured Bradley intramural 
director Bill McClintock and former Bradley 
baseball All-American Bob Koeppel. Both had 
been close in their goal of playing major leagues 
professional sports and both told of their 
experiences first-hand, mixing stories of their 
success and failure. 

So did assistant Bradley athletic director Billy 
Stone and former major league outfielder Bill 
Tuttle. They collaborated with Peoria Journal Star 
assistant sports editor Dick Lien and WRAU-TV 
sports director Jim Paschke in a panel discussion 
on the opening session in January. Sometimes a 
great notion. 

But other times not so great. Telephone calls 
from Chicago White Sox owner Bill Veeck and 
NFL referee Art Holst spiced up the next sessions 
but even that couldn’t rescue students from the 
doldrums after listening to others.

For the Bradley baseball 
Braves, the season is only eight 
games old but so far, enough has 
happened to last them an entire 
season. 

For examples, consider the 
Braves have been rained out more 
often than they’ve 
won. . . . they’ve been 
no-hit. . . . they’ve swept a 
doubleheader .... they’ve been 
swept in a doubleheader. . . . and 
they’ve had two five-run innings 
so far. 

Bradley started its season in 
warm, not-so-sunny New Orleans 
where they were rained out of six 
of their scheduled 10 games. And 
as far as the Braves were 
concerned, they should have been 
rained out of their eventual 
opener -Christian Brothers beat 
them 10-0. 

After beating Christian 
Brothers in a return game, 8-6, the 
Braves beat tough Tulane 3-2 
before closing out the trip with a 
loss to Western Michigan 104. 
Leading hitters on the southern 
trip were outfielder Jeff Frey 
(.400), outfielder Gordy Lopez 
(.364) and catcher-designated 
hitter Pat Jackson (.333). There 
were not as many leading pitchers 
as the staff came home with a fat 
earned run average of 7.45. Jeff 
Allard was the lone bright spot as

There was nothing predicatble about the class 
except unpredicatability. A lecturer who appeared 
to be good would turn up as fools gold and 
vice-versa. 

Sometimes attention turned to classmates, also 
unpredicatable. Except for one older-type, a 
former Michigan State athlete who made a 
semester-long habit of coming late and leaving 
early. He was the one who told the class on the 
opening night that little league baseball had come 
to such that his daughter had been barred from 
games until she would wear an athletic supporter. 

Testing was erratic, often confusing. Knowing 
that the answer for a question was 43, it seemed 
wrong to be required to answer A, B or C with 
choices of 30, 40, and 50. “Fill in what the 
lecturer said,” Dr. Snider said, his stickling for 
accuracy apparently on a vacation. 

The freedom to speak one’s opinion also 
prompted a professor from the English department 
to call a non-fiction sports book one of fiction. 
I’m no one to question a professor unless I know 
I’m right but when I’ve got the book’s publisher 
on my side, well, next question please. 

After the final, classmates turned to each other 
and discussed the test’s complexity. No one 
praised the class but perhaps they should have. 

It is unique for a university to consider sports 
as a topic for education outside its physical 
education department. At Bradley they did that. 

Maybe lecturers might have been screened 
beforehand to leam of their preparation and 
qualifications. A title doestn’t always guarantee 
knowledge in a particular subject. Not about balls 
and strikes and batting averages, that wasn’t the 
course’s purpose in the beginning. 

Just about a teacher’s interest, but I guess only 
one lecturer lacked that. And about knowledge of 
the topic. 

The attendance of students proved its 
popularity with seats at a premium where they 
weren’t with mass media the topic just one year 
before. 

Things have changed and sports has changed. 
For 10 weeks Bradley University took a positive 
step forward to consider that. Somehow six weeks 
of consumer fraud just won’t be the same.

Youth and inexperience has 
taken its toll on the dual meet 
record of the Bradley tennis team, 
but the season to date has been 
far from a failure and coach Tom 
Coker is still hoping that the team 
can put together its 11th straight 
winning season. 

The Braves dropped four dual 
meets at the Redbird Special in 
Normal last weekend, and will 
take a 5-6 record to St. Ambrose 
tomorrow. Western Illinois will be 
here Tuesday, and then it’s off to 
Southern Illinois-Edwardsville on 
Thursday. 

“They’re probably the 
toughest we’ll play all year,”

Applications for next freshman class 


increase

There will be about 1,400 new 
faces here at Bradley next year if 
Dr. Thomas Huddleston’s hopes 
are realized. That’s the goal-1050 
new full-time freshmen and 350 
transfer students — that the 
Admissions Office, which is 
headed by Huddleston, has set for 
next year’s enrollment. 

According to Huddleston, 16 
per cent more applications and 
deposits have been turned in this 
fear by prospective freshmen than 


had been turned in by this time 
last year. Applications by transfer 
students are also up by 30 
percent; deposits are up by 5 per 
cent. 

When asked if standards for 
admission had been lowered to 
increase enrollment, Huddleston 
replied that the rejection rate was 
actually higher this year. “You 
don’t really see a lot of bad 
students applying at Bradley,” 
commented Huddleston. “We do 
have a lot of average and above 


average students applying, 
though.” 

He cited statistics from last 
year’s freshman class profile as an 
example. Last year, the average 
freshman American College Test 
(A.C.T.) score was 22; the average 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (S.A.T.) 
composite* was 930; and the 
average high school Grade Point 
Average was 3.0. These figures 
compare to national norms of 
19.5 on the A.C.T., and S.A.T. 
composite of 906; and an average 


G.P.A. of 2.8. 

“Bradley is drawing a very 
good class of students,” 
commented Huddleston. “It’s not 
a Harvard, but we do have some 
very bright students here. Some 
could go to school anywhere in 
the nation. We also have a lot of 
average students.” 

“I think it’s very commendable 
that Bradley is above the national 
norm,” he added. “Some private 
institutions don’t take nearly as 
many students and of course they 


can have higher board scores. It’s 
very hard to bring in a 1,000 
students and expect to have an 
average A.C.T. score of 28.” 

Of these prospective students, 
Huddleston projects that about 75 
per cent will be Illinois residents. 
The remaining 25 per cent 
includes out-of-state and foreign 
students from such places as 
Hawaii, California, Iraq, and India 
as well as from less far-flung 
places.

A magazine article 1 read rating colleges across the nation described most 
Bradley students as being either conservative, blandly moderate, or apathetic 
thinkers. 

“An activist,” the article stated, “would die of boredom.” 

It hasn’t always been this way here at Vegetation U. Old Bradley Scouts , 
especially those from the schismatic sixties, tell of more than a few protests, 
sit-ins, and demonstrations on campus. 

Now before I’m lambasted as a pinko radical out to overthrow the school, let 
me point out that many of these demonstrations were non-violent and some 
were praised by school officials as being good ways to air student complaints. 

Some of the demonstrations were for good reasons. Others weren’t. Some of 
the protests led to student demands being met. Others didn’t. Some occurred 
merely because back then it was the thing to do. 

An announced tuition increase once led to a Student Center sit-in. Another 
time, 26 students were arrested for a sit-rn at a neighborhood barbershop which 
allegedly discriminated against cutting hair on black heads. 

In one of the more bizarre events, 4,000 books were checked out of the 
library in one day by students protesting the library’s then-poor facilities. 
Students grabbed books by the armload in a frantic attempt to clean the place 
out. As a final gesture of goodwill, many also occupied the building that night. 

Another group of students once protested the University’s invitation to Dow 
Chemical Company (which produced Viet Nam-consumed napalm) to interview 
prospective employees from Bradley. 

The ultimate came when 2,000 students gathered in the quad to protest the 
Kent State shootings. A class boycott was also arranged for the occasion. 

2,000 students. You couldn’t assemble that many today if God was scheduled 
to appear. Unless free beer was served. 

The current dispute over whether or not to open up a birth control clinic on 
campus shows how things have changed. Here we have one of the biggest 
controversies at Bradley in years, and nobody yet has picketed Swords Hall, 
taken over the Health Center, or even taken down the University flag and 
replaced it with a bra. 

Oh, Bradley still has its moments. A couple years ago, a boycott of Sociology 
classes was arranged to protest the firing of a Sociology teacher. 

Then, later that year, came the night of the mass streak which gave the 
Greeks a chance to show off their inadequacies. But, that can’t be counted as a 
demonstration because all it did was give everybody a good laugh. 

The people who once sat-in as -students are now settled, for the most part, 
with jobs and families. And today’s students have decided they have better 
things to do than occupy buildings and sing protest songs. The times they are. 
achangin’.

Grad rips 
administration 


As an alumnus of Bradley, I 
read with interest your editorial 
on the censorship by omission of 
your recent issue with the front 
page story of the birth control 
planning and women’s health 
center controversy by the 
Admissions office. You indicated 
the administration felt that some 
alumni, as well as possible student 
recruits, might be offended by the 
story. As an alumnus and a 
professional journalist, I’d like the 
administration to know that I am 
more offended by this censorhip 
than I would be by almost 
anything I can conceivably think 
the Scout would ever print. 
When the student newspaper, 
many of whose writers are in 
training for journalistm careers 
attemps to do serious, factual 
reporting as a prime example of 
its worth to the Bradley 
community and responsible 
coverage of issues of importance 
on that campus, it reflects poorly 
on the administration to interfere. 
I read the story in question and 
found it to be a valid and fair 
effort at covering the controversy. 

My personal feeling is if the 
story would affect prospective 
students’ attitudes at all it would 
be in Bradley’s favor. The 
students could be impressed by 
the adult manner in which the 


story was written, and in which 
the issue is being thoughtfully 
considered by all elements of the 
university. 

A secondary issue also evolves. 

It is inconceivable that, at a time 
when tuition is being raised, as 
seems the annual ritual, the 
Admissions office could so 
effectively waste $180. When one 
observes the matter from the 
outside it reflects very poorly on 
the university’s business practices. 

I suspect more alumni who learn 
about the waste will be offended 
than ever would have read the 
story in the first place. At a time 
when tuition and housing costs 
are being increased, and the 
work-study program appears to be 
hopelessly disorganized, it seems 
any freshman business student 
over in Baker Hall could figure 
out the senselessness of totally 
wasting $180. 

I’d also like to take this 
opportunity to react to an 
editorial letter of some months 
back which commented on the 
lack of rights given recent alumni. 

I concur with the author that we 
are being ignored, except of 
course, when the school wants 
money. Some kind of 
identification for alumni, whether 
or not they can afford to belong 
to any formal organization, would 
seem appropriate. It seems that I 
cannot go to the movies and other 
events on campus ... that my car 
can be towed away if I park on 
campus, that technically I am not 
to use the bookstore or cannot 
pay with a check there etc. 
This is especially frustrating as I 
have many occasions to be on 
campus as my wife is presently a 
student here. The university’s 
policies in this area prevent us 
from attending some events 
together because, about $10,000 
and four years later, I no longer 
have the all-important student ID. 

If the university is concerned 
about alumni relations they 
should correct these problems 
instead of interfering with the 
distribution of the student 
newspaper and wasting $180 in 
the process. Instead of a copy of 
one of this year’s Scout perhaps 
it would be more reflective of the 
university to include a copy of 
last year’s lampoon issue, that 
widely acclaimed tour guide to 
Peoria. That should entice the 
proper students to come to the 
university . . . weak, submissive, 
and unwilling to challenge 
arbitrary university decisions.

Last summer Larry Peterson 
earned money doing odd jobs 
around town including painting 
classrooms at local high schools. 
This summer he will be helping 
the United States in its effort to 
put a man on Mars by 1980. 

Peterson is one of 40 student 
interns from across the country 
who have been on step one of the 
quest to Mars—an unmanned 
landing called the Viking Mission. 
The interns will work at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory (JPL) in 
Pasadena, Calif., from July 28 to 
August 31 and will have their 
transportation and 
accommodations paid for by the 
government along with a $400 
allowance. 

Peterson found out about the 
program from Dr. Henry Helenek, 
Bradley associate professor of 
geology. Dr. Helenek said the 
information came to the 
department through the mail and 
he encouraged Larry and another 
one of the 22 geology majors to 
go ahead and apply. They did, and 
Larry was chosen. 

“I still can’t believe it but I’m 
kind of apprehensive,” he said. “It 
will probably all hit me a couple 
of weeks before I have to leave.” 

For lots of youngsters, dreams 
of becoming an astronaut are 
standard and Larry is no different. 
But he says, in view of the fact 
that the government is making 
substantial cutbacks in the space 
program, “there’s not much 
chance of that ever happening to 
me now.” 

But then again, Larry never 
thought he’d be chosen as an 
intern, either. “When I 6pened the 
letter I just couldn’t believe it,” 
he said. “A chance like this comes 
along only once in a lifetime.” 

Peterson was selected from 500 
to 600 applicants throughout the 


country on the basis of his 
academic ability, extensive 
training in surface geology, 
photographic experience, 
understanding of computer 
technology and background in 
fossils and some biological areas 
according to Dr. Helenek. 


last August, and a Lander due to 
touch down on the planet’s 
surface in early July. The surface 
Lander will transmit geological, 
biological and meteorological data 
to the Orbiter which will then 
relay the data to earth for analysis 
at the JPL.

Helenek explained that 
competition for the internships 
was intense. The U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, for 
example, took their top 50 
students, submitted applications 
from the best 18 and had only 
one chosen. 

“Internships in the sciences are 
few and far between,” Helenek 
said. “To have gotten one is a real 
,credit to Larry and a feather in 
the geology department’s cap.” 


As Peterson explained, an 
incredible amount of scientific 
instruments, including 
spectrometers, special cameras 
and a complete meteorology 
station are compacted and 
transistorized to fit into a 16-foot 
vehicle. He and the rest of the 
interns will probably be working 
with professionals on teams that 
will collect the data relayed from 
the Viking Lander on Mars. 

Peterson is just 20 years old, 
the oldest of three children, has a 
3.89 grade point average and is a 
special merit scholar at Bradley. 
He spends most of his spare time 
studying because, he says, “That’s 
what I’m here for,” or he works in 
the geology department. He 
would like to be able to get in an 
occasional game of tennis, go 
swimming or scuba diving which 
he recently tried, but, he 
explained, there just isn’t much 
opportunity. 


The Viking is an unmanned 
mission to Mars, considered one 
of NASA’s rpost ambitious 
unmanned space missions ever 
undertaken. The Viking spacecraft 
includes two parts—an Orbiter 
which has been circling Mars since 


But he doesn’t deny the 
opportunity awaiting him this 
August, “It’s going to be 
tremendous experience,” he says, 
“A good way to pick up a lot of 
practical experience in a short 
period of time.” 

After his graduation, Peterson 
is looking forward to studying the 
biological aspects of geology, like 
oceanography or paleo ecology, in 
graduate school. 


At any rate it should be one 
of the most important summers of 
Larry Peterson's life. It sure beats 
painting classroom walls.

Herbert Beigel, a practicing 
attorney for Sachnoff, Schrager,

All-School President Anne 
Edwards announced that work 
was beginning on a program for 
the presentation of Senate 
functions for incoming students 
and that it would be incorporated 
into orientation materials for 
those students. 

Jaimie Drabek, chairman of the 
Communication- Committee, 
outlined plans for improving 
Senate’s image on campus and 
also improving the publicity for 
projects the Senate might be 
working on. Among the plans 
Drabek proposed are dormitory

their head on organized crime,” 
he said. 

“One of the biggest corruption 
problems in Chicago was the 
$100-a-month-club. Tavern 
owners would pay policemen 
$100 per month not to make any 
arrests in their tavern, be it for 
disorderly conduct, the selling of 
alcohol to a minor, whatever the 
case. Members of the club would 
not be arrested, however those 
who didn’t join the club' risked 
getting busted and losing their 
license,” Biegel said. 

Outside of his work with the 
Chicago Police Dept., Beigel has 
also prosecuted one of the largest 
syndicate organizations in 
Chicago, which had been 
responsible for the professional 
burglaries of the homes of 
wealthy individuals throughout 
the United States. 



Among the burglars prosecuted 
by Beigel was Frank Hohimer, 
who appeared on the FBI’s ten 
most wanted list. 

In a Pulitizer prize series of 
stories by Art Petacque of the 
Chicago Sun Times , Hohimer was 
reported to be implicated in the 
slaying of Valerie Percy.

However Robert 
leNiro has now given a new turn 
the twisted mind in Martin 
coresse’s “The Taxi Driver.” 

Not that his perfonnance is 
ly better than Perkins’ earlier 
le but because the movie itself is 
jisically a character study. 
feNiro offers us greater insight 
to what it is like to walk on the 
ne edge of madness and to

dents and faculty^ ell of the psychopath. 

In the beginning DeNiro, 
ravis, is a man looking for a 


purpose to his life. Unable to 
sleep nights and bothered by 
headaches he becomes a taxi 
driver cruising the city streets at 
odd hours. Here Travis sees the 
darker side of life in New York 
City; a world inhabited by dope 
pushers, addicts, pimps, prostitues 
and their customers. It is here he 
also finds the two women who 
will figure in his life and what he 
decides to do. A 12-year old 
prostitute named Iris (Jodie 
Foster) and a campaign worker 
for a presidential candidate 
(Cybill Shepard). 

Try as he may Travis is unable 
to communicate with either and 
ends up being spurned by both; 
which leads him to find a purpose 
to his life. The purpose of his life 
he decides is to assassinate 
someone evil. To this end he anns 
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himself with an arsenal of guns 
that makes James Bond look like 
a Boy Scout and begins to train 
and plan for that one moment 
which will give h4s life meaning. 

It is this part and especially the 
last half of the movie that 
provides the main interest of “The 
Taxi Driver.” Who will he kill; 
Will he succeed? If so what will 
become of himTIf not, whom will 
he take his wrath out on? 

As the child prostitute, Jodie 
Foster is both believeable and 
touching. Cybill Shepard is 
fortunately not required to act 
too much in her role as the 
one-dimensional woman who 
appeals to Travis and is repelled 
by him. Albert Brooks and 
Leonard Harris (a former male 
movie critic for CBS-TV) have 
excellent bit parts as respectively 
a co-worker of Shepard and the 
candidate they work for. 

Throughout the movie the 
photography gives New York a 
dark and oppressive mood that 
only clears away during the day in 
the uptown areas and becomes 
especially apparent at night. In his 
last score before he died, Bernard 
Hernnann comes up with music 
that provides both a feeling for 
the city as Travis sees it and an 
electrifying look into his madness. 
Even if nothing else in this movie 
were to work Herrmann’s score 
alone is worth the price of 
admission.

Not 
since the death of Bradley 
founder Lydia Moss Bradley in 
1908 has the board had a woman 
represented until the coming 
quarterly meeting on April 23. 

Anne Edwards, a junior from 
Oak Lawn, Illinois, majoring in 
Civil Engineering was recently 
elected student body president. 
Through By-Laws passed by the 
Bradley Board in 1970, as 
president, Ecftvards will represent 
the Bradley student body during 
each regular meeting of the Board. 

Edwards considers her election 
as student body president for 
1976-77, a personal victory. She 
considers being the first woman 
elected president and the first 
woman representative on the 
Board of Trustees merely 
coincidental. 

“Everybody expects me to 
make some sort of profound 
statement when they ask,“How 
do you feel about being the 
first?” Everybody likes to be 
unique and' different, doing 
something no one else has done 
before, but other than that I never 
really gave it a second thought.” 

Her interests have consistently 
been in traditionally 
male-dominated activities. She is 
now enrolled in the College of 
Engineering and Technology, one 
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of eight women majoring in Civil 
Engineering out of a total of 106 
full-time students in that one 
curriculum: of the more than 800 
full-time students in the College 
of Engineering and Technology at

Bradley, 55 are women. 

Edwards worked summers at 
her father’s construction company 
and never had any difficulty being 
accepted there or anywhere else 
she recalls. “I’ve just always been 
brought up in an atmosphere 
where I was encouraged to do 
whatever it is I thought I could do 


and I’ve always worked just a 
little harder to prove myself.” 

. Initially enrolled as a music 
major at Bradley, she changed her 
major soon after, when she 
decided to follow in the family 
tradition, pursuing the area she 
has worked in and enjoyed, civil 
engineering. 

She got her start in student 
government two years ago when 
she was asked to run for all-school 
vice-president. At the time she 
was president of the 
Harper-Wyckoff dorm council 
and a freshman on a music 
scholarship.

She also plans to attend night 
school for her masters degree in 
applied statistics from the 
Rochester Institute of 
Technology. “I’m afraid I might 
be bored to tears after being so 
involved around here, always 
going to meetings or something.” 

Diane wasn’t always interested 
in engineering. In fact her first 
love is teaching and she had 
originally planned to be a math 
teacher. But when a high school 
physics teacher showed her a 
brochure on the Junior 
Engineering Technological Society 
Summer program (JETS), she 
became interested in the idea of 
applying her science and math 
talents in a higher-paying field. 

“I still want to teach college 
courses part-time or teach 
in-company courses,” she said, 
“and possibly teach full-time later 
on. ____ 


k ‘But industrial engineering has 
lots of aspects of working with 
people in, for example, labor 
relations. It can be more of a 
management science or industrial 
psychology which is what I like,” 
she said. 

Diane is on the student 
advisory committee to the Dean 
of the College of Engineering 
Technology at Bradley. She also 
helps recruit prospective women 
engineers to the program. She 
said, “Why should a woman with 
the same capabilities in math and 
science as a man, be expected to 
only be a math teacher when she 
can be just as happy with an 
engineering position and a higher 
salary?” 

Dr. Joe Emanuel, chairman of 
the Department of Industrial 
Engineering will vouch for that. 
“We think Diane can compare 
favorably with any male industrial 
engineering graduate in the 
country. In fact, currently at 
Bradley, women in our 
department are at the top, or 
close to it, in all four classes 
(freshman through senior).” 

“The trouble with women in a 
man’s society,” Diane added, “is 
that teachers are used to teaching 
from the male viewpoint of being 
the breadwinner who supports a 
wife and children. It’s time 
teachers became aware of the 
special role a career woman can 
play. There are career counseling 
needs that are particular to a 


woman. 

“For a long time I thought I 
had to prove myself but now that 
people know I can do the work, I 
realize I don’t have to worry 
about that anymore.” 

Just about the only other 
worry Diane has right now is 
thinking about winters in 
Rochester. “I love sunshine,” she 
said, “but it will probably snow 
all the time there. I guess I’ll have 
to take up skiing!” ^

Before April 6, there was not a 
member of the Bradley track team 
who knew what it was like to 
defeat Augustana. It had been 
four years since the Braves had 
turned the trick and, after three 
seasons of watching the Vikings 
take the mile relay and the meet, 
coach Jake Schoof and the team’s 
seniors were hungry for a change 
of pace. 

“We lost three years in a row,” 
Schoof said, “twice by poor 


officiating and once by legitimate 
defeat. It’s always been very close. 

“I figured it was about 
time ... in fact, we were 
overdue.” 

As it turned out, the Braves 
didn’t even need the final relay, 
which they didn’t get anyway, as 
they got clean sweeps in the 
sprints to win, 78-67. 

“I’ve been waiting three years 
for this,” said senior Bill Graba, 
who did his part, taking a second 
and a third in the 220 and the

100 . 

Freshman Mark Forbes won 
the 220 and placed second to 
sophomore utlity man Dave 
Brown in the 100. Forbes also ran 
a stellar anchor on the 440 relay 
to get the running events off in 
fine style. 

Brown, in addition to his 100 
victory, took firsts in the 120 high 
hurdles, the long jump and the 
triple jump. 

The day’s only record 
performance came from junior 
distance runner John Philyaw, 
who ran away from the three-mile 
field to clock 14:30.7, 
eight-tenths of a second off the 
old record, set by Mark Brewer in 
1972. 

Mike Freeman also drew praise 
from Schoof, taking second in the 
mile with a 4:21. “He’s starting to 
find himself again,” Schoof said 
of the sophomore, who sat out 
the indoor season with a foot 
injury. 

Another sophomore returning 
to form after an injury was Andy 
Guasto, who doubled with 
winning efforts in the discus and 
the shot put. 

“I really felt that was the first 
time in I don’t know how many 
years we’ve wanted a meet more 
than our visitors,” Schoof said. 

“I think if we were to run 
them again they might beat us. 
But we really wanted this one and 
I was happy the way we reacted.” 

The team’s reaction was not as 
impressive Saturday at the Eastern 
Illinois Relays, where no team 
scores were kept.

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Golfers seek tournament 
rebound in BU invitational 


After finishing second two 
weeks ago in the Western Illinois 
Invitational at Macomb, the 
Bradley golf team fell off the pace 
Saturday, finishing ninth in the 
15-team Illinois Intercollegiate 
Tournament at Savoy. 

Warren Molitor led Bradley 
finisher^ in the Intercollegiate 
tournament with a 157 over 36 
holes. The Peoria Woodruff senior 
shot rounds of 81 and 76 to finish

Bradley’s ninth place, 
801-stroke finish, was far off the 
pace of Western Michigan which 
shot a 768 over the difficult 
University of Illinois golf course 
outside of Champaign.

Jerry Young, a Lewistown 
product, was second for the 
Braves with a 77-81 — 158. Other

165 and Tom Ambrosch (89-85) 
174. 

The Braves returned to better 
form Tuesday with a double-dual 
victory over Illinois Wesleyan and 
Millikin at Highland Park Golf 
Course in Bloomington. 

The Braves had 357 strokes to 
easily outdistance Millikin with 
380 and Illinois Wesleyan at 395 
on the par 70 course. 

Molitor was Bradley medalist, 
firing a two-under-par 68.

The Braves turned things 
around the next day, sweeping 
Knox College in Galesburg, 6-0 
and 5-3. The Braves slammed 18 
hits, 10 of them in game one 
helping Fred Campobasso to 
improve his record to 3-0. 
“Campy” tossed a three-hitter and 
struck out 10. 

In the second game, junior 
Mike Kubera bounced back from 
his only bad outing with a five-hit, 
five strike-out performance as he 


also went the distance. Steve 
Preece had the hot bat, going 
three for six while outfielder 
Steve Anderson went three for 


seven. 

Bradley’s five run second inning 
in the second game at Knox was a 
good sign the bats were beginning 
to come around. It was also-a sign 
of things to come. During the 
next three games over the 
weekend against Notre Dame, 
Bradley hit five of the Irish’s 
pitchers for 26 runs and 32 hits, 
including three home runs. 

On Friday, the Braves scored in 
five different innings as they won, 
8-5. Bradley banged out 10 hits, 
stole three bases and took 
advantage of seven Notre Dame 
errors to coast in. Rich Russell got 
his second win against one loss 
with relief help from Curt 
Thompson. 

Saturday’s doubleheader sweep 
of the Irish stretched the Braves’ 
win streak to the longest this 
year-five games., But how they did 
it is what made it interesting. 

In game one, the Braves needed 
13 hits (including two triples and 
two home runs) to stay even with 
Notre Danfe after six innings. But 
in the seventh with the score 
10-10 — that’s right, 
10-10-Bradley loaded the bases 
on two walks and an infield single.

said that if materials are made 
available there is no longer a need 
to steal them. He said that very 
few libraries restrict access. He 
said there is “no need to be all 
that concerned,” as materials will 
go through the same security 
checks as before. 

Other plans include the 
conversion of comer study rooms 
for offices for the professional 
librarians; the elimination or 
relocation of the all-hours study 
and smoking room; the 
establishment of a bibliography 
center; and reorganization of the 
library faculty “primarily 
according to broad subject 
specialties.” 

Rice said they are looking tor 
alternatives to the all-hours study 
room, whether it should be 
relocated elsewhere on campus or 
eliminated. Another area in the 
library would be designated for 
smoking. 

The reorganization of the 
library faculty would be done so 
as to concentrate the effort of the 
library faculty on bibliographic 
instruction, resource 
development, reference service 
and planning the overall library 


program. 

All the changes are “designed 
to render a better service,” 
according to Rice, and are geared 
toward user convenience. Rice 
said “No jobs will be lost as a 
result of this,” although attrition 
will cause a staff reduction sooner 
or later, he added. Departments 
would be eliminated but positions 
would not. 


Rice said there was some 
dissention to the proposal, and 
Jones was working on a revised 
copy. 

The new Ohio College Library 
Center (OCLC) is a computer 
system which has cut down the 
filing process by one month in the 
library. The five-week-old system 
could result in eventual 
replacement of the card 
catalogues. Its immediate impact 
according to Jones will be to bring 
materials through faster. Another 
benefit is an extension on 
borrowing, the computer tells 
which schools on the OCLC have 
a desired book or collection. This 
service will eventually replace the 
long wait involved with 
inter-library loans.

Yes, there will be classes in May 
next year according to the 
University Senate. The proposal 
to move up the academic calendar 
two weeks and thus shorten 
Christmas vacation and the date 
of finals second semester was 
defeated last Thursday in the 
University Senate. All-School 
President Anne Edwards 
announced the decision at 
Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. “They discussed many 
objections to the plan, like the 
energy costs, the problems it 
would cause the athletic program, 
and other things that we talked 
about here in Senate,” Edwards 
said. 

Edwards also reported that Paul 
Arney, associate professor of 
business, asked on behalf of the 
University Senate that Student 
Senate nominate possible 
successors to Dr. Domenico 
Volturno as the University 
ombudsman. The Senate then 


nominated Professors William 
Hall, John Howard, Kevin Teeven, 
Ronald Koperski, and Kalman 
Goldberg for the list, which is to 
be turned in to the University 
Senate for consideration. 

Treasurer Mike Trucco outlined 
the proposed budget for Senate 
activities, which was approved by 
the Senate. The total budget 
request is over $8,600 and must 
be reviewed by the Student 
Activities Budget Review Board 
(SABRC). The biggest 
appropriations are for the several 
publications the Senate is 
planning to put out including 
newsletters, a course evaluation 
booklet, and the annual telephone 
directory, along with the 
appropriation request for 
Homecoming activities. 

Senator Mike Tague questioned 
the size of the budget request 
saying, “If we go in with a 
monstrosity like that it might hurt 
rather than help our cause before 
SABRC.” Tague pointed out that

“The Master Says Boo.” 

This is admittedly going to be a 
biased review. Of all the directors 
I like, the one I love above all is 
Alfred Hitchcock. The number of 
other directors who admire and 
lovingly borrow from Hitchcock 
are legion.

About 90 per cent of the senior 
class use the services offered by 
the placement office which 
include on-campus recruiting for 
engineering, technology, and 
J I business majors; and frequent

director for those not recruited. 

Recruitment consists of 
business and industry coming on 
campus to interview potential job 
candidates. The interviews are set 
up by the placement office. 

Counseling consists of working 
with the placement director on a 
weekly basis. Pardieck said it is 
“necessary for us to work 
together on a one to one basis,”

re is a $2 admissio helping the students establish 
credentials and write resumes. 

Virtually 100 per cent of all 
engineering, technology, 
accounting, and nursing majors 
are placed. Placement figures 
show about 85-90 per cent of 
graduates of the College of 
Business and about 85-86 per cent 
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isn’t able to follow up on every 
student. 

Some students go on to 
graduate school and then find jobs 
while others may wait a year or 
two before they find a job. 

Experience helps, as Pardieck 
said “Cooperative education 
including internships are the 
strongest single factor in 
employment today. It lets the 
person be on the job for a great 
amount of time.” He added a high 
percentage of co-op students are 
placed within the company they 
intern. Pardieck also said these 
students who are in co-op and 
internship programs are more 
attractive to employers because of 
their experience. 

Students should start working 
with the placement office at the 


end of their junior year so all the 
paperwork can get done, according 
to Pardieck, “so we have as much 
time as possible.” 

The placement office used to 
conduct seminars, but there is a 
course now offered called 
Employment Strategy which 
teaches all the basics of job 
hunting, and goes into all that the 
placement office seminars did. 

The College Placement Council, 
a national council which is made 
up of career planning directors at 
universities, said that starting 
salaries at the bachelor degree 
level extend from an average of 
$8,580 for humanities majors to 
$16,788 for engineering students. 

In a survey the council 
conducted, they found that the 
number of jobs offered to women 


is still only 16 per cent of the 
total number of jobs offered to B. 
A. candidates and 15 per cent of 
the total offered to M.A. 
candidates. 

The College Press Service noted 
“this year’s graduates face 
possibly the worst job outlook 
ever,” while Pardieck says he is 


or 


not seeing any depression 
defeatist attitudes at Bradley. 

He added that the work on the 
part of the placement office 
doesn’t end with graduation. 
Anyone who has established 
credentials with the office will 
have their records kept there 
long as needed.

Bradley junior Jerry Young shot

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ibrary changes planned for students'

Dr. Robert Jones, director of 
|he library, appeared before 
Student Senate on Monday to 
[inswer questions on the proposed 
5 -organization of the library over 
le summer. Jones prefaced his 
Remarks by saying, “Change is 
jfery much a part of library 
fstems today. The changes we’re 
proposing are improvements or we 
wouldn’t try them.” 

According to Jones, many of 
|Bradleys’ library procedures are 
(outdated compared to procedures 
sed in many other college 
Bibraries. Jones added that 
fstudents at other schools are more 
Course) captured! advanced in the process of finding 
land gathering information than 
are Bradley students. He feels this 


is partly due to the inefficient 
organization of the library as it 
now operates. 

“We are trying to employ a 
system that has hardly been used 
here at Bradley compared to its 
use at other schools and that is 
using a centralized information 
center. We want to make students 
self-sufficient as information users 
by making them more competent 
in finding their own information,” 
he said. 

The main area of revision 
would center on the centralization 
of the public service desk from 
the present six outlets to one desk 
on the main floor. Jones admitted 
that this change would result in 
the loss of some of the advantages 


of specialization in such areas as 
government documents and 
reference materials, but added he 
felt the time saved students by 
eliminating the need to run from 
floor to floor made up for the 
loss. “We will still provide the 
needed assistance for using the 
materials such as government 
documents, but you can spoon 
feed college students for so long. 
They shouldn’t be made 
dependent on our present 
system,” Jones stated. 

Jones said that the 
consolidation of departments will 
cause no immediate reduction of 
the library staff, including the 70 
some students currently 
employed. The proposed plans 


would gradually phase out the 
current security arrangements in 
favor of an electronic system 
which would call for the 
sensitization of all library 
materials. 

On the controversial subject of 
open ciruclation, Jones said that 
the system has been a success in 
other libraries and there is no 
reason to expect theft and 
vandalism of materials will be any 
more of a problem in the future 
than it has been in the past. 

Funds for the project will be 
drawn from the annual library 
services budget and the costs will 
be confined to that budget. Jones 
explained that any further 
renovations will be made on a cost

trade-off basis instead of spending 
money that isn’t readily available. 

Jones also announced that the 
plans to eliminate the all-hours 
study room have been dropped. 
“We found a whole sub-culture on 
campus that stays up all night 
long and they would be seriously 
impaired by the closing of the 
study room,” said Jones. 

The Senate ratified a resolution 
calling on the Illinois General 
Assembly and Governor Dan 
Walker to support full funding of 
ISSC grants. The resolution was 
proposed by the Illinois 
Assocaition of Independent 
Colleges and Universities and has 
already been signed by 20 some 
schools.

Campus Affairs Advisory 
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CAAB recommends gynecologist but no dispensary 


appeared at the April 21 meeting 
to give his views on the proposals 
previously submitted by the 
Associated Women Students 
(AWS). 

King said he was not objecting 
to the addition of a gynecologist, 
but he was worried about the 
effect dispensing contraceptives 
would have on the university. 

“It’s important for us to go 
slowly. I’d need more information 
before I can condone passing out 
contraceptive methods of birth 
control to our students,” King 
said. 


Other AWS proposals included 
dispensing birth control materials 
from the Health Center and a plan 
to staff the Center with a 
gynecologist in addition to 
dispensing birth control. The 
fourth proposal created by CAAB 
provided for a gynecologist but 
deleted the dispensing of 
contraceptive devices from the 
Health Center, making students go 
elsewhere to obtain 
contraceptives. 

A representative from Planned 
Parenthood was originally 
scheduled to speak on the costs 
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for the programs, but decided to 
wait until the university made a 
committment to bringing Planned 
Parenthood to Bradley. 

At an earlier meeting, Dean of 
Women Camille Primm had 
expressed the support of her 
office for the complete AWS 
proposal. 


Other objectors voiced their 
opinions at the meeting. In a 
memorandum to CAAB, associate 
professor of home economics and 
CAAB member Doris Wilson, gave 
four areas of concern in the 
proposals. They included moral 
reasons, public relations for the 
university, duplication of existing 


facilities, and negative publicity 
for Planned Parenthood. 

Another memo was sent to 
CAAB from Harold Benner of the 
Counseling Center. Benner urged 
CAAB to concentrate on total 
health care. “In general the 
Counseling Center is not opposed 
to the AWS proposal if it is of no 
cost to Bradley and if students are 
asked to pay a small fee for the 
services. We do not feel that a 
moral issue of what is right or 
wrong, good or bad, black or 
white regarding promiscuity or 
premarital sex is involved. We see 
the issue as increasing and 
upgrading University Health 
Services.” 


Fire destroys lounge, 
$5,000 damage 


Williams residents received a 
rude awakening Monday morning 
as they were roused from the 
dorm by a 4:50 a.m. fire alarm. 
The fire caused an estimated 
$5,000 damage to the second 
floor lounge and sent two 
students to the hospital for smoke 
inhalation. 

The cause of the blaze has not 
yet been determined, but material 
has been sent to Springfield for 
analysis, according to Joseph 
Mele, vice-president for business 
affairs. 

Williams residents Tony 
Calanca and Ed Krup were treated 
and released from St. Francis for 
smoke inhalation. 

Mike Murphy, director of 


housing, estimated damage as 
close to $5,000, but indicated this 
was the fire department estimate 
and not a final figure. The lounge 
furniture, a color television, a 
microwave oven and wooded 
cabinets were destroyed in the 
blaze. 


Murphy said the ceiling in the 
lounge would be replaced and the 
walls of the lounge and hallway 
will have to be repainted. There 
was also some smoke and water 
damage to rooms on the floor. 

Residents helped in the 
cleanup after the fire department 
had left, and contractors for the 
painting were in the dorm by 8 
that morning.

Outstanding seniors honored

Students with outstanding 
academic records will be honored 
at receptions and seminars today. 
According to Dr. George 
Ferguson, Vice-President of 
Academic Affairs, the different 
departments will honor the 
students from their departments 
who are graduating with honors or 
who are on the Dean’s List. 

Students may graduate cum 
laude, magna cum laude, or 
summa cum laude, depending on 
their grade point average (GPA). 
There are two systems for 
awarding honors at graduation. 
Under the old system, the 
required GPA for graduation cum 
laude is 3.25 to 3.5; for magna 
cum laude, 3.5 to 3.75; and 
summa cum laude, 3.75 to 4.0. 
Students are also required to write 
a scholarly paper relating to their 
field or to complete a special 
project. 

Under the new system, this

paper or project is not required, 
but the necessary GPA for 
graduation with honors is higher. 
For cum laude, the student must 
have a GPA of 3.4 to 3.59; for 
magna cum laude, 3.6 to 3.79; 
and for summa cum laude, 3.8 to 
4.0. The necessary GPA for the 
Dean’s List is 3.5. Students this 
year may elect to receive 
commencement honors under 
either the old or the new system. 

“There will be quite a 
significant number of students 
honored,” commented Ferguson, 
“partly since they can now 
graduate without writing a paper. 
In i the past, this had deterred 
many students from graduating 
with honors.” 

Approximately 200 seniors and 
their advisors will be honored. 
Ferguson added that students 
with outstanding academic 
records from all 4 classes will 
also be honored on Honors Day. 
The total number of students

honored, from all 4 classes is 
about 700. 

The individual departments 
will be in charge of deciding how 
to honor outstanding students 
from their department. 
Accordingly, the arrangements 
will vary from department to 
department.

Time will 
be allowed for questions, 
discussion, and possibly a 
reception. 

In addition to having their 
graduation honors noted on their 
records, students who graduate 
cum laude, magna cum laude or 
summa cum laude will wear honor 
cords at graduation. These cords 
will be white, red, or gold, 
respectively. 

In the past, students with high 
grades were honored at a special 
dinner. Recently, however, the 
cost has become too exorbinant 
to do this.

No ISSC bill: Cromwell 


The Illinois House of 
Representatives has passed a bill 
authorizing the full payment of 
Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission (ISSC) awards. 
Bradley’s financial Aid office has 
received no notification of the 
present status of the bill, whether' 
or not it has been passed by the 
Senate and signed by the 
governor. 

According to Director of 
Financial Aids, Thomas Cromwell, 
the measure, which passed 
overwhelmingly in the House, is 


expected to do the same in the 
Senate. Bradley has made no plans 
to bill students for the 12 per cent 
originally withheld by the state 
because of a shortage of funds. 

When notification of the 
measure passing comes too late to 
the Financial Aids office, checks 
for the 12 per cent of the ISSC 
award will be sent to those 
students to whom the university 
owed money. Only those students 
who have a refund due from the 
university will receive a check.

Irresponsibility - 

It looks like the AWS proposal for a gynecologist and 
birth control in the Health Center has not passed CAAB and 
the chances of implementation of the proposal are almost 
nonexistent. 

It’s a real shame that when birth control is discussed 
almost automatically words like promiscuity, moral posture 
and irresponsibility keep coming into the discussion. For a 
private university, it seems that a progressive educational 
institution such as Bradley would lead the field in 
enlightened education and not be caught in the politics of the 
situation. 

But as-amended, we feel CAAB has made a workable and 
acceptable proposal which we hope passes the Board of 
Trustees as well as President Martin Abegg. The real question 
is total health care. 

In the Bradley Handbook it states, “The Student Health 
Center is not equipped nor staffed to handle serious or 
prolonged illnesses. Cases involving such care will be referred, 
at the expense of the student, to a local physician whose 
patients are admitted to the facilities of the three excellent 
local hospitals.” 


it goes two ways 

Not all gynecological problems are serious or prolonged. 
We frankly would be appalled if the service were turned 
down solely because it’s not necessary or of sufficient 
importance to the students. 

As much as we support the proposal, there’s a sinking 
feeling that there’s too much against the proposal; that too 
many people are too worried about the “effects” on 
fundraising or alumni reactions. As yet we have seen no 
evidence of these potential problems becoming a reality. 

This time the Scout brings in the word irresponsible—it 
would be irresponsible to take a chance that a student will go 
downtown for birth control—it would be irresponsible to 
deny women vital health care services simply because of the 
worry that some alumni will quit giving—or that some 
potential students will not come. 

Such a narrow-minded view is not consistent with Bradley 
and all it is supposed to stand for. But these are apathetic 
times, and maybe the university is just taking advantage of 
that. We want to see the proposal go to the Board and, most 
of all, we want to see them take the initiative to make 
Bradley a truly progressive, open-minded institution.

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Poor planning for 

Festival events 

Last weekend’s Spring Festival of the Arts was the victim 
of poor publicity, poor planning, and bad weather. 

There was little or no advance publicity for the individual 
events at the Festival. Most students were aware there was a 
Spring Festival - but few knew exactly what was going on. 

A calendar of events did appear in the Scout and other 
calendars were available at the various events, but most 
publicity prior to Friday’s Scout consisted of general flyers 
listing the locations of displays only. 

Admittedly, the bad weather was a major factor in the 
Festival’s problems. But this being the rainy season in Peoria, 
more advance planning should have been done. 

For instance, the performance by Peoria’s Barbershop 
Society was scheduled for 2:45 on Olin Patio. At 2:45 the 
society was standing inside Olin, waiting for someone to 
decide where they should sing, since the weather made the 
use of Olin Patio impractical. 

They finally performed in Olin’s entrance lobby, to a 
crowd which never exceeded 30 people. Passersby walked in 
between the performers and the audience, and some came 
through the double doors at the group’s back, passing 
through and around them during the performance. The 
passersby weren’t being rude, there was simply no place else 
to walk. 

Surely with a little advance planning, a better performance 
area could have been found. 

For some groups, a better place was found. The Grease 
Band, also scheduled to perform on Olin Patio, ended up 
performing in the Student Center Ballroom. This group, 
which proved its drawing power with an overflow crowd at 
Campus Carnival, played this time to an audience of less than 
100 people, most of whom were parents of the band 
members. Again, better publicity might have drawn a bigger 
crowd. 

Part of the problem was that signs explaining the 
rescheduling of events appeared only minutes before the 
event actually started. Since it rained all weekend, the 
steering committee knew in advance that all outdoor events 
would have to be moved, and could have given everyone a 
little more advance notice. 

The rescheduling of events at the Festival was really only a 
minor inconvenience, aggravated by poor planning, but the 
cancellation of events without notice was a little more 
annoying. 

One play, The Pirates of Penzance was scheduled for both 
Saturday and Sunday nights. The play was cancelled. There 
was no advance notice. Those who showed up (few in 
number, perhaps again through lack of adequate publicity) 
were simply told that the play was not going to be 
performed. It would have been easy to put up one or two 
signs giving notice of the cancellation, and to delete it from 
the calendar given to the Scout for publishing. 

The Spring Festival of the Arts has the potential of being 
excellent. The events, once found, were worth attending. The 
displays were interesting. A great deal happened last weekend 
at the Festival. Too bad more people didn’t know about it.

to p re-scheduled intramural 
competition according to the 
priorities set. 

I’m a basketball player myself 
and would eat, sleep and breathe 
basketball if it were practical. But 
I don’t think everyone should be 
expected to step aside to make 
way for my basketball jones, just 
like I don’t think Stowell and his 
team should expect this campus 
to cater to their every whim—year 
round. 

Quite frankly, if I’m up at 
Haussler shooting hoops at one 
end of the court and the varsity 
team decides to go full-court, 
they’ll have to play around me. I 
won’t move unless there’s another 


basket opened and even thenjj 
I’d question where they get the 
authority to go full-court whem 
the rest of us have to follow the!

only. 

And if I was into badminton I 
certainly would resent theil 
insinuation that an intramural!

Seeing America-expensive 


is not the only way

it be by motorcycle, bicycle, 
roller skates or on foot, let us 
know, maybe we’ll do a story on 
you. 

(CPS)—It’s funny, but few 
people get excited about a trip 
through America. It’s just 
too—well, American. Ma and Pa 
and the kids all pile in the car and 
roll off to a ho-hum summer of 
highway pit stops at McDonalds 
and Holiday Inns. 

Cheap, but few thrills. 

College students used to avoid 
this summer sameness by catching 



a plane to Europe and leaving 
America to their parents. But 
economics have interceded and 
now Pittsburgh seems a lot more 
practical than Paris. 

Fortunately, it’s possible to 
ditch family tradition and enjoy 
an off-beat summer travelling 
through the U.S. Here’s how to do 
it with a minimum of cash: 

Exploring America from the 
back seat of a car is a good bet if 
you’re travelling with six other 
people who are splitting the gas 
upkeep on a fine-tuned VW. 


Otherwise, gas price-fixing what it 
is, it’s cheaper to park your car 
for the summer and travel via bus 
or train or bike. 

Train lovers can take advantage 
of Amtrack’s USARAIL Pass, 
which entitles the holder to one 
month of unlimited coach travel 
for $250. You can also buy a 
21-day pass for $200 or a 14-day 
pass for $150. 

The USARAIL Pass can save 
you a lot of money. For instance, 
Amtrack’s coach fare for a trip 
from New York to L.A. and back 
again via Chicago is $304; a 
two-week pass thus saves $154. 

Those who are willing to rough 
it can purchase a similar pass from 
the bus companies and cut 
Amtrack’s price in half. A 
two-month Ameripass from 
Greyhound costs $250; a 
one-month pass goes for $175. 
Continental Trailways offers the 
same deal at the same price and 
calls it Eaglepass. The competing 
buslines have very reasonably 
agreed to honor each other’s pass 
on all their route A tip for 
busers: you can save yourself a 
few bucks and wear and tear on 
your stomach lining if you pack 
your lunch and avoid the rip-off 
prices of bus station lunch 
counters.

Another transportation option 
for speed freaks is joining up with 
the Bikecentennial. 
Bikecentennial, a non-profit 
organization set up to develop 
bike trails, is sponsoring numerous 
bicycle tours this summer. 

For instance, a 12-day, 
375-mile bike trip through the 
Colorado Rockies costs $165 with 
lodging every night, and $ 145 for 
reserved camp sites.

Americo Fassiotto is just like 
any other political science major 
at Bradley. Almost. His age 
(68-going-on-21) and the fact that 
he “doesn’t mind studying” 
distinguish him as one of a special 
breed of college student. 

A firm believer in the maxim 
“better late than never,” Fassiotto 
(his friends call him “Mickey”) is 
currently enrolled as a full time 
student at Bradley. He received an 
associate in arts degree in political 
sicence from Spoon River College, 
where he began in 1974 after 
retiring from Peoria Autobody. 

“I’ve always believed in 
education,” Fassiotto said, “and 
decided that this was as good a 
time as any to start.” Earlier 
efforts to gain a college education 
had been blocked by his lack of a 
high school diploma and the fact 
that tradition dictated the family 
sons went to work after 
completing eighth grade. 

“I got real good grades in grade 
school, and always felt that if I’d 
had the opportunity I would have 
gone on then,” he said. 

The opportunity came in the 
form of a General Educational 
Development Test which he 
passed to receive the equivalency 
of a high school diploma. 
Fassiotto now is taking advantage 
of a special tuition program at 
Bradley that allows senior citizens 
to take classes at reduced rates. 


Fassiotto doesn’t recommend a 
delayed time schedule as ideal. 
“People are better off to get an 
education early and then go 
through life with it,” he said. He 
urges any older person who wants 
an education to get one, though 
he realizes that “a lot of people 
want to sit around and do nothing 
when they retire.” 

Aside from age (in his case 
overshadowed by spirit and 
attitude) and older appearance, 
Fassiotto is almost 
indistinguishable from other 
college students: he’s looking 
forward to graduation in three 
semesters, “feels happy” upon 
receiving a good grade, and studies 
(every morning, night, and 
weekend). Maybe he is 
different... 

“It takes a little longer for an 
older person to adjust, because 
they don’t remember everything 
as easily,” he said. 

This semester, Fassiotto is 
taking 13 hours, including 
Spanish, English and two political 
science courses. 

“The first month was rough,” 
Fassiotto admits, describing his 
adjustment to academic rigor. 
“Getting organized, knowing what 
class to study when, and getting 
used to teachers all took some 
time,” he said. 

The former 
“frame-and-front-end man” 
attained a Dean’s List gradepoint 
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canons 
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of 3.75 at Spoon River, as well as 
membership in Phi Theta Kappa, 
an honorary there. He hopes to do 
as well at Bradley, and says he’s 
had “no problems” in his return 
to studenthood. 

How do students and teachers 
react to a “grandfather-type” 
attending classes? According to 
Fassiotto, “people have been 
wonderful!” His early fears that 
students would brush him off 
were quickly erased, he said. 

“There’s very little difference 
in my view and those of the 
younger students,” he said, 
describing an attitudinal survey he 
once took in a sociology class 
which showed his scores equal to 
his classmates. 

“I don’t think there’s a 
generation gap —that’s just 
between people who don’t want 
try and get along with anyone 
else.” 

What Fassiotto wants is to go 
to law school. He plans on 


Travel is also a favorite past 
time. A Navy man, Fassiotto has 
visited every U.S. state, including 
Hawaii. “People are a little 
different everywhere you go and 
have different philosophies on 
life,” he said, adding “I like to see 
and listen to different people.”

applying to several schools during 
his senior year. “I’ll have to see 
what happens,” he said. 
Continuing towards a master’s 
degree might be another possible 
post-graduate alternative, he 
added. 

Like any college student, 
Fassiotto has extracurricular 
interests. With his wife of 39 
years, he tends a farm near 
Canton, which he rents to another 
couple. Polka and ballroom 
dancing are favorite hobbies, 
according to Fassiotto, who’s 
already bought tickets to see 
Wayne King at the Hub next 
month. “Why, I danced to him 50 
years ago,” Mickey chuckled.

“Education has given me 
different outlook on life,” he said.

athletes beginning next year, 
shows Bradley is not dragging its 
feet in working toward 
compliance with Title IX. 

Within the next two years, 
according to Griffin, there are 
plans to add women’s 
intercollegiate competition in 
swimming, tenpis and softball as 
well as hiring an additional coach. 
In the meantime, Griffin said, 
some of the men’s coaches have 
expressed no objection to having 
the women work out with their 
squads. 

And to put icing on the cake, 
Coach Griffin jsut recently threw 
her hat into the recruiting ring - 
that nebulous area where some 
women coaches never want to 
visit while some can’t seem to 
leave. 

Recruiting of women athletes is 
a relatively new phenomenon and 
many women coaches are 
suspicious of its sometimes 
cut-throat tactics. Right now the 
recruiting regulations set down by 
the Association for Intercollegiate 
Athletics for Women (AIAW) are 
so strict, that even the most 
talent-thirsty find their hands 
tied. 

For example, it used to be 
illegal, according to the 
regulations, for coaches to ven 
send out letters to a prospective 
player — the player had to make 
the initial contact. Now the rule 
has been changed but coaches 
don’t want to take a chance at 
jeopardizing someone’s eligibility. 
Some are still a little leery. 

Some of Coach Griffin’s 
basketball players showed a 
lefthanded, ballhandling guard 
from Chicago around the campus 
last week and spent an afternoon 
breaking her in on the hoops at 
Haussler. The “recruit” had 
already been admitted and 
enrolled in the university for the

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fall and then contacted Griffin 
about a visit to the campus. And 
that’s as close as Bradley’s ever 
come to recruiting a woman 
athlete. 

Other recruiting restrictions are 
that athletic departments are not 
to subsidize the recruiting effort. 
Any trips made by a coach or 
athlete must be entirely out of 
herr own pocket. Women can’t 
give four-year scholarships, either. 
An athlete must reapply every 
year and be renewed or cut from 
the team. 

Across the nation, Bradley fares 
well among established programs 
and what they offer. At Delta 
State University, AIAW title 
champions for two consecutive 
years in only three years of 
competition, there are no athletic 
scholarships but there is effective 
recruiting. Delta handles it 
through the admissions office 


which foots the bills for the 
recruitment efforts just like any 
scholastic or other type of 
recruiting that is done. 

Immaculate College, which won 
three consecutive AIAW titles 
before having to take a back seat 
to Delta State, gets about 300 
letters a day from prospective 
athletes and they have just four 
$1,000 scholarships to offer 
(tuition is $3,000). Recruiting is 
their reputation. 

And those two are the most 
reputable women’s basketball 
programs in the country. What 
about some of the other standard 
four-year institutions fighting to 
keep their head above water? 

At the University of Missouri in 
Columbia, women are offered 
only six tuition scholarships in 
basketball. The University of 
Missouri in St. Louis has only four 
which it divides among eight 


women in all sports. 

At the other end of the 
spectrum Stanford University in 
California recently awarded over 
$32,000 among nine women 
athletes. At UCLA, $50,000 is 
being distributed among almost 
50 women in nine sports. 

As appealing as those figures 
look, Griffin is being very patient 
for the Bradley women’s share. 
“It’s just going to take a little 
time,” she says. 

But the pressures are being felt 
all over: Pressure on coaches to 
recruit better athletes to build 
better programs, pressure on 
recruits to hold out for more 
money and pressure on 
universities to " maintain 
compliance with Title IX. 

Despite the pressures, however, 
Bradley’s women athletes can now 
see some light at the end of the 
tunnel. 


Brown, Philyaw lead Braves in MVC prep

After almost two weeks layoff, 
the Bradley track team returns to 
action today when they compete 
in the Viking Olympics at 
Augustana. Coach Jake Schoof 
has opted for the two-day meet in 
Rock Island instead of the Illinois 
Intercollegiate Championships in 
Carbondale. 

“I feel that we can be 
incontention for the team title at 
Augustana, whereas if we go to 
the Intercollegiate, we’d be 
fortunate if we scored in double 
figures,” Schoof said. The Braves 
scored only two points in last 
year’s Intercollegiate Meet. 

Schoof looks for Bradley to be 
in contention mainly with 
Augustana and Loras College, and 
is mostly concerned about the 
Braves’ lack of depth. ‘The 


format is that you can enter five 
men in an event and score any 
three,” he explained. “With the 
depth a lot of these teams have, 
it’s definitely gonna hurt us.” 

After the weekend, only one 
meet remains for the track men. 
The Missouri Valley Conference 
Meet will be held in Canyon, Tex., 
with West Texas State playing 
host. The date of the race is set 
for May 21. 

“I think we’ll do better 
outdoors than we did indoors,” 
Schoof said. But he doubts that 
the Braves will improve on their 
fifth place finish. “I think we’ll 
score better, but I can’t see us 
beating anybody that beat us 
indoors.” 

Sophomore utility man Dave 
Brown is the Braves’ best shot for 
points in the conference meet. His 


47-8 triple jump ranks third, 
according to the latest Valley 
honor rolls. The leader in that 
event is Southern Illinois’ Philip 
Robins, who blew to a wind-aided 
leap of 55-5Vl, best in the 
country. Brown also holds seventh 
in the long jump. 


The only other Brave to crack 
the top five is junior John 
Philyaw, whose 14:30.7 effort in 
the three-mile ranks fifth. 

“Philyaw is a possible placer in 
the three-mile because he reacts so 
well to competition and he just 
hasn’t had that much,” Schoof 
said. 


‘The sprints are so up and 
down that you can’t really tell. 
It’s possible to pick up a place in 
the 100 or 220 though, with 
(Mark) Forbes.”

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To he or not to be-Full time SID 


While the college basketball recruiting wars carry on and 
the nation’s high school players make their decisions as to 
which college to attend next year, Bradley University has 
some decisions of its own to make concerning the future of 
the Athletic Promotion office, formerly known as Sports 
information. 

It what was basically a cost-cutting move, former Sports 
Information Director Jim Dynan was asked to resign from 
that position late last summer. Dynan was replaced by 
Bradley students Dave Snell and Pete Odon, who were hired 
on a part-time basis. 

Snell now says that making the job part-time was a 
mistake. “It can only be a full-time job if it’s going to be 
done right,” he said. 

“If you’re gonna do a professional job, especially an SID 
(Sports Information Director) job with promotion too, it’s

foolish to think you can do all of that with a part-time 
person. It takes a full-time person just to do the SID job.” 

According to Director of University Relations Dr. James 
Erickson, however, as long as the job remains under his 
office, it will continue to be part-time. 

“There is no question that, ideally, it is a full-time job,” 
Erickson said. “But sometimes budgetary demands make it 
necessary to go with part-time.” 

Erickson estimated -that the cost of running the office 
presently is about half of what it would be were it a full-time 
position. 

There is a chance that the job would return to full-time 
status if it were to be put under the direction of the Athletic 
Department. This, according to Erickson, is being considered. 

“I would think that more likely than not, it will be 
full-time then,” said Athletic Director Charles Orsbome said. 
“If not full-time, then nine months with the summer off.” 

So, what difference is it whether the money for a full-time 
positions comes from the Athletic Department or from 
Erickson’s office? “It doesn’t really make any difference,” 
Orsbome said. 

Part-time or full-time, a new director is going to have to be 
found since Snell has submitted his resignation from the post, 
effective May 15. Nobody seems to have an inside track on 
the job yet, although apparently several names have been 
mentioned. 

Assuming that the job remains as it is now, Erickson 
forsees about the same format: a director and an assistant. 

If that is the case, Odon says that there must be a full-time 
secretary. “Somebody needs to be there all the time to give 
answers to people who call,” he said. 

“You’ve gotta have a full-time somebody to be in here,” 
Snell agreed. “You’ve gotta have a knowledgeable person 
who has information at their fingertips and can get things out 
fast.” 

Odon also feels that the part-time method is workable.

“but it has to be coordinated very closely. This wasn’t: we 
overlapped.” 

Snell insisted that there is no way to run the office 
efficiently on a part-time basis. 

“You don’t run a big time organization or office some 
place part-time,” he pointed out. “And it’s not for students 
either.” 

“A student here — I don’t think can do the job. He’s got so 
many other things to do. You can’t let tests and stuff enter in 
and make commitments.” 

Snell estimated that he spent an average of 32 hours per 
week in the office, while Odon claimed about 25 hours. “But 
we also spent time away from the office,” the latter said, 
“like when we took statistics home to work on them. 

“Whoever takes over will have to realize, as we soon did, 
that you may get paid for 20 hours work, but you work a lot 
more.” 

So now a decision has to be made as to what will happen 
to the office of Athletic Promotion, Sports Information, or 
whatever it ends up being called next year. 

Orsbome would like to see the office under direction of 
the Athletic Department and sees it as a full-time capacity. 
As for hiring someone to fill the position, he said that it 
would be desireable to get a person who would be flexible 
enough to “meet our particular needs at Bradley.” 

Orsbome identified those needs as general promotion of 
the men’s and women’s intercollegiate programs. When asked 
to specify he spoke of releases to high schools, a “little closer 
rapport with the local press or news media for more space for 
the less popular sports. 

“In other words, more of what I call the nuts and bolts of 
the job,” he said. “Statistics and box scores need to be 
compiled and sent in immediately after contests. 

“Part-time and limited student assistance just can’t do 
these things.” 

Odon sees advantages to moving under the auspices of the 
Athletic Department other than simply reverting back to 
full-time. 

“You can cater more to the needs of the department,” he 
said. “They would sort of control the office, I suppose, and 
have more input and direct say than they do now. The 
programs could be more elaborate.” 

Snell would also very much like to see responsibility for 
the office given to the Athletic Department. “If you’re 
dealing with athletics, then it’s common sense to deal with 
athletic people,” he reasoned. 

He looked back on the year just passed, at all the time he 
had spent with Odon trying to do, on a part-time basis, what 
had been done full-time for 22 years or more. 

“This thing looked attractive on the outside when they 
offered it to me,” he said. “It was a poison apple type thing.” 

He thought a moment. 

“Unless they want a walking zombie at the end of the 
year, there’s only one way they can do it” he said. “And 
that’s full-time.”
